Senator  Yancy  introduced  Senate  bill,  No.  1,  entitled  **an  act  to 
to  amend  article  8  of  chapter  145  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879 
by  adding  three  new  sections  thereto,  concerning  the  assessment  and  taxation 
of  railroads ;"  which  was  read  first  time  and  50  copies  ordered  pnnted. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Representatives 
llirough  the  Assistant  Chief  Clerk : 

Mr.  President  :     I  am  instructed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House 

is  now  fully  organized  and  ready  to  proceed,  under  section  8  of  article 

of  the  Constitution,  to  open  and  publish  the  returns  of  the  late  election  for 
State  officers,  and  respectfully  request  the  Senate  to  meet  in  the  Hall  of  the 
House  immediately  to  open  and  publish  said  returns  in  joint  session. 

In  conformity  with  the  foregoing  request  of  the  House,  the  Senate,  on 
motion  of  Senator  Walker,  proceeded  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives for  the  purpose  of  publishing  the  returns  for  State  officers. 

On  re-assembling,  Senator  Baldwin  asked  leave  of  absence  for  Senator 
O'Brien  until  Tuesday. 

Senator  Heard  asked  leave  of  absence  for  Senator  Bryant  until  Monday. 
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The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excellency,  Governor  T. 
T.  Crittenden,  through  his  Secretary,  Mr.  Farr: 

Spuators  and  Representatives: 

Section  10  of  article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  Missouri  requires  me,  as 
(iovemor  of  the  State,  to  give  the  General  Assembly  '*  information,  by  mes- 
"^e,  of  the  condition  of  the  State,'*  and  to  recommend  to  you  such  measures 
as  I  may  deem  expedient. 

In  obedience  to  this  requirement,  I  give  you  herein  such  information  and 
suggest  such  measures  as  to  me  seem  necessar}'^  and  expedient. 

I  congratulate  you  upon  your  assembly,  as  the  chosen  representatives  of 
the  i>eople,  under  such  auspicious  surroundings  and  favorable  circumstances. 

Order  prevails  in  e\  ery  part  of  the  State ;  local  affairs  are  managed  with 
wisdom  and  economy ;  the  labors  of  the  husbandman  have  been  repaid  with 
most  abundant  harvests ;  the  people  are  blessed  with  good  health ,  peace,  lib- 
erty and  contentment ;  signs  of  individual  and  general  prosperity  greet  the  eye 
uj>on  every  hand.  In  acknowledgment  of  these«manifoid  blessings,  it  becomes 
us,  as  a  Christian  people,  to  return  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  source  of  all 
good,  and  to  implore  llim  to  avert  from  our  land  and  homes  the  ' '  pestilence 
that  walketh  m  darkness  and  the  destructiou  that  wasteth  at  noonday." 

As  no  necessity  exists  for  a  great  amount  of  general  legislation,  there  is 
a  corresponding  lack  of  a  necessity  for  a  protracted  session.  I  trust  that 
your  association  may  be  pleasant  to  3'ou  and  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  State 
and  people. 

THE   STATE    TREASURY. 

I  announce  to  the  people  of  the  State  with  gratifiction  that  their  finances 
have  never  been  in  a  more  satisfactory  condition.  The  obligations  of  the 
State  are  promptly  met,  and  every  legal  demand  made  upon  the  Treasurer  is 
paid  as  soon  as  presented.  During  the  present  administration  not  a  warrant 
of  the  State  has  been  discounted  because  of  non-payment.  In  factj  there  is 
not  a  single  warrant  now  outstanding.  Heretofore  warrants  have  been  issued 
and  sent  to  the  various  civil  officers  and  other  claimants  throughout  the  State, 
and  befoi-e  the  warrants  were,  or  could  be,  cashed,  they  were  discounted  b}' 
some  person  or  bank  in  the  locality  to  which  they  were  sent.  Now  the  war- 
rants are  sent  by  the  Auditor  to  the  Treasurer,  who  issues  a  draft  therefor 
upon  the  Bank  of  Commerce  of  St.  Louis,  upon  which  the  money  is  received 
without  delay  or  discount.  The  warrants  drawn,  payable  to  the  creditor  or 
bearer,  were  liable  to  be  lost  and  cashed  by  some  one  other  than  the  real 
onTier.     Such  is  not  the  case  now.     1  think  the  change  a  prudent  one.       ^ 

In  compliance  with  section  7637,  Revised  Statutes,  the  Treasurer,  on  the 
•i2d  day  of  January,  1881,  had  a  circular  letter  printed  and  sent  to  all  of  the 
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principal  banks  and  banking  institutions  of  the  State,  and  printed  in  many  of 
the  newspapers  of  the  State,  soliciting  bids  for  keeping  the  public  funds  for 
the  term  specified  in  such  bids  and  until  a  new  contract  shall  be  made.  On 
the  8th  day  of  February,  1881,  the  bids  were  opened,  as  directed  by  law,  in 
the  presence  of  the  Governor  and  Attorney-General ;  and  it  being  seen  that 
the  Bank  of  Commerce,  of  St.  Louis,  proposed  paying,  monthly,  the  highest 
interest  or  bonus  on  the  average  daily  balances,  that  bank  was  selected  as 
the  State  depository,  and  gave  the  security  required  by  section  7639  of  the 
Revised  Statutes.  The  bank  has  faithfully  fulfilled  its  part  of  the  contract 
from  that  date  to  the  present  time,  and  has  furnished  the  State  every  desired 
facility  in  the  transaction  of  its  financial  business.  By  the  close  of  this  year 
the  bank  will  have  paid  the  State  something  over  $34,000  as  interest  upon 
the  deposits,  which  has  been  credited  one-half  to  the  interest  and  one-half  to 
the  revenue  fund.  On  the  4th  day  of  December,  1882,  the  Treasurer,  under 
section  7637  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  mailed  a  second  circular  letter  to  each 
of  the  banks  or  banking  institutions  of  the  State,  soliciting  bids  for  keeping 
the  public  funds,  which  bida  would  be  received  until  the  15th  day  of 
December,  1882.  As  no  bids  were  offered  on  that  day  from  any  source,  the 
contract  theretofore  entered  into  with  the  Bank  of  Commerce  of  St  Louis,  was 
continued  at  the  same  rate  and  upon  the  same  terms.  This  bank  has  paid 
from  the  beginning  of  the  contract  double  the  interest  heretofore  received  by 
the  State.  It  is  one  of  the  most  solvent  and  responsible  banks  in  the  State. 
Since  the  present  law  went  into  effect  the  money  of  the  State  is  so  absolutely 
secured  in  the  depository  b}'  the  United  States  and  Missouri  State  bonds, 
pledged  as  security,  in  excess  of  the  deposits,  that  if  the  depository  should 
meet  with  reverses,  the  State's  money  could  be  obtained  within  fifteen  days. 
The  National  Bank  of  Commerce  of  New  York  is  the  trustee  in  charge  of  the 
hypothecated  bonds.  In  the  event  that  the  Bank  of  Commerce  of  St.  Louis 
should  fail  to  pay  the  check  or  checks  of  the  Treasurer,  under  the  written 
contract  between  the  bank  and  the  Treasurer,  he  is  authorized — with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  and  Attorney- Greneral — ^to  direct  the  trustee  to  sell, 
within  ten  days  after  the  refusal  to  honor  the  check  or  checks,  the  bonds  so 
deposited,  or  as  many  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  whole  amount  of  the 
State's  deposit  in  the  bank.  The  importance  of  this  contract  to  the  State 
can  be  seen  at  a  glance.  It  not  only  fully  secures  the  deposits  of  the  State 
but  it  also  gives  immediate  recourse  upon  the  bonds  upon  a  certain  con- 
tingency, which  insures  the  continuance  of  the  State's  credit.  The  Treasurer 
keeps  a  small  sum  of  mone}''  in  the  vault  in  his  ofiUce,  in  the  Capitol,  for  daily 
use,  an  account  of  which  will  be  given  in  his  report.  The  following  tables 
show  the  amount  of  deposits,  monthly,  in  the  Bank  of  Commerce,  how 
secured,  and  the  interest  received  by  the  State  on  the  same :

STATE    CLAIMS. 


By  authority  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  19,  1881, 
authorizing  the  Fund  Commissioners,  if  they  deem  it  expedient,  to  employ 
an  agent  to  prosecute  the  claims  of  this  State  against  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  a  contract  was  made  with  Hon.  John  T.  Heard  to  prosecute 
such  claims  in  behalf  of  the  State,  and  he  immediately  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  his  duties.  He  has  ali-eady  collected  and  accounted  to  the  State 
for  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  thousand,  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  doUars  and  ten  cents  ($234,594.10),  and  is  now  in  Washington,  labor- 
ing to  procure  such  legislation  as  will  secure  to  the  State  the  claims  remain- 
ing unsettled. 

The  claims  of  the  State  consist  of  two  kinds : 

1st.  War  claims,  or  claims  arising  out  of  the  furnishing  of  troops  and 
supplies  to  the  United  States  Government  during  the  late  ciyil  war ;   and, 

2nd,  Claims  arising  Hnder  the  enabling  act  of  Congress  and  the  ordin- 
ance of  a;cceptance  by  the  State,  under  which  the  State  was  admitted  into 
the  Union.  This  compact  guaranteed  to  the  State,  in  consideration  of  certain 
conditions  by  it  accepted,  five  per  cent,  of  net  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale 
or  all  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Missouri  after  admission,  etc.  The  amount 
due  the  State  on  account  of  all  sales  made  for  cash  has  been  paid ;  but  as  a 
large  proportion  of  the  public  domain  in  the  State  has  been  located  with  the 
military  land  warrants  of  the  Government,  issued  in  pa3rment  of  services 
rendered  by  her  soldiers  in  wars,  Mr.  Heard  claims  that  such  locations  should 
be  regarded  as  sales  for  cash,  and  that  the  State  is  entitled  to  five  per  cent, 
thereon.  These  locations  cover  about  eight  millions  of  acres  and  the  per  cent, 
of  the  proceeds  of  such  sales — estimating  the  land  at  the  price  of  81.25  per 
acre — amounts  to  $426,000. 

The  war  claims  are  of  two  classes :  1st.  Those  belonging  to  the  State, 
and,  2d,  those  belonging  to  individuals,  which  the  State  is  attempting  to 
collect. 

By  an  act  of  Congress  of  July,  1861,  the  United  States  Government 
promised  to  reimburse  the  different  States  for  amounts  expended  by  them 
respectively,  in  the  organization,  equipment  and  maintenance  of  troops  while 
acting  under  competent  military  authority  and  in  concert  with  the  Federal 
troops,  in  suppressing  the  rebellion,  etc.  Under  that  law,  a  settlement  be- 
tween the  State  and  General  Government  was  effected  in  1866,  by  which  the 
State  received  the  amount  then  shown  to  have  been  expended  by  it  up  to  that 
date ;  and  it  was  on  account  of  similar  disbursements,  subsequently  made  by 
the  State,  that  a  claim  was  preferred  for  the  amount  not  reimbursed  by  the 
Government.     Mr.  Heard  found  a  great  deal  of  the  evidence  relied  upon  by 
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the  State  to  establish  the  claims,  lost  or  destroyed,  and  thus  an  infinite 
amount  of  trouble  and  a  large  outlay  of  labor  and  money  were  entailed  upon 
him  in  his  attempt  to  supply,  as  far  as  possible,  the  lost  evidence  and  papers. 

The  other  class  of  claims,  or  those  belonging  to  individuals,  are  those 
which  were,  by  authority  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  19, 
1874,  audited  by  a 'commission  created  by  said  act,  and  on  account  of  which 
audit  and  allowance  conditional  certificates  of  State  indebtedness  were 
issued.  These  claims  have  been  presented  to  the  Government  for  payment 
but,  so  far,  have  been  refused  consideration  upon  the  ground  that,  even  if 
they  are  just,  the  present  laws  of  Congress  only  authorize  their  examinatioa 
for  settlement  after  they  shall  have  been  paid  by  the  State,  and  that  the  issu- 
ance of  conditional  certificates  of  State  indebtedness  is  not  payment,  as 
contemplated  by  the  law. 

Mr.  Heard  has,  through  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress, 
procured  the  introduction  of  bills  looking  to  the  recognition  of  this  class  of 
claims,  as  well  as  the  settlement  of  the  five  per  cent,  claims,  which  bills  are 
now  pending  in  the  respective  houses  of  Congress,  and  Mr.  Heard  is  now  in 
Washington  City,  giving  the  matter  his  earnest  personal  attention. 

The  contract  made  with  Mr.  Heard  provided  for  a  commission  of  five 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  collected  on  the  war  claims  due  the  State  and  fifteen 
per  cent,  on  the  other  classes  of  claims,  which  are  much  more  uncertain  of 
collection.  The  commission  agreed  upon  in  the  contract  was  paid  on  the  col- 
lection made.  The  Fund  Commissioners  have  been  criticised  upon  the 
amount  of  compensation  allowed  Mr.  Heard  in  the  contract ;  but  it  will  ap- 
pear to  any  man  possessing  a  fair  conception  of  the  nature  and  responsibili- 
ties of  the  position  that  the  allowance  is  not  too  liberal.  The  contract  re- 
quires the  agent  to  prosecute  all  of  the  claims  at  his  own  expense,  and,  aside 
from  the  immense  amount  of  labor  performed  by  Mr.  Heard  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  his  duties,  and  of  the  necessarily  heavy  living  and  traveling  expenses 
incurred  by  him,  he  has  paid  out  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  in  supplying 
lost  papers  and  perfecting  the  evidence  necessary  to  establish  the  claims 
already  collected.  Beside  this,  he  is  bound  under  a  $20,000  bond  to  prose- 
cute to  final  determination  the  remaining  claims  embraced  in  his  contract, 
the  collection  of  which  depends  upon  the  procurement  of  Congressional  legis- 
lation, and  the  ultimate  collection  of  which  is  problematic,  while  the  expen- 
diture of  a  large  amount  of  money  and  labor  in  the  attempt  is  certain. 

In  the  collection  of  the  money  already  received  by  the  State,  Mr.  Heard 
performed  an  immense  amount  of  labor.  Upon  an  examination  of  the 
papers  and  records  which  constituted  the  evidence  upon  which  he  must  rely 
to  establish  the  State's  claim,  the  prospect  was  disheartening;  but,  with  his 
charateristic  determination  and  with  tireless  energy,  he  pursued  every  pos-

sible  avenue  of  information  to  the  end,  ami,  as  a  proper  reward  for  his  dili- 
gence and  intelligent  efforts,  the  State  received  the  sum  above  named.  In 
him  the  State  has  a  worthy  representative  and  her  interests  will  not  suffer. 

HANNIBAL   AND   ST.    JOSEPH    UAILROAU   CONTROVERSY. 

« 

This  administration  was  inaugurated  upon  the  10th  day  of  January,  1881, 
and  soon  thereafter  the  Fund  Commissioners — consisting  of  the  (iovernor, 
Auditor  and  Attorney-General — ^were  notified   by  Wm.   Dowd,  President  of 
the  Hannibal   and  St.  Joseph   Railroad,  that,   under  the  act  of  1865,   the 
wmpany  proposed  paying  into  the  State  Treasury'  the  sum  of  $3,000,000  and 
the  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  the  payment,  in  discharge  of  the  State's 
statutory  lien  on   the    road  and  equipments.     George    AV.    Easley,    Esq., 
represented  the  road.     Several  interviews  were  had  between  Mr.  Easley  and 
tho  Fund  Commissioners,  prior  to  the  payment  of  the  money ;  but  as  the  details 
of  the  preliminary  or  intermediate  controversy  are  of  no  special  value  to  the 
(xeneral  Assembly,  I  pass  them  by,  and  present  the  material  facts.     In  June, 
\><H\^  the  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph  Railroad   Company  tendered  to  the  Fund 
Commissioners  the  sum  of  $3,090,000,  in   payment  of  what  the  company 
claimed  to  owe  the  State,  for  bonds  issued   by  the  State,  under  the  act«  of 
1851  and  1855.     The  Fund  Commissioners  refused  to  receive  that  sum  as  a 
payment  in  full,  but  expressed  a  willingness  to   receive   and  receipt  for  the 
same,  in  part  payment  of  the  amount  due  under  the  act  of  18G5.     This  course 
was  finally  adopted,  and,  on  the  20th  day  of  June,  the  company  paid  to  the 
State  Treasurer  $3,090,000,  of  which  $90,000  were  to  be  used  to  pay  the  in- 
terest maturing  in  ten  days  thereafter ;  and  the  remaining  $3,000,000  to  pass 
into  the  State  Treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the  company.     On  the  payment  of 
the  money,  the  Treasurer  executed  his  receipt  to   R.   G.   Ralston,  Heman 
Dowd  and  Oren  Root,  trustees,  in  form  as  ^agreed  upon  between  the  parties. 
In  order  to  oblige  the  company  and  avoid  the  cost  and  danger  of  transmitting 
550  large  a  sum  of  money  from  New   York  to  Jefferaon  City  and  return,  the 
Treasurer  went  to  New  York  and  received  the  money  and  deposited  it  in  the 
National  Bank  of  Commerce,  in  accordance  with  an  arrangement  made  w^ith 
the  Bank  of  Commerce  of  St.   Louis.     Subsequent  to  the  payment  of  the 
money,  Mr.  Easley,  who  represented  himself  as  the  attorney  of  the  Hannibal 
ami  St.  Joseph  Railroad  Company,  and  of   certain  persons  as  trustees  in  the 
mortgage — executed  by  the  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph   Railroad  Company  to 
the  Farmers'  Loan  and  Trust  Company,  to  the  amount  of  $3,000,000 — ap- 
I)eared  at  my  office  and  demanded,  under  the  act  of  1865,   that  I,   as  Gov- 
ernor, execute  a  release  of  the  statutory  lien  of  the  State,   created  by  the 
acts  of  1851  «nd  1855.     This  I  refused  tp  do,  as  the  company  had  not,  in  ray

opinion,  paid  the  full  amount  of  its  liabilit}-   to   tlie   State.     The  company, 
claiming  that  the  amount  paid  covered  the  whole  amount  due  to  the  State,  in- 
stituted a  proceeding  against  the  Governor,  in   the  Supreme   Court  of  the 
State,  to  compel  him  to  assign  to  the  company's  trustees  the  lien  of  the  State, 
as  provided  in  the  act  of  18G5.     This  application   having  been  denied  by  the 
court,  the  company,  thereupon,  filed  in  the   court  an  application  for  a  man- 
damus against  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  to  compel  him  to  amend  his  receii)t 
and  put  it  in  such  form  as  to  fully   discharge  the   company  from  all  further 
obligation  to  the  State,  by  reason   of  the  State's  loan  of  credit  to  said  com- 
pany.    This  application  was  also  denied ;  and  the  company  refusing  to  pay 
the  interest  maturing  January  Ist,   1882,  I  proceeded  to  advertise  the  road 
and  its  appurtenances  for  sale,  as  provided  by  the  act  of  1851.     Thereupon, 
the  company  filed  its  bill  in   equity-,    in   the  United  States   Circuit  Court  at 
Jefferson  City,  allegir.g  that  the  payment  made  was  a  full  discharge  of  the 
company,   and  again  asking  that  the  Governor  be  ordered  and  required,  by  a 
decree  of  the  court,  to  assign  the  State's  lien  on  the  road  and  appurtenances 
to  the  trustees,  and  to  enjoin  the  sale  of  the   road.     This  court,   after   a 
thorough  and  exhaustive  examination  of  the  subject,  held  that  the  payment 
made  was  not  a  discharge  of  the  obligations  of  the  company,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  several  acts,  under  which   the  loan  of  credit  was  made,  and, 
consequently  refused  the  injunction.     The  company  with   unflagging  zeal  to 
wrong  the   State,  thereupon  amended   its  bill,   praying  the  same   relief  as 
originally  asked,  and,  in  case   that  should  be  denied,   asking   an   alterative 
relief  of  a  repayment  of  the  83,000,000.     On  the  final  hearing  of  this    bill, 
at  Keokuk,  Iowa,  by  Judge  McCrary,    an  interlociutory  decretal  onler  was 
made,  prescribing  legal  rules,  I)}-  which   the   amount  due  by  the  company  to 
the  State  may  be  ascertained,    and  referring  the  whole    matter  to  a   mas- 
ter in  chancery — Hon.  John  K.  Cravens,  of  Kansas  City — with  directions  to 
take  an  account  thereof  and  report  the  result  arrived  at  to  the  court,  at  an 
early  daj-.     In   accordance  with   the  agreement  of  counsel  on  both  sides, 
sanctioned  by  the  Master,  testimony  has  been  taken  and  arguments  made  be- 
fore the  master  by  the  respective  attorneys  ;  and  I  am  informed  that  the  re- 
port will  probably  be  made  at  the  adjourned  term  of  the  court,  to  be  held  in 
Jefferson  City  on  the  fii-st  Monday  in  Mai'ch  next.     So  far,  the  courts,  State 
and  Federal,  have  uniformly  held  that  the  company  has  not  yet  dischai'ged  its 
obligations  to  the  State,  and  the  Federal  courts  at  each  hearing  have  required 
the  company  to  pay  the  matured  interest  on  the  bonds.     In  so  doing,  those 
courts  have  sustained  the  position  held  by  the  Fund  Commissioners  from  the 
beginning  of  the  controversy ;  Ihey  contending  that  the  amount  paid  on  the 
20th  daj^  of  June,  1881,  was  not  "a  sum  of  money  equal  in  amount  to  all 
indebtedness  due  or  owing  by  said  company  to  the  State,  and  all  liabilities 
incurred  by  the  State,  by  reason  of  having  issued  her  bonds  and  loaned  the 
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same  to  said  company,  as  a  loan  of  credit  of  the  State/*  What  that 
amount  is,  now  forms  the  question  at  issue  between  the  State  and  tlie  com- 
pany, and  must  be  determined  bj'  the  Federal  courts. 

This  controversy  shows  the  wisdom  of  that  constitutional  provision  inhiU- 
iting  the  State  from  "  contracting  an}^  debt  or  liability  on  behalf  of  the  State, 
or  to  issue  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  thereof,  excei)t  in  renewal 
of  existing  bonds,  and  to  create  a  debt  Hiot  exceeding  $250,0l)(»  to  meet  an 
unforeseen  emergency  or  casual  deficiency/'  as  the  liberality  of  the  State  has 
been  so  often  abused  by  the  recipients  of  its  grace.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret 
that  this  company,  after  having  so  long  and  so  faithfully  met  its  maturing 
interest  on  the  bonds,  should  have  sought  an  opportunity,  under  the  act  of 
1865 — cunningly  drawn,  as  it  was  supposed,  in  the  interest  of  the  road — and 
the  advice  and  direction  of  hired  counsel,  to  violate  the  most  sacred  obliga- 
tion that  can  exist  between  creditor  and  debtor.  The  State,  from  the  begin- 
ning, discountenanced  the  construction  placed  upon  that  act  by  the  company, 
and  simply  demanded  a  fulfillment  of  the  obligation  nominated  in  the  bond, 
and  at  no  time  has  it  acted  otherwise  than  justly  and  lenientl}'  with  the  road, 
even  when  reverses  and  embarrassments  surrounded  it  and  almost  wrecked 
its  financial  existence.  No  road  has  asked  and  received  more  kindness  from 
the  State  than  the  Hannibal  &  St.  Joseph.  The  more  it  has  been  accommo- 
dated, the  more  it  has  demanded.  It  received  from  the  State,  under  the  act 
of  1851,  $1,500,000  special  bonds,  as  a  loan  of  the  public  credit,  redeemable 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Legislature  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  twenty 
years  from  the  date  of  issue;  and,  again,  under  the  act  of  1855,  it  received 
the  same  number  of  bonds,  of  the  same  character,  redeemable  in  thirty  years, 
and  in  1874,  upon  the  urgent  application  of  the  road  to  the  Legislature,  the 
$1,500,000  bonds,  issued  under  th€  act  of  1851,  were  renewed  for  a  further 
term  of  twenty  yeai*s.  Thus,  in  fact,  receiving  from  the  State  $3,000,000  in 
special  loan  bonds,  redeemable  in  thirty  and  forty  years — a  favor  not  solicited 
by  nor  extended  to  an}-  other  company.  In  consideration  of  this  fact,  and 
upon  principles  of  honor,  the  road  should  be  slow  indeed  in  attempting  to 
evade  its  honorable  and  legal  obligations  to  the  power  which  evoked  it  into 
existence.  If  the  company  persists  in  this  attempt,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
State  to  resist  it  to  the  extreme  limit  of  the  law.  The  protection  of  the  rights 
of  its  citizens,  and  the  preservation  of  Its  high  credit,  will  permit  no  other 
course.  The  State  only  asks  for  an  equitable  adjustment  of  the  difference, 
one  that  will  not  embarrass  the  road,  yet  will  *'save  the  State  harmless"  from 
future  liabilities.  In  all  the  legal  proceedings  referred  to,  the  State,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  verj'  able  and  faithful  services  of  the  Attorney-General,  has  had 
the  services  of  Messrs.  Glover  &  Shepley  and  Henderson  ^  Shields,  of  St. 
Louis,  two  distinguished  law  firms,  in  whose  hands,  I  confidently  believe,  the 
interests  of  the  State  will  be  secure.     The  labor  involved  in  the  defense  of

the  cases  has  been  great  and  exacting.  Much  testimony  has  been  taken  in 
New  York  and  Missouri,  and  the  expenses  incident  thereto  have  fully  con- 
sumed the  small  appropriations  made  for  that  purpose.  I  respectfully  submit 
to  you  the  necessity  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  pay  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  litigation  and  provide  a  fair  compensation  for  the  counsel 
engaged.  It  is  more  possible  that  the  case  may  finally  reach  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  which,  of  course,  will  materially  inci'ease  the 
labor  and  expense  of  counsel.  The  distinguished  counsel  engaged  fully 
understand  that  they  have  no  other  reliance  for  remuneration  than  your  own 
sense  of  justice  and  liberality  in  the  premises.  They  and  I  feel  confident 
that  the  General  Assembly  wilj  do  full  justice  to  agents  who  have  been  zeal- 
ous in  defense  of  the  righte  of  the  State. 

OUTLAWRY. 

Since  the  close  of  the  war  Missouri  has  been  infested  by  bands  of  train 
and  bank  robbei-s,  whose  lawless  deeds  not  only  rendered  railroad  travel  and 
banking  dangerous  in  certain  localities  in  the  State,  but  also  gave  the  State 
an  unenviable  reputation,  at  home  and  abroad. 

^ly  predecessors  assiduously  endeavored,  by  the  use  of  every  means 
and  power  within  their  control,  to  accomplish  the  destruction  of  these  bands, 
but  their  efforts  proved  abortive.  On  the  15th  day  of  July,  1881,  certain 
parties,  under  the  leadership  of  Jesse  W.  James,  stopped  and  robbed  a  train 
upon  the  line  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  and  Pacific  Railroad,  at  a  point 
near  Winston,  in  Daviess  county ;  and,  in  the  perpetration  of  the  robbeiy, 
killed  William  Westfall,  the  conductor  of  the  train,  and  John  McCuUoch,  an 
employe  of  the  company.  On  the  28th  of  July,  1881,  I  issued  the  following 
proclamation : 

•'State  or  Missouri,  Executive  Department. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  made  known  to  me,  as  the  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Missouri,  that  certain  parties,  whose  names  are  to  me  unknown,  have 
confederated  and  banded  themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of  committing 
robberies  and  other  depredations  within  this  State ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  parties  did,  on  or  about  the  eighth  day  of  October, 
187y,  stop  a  train  near  Glendale,  in  the  county  of  Jackson,  in  said  State,  and 
with  force  and  violopce  take,  steal  and  carry  away  the  money  and  other  ex- 
press matter  being  carried  thereon  ;  and 

Whhrbas,  On  the  loth  day  of  July,  1881,  said  parties  and  their  con- 
federates did  stop  a  train  upon  the  line  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  and  Pa- 
cific Railroad,  near  Winston,  in  the  county  of  Daviess,  in  said  State,  and, 
with  force  and  violence,  take,  steal  and  carry  away  the  money  and  other  ex- 
press matter  being  carried   thereon,  and  in   perpetration  of  the  robbery  last 
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aforesaid  the  parties  engaged  therein  did  kill  and  murder  one  William  West- 
fall,  the  conductor  of  the  train,  together  with  one  John  McCulloch,  who  was 
at  the  time  in  the  employ  of  said  company,  then  on  said  train ;  and 

Whkreas,  Frank  James  and  Jesse  W.  James  stand  indicted  in  the 
circuit  court  of  said  Daviess  count}'  for  the  murder  of  John  W.  Sheets,  and 
the  parties  engaged  in  the  robberies  and  murders  aforesaid  have  fled  from 
justice  and  have  absconded  and  secreted  themselves ; 

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  and  in  lieu  of  all  other 
rewards  heretofore  offered  for  the  arrest  or  conviction  of  the  parties  afore- 
said, or  either  of  them,  by  any  person  or  corporation,  I,  Thomas  T.  Critten- 
den, Governor  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  do  hereby  offer  a  reward  of  Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  each  person 
participating  in  either  of  the  robberies  or  murders  aforesaid,  excepting  the 
said  Frank  James  and  Jesse  W.  James ;  and  for  the  arrest  and  delivery  of 
said  Frank  James  and  Jesse  W.  James,  and  each  or  either  of  them,  to  the 
sheriff  of  said  Daviess  county,  I  hereby  offer  a  reward  of  Five  Thousand 
Dollars  ($5,000.00),  and  for  the  conviction  of  either  of  the  pai'ties  last  afore- 
said of  participation  in  either  of  the  murders  or  robberies  above  mentioned, 
I  hereby  offer  a  further  reward  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00). 

Is  TESTiMOXT  WHEREOF,  1  havc  hercuuto  set  my  hand  and   caused  to  be 
affixed  the  great  seal  of  the  State  of  Missouri.     Done  at  the  City

On  the  7th  day  of  September,  1881,  within  six  weeks  after  this  procla- 
mation had  been  issued,  as  if  in  grim  defiance  of  the  power  of  the  law  and 
the  vigilance  of  the  law  officers,  a  train  was  stopped  and  robbed  on  the  line 
of  the  Chicago  and  Alton  Railroad,  near  Blue  Cut,  in  Jackson  county.  The 
band  committing  this  robbery  was  under  the  leadership  of  Jesse  W.  James  ; 
and  his  associates,  it  is  said,  were  Frank  James,  Dick  Liddil,  Wood  Hite, 
Clarence  Ilite  and  Charles  and  Robert  Ford. 

When  the  proclamation  was  issued  it  was  said  by  cavillers  that  it  would 
wholly  fail  in  its  objects  and  that  no  good  would  be  accomplished  by  the  offer 
of  such  large  sums  of  money  for  the  apprehension  of  those  desperate  men. 
The  results  which  followed  so  closely  upon  its  issuance  furnish  an  ample 
vindication  of  the  policy  which  inspired  it.  No  tie,  no  faith  in  honorable  com- 
radeship, is  stronger  with  an  outlaw  than  the  power  of  mone3^ 

On  the  13th  day  of  February,  1882,  Bob  Ford  surrendered  to  Capt.  H.  H. 
Craig,  of  Kansas  City.  On  the  24th  day  of  January,  1882,  Dick  Liddil  sur- 
rendered to  J.  R.  Timberlake,  sheriff  of  Clay  county. 

On  the  13th  day  of  Fel)ruary,   1882,  Clarence  Hite  was  captured   in 
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Logan  county,  Kentucky,  by  Capt.  Craig  and  J.  R.  Timberlake,  and  was 
taken  to  Daviess  county,  Missouri,  where  two  indictments — one  for  the  mur- 
der of  WiUiam  Westfall  and  one  for  participation  in  the  Winston  train  rob- 
bery-— were  pending  against  him.  He  was  arraigned  under  the  indictment 
and  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  of  robbeiy,  and  was,  on  the  same  day, 
sentenced  to  twenty-five  3'ears'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  which 
sentence  he  is  now  undergoing. 

On  the  3d  day  of  April,  1882,  Jesse  W.  James  was  killed  in  the  city  of 
St.  Joseph  by  Charles  and  Robert  Ford — his  f  ollowei-s  and  associates  in  crime. 
The  Fords  immediately  surrendered  themselves  to  the  legal  authorities  of 
Buchanan  county,  and  were  placed  in  jail. 

An  indictment  charging  them  with  murder  in  the  first  degree,  was  pre- 
ferred against  them  by  the  grand  jury,  to  which,  at  the  April  term,  1882, 
they  both  pleaded  guilty  in  the  Buchanan  county  circuit  court,  and  were 
pardoned  by  me  on  the  same  day,  upon  the  gi'ounds  of  public  policy. 

Frank  James  voluntarily  surrendered  himself  to  me,  in  my  office,  in 
Jefferson  City,  on  the  5th  day  of  October,  1882.  I  immediately  delivered 
him  to  the  law  oflUcers  of  Jackson  county,  where  he  is  now  incarcerated  in 
jail,  awaiting  ttnal  on  one  or  more  indictments. 

On  the  4th  day  of  December,  1881,  Wood  Hite  was  killed  by  some  one 
of  his  confederates  in  crime,  at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Bolton,  near  Rich- 
mond, Ray  county,  Missouri.  Her  house  had  been  the  headquarters  and 
hiding  place  of  the  outlaws  in  that  i>art  of  the  State  for  many  months. 

On  the  18th  day  of  May,  188^,  Robert  Ford  was  indicted  in  Ray  county 
for  the  murder  of  Wood  Hite.  The  case  was  removed  by  change  of  venue, 
to  Clinton  county  where,  on  the  26th  day  of  October,  1882,  he  was  tried  and 
acquitted.  He  is  now  under  recognizance  on  a  charge  of  robbery,  as  also  i» 
his  brother,  Charles  Ford. 

On  the  7th  day  of  October,  1882,  1  revoked  the  proclamation  of  July 
28th,  1881,  for  the  reasen  that  the  principal  actors  in  and  perpetrators  of, 
the  crimes,  are  either  dead  or  in  the  custody  of  the  laws  of  the  State. 

Thus  was  completed  the  overthrow  and  destruction  of  the  most  noted  and 
daring  band  of  outlaws  known  to  ancient  or  modern  history.  This  grand  re- 
sult, fraught  with  so  much  interest  and  importance  to  the  people  of  Missouri, 
was  accomplished  by  the  activity  and  relentless  energy  of  the  oflficers  and 
citizens  of  this  State,  and  particularly  of  those  in  the  localities  in  which  the 
outlaws  had  so  long  found  sym])athy  and  concealment.  The  policy  adopted 
for  the  extirpation  of  these  bands  received  the  co-operation  of  the  Criminal 
Court  of  Jackson  county  and  its  officers ;  and  thus  there  was  but  little  diffi- 
culty in  securing  a  i)ronounced  enforcement  of  the  laws,  and  awakening  in 
the  minds  of  the  peoi)le  of  that  county  a  settled  determination  to  remove  the 
stain  placed  upon  the  county  by  the  depredations  of  these  bands,  and  to  sum- 
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marily  end,  at  once  and  forever,  the  crimes  and  career  of  the  organization. 
In  this  connection,  I  desire  to  publicly  recognize  the  intelligent  and  etllcient 
assistance  of  Capt.  Henry  II.  Ci-aig,  of  Kansas  City,  and  Sheriff  James  R. 
Timberiake,  of  Clay  county.  The  aid  rendered  by  these  gentlemen  was  in- 
valuable to  me,  and  without  it  the  duty  devolving  u))on  me  would  have  been 
much  more  difficult,  if  not  altogether  impossible,  to  accomplish.  The  task 
they  assumed  required  fearless  courage,  extraordinary  vigilance  and  an  un- 
erring selection  of  instrumentalities.  They  accomplished  within  fourteen 
months. what  others  for  twenty  years  had  whoUy  failed  to  do ;  and  to  these 
gentlemen,  more  than  to  all  others,  is  due  the  credit  of  bringing  these  outlaws 
to  justice.  It  also  gives  me  pleasure  to  recognize  the  valuble  services  of 
John  Cason,  sheriff  of  Saline  county,  who  was  always  ready  to  undergo  any 
labor,  danger  or  exposure  in  pursuit  of  the  outlaws^  In  him  Captains  Craig 
and  Timberiake  had  an  intilligent  and  faithful  coadjutor.  These  brave  offi- 
cers discharged  every  duty  fearlessly  and  well,  to  which  I  unhesitatingly  bear 
official  testimony. 

I  paid  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  rewaixls  to  various  persons  for  the  cap- 
ture and  overthrow  of  this  band  of  desperadoes,  not  one  <lollar  of  which  was 
taken  from  the  State  Treasury.  It  is  not  probable  that  Missouri  will  again 
l)e  cursed  and  disgraced  by  the  presence  of  such  a  band  of  men,  confed- 
erated together  for  desperate  purposes.  It  is  fully  redeemed  and  acquit  of 
that  unwaiTanted  appellation  of  ^'robber  State."  But  an  insignificant  num- 
ber of  people  in  two  or  three  counties  gave  countenance  to  such  lawlessness. 
Our  people,  with  one  accord,  heartily  approve  of  the  measures  and  means 
employed  to  compel  these  violators  of  the  law  to  confess  its  power  and  majesty, 
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and  applaud  the  stern,  unbending  determination  of  the  officers  who  contribu- 
ten  so  much  to  the  fulfillment  of  that  purpose. 

It  is  done ;  and  Missouri  is  to-day  one  of  the  most  peaceful  States  in  the 
Tnion.  Fewer  crimes  are  committed  within  her  borders  than  in  those  of  sur- 
rounding States. 

Since  my  inauguration,  three  other  lawless  bands  were  formed  and 
operated  in  different  portions  of  the  State.  The  ''  Meyers  Gang,"  composed 
of  six  men,  was  organized  in  New  Madrid  county  for  the  purposes  of  robbery 
and  murder.  Within  a  few  weeks  after  its  formation  two  of  its  members 
were  shot  to  death  while  resisting  arrest,  two  were  captured,  tried  under  the 
law  and  executed,  and  the  other  two  were  sent  to  the  penitentiary  for  their 
crimes. 

A  band  known  as  the  **  Mason  drang,  "  was  organized  in  Adair  county, 
for  the  purpose  of  mbbing  banks  and  committing  other  crimes.     It  consisted 
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of  four  men  under  the  leadership  of  Frank  Mason.  In  the  month  of  June,  1882, 
they  robbed  a  bank  at  Brookfield,  Missouri.  Within  one  week  from  the  date 
of  the  robbery  these  men  were  captured,  indicted,  tried  and  sentenced  to 
twenty-live  years  imprisonment,  each,  in  the  penitentiary.  The  Lewis 
brothers  formed  a  band  in  Jasper  county  for  similar  purposes.  Within  a  few 
weeks  after  commencing  their  lawless  career  they  were  captured,  and  are 
now  in  jail  awaiting  trial. 

The  activity  of  the  officers  and  citizens  of  the  counties  in  whicii  these 
bands  were  organized,  in  capturing  and  bringing  the  evil-doers  to  justice, 
demonstrates  that  the  people  of  Missouri  will  no  longer  submit  to  the  domi- 
nation of  outlaws.  Such  determination  to  suppress  crime  and  apprehend 
criminals,  sooner  or  later,  brings  its  own  reward,  in  peace,  in  increased 
wealth  and  in  an  intelligent  and  desirable  immigration.  In  closing  this 
history  of  the  downfall  of  these  lawless  bands,  I  will  state  that  on  the  4th  day 
of  June,  1881,  I  issued  a  requisition  upon  the  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee  for  one  William  Rj^an,  who  was  indicted  for  complicity  in  the 
Glendale  train  robbery,  which  occurred  on  the  Chicago  and  Alton  Railroad,  in 
Jackson  county,  on  the  8th  day  of  October,  1879.  Upon  that  requisition  he 
was  returned  to  Jackson  county,  where,  on  the  15th  day  of  October,  1881,  he 
was  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  a  term  of  twenty-five  years  imprison- 
ment in  the  penitentiary.  The  expenses  ($105.35)  incurred  in  Ryan's  extra- 
dition were,  by  me,  repaid  into  the  State  Treasury  on  the  20th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1881,  out  of  the  Five  Thousand  Dollars  reward  I  had  offered  for  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  Ryan,  thus  placing  in  the  treasury,  from  another 
source,  money  that  had  been  expended  by  the  State  in  the  capture  of  one  of 
the  outlaws. 

REVENUE.  ' 

Under  the  law,  assessments  upon  all  taxable  property,  except  merchan- 
dise, shall  be  made  between  the  first  daj's  of  June  and  January,  and  the 
valuation  is  placed  upon  it  the  first  day  of  June.  The  taxes  upon  this  assess- 
ment are  collected  the  following  fall*  being  something  over  a  year  after  the 
assessment  is  made.  Real  estate  gradually  increased  in  valuation  in  1880 
and  1881  and  more  rapidly  in  1882.  The  crops  in  Missouri  in  1882  were  the 
largest  grown  in  many  years,  some  computing  that  the  wheat  crop  in  Mis- 
souri this  year  will  reach  50,000,000  bushels,  and  the  corn  crop  250,000,000 
bushels,  while  the  exportation  of  apples  amounts  to  10,000,000  bushels. 
Proportionally  large  crops  of  potatoes,  hemp,  oats,  flax  and  various  kinds  of 
grasses  were  produced. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  property  for  1880  is  the  assessment  upon 
which  the  taxes  of  1881  are  due  and  paid.

These  tables  show  an  increase  in  valuation  in  1882  over  1881,  of  $47,- 
544,369.11  and  a  general  appreciation  in  values  in  all  kinds  of  property.  If 
the  rate  of  increase  in  values  is  as  great  this  year  as  last,  I  think  the  valua- 
tion this  year  will  exceed  $700,000,000.  This  will  spring  from  two  causes : 
First,  the  natural  increase  in  the  value  of  property- ;  and,  second,  the  intro- 
duction of  other  property  into  the  State.  The  taxes  are  rapidly  diminishing 
in  consequence  of  increased  valuations  and  the  rapid  growth  and  development 
of  the  resources  of  the  State.  Under  the  present  Constitution,  the  State  tax 
rate  cannot  exceed  fort}'  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation,  one-half  of 
which  is  set  apart  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  State  debt  and  the 
reduction  of  that  debt,  which  reduction,  under  the  Constitution  cannot  be 
less  than  $250,000.00  per  annum.  Twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  remaining 
half  of  the  taxes  is  sacredly  set  aside  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  of 
the  State.  This  leaves  only  fifteen  cents  on  the  hundred  dcjllars  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  State  government,  the  pay  of  the  Legislature,  costs  in  criminal 
cases  and  the  maintenance  of  the  various  eleemosynary  institutions  of  the 
State.  No  State  manages  its  affairs  more  economically.  This  accounts  for 
its  prosperous  condition.  During  the  present  administration  the  public  debt 
of  the  State  has  been  reduced  as  folloM's :

This  sum  shows  the  amount  of  bonds  taken  up  and  retired  since  Januaiy 
10th,  1881,  with  the  surplus  revenue,  proper,  of  the  State,  and  does  not  in- 
clude the  $250,000  renewal  revenue  bonds — also  paid  in  1881 — issued  under 
act  of  May  9th,  1879,  making  a  total  reduction  of  $962,000  of  the  liabilities 
of  the  Stalfe.  If  other  bonds  could  have  been  called  during  this  year,  or  pur- 
chased at  a  reasonable  premium,  there  is  now  sufficient  surplus  revenue  on 
hand  to  retire  $300,000  more  of  the  State's  indebtedness. 

In  the  face  of  this  exhibit,  I  am  unable  to  see  the  wisdom  or  justice  of 
that  part  of  the  decree  recently  made  by  Judge  McCrear}-,  at  Keokuk,  Iowa, 
in  the  Hannibal  &  St.  Joseph  Railroad  case,  requiring  the  State  to  use  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  the  $3,000,000 — involutarily  received  by  the  State — in  the 
redemption  or  purchase  of  its  bonds,  or  account  for  the  interest  on  the  moneys 
when  the  facts  show  that  the  surplus  revenues  of  the  State  are  sufficient  to 
retire  its  bonded  indebtedness  upon  maturity,  without  touching  any  part  of 
the  $3,000,000 — which  forces  the  State  to  go  into  the  markets  and  purchase 
its  bonds  at  a  large  premium  in  order  to  use  its  surplus  moneys.  The  State 
has  no  option  bonds  afloat.  At  no  previous  period  has  tlie  State's  indebted- 
ness been  so  rapidly  diminished,  or  the  State  gi'own  so  rapidly,  in  those  ele- 
ments which  give  a  State  character  at  home  and  abroad,  as  within  the  last 
two  years. 

The  credit  for  this  belongs  to  the  people  and  their  officials,  here  and 
throughout  the  State,  who  have  performed  their  duties  so  honestly  and  effi- 
ciently. The  effect  is  observed  and  appreciated  abroad.  I  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  following  extract  from  a  letter  received  by  me  from  a  reputable 
banking  firm  in  New  York  city : 

*'  I  take  the  liberty  of  enclosing  quotations  at  the  New  York  Stock  Ex- 
change of  this  day  of  the  various  securities  dealt  in  there,  anil  beg  leave  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  quotations  of  Missouri  State  bonds.  You  will  no- 
tice that  the  figures  given  for  IVIissouri  State  bonds  are  *  bids  '  only,  there 
being  but  very^  few  of  these  bonds  for  sale ;  and  when  any  are  offered  the>' 
bring  very  much  better  prices  than  those  stated  in  the  list.  1  was  in  nego- 
tiation with  a  savings  bank  here  to-day  arid  offered  to  take  their  bonds  on  a 
basis  of  34  per  cent,  investment,  and  yet  our  bid  was  rejected.  This  fact 
should  be  gratifying  to  those  taking  an  interest  in  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
State  of  Missouri.     By  referring  to  the  quotations  you  will  perceive  that  the 
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bonds  of  the  State  of  Missouri  not  only  compare  favorably  with  ail  other 
State  bonds  but,  in  point  of  fact,  will  bring  more  than  any  State  l)ond  dealt 
in  upon  our  stock  exchange.  I  take  pleasure  in  stating  to  you  that  your 
bonds  will  not  only  sell  for  more  than  the  bonds  issued  by  the  States  of  Con- 
necticut, Michigan,  New  York,  Ohio  and  Rhode  Island,  but  that  they  will 
bnng  fully  as  good  pnces  as  Massachusetts  State  bonds,  which  at  one  time 
ranked  much  higher  than  United  States  bonds. 

''  I  believe  the  financial  condition  of  your  State  at  present  is  such  that 
Aou  will  have  no  occasion  to  issue  any  bonds  at  present ;  but  were  such  not 
the  case,  I  do  not  hesitate  in  saying  the  bonds  of  the  State  bearing  4  per 
cent,  interest  could  be  readily  placed  at  a  good  premium ;  and  would  your 
constitution  permit  the  issue  of  bonds  '  free  of  all  taxation,'  a  bond  bearing  3 
\>er  cent,  interest  could  be  placed  at  about  par.  The  above  good  results  were 
brought  about  by  the  prompt  payment  of  all  obligations  of  the  State ;  by  the 
<?ood  management  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of  the  State  having  thfi  financial 
affairs  in  charge ;  therefore,  to  them  the  citizens  are  indebted  for  the  great 
benefits  they  are  now  reaping  and  will  continue  to  reap  in  refunding  the  debt 
as  occasion  may  offer. 

"  I  claim  whenever  a  State  is  in  good  financial  standing  foreign  capital 
tinds  its  way  into  that  State ;  and  capital,  combined  with  labor,  is  the  success 
of  a  State.  • 

'  •  Missouri  has  the  good  fortune  to  have  as  officers  men  who  are  honest 
and  honorable ;  men  who  have  demonstrated  that  all  obligations  of  the  State 
must  be  promptly  met ;  that  its  credit  must  be  sacred  and  preserved  under 
all  circumstances,  and  that  is  the  cause  why  capital  flows  into  your  State,  and 
finds  its  way  very  slowly  into  States  that  do  not  take  care  of  their  credit. ' ' 

This  letter  gives  the  present  financial  status  of  the  State.  It  is  alike 
gratifying  to  the  officers  and  people  of  the  State.  That  status  is  based  upon 
the  unswerving  honesty  of  the  State  in  its  business  transactions,  and  upon 
that  other  supremely  important  business  principal  of  *'  paying  as  you  go ;" 
that  coui'se  always  pays  in  the  end — in  fact,  before  the  end  is  reached.

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Of  this  debt  $176,000  State  bonds  proper  mature  in  1883,  and  none  in 
1884. 

In  addition  to  State  bonds  purchased,  the  Fund  Commissioners  also  pur- 
chased in  1881  bond  No.  1244  of  the  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph  Railroad  series, 
leaving  the  amount  of  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph  bonds  outstanding  $2,999,000. 

I  think  the  receipts  of  the  revenue  levied  upon  the  valuation  of  1881 
and  1882  will  be  ample  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  State  until  the  General 
Assembly  shall  again  convene  in  1885.  TJiis  is  gratifying  to  those  interested 
in  its  financial  condition.  Since  this  administration  was  inaugurated  the 
expenditures  have  been  at  the  minimum.     The  necessar}^  costs  and  expenses

Considering  the  amount  and  excellent  character  of  the  work  done,  wt* 
can  say  that  it  was  money  well  spent,  which  has  and  will  redound  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  State..  In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  call  your  attention 
to  the  necessity  for  making  the  office  of  County  Assessor  more  desirable  to 
our  best  business  men  than  it  is  now.  It  is,  in  my  estimation,  the  most  im- 
portant in  the  list  of  county  offices.  Upon  the  action  of  the  Assessor — who  is 
often  wholly  incompetent — is  ascertained  the  toxable  wealth  of  a  county ;  and 
by  aggregating  the  counties,  the  wealth  of  the  State,  outside  of  the  citiei.. 
If  proper  assessments  were  made,  there  would  be  a  sufficient  increase 
in  the  aggregate  valuation  to  pay  the  public  debt  of  the  State  within 
ten  years.  There  is  a  serious  wrong  in  the  unequal  and  insufficient  vualua- 
tion  now  placed  upon  all  kinds  of  property,  and  the  sooner  it  is  corrected 
the  better  it  will  be  for  the  State  and  the  people.  There  is  an  evil  somewhere, 
either  in  the  system  or  in  the  wa}^  the  duties  of  the  office  are  executed,  which 
should  be  remedied  at  an  early  day.  The  wisdom  of  this  body  will  suggest 
a  remedy.  Otherwise,  the  revenue  law  fully  meets  the  necessity  of  its 
existence.  The  back-tax  law,  as  construed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  has  been 
the  means  of  enforcing  the  payment  of  a  large  amount  of  delinquent  tax,  and 
it  should  be  sustained  by  the  voice  of  the  people.  Missouri  has  outgrown 
the  old  system,  as  operated.  Under  it,  taxes  are  closely  and  honestly  col- 
lected, and  those  taxes,  for  State  purposes,  are  gradually  diminishing : 
and,  to  lessen  the  burdens  of  the  people,  taxes  for  local  purposes  should  also 
be  diminished  in  the  counties.  Low  taxes  and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws 
insures  a  happy  and  prosperous  people.  Before  closing  this  subject,  I  assert 
that  the  peace  of  society  is  secured ;  the  State's  finances  are  in  a  satisfactory 
condition ;  the  government  is  managed  with  the  strictest  economy ;  the  courts 
are  pure  and  active  in  their  duties ;  schools  and  churches  are  found  in  every 
neighborhood,  and  there  is  a  settled  determination  in  the  minds  of  the  people 
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to  faithfully  observe  eveiy  obligation  imposed  upon  them  by  law,  custom  or 
morality.  Since  I  have  been  (Tovernor,  it  lias  been  my  chief  aim  to  proteof 
its  morals  and  its  credit. 

THE  PENITENTIARY. 

The  table  given  herein  shows  the  number  of  i>risoners  confined  in  tlie 
penitentiary  during  the  years  1881  and  1882.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  has* 
been  an  increase  of  convictions  during  the  year  1882,  and  that  at  the  close  of 
the  year  1882  there  were  113  more  convicts  in  the  prison  than  at  the  close  of 
1881.  This  does  not  evidence  an  increase  of  crime  in  the  State;  it  merely 
indicates  an  increase  of  convictions  during  the  year  last  past.  Fewer  crimes 
were  committed  during  the  year  1882  than  for  a  corresponding  length  of 
time  for  many  years.  There  is  now  a  settled  determination  on  the  part  of 
the  officers  to  enforce  the  laws,  punish  wrong-doers  and  give  i)rotection  to 
the  honest  and  industrious.     .

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This  sum  of  $1,262.64  is  exclusively  the  excess  of  the  receipts  over  that 
of  expenditures  for  the  daily  expenses  of  the  prison  for  1881,  and  is  wholly 
independent  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  destructive  fire  which  occurred  there 
on  the  night  of  the  11th  of  May,  1881,  an  account'  of  which  loss  is  given 
below. 

Although  the  loss  sustained  by  the  State  in  consequence^f  the  fire  in  May, 
1811,  was  large  and  notwithstanding  the  cost  of  living  in  the  latter  part  of 
1881,  in  consequence  of  the  drought  of  1881,  was  greater  than  in  former 
years,  yet  the  management  of  the  prison  was  so  frugal  and  judicious  that 
the  excess  of  the  maintenance  and 'repairs  consequent  by  loss  by  fire  over  the 
receipts  were  only  $8,099.85,  while  those  of  the  earnings  alone  over  the  cost 
of  maintenance  were  $6,448.44.  These  figures  present  an  irrefutable  answer 
to  the  idle  charges  of  extravagance  and  carelessness  made  by  inconsiderate 
men  against  the  Warden.

The  Penitentiary  has  never  been  more  economically  managed  than  at  the 
present  time.  There  are  fewer  idle  prisoners  at  this  season  of  the  year 
than  at  any  previous  corresponding  time.  Up  to  the  Ist  of  December  there 
was  not  an  idle  man  in  the  prison.  Since  the  men  have  been  withdrawn 
from  the  brick  yards  and  quarries  there  are  from  one  to  two  hundred  pris- 
oners unemployed,  with  no  immediate  prospect  of  their  employment  before 
spring.  These  men  remain  idle  in  their  cells,  which  necessarily  entails  a 
heavy  expense  on  the  state.  This  is  unavoidable,  as  there  is  not  sufficient 
room  inside  of  the  walls  of  the  prison.  The  walls  should  be  extended  or  a 
branch  penitentiary  be  erected  in  some  part  of  the  state. 

The  health  of  the  prisoners  is  excellent.  The  death  rate  is  remarkably 
small  and  cases  of  serious  illness  are  rare.  No  epidemic  of  any  disease  has 
prevailed  for  years.  The  following  statement  evidences  the  truth  of  the 
above  statements : 

During  the  year  1881,  225  prisoners  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  ^nd 
in  1882  to  December  Ist,  212.     Total  437. 

The  average  daily  sick,  both  patient  and  outside,  male  and  female,  from 
January  Ist,  1881,  to  December  1st,  1882,  equals  19  or  1.5  per  100. 

Deaths  in  1881  were  males,  21 ;  females,  1.     Total  22. 

Deaths  in  1882  to  December  1st,  males,  17 ;  females  1.     Total  18.

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There  are  at  present  seventy-five  persons  in  prison  sentenced  to  a  term  of 
life  servitude  or  to  one  over  twenty  years.     As  the  history  of  the  penitentiary 
shows  that  no  prisoner  has  lived  to  complete  a  term  of  fourteen  years,  would 
it  not  be  wise  to  so  amend  the  law  as  to  have  no  sentence  extend  beyond 
twenty  years,  and  giving  the  convict  the  advantage  of  the  three-fourths  rule, 
as  it  now  exists,  as  an  incentive  to  good  beha\dor?    This  rule,  if  restored, 
should  apply  to  those  prisoners  heretofore  sent  for  over  twenty  years.     Such 
a  change  in  the  law,  as  above  indicated,  would  remove  those  sentences  which 
cannot  be  fulfilled  except  by  death,  and  would  give  some  hope  of  relief  to 
those  men  who  are  now  entirely  without  hope  and  without  an  incentiv^e  to 
good   behavior.       A  man's  hope  and  life  should  n:t  be  obliterated   and 
destroyed  by  prison  life.     Punish  him,  but  do  not  degrade  him  forever  by  a 
declaration  of  law  that  a  man  who  enters  a  prison  should   leave  all  hope 
behind,  should  be  forever  viewed  as  an  enemy  of  his  race,  without  being 
given  an  opportunity  to  retrace  his  fallen  steps  or  to  become  a  free  man 
again.     The  presumption  is  that  aU  men  sent  to  the  penitentiary  are  bad 
men.     This  is  not  true ;  many  of  them   are  bad — ver}^  bad  men — but  there 
are  some  within  those  darkened  walls  who  have  been  trained  in  the  way  they 
should  go,  who  have  occupied  honorable  positions  in  life  and  filled  the  meas- 
ure of  good  citizenship  until  at  some  impassioned  and  misguided  moment, 
a  crime  has  been  committed,  the  law  violated  and  they  are  sentenced  to  a 
long  term  in  prison.     Should  not  such  men  have  a  chance  for  reformation 
and  restoration  to  the  better  walks  of  life  ?     Governor  Horatio  Seymour  of 
New  York,  in  speaking  upon  this  subject,  has  spoken  as  follows:     ''Pris- 
oners are  men  like  ourselves  ;  and  if  we  would  learn  the  dangers  which  lurk 
in  our  pathway,  we  must  learn  how  they  stumbled  and  fell.     I  do  not  doubt 
but  some  men  are  more  prone  to  vice   than  others ;    but,  after  listening  to 
thousands  of  prayers  for  pardon,  I  can  hardly  recall  a  case  where  I  do  not 
feel  that  I  might  have  fallen  as  my  fellow  man  has  done,  if  I  had  been  sub- 
jected to  the  same  demoralizing  influences  and  pressed  by  the  same  tempta- 
tions.    I  repeat  here  what  I  have  said  on  other  occasions,  that  after  a  long 
experience  with  men  in  all  conditions  of  life,  after  having  felt  as  much  as 
most  men  the  harsh  injustice  springing  from  the  strife  and  passions  of  the 
world,  I  have  constantly  learned  to  think  more  kindly  of  the  hearts  of  men, 
and  to  think  less  of  their  heads.     We  love  to  think  that  the  inmates  of  cells 
are  unlike  ourselves.     We  would  like  to  disown  our  common  humahity  with 
the  downcast  and  depraved.     We  are  apt  to  thank  God  we  are  not  like  other 
men ;  but  with  closer  study  and  deeper  thought,  we  find  they  are  ourselves 
under  different  circumstances.     And  the  circumstances  that  made  them  what 
they  are  abound  in  our  civilization  and  may  at  any  time  make  others  fall 
who  do  not  dream  of  danger." 
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Any  sentence  beyond  twenty  years  makes  the  penitentiary  an  inevitable 
graveyard  to  that  man.  This  should  be  avoided.  The  Legislature  should 
give  the  subject  due  consideration.  In  obedience  to  Section  8,  Art.  5,  of 
the  Constitution,  I  communicate  to  your  bodies  each  case  of  pardon  with 
name  of  convict,  sentence,  etc.  I  have  pardoned  fifty-four  men  and  women 
convicted  of  various  felonies  within  the  last  two  years,  upon  my  own  motion ; 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  citizens,  and  often  the  judges  and  prose- 
cuting attorneys  of  the  counties  from  which  they  were  sentenced,  and  upon 
the  written  request  of  the  Surgeon  and  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  prison.  I 
have  pardoned  fewer  convicts  from  the  penitentiary  within  the  same  length 
of  time  than  any  of  my  predecessors,  except  one,  within  the  last  decade.  I 
recommend  the  erection  of  a  chapel  and  library,  and  as  soon  as  the  chapel 
is  completed,  the  employment  of  a  permanent  chaplain  to  daily  look  after 
the  spiritual  and  moral  condition  of  the  prisoners.  Experience  demonstates 
beyond  question  the  moral  influences  of  religious  worship  upon  prisoners.  It 
benefits  them  to  recall  the  memory  of  such  training  in  earlier  years.  With 
punishment  we  should  blend  as  much  of  an  opportunity  for  reformation  and 
exhibit  as  much  mercy  as  compatible  with  the  public  interests.  I  am  not 
seeking  to  make  this  an  ideal  prison.  Such  do  not  exist  anywhere.  The 
history  of  all  prison  life  teaches  that  where  prisoners  are  well  fed  on  sub- 
stantial food,  comfortably  quartered  and  clothed  and  provided  with  good 
library  facilities  and  chapel  services,  they  become  more  contented  and  ser- 
viceable to  the  state,  and  demand  less  punishment  of  any  kind.  It  is  wise, 
it  is  humane,  to  f  nrs^e  the  course  that  will  dispense  with  the  necessity  for 
harsh  punishment.  This  prison  is  comparatively  free  from  severe  punish- 
ment^ This  prison  is  comparatively  free  from  severe  punishment,  and 
especially  is  it  free  from  that  kind  of  punishment  which  destroys  the  mental 
and  physical  faculties  of  the  prisoners.  It  is  gradually  assuming  the  position 
of  being  one  of  the  model  prisons  of  the  States  in  the  physical  condition  of 
the  inmates,  the  system  of  its  organization  and  the  results  of  its  labors,  and 
it  will  advance  still  higher  under  the  present  judicious  management. 

There  are  several  features  of  the  law  regulating  penal  servitude,  which 
should  be  remedied  and  others  incorpoated. 

1.  The  inequality  of  sentences  under  the  same  law  and  for  the  same 
grade  of  crime.  Often  the  old,  hardened  criminal,  with  a  life  full  of  crime, 
leceives  a  short  sentence,  while  a  mere  boy,  charged  with  his  first  offense, 
receives  a  much  more  severe  sentence  for  the  same  crime.  No  logic  can 
convince  the  young  criminal  of  the  justice  of  a  law  which  will  permit  such  a 
disparity ;  and  as  long  as  he  remains  of  that  opinion  he  is  not  susceptible  to 
reformatory  influences.  This  evil  should  be  remedied,  both  by  the  law  and 
the  courts.^    It  can  be  remedied  by  a  graduation  of  sentences. 
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2.  Boys  under  20  years  of  age  should  not  be  sent  to  the  penitentiary. 
If  they  are,  the  association  of  the  young  and  inexperienced  in  crime  with  the 
old  and  incorrigibly  vicious  should  be  prohibited  by  prison  rules  formulated 
under  the  law.  ' 

8.  The  reading  of  daily  papers,  whose  columns  are  filled  with  detailed 
recitals  of  every  manner  of  crime,  should  be  excluded  from  the  prisons,  and 
only  religious  weeklies  and  periodicals  should  be  allowed  circulation  among 
the  convicts.  It  is  an  indisputable  fact  that,  with  a  great  majority  of  con- 
victs, the  columns  telling  of  violence,  fraud  and  crime  are  the  first  to  be 
read. 

4.  A9  far  as  possible,  prisoners  of  the  same  age  and  grade  of  crime 
should  be  grouped  together  at  work  and  in  their  cells. 

5.  If  a  permanent  chaplain  is  employed  at  the  prison  he  should  be  re- 
quired to  teach  a  Sunday  prison  school,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Inspectors  and  Warden.  In  many  prisons  such  schools  are  sucessfuUy  and 
beneficially  taught — spelling,  reading,  arithmetic,  writing  and  geography  be- 
ing the  most  useful  l^fanches  taught  in  these  schools.  Education  is  a  pre- 
ventive of  crime  and  a  remedy  for  vicious  associations.

Considering  the  veiy  large  number  of  prosecutions  and  convWtions 
within  the  last  two  years,  and  that  crime  of  every  grade  has  been  so  well 
held  in  check,  this  economw  is  creditable  to  the  courts  and  officers  of  the 
law.

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My  predecessor  wisely  said,  in  his  message  to  the  30th  General  As- 
sembly : 

'*There  was  formerly  a  statute  which  provided  that  in  all  criminal  cases 
there  should  be  a^  lien  on  all  the  property  of  the  defendant  for  the  payment 
of  costs  and  fine  which  might  be  adjudged  against  him,  and  which  lien  should 
date  from  the  day  of  the  arrest  of  defendant,  or  from  the  date  of  the  indict- 
ment found,  whichever  might  first  happen.  I  advise  a  similar  provision  be 
adopted.  Criminals  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  are  sometimes  kept  in  the 
jails  many  days  after  the  judgment  and  sentence  has  been  rendered,  and 
when  no  appeal  or  writ  of  error  is  pending.  This  entails  additional  expense 
to  the  State ;  for  the  cost  of  feeding  a  convict  in  the  penitentiary  is  about  ten 
cents  per  day,  whilst  in  the  jails  it  is  fifty  cents  per  day.  This  unnecessary 
delay  in  sending  convicts  to  the  penitentiary  should  be  remedied." 

RAILROADS. 

I  invite  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  Seventh  Annual  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.  It  is  full  of  valuable  matter.  The 
board  has  discharged  its  duties  with  fidelity  and  intelligence ;  exciting,  by  its 
just  action,  no  deserved  criticism  from  the  people  or  the  corporations,  and 
having  the  great  interests  of  both  under  constant  consideration,  with  but  one 
object  in  view — ^to  so  adjust  the  rights  of  each,  according  to  the  priciples  of 
justice,  that  both  may  be  saved  from  bickerin'g  and  hostility.  I  present  a 
comparison  of  the  year  1882  with  those  of  1880  and  1881,  showing  the  per 
cent,  of  gain  in  the  leading  features  of  railroad  business,  which  exhibits  the 
prosperous  conditions  of  the  roads :

The  cost  of  transportation  (to  the  companies)  has  gradually  diminished 
for  several  years  past,  resulting  in  part  from  the  largely  increased  volume  of 
tonnage  and  travel,  and  so  distributed,  as  to  employ  their  machinery  profita- 
bly in  passing  to  and  fro,  along  the  whole  part  of  the  line.  The  cost  the 
public  (t.  e.  rates),  has  been  25  per  cent,  less  sinch  March,  1878,  than  be- 
fore ;  resulting  from  the  operation  of  the  law  of  1875,  as  administered  by 
the  Railroad  Commissioners.  This  has  saved  to  the  people  $25,000,000  in 
five  years.

The  general  condition  of  the  roads  is  good  and  constantly  improving, 
the  exception  being  on  short  lines  with  light  traffic.  Iron  rails  are  being  re- 
placed with  steel,  and  iron  bridges  are  replacing  wooden  ones.  The  first 
240  miles  of  the  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco  Railroad  is  a  specimen  of  ex- 
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cellent  track.  The  capital  represented  in  the  roads  is  shown  by  the  bond 
account  to  be  $288,500,000.  Their  cash  cost  to  the  companies  cannot  now 
be  ascertained.  The  road-beds  generally  throaghout  the  State  are  in  ex- 
cellent condition,  and  are  being  constantly  improved  by  labor,  and  with  the 
safest  modem  appliances,  sach  as  steel  rails,  iron  bridges,  trestles  with 
embankments,  reducing  the  sharp  carves  and  heavy  grades,  and  extending 
over  the  tnmk  lines,  substantial  stone  ballasting.  The  companies  repair 
suggested  faults  and  defects  in  their  road-beds  and  machinery  with  alacrity, 
and  we  may  congratulate  them  upon  the  greatly  improved  condition  of  their 
road-beds  and  character  of  their  coaches  and  mail  and  express  cars  and  loco- 
motives ;  the  accelaration  of  speed  with  which  they  move  their  trains,  and 
the  politeness  and  vigilance  of  the  otflcers  and  employes  nf  the  various 
roads. 

Along  the  lines  of  the  old  roads  are  still  seen  many  old  sombre-looking 
depots,  which  were  erected  at  an  early  day  in  their  history,  and  which  should 
be  replaced  by  buildings  of  more  modern  architecture,  in  keeping  with  the 
prosperity  of  the  roads.    I  am  satisfied  that. the  managers  of  our  railroads 
will  see  the  necessity  for  such  changes,  and  will  further  elevate  their  roads 
in  the  public  esteem  by  these   additional  improvements.     Section  17  of  Art. 
12,  of  the  Constitution  forbids  the   consolidation  of  parallel  or  competing 
lines  of  railroads  within  this  State.    This  section  was  not  inserted  in  the 
Constitution  for  the  purpose  of  arraying  the  police  power  of  the  State  against 
the  roads,  but  to  prevent  their  franchises  and  privileges  from  being  used 
against  the  interests  of  the  people,  and  converted   into  powers  to  oppress 
those  who  invoked  them  into  existence.     I  do  not  know  that  such  consolida- 
dations  as  are  prohibited  by  the  Constitution  have  taken  place.     It  is  worthy 
of  the  consideration  of  the  proper  tribunal,  and  should  receive  judicial  in- 
vestigation.   .The  Constitution  declares  that  the  question  shall  be  decided 
by  a  jury,   upon  proper  issues  made  in  the  courts.     The    liberties   of  no 
people  are  safe  who  suffer  their  laws  or  organic  acts  to  be  violated  by  any 
individual  or  combination  of  individuals.     If  one  or  more  corporations  have 
disregarded  this  section  of  the  law,  they  should  be  dealt  with  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  law.     Those  immense  powers  should  yield  implicit  obedi- 
ence to  the  law  like  individuals,  receiving  Its  benefits  and  protection  when 
in  submission  to  its  requirements,   and  its  punishment  and  penalties  when 
they  defy  its  powers.     There  should  be  the  most  amicable  feelings  between 
these  corporations  and  the  State,   each  being  essential  to  the  prosperity  of 
the    other.      The    State    and     various  counties    having  expended  large 
sums  of  money  in  the  construction  of  these  roads,  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing their  population,   developing  their  resources,  adding  taxable  wealth  to 
communities  and  supplying  cheap  and  rapid  transportation  to  their  citizens  - 
and  tonnage,  cannot  view  them  otherwise  than  as  indispensable  public  bless- 
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ings,  and  cannot  fail  to  recognize  their  important  and  friendly  relations  by 
impartial  legislation. 

However  rapid  may  have  been  the  growth  of  Missouri  in  the  past,  sur- 
passing, in  the  increase  of  her  population  and  magnitude  of  her  wealth,  many 
older  States,  there  are  yet  millions  of  acres  of  unoccupied  land  within  her 
broad  limito  awaiting  the  investment  of  domestic  and  foreign  capital  in 
railroads  in  order  to  make  their  markets  accessible  and  make  them  the  homes 
of  an  industrious  people.  This  capital  will  seek  investment  in  those  States 
whose  legislation  is  not  inimical  to  its  reasonable  remuneration,  and  will 
permit  it  to  reap  returns  upon  capital  actually  invested,  equal  to  the  profits 
realized  by  capital  invested  in  the  ordinary  classes  of  business.  If  the  same 
wisdom  characterizes  the  legislation  of  this  State  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past, 
we  may  reasonably  expect  large  investments  in  railroad  construction,  and 
the  creation  of  thousands  of  new  homes  upon  those  idle  acres  of  land.  Such 
investments  are  now  seeking  Missouri,  and  will  continue  to  come — so  I  am 
assured — provided  it  Is  not  repelled  by  illiberal  and  arbitrary  legislation.  The 
future  prosperity  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the  fullest  development  of  her  re- 
sources, will  depend  upon  the  enactment  of  liberal  laws  and  their  inforcement 
against  all  classes  of  violators.  A  prominent  Western  daily  journal  said : 
^'The  railroads  should  be  fair  with  the  people,  and  the  people  should  be  just 
to  the  roads."  If  that  idea  is  adopted  by  both  parties,  both  will  be  benefitted 
to  a  greater  degree  than  if  an  antagonism  existed  between  the  two. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  an  amendment  of  sections  83 
and  842  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1879,  shown  on  pages  157  and  158  of  the 
7th  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  the  reasons 
for  these  amendments,  as  shown  on  pages  15  to  21,  inclusive,  of  same  report. 
I  suggest  the  propriety  of  amending  sections  792,  841  (as  amended  by  act  of 
March  17th,  1881),  and  843.  The  effects  of  these  amendments  will  be  to 
render  a  perfect  classification  of  freight  possible ;  whereas,  as  the  law  now  is, 
it  is  impossible  to  extend  the  limitation  of  rates  to  all  articles  of  f reight, 
where  it  is  now  applicable  to  only  a  part  of  them ;  to  make  sections  883  and 
835  consistent  with  section  842  as  amended ;  to  simplify  the  enforcement  of 
the  law  of  rates,  to  collect  all  matter  pertaining  to  returns  from  railroad 
companies  to  the  Commissioners  into  one  section ;  to  remove  discrepancies  in 
regard  to  same,  and  to  enable  the  Commissioners  to  simplify  it,  to  place  in 
a  separate  section  the  matter  of  reports  of  the  Commissioners  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  to  provide  for  the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  same ;  to 
require  the  Commissioners  to  inspect  the  railroads  twice  a  year,  and  to  in- 
vestigate the  causes  of  accidents. 
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COSfMON  SCHOOLS. 

What  is  said  hereafter  of  the  State  University  and  Normal  Schools 
covers  so  completely  my  views  on  all  grades  of  education  that  but  little  can 
or  will  be  said  under  this  head.  The  common  schools  of  the  State  are  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  as  will  be  shown  by  the  data  subsequently  given. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1883,  closes  the  official  career  of  Hon.  R.  D. 
Shannon,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  School  system  of  this  State.  He 
has  filled  the  office  for  the  last  eight  years  with  ability,  wisdom  and  effi- 
ciency. To  no  one  who  has  occupied  that  office,  does  Missouri  and  the  cause 
of  education  owe  more  for  the  simplicity  and  excellency  of  the  school  law 
and  the  good  results  flowing  from  its  management,  than  to  Dr.  Shannon. 
He  has  done  his  duty  well  and  his  deeds  will  follow  him.  I  refer  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  his  late  report,  which  fully  sets  forth  wherein  the  school 
law  is  defective  and  should  be  amended.  Although  the  following  facts  col- 
lated by  Dr.  Shannon  have  already  been  presented  in  one  of  the  public  jour- 
nals in  St.  Louis,  I  deem  them  sufficiently  important  to  present  to  you  :

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The  report  of  1880  showed  that  Missouri  was  the  second  State  in  the  Union  in  the 
amount  of  permanent  funds  set  apart  for  public  education — ^Indiana  surpassing  her 
9114,449.02.  But  as  Indiana  has  no  county  or  township  funds  and  no  fixed  or  cer- 
tain provisions  for  the  increase  of  her  State  fund,  Missouri  has  advanced  beyond 
her,  and  now  has  considerably  the  largest  amount  of  funds  devoted  to  public  educa- 
tion of  any  State  in  the  Union . 

Nor  does  the  amount  above  given  represent  all  of  our  school  funds.  The  fines, 
forfeitures  and  penalties  realized  during  the  year  belong  to  the  county  school  funds . 
During  the  last  school  year  the  county  clerks  report  the  amount  collected  as  ^91,- 
168.91.  I  have  not  included  them  in  the  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  funds,  for 
the  reason  that  a  few  clerks  reported  that  they  included  the  fines,  etc. ,  in  their  re- 
ports of  the  amounts  of  the  county  funds;  and  I  have  no  means  of  determining  the 
exact  amount  thus  erronneously  placed.  Still,  I  am  sure  not  many  thousand  dol- 
lars were  thus  reported.

Considering  the  facts  that  owr  school  age  is  between  6  and  20  years  (covered  by 
the  enumeration) ,  that  very  few  attend  school  after  the  18th  year,  and  very  many 
not  after  the  16th  year;  that  the  enrollment  does  not  include  those  attending  private, 
denominational  or  parochial  schools,  the  University,  the  four  Normals,  or  the  schools 
of  other  States;  while  the  enumeration  includes  all  of  these,  the  per  cent,  of  enroll- 
ment or  attendance  is  seen  to  be  most  excellent.

NORMAL    SCHOOLS. 

The  three  Normal  Schools,  located  respectively  at  Kirksville,  Warrens- 
burg  and  Cape  Girardeau,  are  in  a  flourishing  condition.  They  are  situated 
in  three  of  the  geographical  divisions  of  the  State  and  are  easy  of  excess  by 
rail  at  all  seasons — the  one  at  Cape  Girardeau  being  also  accessible  by  water. 
They  are  located  in  communities  distinguished  for  their  intelligence  and 
morality,  and  have  grown  into  public  commendation  and  patronage  so  rap- 
idly that  they  may  now  be  considered  an  indispensible  part  of  the  educa- 
tional system  of  Missouri.  No  State  is  assuming  a  more  prominent  and 
pronounced  position  in  favor  of  all  grades  of  education  than  Missouri.  Be- 
ginning with  the  Kindergarten  system  in  cities  and  towns,  ascending  to  the 
common  school  grade,  the  school  of  manual  training,  the  high  school,  the 
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Normal  School,  the  School  of  Mines,  the  denominational  colleges  in  various 
sections  of  the  State,  Washington  University  in  St.  Louis,  and  to  the  State 
University  at  Columbia.  These  form  an  educJational  unity  of  which  no  de- 
fence is  required,  as  its  perfection  is  rapidly  passing  beyond  the  limits  of 
just  criticism.  Few,  if  any,  of  the  other  States  have  a  larger  or  more  safely 
secured  school  fund  than  this  State. 

There  have  been  enrolled  during  the  present  school  year  at  the  Warrens- 
burg  Normal  School  364  students,  being  a  net  gain  of  85,  or  more  than 
thirty  per  cent,  over  the  enrollment  of  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year. 
This  does  not  include  the  school  of  practice,  which  enrolls  69. 

During  the  last  school  year  365  students  matriculated,  all  of  whom  filed 
written  declarations  of  their  intention  to  teach  in  this  State.  One  hundred 
and  seven  were  teachers  of  some  experience  before  matriculation,  and  239 
designed  making  this  profession  their  permanent  calling.  Of  the  number 
registered  last  year,  388  were  residents  of  Missouri  and  7  from  other  States. 
The  attendance  from  this  State  represented  33  counties.  The  occupations  of 
the  parents  of  these  students  are  as  follows :  Farmers,  68 ;  mechanics,  9 ; 
all  other  callings,  23. 

The  number  of  students  enrolled  at  the  Kirksville  school  during  the  j^ear 
ending  June,  1882,  was  481.  Number  enrolled  present  year,  up  to  December 
1,  1882,  350.  Not  having  information  before  me,  I  am  unable  to  state  the 
number  of  counties  represented  by  the  students  in  this  school,  the  number 
who  have  taught  or  intend  making  ^aching  Lheir  calling,  or  the  occupations 
of  their  parents.  This  school  has  an  enviable  reputation  secured  by  the  thor- 
oughness of  its  curriculum,  and  by  the  excellent  qualifications,  chacter  and 
devotion  of  its  corps  of  teachers. 

There  were  enrolled  at  the  Cape  Girardeau  School  last  year  225  students. 
This  year,  to  December  1st,  211,  with  the  expectation  that  it  will  reach  300. 
Considering  that  this  school  is,  by  several  years,  the  junior  of  the  other  Nor- 
mol  Schools,  and  is  situated  in  a  part  of  the  State  less  populous  than  are  the 
communities  surrounding  the  others,  it  has  an  enviable  record.  It  is  under 
the  management  of  one  of  the  best  and  most  ardent  educators  in  the  State, 
whose  reputation  is  co-extensive  with  its  limits.  He  is  supported  by  an  able 
and  zealous  corps  of  teachers.  Its  location  is  not  surpassed  by  the  other 
schools  in  those  elements  which  enter  into  the  success  of  such  an  institution. 
These  schools  have  grown  in  popularity  during  the  last  two  years  as  the  pub- 
lic realizes  more  and  more  the  virtues  of  the  system  through  the  eflftcincy  of 
the  teachers  they  send  out.  Heretofore  the  State  has  depended  largely  upon 
teachers  from  a  distance  to  supply  the  demands  of  our  public  schools.  Now 
they  go  forth  from  our  Normal  Schools,  equally  as  well — and  in  most  instan- 
ces better — qualified  than  the  foreign  teachers,  and  additionally  equipped 
with  a  grateful  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  schools  of  our  State,  which  has, 
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through  its  generosity,  supplied  them  with  such  ample  opportunities  for  educa- 
tion. There  is  a  constantly  increasing  demand  made  on  these  schools  for  trained 
teachers,  which,  I  regret  to  say,  the  schools  have  not  been  able  to  supply. 
The  Legislature  should  give  these  schools  every  legitimate  facility  for  meeting 
these  demands.  It  is  the  most  economical  way  of  expending  the  public  revenues. 
School  houses  are  more  honorable  and  profitable  to  the  State  than  ignorance, 
crime  and  prisons.  The  late  census  shows  the  startling  fact  that  of  the  illit- 
erate residents  above  the  age  of  ten  and  unable  to  read,  Missouri  stands  29th 
in  the  list  of  forty-seven  States  and  Territories — 8  9-10  of  her  population 
being  in  that  unfortunate  condition,  while  208,754  of  her  population  are  unable 
to  write.  It  may  be  that  a  large  per  centage  of  this  illiteracy  exists  among 
the  colored  population.  Even  if  this  be  true,  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  re- 
main so,  and  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  remedy  this  geat  evil.  No 
State  does  its  full  duty  to  itself  or  its  citizens  until  it  affords  every  conveni- 
ence and  opportunity — with  or  without  cost — for  the  education,  to  a  reason- 
extent,  of  every  child  within  its  limits. 

LINCOLN  INSTITTTE. 

This  institution  belongs  to  the  Normal  School  system  of  Missouri.  During 
the  last  school  year  it  matriculated  148  students.  The  number  matriculated 
this  year,  to  date,  is  130,  as  against  125  at  the  corresponding  date  last  year. 

It  was  established  by  the  liberality  of  colored  soldiers  for  the  purpose  of 
educating  the  colored  youths  of  this  State,  to  the  end  that  some — if  not  all — 
of  them  might  become  teachers  in  the  schools  set  apart  for  that  race.  The 
school  Las  proven  a  success,  especially  so  since  it  has  been  placed  under  the 
management  of  Prof.  Page,  who  is  one  of  the  most  competent  and  diligent 
educators  in  the  State,  and  whose  devotion  to  the  cause  has  placed  the  insti- 
tation  over  which  he  presides  upon  the  elevated  ground  of  being  worthy  of  the 
consideration  of  the  Legislature  and  patronage  of  the  State.  The  prejudice 
that  once  existed  against  it  is  rapidly  subsiding,  which  is  in  part,  at  least,  attri- 
butable to  the  fact  that  its  course,  as  far  as  it  goes,  is  thorough  in  morals  as  well 
as  in  mental  improvement,  and  that  it  is,  alone,  an  educational  institution  for 
the  elightenment  and  advancement  of  the  colored  students,  male  and  female, 
who  attend  it.  It  supplies  a  demani  that  no  other  institution  in  tlie  State 
coald  supply ;  therefore,  it  should  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  permanent 
and  indispensable  colleges  of  the  State.  The  necessity  of  the  situation  de- 
mands the  greatest  assiduity  and  care  in  the  education  of  the  colored  children 
of  the  land ;  as,  in  so  doing,  we  make  of  them  better  men  and  women  and 
more  useful  citizens,  and  afford  home  means  of  educating  their  guardians  and 
parents  who  had  no  educational  advantages  in  their  earlier  years.  We,  to-day, 
have  imposed  upon  u/9  by  the  law  of  the  land — ^as  well  as  by  the  dictates  of 
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common  humaity — the  double  duty  of  educating  both  the  young  and  the  old 
of  this  race,  and  \ve  should  allow  neither  neglect,  prejudice  nor  indifference 
to  swerve  us  from  this  obligation.  The  old  cry  that  '4t  will  do  no  good"  has 
already  been  proven  to  be  fallacious  and  we  should  ignore^it  without  regret.  It 
is  in  opposition  to  all  the  teachings  of  the  past  and  the  christian  sentiment  of 
the  present.  The  four  Normal  buildings  require — to  a  greater  or  less  extent — 
immediate  repairs  m  order  to  preserve  them  from  decay  and  render  them 
comfortable  for  the  students.  Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  requiring  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  special  committee  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  visit  and  examine  the  institutions  of  the  State,"  approved  March 
3d,  1881,1  have  appointed  Hon.  T.  V.  Bryant  upon  the  part  of  the  Senate,  and 
Hons.  Harry  Lander  and  C.  H.  Storts  upon  the  part  of  the  House  as  such 
committee,  to  visit  and  examine  all  of  the  State  institutions  except  those 
located  at  the  seat  of  government.  The  committee  will  make  a  report  to  you 
^  ^  shoiving  the  condition  and  management  of  said  institutions  *  *  and  such 
other  facts  and  recommendations  as  may  be  deemed  pertinent  for  your  infor- 
matibn."  They  will  report  to  the  General  Assembly  what  architectural 
changes,  repairs  and  improvements  are  necessary  in  the  various  State  insti- 
tutions to  fully  equip  them  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  designed, 
except  in  the  case  of  Lincoln  institute.  This  school  being  located  at  the  seat 
of  government,  the  committee  has  no  authority  to  examine  it.  I  therefore  call 
your  attention  to  the  special  necessity  for  an  examination  into  the  wants  of 
the  school  by  the  Legislature.  The  last  General  Assembly  appropriated 
$5,000  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of  a  domitory  at  the  Institute.  This  sum 
was  not  sufficient  to  complete  it.  A  sufficient  sum  ought  to  be  appropriated 
by  this  Legislature  to  complete  the  dormitory  and  make  necessary  improve- 
ments upon  the  main  buildings.  For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  needs  of  the 
school  I  refer  you  to  the  report  made  to  your  respective  bodies. 

THE   STATE   UNIVERSITY. 

The  University  of  the  State  continues  to  prosper  under  its  present  efficient 
and  enlightened  management.  Despite  the  failure  of  crops  in  1881  and  the 
hard  times  consequent  thereon,  the  number  of  students  in  attendance  upon 
the  various  departments  of  the  institution  will,  for  the  year  1882-83,  reach 
upwards  of  five  hundred. 

Each  department  of  the  University  is  in  good  working  order,  the  various 
chairs  being  filled  by  able  and  learned  professors.  With  the  present  prosper- 
ous condition  of  the  State,  there  is  a  fair  promise  that  in  the  future  the  num- 
ber of  students  will  be  largely  increased,  and  that  the  institution  will  continue 
to  meet  the  enlightened  purposes  for  which  it  was  originally  founded. 

Our  State  has  an  excellent  educational  system  when  properly  analyzed 
and  understood,  and  in  this  connection  the  true  character  of  this  public  school 
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system  cannot  be  too  earnestly  or  too  frequently  impressed  upon  the  intelligent 
public  mind.  The  fundamental  idea  of  our  system  of  free  government  is  that 
it  must  rest  upon  the  morality,  intelligence  and  culture  of  the  people.  It 
embraces  in  its  scope  not  only  the  common  schools  but  also  the  higher  in- 
struction provided  for  the  University ;  the  one  is  intended  to  supplement  the 
other  ;  they  give  mutual  strength  and  both  are  needed  to  insure  that  better 
iotellignnce  so  essential  to  good  citizenship  in  a  frep  country. 

Even  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  first  State  Constitution  of  Missouri 
this  was  the  thought  which  guided  the  enlightened  men  of  that  day.  Under 
the  '•'Enabling  act  of  March  6th^  1820,**  which  authorized  the  inhabitants  of 
the  territory  to  organize  themselves  into  a  State,  provision  was  made  for  com- 
mon schools  by  the  dedication  of  every  sixteenth  section  of  the  public  land 
for  this  object,  and  at  the  same  time  setting  apart  two  townships  of  the 
public  land  for  the  founding  of  '*  -4  University  for  the  promotion  of  the  arts^ 
sciences  and  literature,**  Thus  the  common  school  and  University  were  in- 
separably blended.  The  lower  and  higher  education  were  thus  provided  for 
in  the  same  ^^ Enabling  ajct^**  and  *'  came  to  birth  with  the  birth  of  the  State 
itself,**  One  University,  many  common  schools,  which  meant  concentration 
for  the  higher  education,  diffusion  for  the  lower."  Thus  it  is  that  these  two 
parts  of  the  same  system  were  established  at  the  same  time  for  the  education 
of  the  people.  This  was  the  provision  made  by  the  wise  and  intelligent  men 
who  laid  the  foundations  of  our  State  government  more  than  a  half  century 
ago  ;  this  was  the  system  which  they  pledged  themselves  to  encourage  and 
maintain,  and  which  they  deemed  necessary  to  afford  that  culture  to  all  who 
might  inhabit  the  State  in  the  future,  and  which  would  enable  them  to  be 
honorably  associated  with  citizens  residing  in  the  other  States  which  might 
compose  the  American  Union.  And  who  in  this  age  of  progress  would 
change  this  system  ?  Who  would  not  fortify,  strengthen  and  maintain  it  and 
thus  enable  the  youth  of  Missouri,  male  and  female,  to  enjoy  advantages  of 
education  equal  to  those  of  any  other  State  or  country  ? 

It  is  creditable  to  the  people  that  in  the  first  Constitution  adopted  by 
them  when  Missouri  was  admitted  as  a  State  into  the  Union,  the  system  of 
education  above  described  was  incorporated,  and  amid  all  the  political  changes 
and  fluctuations  of  parties  which  have  since  occurred,  and  in  every  Constitu- 
tion under  which  the  people  have  lived  down  to  this  time,  the  same  system 
has  been  recognized  and  a  solemn  pledge  given  to  maintain  it.  It  was  em- 
bodied in  the  Constitution  of  1866,  and  with  only  a  change  of  phraseology  it 
is  found  in  the  present  Constitution,  adopted  in  1875.  In  article  eleven,  sec- 
tion one,  we  find  the  following : 

Section  1.  A  general  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  intelligence  being 
essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  people,  the 
General  Assembly  shall  establish  and  maintain  free  schools  for  the  gratuitous 
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instruction  of  all  persons  in  this  State  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty- 
one  years. 

And  in  section  five  of  the  same  article  we  have  the  following  explicit 
language : 

'*  The  OenercU  Assembly  shall ^  whenever  the  Public  School  Fund  shall 
permit,  and  the  actual  necessity  (tf  the  same  may  require^  aid  and  maintain  the 
State  University,  now  established,  with  its  present  Departments.*' 

How  is  this  public  school  system  to  be  sustained  ?  In  article  eleven,  sec- 
tion six,  subject.  Education,  will  be  found  a  clear  and  distinct  definition  of 
what  shall  constitute  the  "  Public  School  Fund,''  and  which  fund  *'  shall  be 
securely  invested,"  and  ^^  sacredly  preserved"  as  ^^a  Public  School  Fund,"  the 
annual  income  of  which  fund,  together  with  so  much  of  the  ordinary  revenue 
of  the  State  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  faithfully  appropriated  for  estab- 
lishing and  maintaining  the  free  schools  and  the  University  in  this  article  pro- 
vided for,  and  for  no  other  uses  or  purposes  whatsoever. 

Under  the  latter  clause  of  this  section  not  less  than  25  per  cent,  of  the 
State  revenues  has  been  for  many  years  past  set  apart  for  the  purposes 
named  in  said  section.  It  has  never  been  definitely  settled  what  portion  of 
the  above  fund,  or  of  the  income  thereon,  shall  be  set  apart  for  the  free 
^^ public  schools,"  and  what  part  for  establishing  and  maintaining  the  "  State 
University,"  This  question  has  therefore  caused  some  embarrassment,  and 
as  certainty  of  annwal  income  both  for  the  free  public  schools  and  for  the 
University  is  a  matter  of  vital  concern,  I  call  your  attention  to  it  in  order 
that  the  same  may  be  equitably  settled  by  proper  legislation ;  and  if  it  is 
deemed  the  wisest  policy  to  set  apart  for  the  free  public  schools  the  whole 
amount  of  the  25  per  cent,  of  the  State  revenue,  then  it  would  seem  but  fair 
and  just,  as  well  as  in  strict  accordance  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the 
Constitution,  that  an  amount  commensuiate  with  the  wants  of  the  University, 
as  recommended  by  its  Board  of  Curators,  should  be  appropriated  out  of  the 
remaining  revenues  or  other  funds  belonging  to  the  State  and  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

A   PERMANENT   ENDOWMENT   FUND. 

In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  call  your  attention  to  the  State  providing 
a  permanent  endowment  fund  for  the  University.  If  this  were  adequately  done 
and  the  fund  profitably  and  safely  invested,  the  annual  interest  thereon  could 
stand  in  lieu  of  the  appropriations  now  asked  for  at  each  meeting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  This  policy  would  not  increase  the  expense  of  the  State, 
whilst  it  would  insure  certainty  and  uniformity  of  income  upon  which  the 
authorities  of  the  University  could  always  rely,  and  at  the  same  time  relieve 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  contests  which  Usually  attend  the  passage  of 
laws  making  the  appropriations.    When  it  is  remembered  that  no  part  of  the 
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permanent  fund  belonging  to  the  University  has  been  granted  by  the  State, 
but  has  been  dirived  wholly  from  local  subscriptions  and  other  sources,  the 
justice  and  propriety  of  the  demand  for  a  permanent  endowment  will  be 
readily  recognized. 

It  has  not  been  unusual  for  other  States  much  younger,  less  populous 
and  possessing  far  less  wealth  than  Missouri  thus  to  endow  colleges  and 
universiti^  belonging  to  and  under  the  control  and  government  of  the  States, 
and  bearing  the  same  relation  to  the  State  in  which  they  are  located  that  the 
State  University  bears  to  the  State  of  Missouri.  Michigan^  admitted  into 
the  Union  in  18B7,  seventeen  years  after  Missouri,  has  appropriated  for  her 
university  proper  for  buildings  and  permanent  improvements,  $344,000.  For 
permanent  endowment  fund,  $480,000,  on  which  the  State  pays  7  per  cent, 
interest.  The  standing  annual  appropriation  for  the  University  is  in  addition, 
$46,500.  And  at  every  session  of  the  legislature  extra  appropriations  are 
made  for  current  'expenses. 

The  Agricultural  College  of  Michigan  is  not  connected  with  the  Univer- 
sity, but  is  located  at  Lansing.  For  the  support  of  this  institution  for  lands, 
erection  of  buildings,  fixtures  and  permanent  improvements,  the  Slate  has 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $581,756.  The  endowment  fund  amounts  to  $173,- 
418,  on  which  the  State  pays  7  per  cent,  interest  quarterly. 

California,  admitted  into  the  Union  in  1850,  thirty  years  after  Missouri, 
has  appropriated  for  her  University  proper,  for  buildings  and  equipments, 
the  sum  of  $440,710.  State  permanent  endowment  fund  $870,000,  on  which 
the  State  pays  6  per  cent,  interest  annually  for  the  support  of  the  institution,. 
$52,200. 

In  California  the  Agriciultural  and  Mechanical  College  is  made  a  part  of 
the  University,  the  same  as  ours.  For  buildings  and  for  the  support  of  this 
department,  the  State  has  appropriated  $276,897. 

INVESTMENT   OP   THE   PUBLIC    SCHOOL   FUND. 

Under  the  law  a  large  part  of  the  funds  belonging  ,to  the  common  school, 
formerly  held  in  bonds  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  have  been  invested  in  a 
tertijicate  of  indebtedness  of  the  State,  bearing  six  per  cent,  interest  per  an- 
nnm.  This  certificate  is  intended  to  be  perpetual,  and  affords  a  safe  and 
permanent  investment  of  these  funds. 

There  are  other  funds  belonging  to  the  Public  School  Fund  of  the  State, 
held  also  in  bonds  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  now  called  in  for  redemption. 
This  fund  amounts  to  upwards  of  $200,000,  arising  from  the  sale  of  Agricul- 
tural College  Lands  made  by  the  Board  of  Curators  during  the  last  year. 
These  funds,  under  the  law,  are  for  the  benefit  of  the  Agricultural  and 
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Mechanical  College,  located  at  Columbia,  and  the  School  of  Mines,  at  Rolla. 
Under  the  restrictions  of  the  State  Constitution  the  Board  of  Curators  meet 
with  some  embarrassment  in  reinvesting  these  funds ;  to  provide  for  their 
security  and  permanence,  it  is  recommended  that  a  certificate  of  indebtedness 
on  the  part  of  the  State  be  issued  for  the  amount  of  these  funds  similar  to  the 
certificate  above  referred  to,  issued  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools, 
and  bearing  the  same  rate  of  interest  now  paid  upon  the  bonds,  ^here  will 
be  other  funds  derived  f fom  the  same  source  and  other  sources  paid  into  the 
State  Treasury  for  the  benefit  of  the  Public  School  Fund  of  the  State,  and  it 
is  recommended  that  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly ''To  encourage  and  increase  the  Public  School  Fund  of  the  State,"  be  so 
amended  as  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  a  common  State  certificate  for  all  such 
moneys  thus  added  to  the  Public  School  Fund. 

As  our  population  and  wealth  increase,  it  will  offer  an  inducement  and 
encourage  persons  benevolently  inclined  to  dedicate  a  portion  of  their  means 
to  the  sacred  cause  of  education.  A  policy  kindred  to  this  has  been  suc- 
cessfully pursued  by  a  number  of  States  of  the  Union,  as  in  the  cases  of 
Michigan  and  California  above  referred  to,  and  many  others  that  might  be 
mentioned.  The  State,  so  deeply  interested  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  educa- 
tion of  the  rising  generation,  will  always  find  ample  use  for  any  moneys  thus 
likely  to  be  added  to  the  Public  School  Fund.  The  State  thus  becomes  the 
trustee  for  funds  given  or  granted  for  public  educational  purposes,  holding 
them  in  her  own  hands,  and  having  a  guarantee  at  the  same  time  that  the 
interest  on  all  such  funds  is  sacredly  expended  for  the  precise  objects  for 
which  they  were  granted  or  donated. 

THE  UNIVERSITY   COMPOSED  OP  VARIOUS  COLLEGES. 

Unlike  man}'  colleges  under  control  of  the  different  States,  the  policy  of 
concentration  has  been  mainly  pursued  in  Missouri.  The  University  con- 
sists of  various  departments  or  colleges,  under  the  management  of  a  common 
government,  and  where,  without  the  expense  of  multiplication,  the  different 
professors  are  utilized  in  each,  as  their  services  may  be  needed.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  courses  in  science,  literature  and  art,  usually  taught  in  colleges, 
there  are  in  the  University  the  Departments  of  Agriculture  and  Horticulture  ; 
the  Normal  Department;  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineering,  together 
with  the  professional  schools. 

Besides  the  great  saving  of  expense,  there  are  many  advantages  secured 
to  the  youth  of  the  State  by  this  association  of  various  schools  under  one 
government.  With  the  prospective  increase  of  students,  it  will  be  at  once 
seen  that  there  is  an  imperative  necessity  for  more  room,  either  in  the  en- 
largement of  present  buildings  or  the  erection  of  others,  all  available  space 
being  now  fully  occupied. 
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IMPROYEMENT  OF  THE   AGBICULTURAL  COLLEGE  FARM. 

Under  the  law  of  Congress  of  July  2d,  1862,  there  were  certain  condi- 
tions attached,  to  which  the  assent  of  each  State  accepting  the  grant  should 
be  given.  On  March  17th,  1863,  the  General  Assembly,  by  resolution  as- 
sented to  all  of  said  conditions,  and  pledged  the  faith  of  the  State  to  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  trust  therein  created.  Among  these  conditions 
was  the  following:  ^^  Second — No  portion  of  said  fund,  nor  the  interest 
thereon,  shall  be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  in 
making  improvements;  in  the  purchase,  erection,  preservation  or  repair  of  any 
building  or  buildings.** 

The  States  were  required  and  agreed  to  do  this,  and  as  Missouri  has 
neTcr  appropriated  any  amount  for  this  purpose,  or  furnished  any  labor  for 
these  improvements,  I  commend  to  you  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
recommendations  that  shall  be  made  to  your  honorable  bodies  by  the  Board 
of  Curators  upon  this  subject. 

KUVBER  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CURATORS. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1875,  under  laws  that  then 
existed,  the  number  of  the  Board  of  Curators  had  increased  to  twenty-three 
or  twenty-four  members,  making  the  body  both  expensive  and  unwieldy. 
In  an  effort  to  remedy  this  difficulty,  the  convention  went  to  the  other  ex- 
treme, and  reduced  the  number  to  nine  (9),  making  the  Board  too  small, 
with  the  important  duties  and  responsibilities  attaching  to  the  office.  It  is 
recommended,  therefore,  that  an  amendment  be  proposed  to  the  Constitution, 
to  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people,  increasing  the  number  of  the  Board 
to  fifteen,  in  order  that  the  responsibility  be  further  divided  and  the  different 
parts  of  the  State  be  more  fully  represented  in  said  body. 

Constituting,  as  the  University  does,  with  its  various  departments,  in- 
cluding the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy,  a  most  important  part  of  the 
Public  School  system  of  the  State,  and  desiring  to  see  that  system  main- 
tained and  strengthened  in  all  its  parts,  together  with  the  Normal  Schools 
and  Lincoln  Institute,  created  by  statutory  enactments  of  the  General 
Assembly  for  the  education  of  the  colored  youth  of  the  State,  I  have  deemed 
it  proper  to  make  to  your  bodies  the  foregoing  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions. For  a  more  detailed  statement  of  the  wants  of  the  University  and  its 
various  departments,  including  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy,  of  the 
Normal  Schools  and  Lincoln  Institute,  I  commend  to  your  careful  consid- 
eration the  recommendations  which  will  be  made  to  your  body  by  the  respec- 
tive Boards  of  these  Institutions. 
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SCHOOL  OF  MINES. 


The  School  or  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  Rolla  is  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion. It  fills  a  vacuum  in  the  educational  system  of  the  State  which  no 
other  school  or  college  could ;  as  it  makes  the  education  of  the  young  in 
Geology  and  Mineralogy  a  specialty.  The  rich  mineral  developments  in  this 
State  and  in  all  the  Western  States  and  Territories  have  caused  a  demand  for 
mining  engineers ;  and  those  who  have  gone  forth  from  this  college  have  been 
well  qualified  for  the  duties  of  their  profession,  consequently  have  generally 
received  lucrative  compensation.  It  is  situated  in  a  locality  well  adapted  to 
such  an  institution,  and  should  receive  the  most  generous  encouragement 
from  the  legislative  bodies  of  the  State. 

MANUAL  EDUCATION. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  a  new  feature  in  the  education  of  boys, 
developed  by  the  Manual  Training  School  of  Washington  University,  St.  Louis. 
This  school  was  established  through  the  subscriptions  of  citizens  of  that  city,* 
for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  feasibility  of  uniting  manual  training — ^by  which 
is  meant  systematic  instruction  and  regular  practice  in  the  use  of  tools — with 
the  ordinary  teaching  from  books,  which  is  intended  to  develop  and  dis- 
cipline the  mind.  The  success  of  the  school  appears  to  have  fully  met  the  ex- 
pectation of  its  founders,  and  it  has  become  a  permanent  feature  of  the 
University.  The  curriculum  of  the  school  covers  three  years.  Boys  from  four- 
teen to  eighteen  years  of  age  are  carefully  taught  the  art  of  the  mechanical 
draughtsman,  and  to  use  the  tools  of  the  carpenter,  the  wood-turner,  the 
blacksmith  and  the  machinist;  and  during  the  same  term  they  make  the  usual 
progress  in  literature,  mathematics  and  science.  It  is  contended  that  in  this 
system  better  intellectual  results  will  be  secured,  in  consequence  of  the 
knowledge  and  command  of  the  materials  and  forces  which,  to  so  great  a  de- 
gree, form  the  basis  of  all  intellectual  life.  They  claim  that  two  points  have 
been  clearly  proven :  One  is,  that,  when  properly  taught,  boys  learn  the  use 
of  tools  in  a  surprisingly  short  time ;  and  the  other  is  that  the  manual  feature 
produces  an  unusual  interest  in,  and  relish  for,  school  life.  In  the  St.  Louis 
school  the  effort  has  been  to  introduce  those  tools  and  processes  which  have 
the  greatest  breadth  of  application  in  the  industries  of  our  people.  Methods 
of  working  wood  and  iron  are  of  almost  universal  application,  and  one  who  is 
trained  to  expert  and  careful  workmanship  in  these,  turns  easily  and  success- 
fully to  other  arts  involving  the  use  of  machinery  and  edge  tools.  I  learn 
from  Prof.  Woodward,  the  projector  and  director  of  the  school,  that  two 
hours  each  day  are  spent  in  the  shops,  and  that  the  shops  are  taken  in  regular 
order  by  all  the  pupils  of  the  school.    The  full  details  of  particular  trades  are 
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not  taught,  and  no  articles   are  made  for   sale.     The  shop  exercises  are  de- 
signed exclusively  for  instruction  and  discipline.     From  first  to  last,  boys  are 
taught  to  make  and  use  working  drawings,  and  daily  progranmies  cover  six 
full  hours.     It  is  not  claimed  by  the  managers  that  the  exclusive  object  of 
the  school  is  to  make  mechanics.     It  is  intended  to  give  to  every  pupil  a  full 
and  symmetrical  development  of  his  powers,  so  that,  whatever  may  be  his 
choice  of  occopation,  it  will  be  wisely  made.     In  my  mind  it  is  a  school  of 
vast  importance,  because  the  influence  of  a  manual  training  school  will  be  to 
divert  a  large  proportion  of  its  graduates  from  the  already  over-crowded  pro- 
fessions to  the  adoption  of  industrial  pursuits.     They  will  become  manufac- 
turers, superintendents,  foremen,  engineers  and  skilled  mechanics ;   and  this 
result  is  much  to  be  desired  in  this  country.     Men  skilled  in  those  pursuits 
are  always  in  demand.     Our  present  supply  of  trained  mechanics  is  largely 
from  foreign  soil,  and  our  American  boys,  with  a  taste  for  tools,  have  not  had 
a  reasonably  opportunity  to  cultivate  them.     The  same  facilities  should  be 
given  the  boys  of  our  own  country  to  obtain  such  an  education  as  are  en- 
joyed by  the  youth  of  trans-Atlantic  countries.     The  old  system  of  appren* 
ticeship  is  about  at  an  end,  and  it  is  necessary,  if  we  propose  to  protect  the 
interest  of  our  industries  and  consult  the  welfare  of  our  youth,  to  devise 
some  means  for  their  proj^er  training.     In  our  ordinary  and  more  advanced 
schools  the    only   avocations  aimed  at,  and  in  which  positive  interest  is 
aroused,  are  commerce,  buying  and  selling,  banking,   reckoning  accounts, 
keeping  books,  and  the  so-called  'beamed  professions"    (a  misnomer,  in  my 
opinion).     The  ordinary  school  boy  gets  the  idea  that  it  requires  no  educa- 
tion to  be  a  mechanic ;  hence  he  aspires  to  what  he  calls  a  higher  profession, 
a  higher  vocation,  and  foolishly  learns  from  vicious  sources,  to  despise  both 
craft  and  craftsman.     If  this  pernicious  tendency  ean  be  corrected,  and  the 
dignity  of  skilled  labor  and  skilled  workmen  be  maintained  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  manual  training  into  grammar  schools  and  schools  of  high  grade,  great 
good  will  be  accomplished.     In  this  material  age  in  which  we  are  moving  so 
rapidly,  and  learning  and  unlearning  so  much ;  when  society  is  in  a  state  of 
such  rapid  transition ;  when  the  boy  of  the  tow-path  becomes  the  leading 
statesman  of  our  country,  and  the  son  of  the  millionaire  of  to-day  becomes 
the  toiler  or  the  loafer  of  to-morrow,  it  becomes  us  to  consider  this  system  of 
training  with  calm  delibration,  and  to  thank  those  broad-minded,  practical 
gentlemen  who  have  innaugurated  it  in  our  midst,  and  made  it — by  its  adapt- 
ability to  our  wants — a  part  of  the  educational  system  of  our  State.     It  makes 
no  appeal  to  the  State  for  financial  aid.     Being  a  friend  of  the  intellectual, 
moral,  physical  and  mechanical  education  of  the  young  of  this  State,  I  have 
no  hesitancy  in  directing  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  this  Manual 
School  as  one  of  our  educational  ornaments,  worthy  of  the  patronage  of  our 
sons  and  the  respect  of  our  citizens. 
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A8TLUM   FOR   THE   INSANE. 

Insane  Asylum  No.  1,  located  at  Fulton,  has  500  patients  in  charge.     Of 
these  274  are  males  and  226  females.     There  are  at  least  one  hundred  patients 
in  this  asylum  above  its  capacity  for  proper  treatment.     In  consequence  of 
this  the  Superintendent  has  been  compelled  to  reject  a  large  number  of  appli- 
cations for  the  admission  of  chronic  cases,  or  cases  of  over  twelve  months' 
duration.     Within  the  last  two  years  364  patients  have  been  admitted,  208 
males  and  161  females.     Of  these  175  have  recovered  and  been  discharged, 
or  a  fraction  over  48  per  cent,  of  the  number  admitted.     Of  the  364  admis- 
sions, only  205  were  insane  for  a  period  of  less  than  twelve  months ;  and  the 
recoveries  were,  therefore,  about  85  per  cent,  of  the  recently  admitted  cases. 
One  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  recoveries  were  treated  less  than  twelve 
months ;  ninety-nine  less  than  six  months,  and  only  ten  for  more  than  two 
years.     These  facts  show  the  importance  of  early  treatment.     Ample  provi- 
sions should  be  made  for  this,  so  that  cases,  as  they  occur,  may  be  treated 
in  the  incipiency  of  the  disease.     Delay  in  such  treatment  is  inhuman,  dan- 
gerous and  in  the  end  costly.     Experience  and  observation  teach  that  after 
insanity  continues  for  a  longer  period  than  one  or  two  years  not  one  case  in 
five  recovers.     The  average  cost  of  each  of  the  175  recoveries  above  referred 
to  did  not  exceed  $100.     In  view  of  this  I  appeal  to  the  Legislature  to  make 
ample  provision  for  the  treatment  of  the  unfortunate  in  our  State  who  are 
sul^ering  from  this  most  fearful  of  all  maladies.     Dr.  Smith,  the  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Fulton  Asylum,  writes  me  that  "the  number  (of  insane)  now 
unprovided  for  in  Missouri  will  more  than  fill  another  asylum,  larger  than  the 
one  at  Fulton."     He  recommends  the  enlargement  of  each  of  the  as^^lums^ 
so  that  they  would  each  accommodate  600  patients.     The  Fulton  Asylum  is 
managed  with  economy  and  sound  judgment.     The  general  condition  of  the 
building  is  good  and  the  health  of  the  patients  excellent.     Many  valui^ble  . 
improvements  have  been  made  within  the  past  two  years.     At  the  close  of 
the  year  there  will  be  a  deficiency  in  the  salary  account  of  $2,585.88,  caused 
by  the  election  of  Dr.  Henry,  who^was  placed  in  charge  of  the  hospital  for 
insane  criminals,  and  by  the  increase  of  the  salaries  of  several  officers  of  the 
asylum.     The  report  of  Superintendent  Smith  will  place  before  the  Legisla- 
ture a  detailed  account  of  the  condition  and  wants  of  this  asylum. 

INSANE   ASYLUM — ST.  LOUIS. 

The  last  General  Assembly  appropriated  $30,000  for  the  support  of  the 
indigent  insane  in  this  asylum,  to  be  paid  upon  the  requisition  of  the  Treas- 
urer, endorsed  by  the  Mayor  of  St.  Louis.  This  is  not,  properly  speaking, 
a  State  institution.     It  belongs  to  the  city ;  but  as  the  city  of  St.  Louis  pays 
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snch  a  large  proportion  of  the  taxes  of  the  State,  and  it  is  said  so  many  indi- 
gent persons  are  wrongfully  sent  or  wander  into  that  city  to  be  cared  for,  the 
Legislature,  in  its  wisdom,  thought  it  right  to  make  this  appropriation.  After 
diligent  effort,  I  have  wholly  failed  to  ascertain  from  the  managers  of  this 
asylum  the  number  of  patients  cared  for,  who  come  from  the  State  outside  of 
the  city  of  St.  Louis. 

IKSAKE   CRIMINALS. 

The  General  Assembly  should  consider  the  feasibility  of  repealing  the 
act  of  the -Liegislature,  approved  March  2($th,  1881,  entitled:    "An  act  to 
provide  for  the  medical  treatment  of  insane  criminals,"  and  providing  for 
the  return  to  this  place  of  so  many  of  the  criminal  insane  as  are  now  con- 
fined at  Fulton.     I  think  that  experience  will  demonstrate  that  a  separate 
building  for  their  accommodation  and  treatment  should  be  erected  within  the 
walls  of  the  penitentiary.     It  is  said  that  the  proximity  of  the  insane  crim- 
inals to  the  patients  in  the  regular  asylum  has  an  injurious  effect  upon  both 
classes.     The  building  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  the  insane  criminals 
at  Fulton  can  be  utilized  for  the  accommodation  of  the  excess  of  the  insane 
crowded  into  the  other  buildings. 

MISSOURI   SCHOOL   FOR  THE   BLIND. 

This  school  is  located  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis.  The  last  Legislature  ap- 
propriated $42,000  to  this  institution,  $5,000  of  which  was  for  repairs  and  re- 
furnishing, $1,000  for  replenishing  the  library  and  $16,000  additional  for 
salaries.  Ninety-one  pupils  have  enrolled  since  September  11th,  1882. 
With  one  single  exception,  the  health  of  the  pupils  as  been  excellent.  The 
buildings  are  in  fair  condition,  but  will  require  some  repairs  which  will  cost 
about  $5,000.  The  Superintendent  and  teachers  perform  their  duties  faith- 
fully. The  Board  of  Trustees  perform  their  labor  of  love  with  singular  de- 
votion, doing  everything  within  their  power  to  give  light,  knowledge  and 
pleasure  to  the  inmates  of  the  institution. 

DEAF   AND   DU5IB   ASYLUM. 

This  institution  is  in  an  excellent  condition,  provided  with  efficient  in- 
structors and  all  necessary  appliances  to  render  the  inmates  comfortable.  It 
is  under  the  management  of  an  excellent  gentleman,  whose  whole  life  is 
devoted  to  the  care  of  those  under  his  charge.  He  writes  me  that  **the 
pupils  have  enjoyed  perfect  health  and  have  exhibited  a  gratifying  disposi- 
tion to  prosecute  their  studies  diligently  and  to  acquiesce  in  all  reasonable 
measures  for  the  maintenance  of  order."  The  Legislature  should  not,  by 
meagre  appropriations,  deprive  this  unfortunate  class  of  anything  that  would 
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contribute  to  their  comfort  and  happiness.  Their  wants  are  few  and  should 
be  bountifully  supplied.  3ome  improvements  are  imperatively  demanded, 
the  details  of  which  will,  in  due  time,  be  laid  before  you. 

BOARD   OF   HEALTH. 

There  should  be  a  Board  of  Health  established  in  this  State,  with  its 
headquarters  at  St.  Louis.  It  should  consist  of  five  physicians,  selected 
from  the  different  reputable  Schools  of  Medicine,  the  Board  to  have  charge 
of  the  State  sanitation  and  to  act  as  a  Board  of  Censors  in  the  regulation  of 
the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery.  The  State  is  full  of  medical  quacks 
who  are  killing  annually,  through  their  criminal  ignorance,  more  men,  women 
and  children  than  die  from  natural  causes.  The  Legislature  should  give  this 
question  serious  consideration,  as  it  is  one  involving  the  lives  of  the  people 
and  the  reputation  of  the  State. 

THE   SUPREME   COURT. 

The  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  called  to  the  imortance  of  making 
immediate  provision  for  the  relief  of  the  Supreme  court.  The  court  is  now 
more  than  fourteen  hundred  cases  behind  its  work  and  that  number  is 
steadily  increasing.  It  is  a  physical  impossibility  for  the  Supreme  Court,  as 
now  numerically  constituted,  to  relieve  itself  of  the  accumulation  of  business 
now  embarrassing  it.  The  judges  perform  an  extraordinary  amount  of  labor 
but  are  confronted  with  a  daily  increase  of  the  number  of  cases  upon 
the  docket.  But  slight  relief  was  experienced  by  the  passage  of  the  law 
giving  the  judges  the  power  to  determine  what  opinions  should  be  written  in 
detail.  It  is  said  that  over  three  years  of  labor  have  accumulated  in  the  court. 
The  delay  in  the  adjudication  of  cases,  which  this  accumulation  occasions,  is 
simply  a  denial  of  justice,  and  especially  so  to  persons  of  moderate  means. 
Expedition  in  litigation  increases  the  respect  of  the  people  for  the  laws  and 
for  courts.  The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  for  the  relief  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  by  increasing  the  number  of  judges,  having  been  so  largely 
defeated  at  the  late  election,  convinces  me  that  the  electors  desire  the  adop- 
tion of  some  measure  of  relief  less  permanent  and  more  expeditious  in  its 
work.  This  legislature  should  not  adjourn  with  this  important  question  un- 
settled. In  my  judgment,  the  creation  of  a  temporary  commission,  invested 
with  proper  power,  would  answer  the  demands  of  the  situation.  This  plan 
has  been  tried  in  many  States  and  has,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  proven  satis- 
factory in  every  instance. 

THE   CONSTITUTION. 

I  have  been  urged  by  many  of  the  most  thoughtful  and  intelligent  citi- 
zens of  Missouri  to  recommend  to  the  Legislature  the  calling  of  a  conveu- 
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tion  to  make  a  new  State  Constitution.  I  do  not  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  do 
more  in  that  direction  than  to  call  your  attention  to  the  respectable  demand 
for  snch  a  convention.  That  our  present  Constitution  possesses  many  se- 
rious defects  cannot  be  questioned.  Whether  these  defects  can  be  remedied 
or  eliminated  by  the  ordinary  process  of  amendments  adopted  by  the  people, 
in  the  manner  provided  in  the  Constitution,  or  whether  they  exist  in  such 
numbers  as  to  render  their  elimination  or  correction  impracticable  by  amend- 
ments, you,  alone  are  competent  to  determine.  It  is  not  my  province  to  ad- 
vise you  in  this  matter.  I  can  only  urge  you  to  take  such  action  in  the  prem- 
ises as  your  superior  judgment  may  suggest  as  being  best  calculated  to  in- 
sure to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Missouri  a  Constitution  worthy  of  the  dig- 
nity and  commercial  importance  of  such  a  State  and  as  will  most  surely 
guarantee  to  her  citizens  all  the  rights  which  free  people  should  possess. 

THE   MILITIA. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  a  well  regulated  militia.  Such 
a  body  of  men  is  a  vital  necessity  in  every  State,  as  it  is  sometimes  the  last 
resort  for  the  preservation  of  peace  and  the  enforcement  of  the  law.  No 
State  is  entirely  safe,  at  all  times,  without  such  an  organization.  It  is  well 
said  that  it  is  the  only  power  that  can  vindicate  the  rights  and  preserve  the 
liberties  of  the  people  and  the  autonomy  of  the  State  in  certain  emergencies 
without  calling  upon  the  general  government,  and  its  existence  may  prevent 
the  necessity  for  its  use.  The  fact  of  its  existence  and  the  belief  in  its 
readiness  to  perform  its  duty  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  peace  often  has  a  deciding  influence  against  the  formation  of 
lawless  organizations.  It  is  both  unwise  and  dangerous  for  a  State  to  be 
without  a  properly  organized  militia  force  ready  for  any  emergency.  A  State 
ought  not  to  appeal  to  the  general  government  ia  every  time  of  danger.  A 
community,  like  an  individual,  should  be  self-reliant  and  always  able  to 
protect  itself  in  emergencies.  The  usefulness  of  such  a  body  of  men  does 
not  depend  so  much  on  the  number  of  men  enrolled  as  upon  the  discipline 
and  efficiency  of  the  several  commands ;  and  to  secure  these  we  should  look 
to  the  character,  intelligence  and  patriotic  devotion  to  the  State  of  the  officers 
and  men  in  the  service.  As  the  body  of  men  already  enrolled  in  the  military 
service  of  the  State  is  not  large — ^in  fact  not  commensurate  with  the  growth 
and  dignity  of  the  State — some  arrangement  should  be  made  for  placing  the 
troops,  periodically,  in  camp  service.  This  cannot  be  done  without  a  reason- 
able appropriation.  This  should  be  seriously  considered.  Sudden  danger 
may  find  ns  unprepared.  With  special  pride  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
commodious  armory  hall  erected  by  the  foresight  and  liberality  of  a  few  of 
the  prudent  property-holders  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis.  It  is  used  as  the 
hendquarteiB  of  the  artillery,  cavalry  and  infantry  military  forces  of  that 
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city.  It  is  sufficiently  large  for  purposes  of  drill  and  possesses  all  the 
appliances  for  athletic  exercises.  The  arms  of  the  State  now  held  by  the 
several  branches  of  the  militaty  service  are  securely  preserved  in  that  build- 
ing. This  building  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  sixty  thousand  dollars,  upon 
grounds  valued  at  twenty  thousand  dollars.  The  main  builhing  is  one  hundred 
and  ninety-three  feet  long  and  one  hundred  and  nine  feet  wide.  The  first 
floor  is  occupied  by  the  artillery  and  the  second  by  the  infantry  companies. 
The  third  floor  is  a  large  hall  one  hundred  and  ninety  feet  long  by  one  hun- 
dred and  six  feet  wide  and  is  used  for  general  purposes.  Some  expenses 
were  incurred  by  the  militia  during  the  riot  in  April,  1881^  which  should  be 
paid  by  the  State.  You  will  be  supplied  with  a  detailed  statement  of  these 
expenses.  The  State  should  recognize  the  existence  of  the  several  military 
companies  in  St.  Louis  with  pride.  *  Their  organization  and  drill  are  so  per? 
feet  that  they  have  successfully  contended  in  competitive  displays  and  drills 
with  many  of  the  leading  military  companies  of  other  States,  thus  reflecting 
credit  upon  their  own  discipline  and  soldierly  bearing  and  upon  the  State. 

IMMIGRATION. 

The  last  General  Assembly  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Im- 
migration $20,000,  $15,000  of  which  was  to  be  used  in  the  immediate  purchase 
of  not  less  than  6,000  copies  of  the  Hand  Book  of  Missouri.  The  books  were 
purchased  and  distributed  as  require^  by  the  law.  They  have  been  eagerly 
sought  by  citizens  of  many  States,  and  have  been  widely  scattered,  both  in  this 
country  and  in  Europe;  The  book  presents  a  fair  outline  of  the  physical  and 
agricultural  history  of  the  State.  Various  expedients  have  been  resorted  to 
by  the  board — so  its  president  advises  me — to  ascertain  the  number  of  immi- 
grants who  have  settled  in  Missouri  within  the  last  two  years.  In  October  last, 
the  board  resolved  to  appeal  to  the  citizens  of  the  various  counties,  and  par- 
ticularly to  the  county  court  ^clerks  to  obtain  information  of  the  approximate 
increase  of  population  by  immigration  alone.  From  replies  received,  it  is 
believed  that  there  has  been  an  increase  .of  225,000,  exclusive  of  St.  Louis 
and  Kansas  City.  This  is  a  wonderful  increase,  but  large  as  it  is,  it  can  still 
be  further  increased  if  the  board  is  furnished  the  means  necessary  to  execute 
its  well-devised  plans.  If  each  immigrant  of  that  number  brought  but  $1,000 
with  him,  $2,225,000  have  been  added  to  the  taxable  wealth  of  the  State. 
The  peculiar  embarrassments  so  long  overhanging  Missouri  having  been  re- 
moved by  the  efficiency  of  its  law  officers ;  with  her  well  managed  police  ; 
with  a  soil  and  climate  so  generous  and  productive ;  her  general  state  of  soci- 
ety so  pacific  and  her  financial  condition  and  standing  ^o  creditable,  the  State 
is  rapidly  attracting  public  attention,  and  is,  consequently,  receiving  a  thrifty 
class  of  immigrants,  who  come  to  locate  in  a  land  where  honesty,  intelligence, 
industry  and  morality  are  the  only  touchstones  of  success  and  titles  of  nobility. 
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Nature  has  done  much  for  this  State,  and  it  is  only  left  for  its  citizens  to 
do  their  part  to  make  it  the  empire  of  the  west.  Henry  Ward  Beecher  recently 
said:  "The  breadth  of  country  from  the  Red  river  country  of  the  north, 
streaching  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  including  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Missouri,  Kansas  and  Texas,  is  one  of  the  most  wonderful  agricultural 
spectacles  of  the  globe.  It  is  one  of  the  few  facts  that  are  unthinkable.  In 
this  ocean  of  land,  and  nearly  its  center,  stands  the  imperial  State  of  Missouri,** 
No  greater  compliment  could  be  paid  the  State ;  yet  it  is  no  greater  than  it 
richly  deserves.  It  is  thought  that  within  the  next  two  years  there  will  be 
greater  movements  in  population  from  the  more  populous  States  of  this  coun- 
try and  the  European  States  than  has  ever  been  known.  The  Legislature 
should  extend  such  financial  aid  to  our  Immigration  Board  as  will  enable  it 
to  secure  a  respectable  share  of  this  immigration.  Other  States  with  fewer 
attractions  of  soil,  climate,  timber,  water,  minerals  and  health,  have  made 
greater  exertions  in  the  past  than  has  this  State,  and  have,  as  a  consequence, 
received  large  immigration,  and  are  preparing  for  a  still  more  determined 
effort  in  the  future  in  the  same  direction.  Missouri  should  be  fully  prepared 
for  this  laudable  contest.  Having  no  public  or  railroad  lands  for  sale  at 
goverment  prices,  other  equivalent  inducements  must  be  shown  to  compensate 
for  this  difference  in  the  value  of  lands.  This  is  pre-eminently  an  age  of 
contact  and  rivalry  in  every  department  and  class  of  business ;  and  alone  to 
the  active  and  vigilant  belong  the  victory  and  its  consequent  rewards.  Mis- 
souri has  been  known  in  the  past  as  the  "Bobber  State."  False  as  that 
charge  was  and  is,  let  her  hereafter  be  known  in  the  race  for  supremacy  as 
the  new,  free,  peaceable,  prosperous  Missouri,  with  homes,  churches,  schools, 
society  and  laws  for  all.  But  the  watchful  and  liberal  care  of  this  body  is 
required  to  make  it  the  realization  of  the  hopes  of  the  most  sanguine  of  our 
people. 

WILLARD  P.    HALL. 

Willard  P.  Hall  departed  this  life  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  St.  Joseph, 
on  the  5th  day  of  November,  1882.  He  became  Governor  of  this  State 
upon  the  death  of  Gov.  Gamble  in  1864,  and  so  acted  from  January  81, 
1864,  to  January  1,  1865.  During  his  administration  he  conducted  the 
affairs  of  his  office  through  those  turbulent  times  with  such  marked  ability 
and  fairness  that  he  commanded  the  admiration  of  friend  and  foe  alike.  He 
was  not  a  genius,  in  the  common  acceptance  of  the  word,  but  was  a  man  of 
solid  ability,  of  intense  application,  unquestioned  honesty  and  dauntless 
coqrage.  He  filled  every  station  in  life  to  which  he  was  called,  public  and 
private,  with  honor.  He  was  an  honor  to  his  native  State,  Virginia ;  and,  by 
his  superb  intellect  and  splendid  life,  he  honored  the  State  of  his  adoption, 
and  it  will  preserve  his  name  upon  the  roll  of  its  most  illustrious  citizens. 
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As  he  lived,  he  died  ^'sastained  and  soothed  by  an  unfaltering  tnist"  in  the 
rewards  of  an  upright  life ;  so  may  he  rest;  *'  his  faults  lie  gently  on  him.*' 
As  great  as  were  his  virtues  as  a  citizen,  greater  still  i^ere  his  learning  and 
integrity  as  a  lawyer.  Life,  with  him,  meant  work,  not  dalliance ;  duty,  not 
pleasure ;  and  that  life  may  well  be  adopted  as  a  model  by  our  rising  gen- 
eration. 

PORTRAITS   OF   STATE   OFFICERS. 

The  Legislature  should  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  have  the 
portraits  of  the  ex-Governore  and  Supreme  Court  Judges  painted  and  placed 
in  their  appropriate  places,  the  appropriation  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Governor  and  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Many  of  our 
sister  States  have  made  such  appropriations.  Already,  through  my  applica- 
tion, the  portraits  of  Governor's  Price  and  Hardin  have  been  presented  to 
the  State,  and  I  am  promised  portraits  of  Governors  Polk  and  Stewart. 
This  appropriation  should  not  be  postponed.  The  written  and  unwritten 
history  of  the  laws  and  progress  of  the  State  were  largely  exemplified  in  the 
official  acts  of  its  Supreme  Court  Judges  and  Governors. 

EXECUTIVE    MANSION. 

The  Executive  Mansion  was  erected  in  1872-73.  Some  parts  of  the 
building  have  never  been  repaired.  As  a  matter  of  economy,  and  to  pre- 
serve the  building  in  a  condition  worthy  of  the  State  and  of  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  built,  and  to  protect  it  from  immediate  decay,  it  should  be 
properly  and  thoroughly  repaired  without  delay.  It  should  be  painted  inside 
and  outside.  The  blackened  and  stained  condition  of  the  outside  of  the 
walls  mars  the  appearance  of  the  handsome  structure.  The  plumbing  is  in  a 
defective  condition  and  almost  entirely  useless,  and  if  not  soon  wholly  reno- 
vated and  reconstructed  will  render  the  house  unpleasant  and  even  unhealthy. 
The  roof  requires  early  attention.  The  guttering  and  spouting  are  in  a  dis- 
ordered condition.  The  lightning  rods  and  iron  railings  should  be  repaired 
or  replaced.  The  permanent  tubs  m  the  laundry  are  so  decayed  that  they 
have  become  useless  and  offensive.  New  pumps  are  needed  in  the  cisterns. 
I  urge  upon  the  Legislature  the  necessity  of  giving  this  matter  immediate 
attention.  No  State  has  an  Executive  Mansion  superior  to  it  in  architectural 
beauty,  or  better  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  so  generously 
erected.  I  suggest  that  the  repairs  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
Governor  and  Warden  of  the  Penitentiary. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF   CAPITOL    GROUNDS. 

In  the  act  to  appropriate  money  for  the  support  of  the  State  Govern- 
ment for  the  years  18^1  and  1882,  approved  March  24th,  1881,  the  sum  of 
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one  thoasand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  "repairs  of  the  enclosure  arourd 
the  Capitol  grounds,  completing  the  columns  at  the  entrance  gates,  and  keep- 
ing the  grounds  in  order,  and  for  making  stone  pavements  from  the  gates  to 
the  Capitol  steps,  to  be  expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  Governor." 

Owing  to  the  condition  of  the  walks  in  the  capitol  grounds,  I  deemed  the 
construction  of  the  pavements  the  most  important  item  provided  for  in  the  ap- 
propriation ;  but,  upon  investigation,  I  found  that  owing  to  scarcity  of  stone- 
cutters in  the  penitentiary,  and  the  consequent  difficulty  and  cost  of  procur- 
ing stone,  the  construction  of  pavements  of  that  material  was  not  feasible 
without  the  expenditure  of  a  much  larger  sum  of  money  than  had  been  ap- 
propriated for  that  purpose. 

In  view  of  this,  I  contracted  with  J.  R.  Wills,  Warden  of  the  Peniten- 
tiary, for  the  construction  of  a  brick  pavement  from  each  of  the  entrance 
gates  to  the  capitol  steps.  Under  this  contract  Mr.  Willis  has  performed  the 
work  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  The  materials  used  in  the  construction  of 
these  walks,  consisting  of  a  thick  layer  a  macadam  as  a  foundation,  cement, 
brick,  mortar  and  stone,  for  curbing,  were  all  of  the  best.  For  this  work 
Mr.  Willis  has  drawn  from  the  treasury  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars, 
twelve  hundred  of  the  amount  appropriated  having  been  used  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Permanent  Seat  of  Government  in  planting  trees,  which 
amount,  in  my  judgment, 'is  a  reasonable  charge  for  the  materials  and  labor. 
I  regret  that  the  appropriation  was  insufficient  to  pay  for  stone  pavements, 
but  I  did  not  feel  warranted  in  creating  a  debt  for  the  Legislature  to  pay 
hereafter.  The  appropriation  was  exhausted  upon  the  pavements,  and  hence 
no  other  improvements  contemplated  in  the  act  could  be  made.  A  substantial 
stone  pavement  has  been  laid  from  the  south  gate  at  the  eastern  entrance, 
to  the  Supreme  Court  building,  and  one  across  the  alley  in  front  of  the 
east  gate.  No  appropriation  has  been  made  to  pay  for  this  work.  I  recom- 
mend such  an  appropriation  as  wiU  be  sufficient  to  complete  the  walls  around 
the  capitol  grounds,  particularly  upon  the  west  and  river  front  sides,  and 
pay  for  cap-stones  for  the  gates,  and  for  the  stone  pavement  alread  laid. 
This  should  be  provided  for  at  once  by  an  adequate  appropriation,  as  the 
walls  are  being  seriously  damaged  in  their  present  unfinished  condition. 

WATER    WORKS. 

Since  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Penitentiary  have  supplied  the 
prison  with  water  works,  I  think  an  appropriation  of  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars  should  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  executive  mansion 
and  capitol  building.  For  that  sum  water  can  be  supplied  to  every  room  in 
both  buildings. 

It  is  said  that  over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  were  expended  in  the 
erection  of  the  mansion.  If  a  fire  should  occur  in  either  of  the  upper  stories 
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there  are  no  adequate  means  at  hand  with  which  to  encounter  the  danger. 
Is  it  economy,  is  it  wise,  is  it  right  to  thus  expose  this  handsome  and  costly 
building  to  such  daily  danger  when,  with  such  a  small  outlay,  it  can  be  so 
fully  guarded  and  insured  against  fire?  Should  a  main  be  laid  from  the 
prison  to  the  capitol,  I  am  informed  that  enough  water  privileges  can  be  sold 
to  citizens  and  the  city^  to  almost,  if  not  quite,  wholly  compensate  the  State 
for  the  expenditure.  I  do  not  think  the  State  should  engage  in  the  business 
of  peddling  water.  The  Legislature  must  determine  the  wisdom  of  such  aa 
enterprise.  It  is  proper  to  state  as  a  strong  reason  why  some  provisions 
should  be  made  for  supplying  the  capitol  and  executive  mansion  with  water, 
that  the  State  has  no  insurance  upon  either  building. 

SWAMP  LANDS. 

For  swamp  lands  disposed  of  by  the  United  States  subsequent  to  Sep- 
tember 28,  1850,  and  prior  to  March  3,  1857,  the  State  has  received  during 
the  years  1881  and  1882,  $20,475.67  cash  indemnity  and  certificates  of  loca- 
tion authorizing  the  State  to  locate  the  quantity  of  9,187.93  acres  as  land 
indemnity. 

Under  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  thef  Department  of  the  In- 
terior for  adjusting  the  swamp  land  indemnity  claims  due  the  State,  the 
United  States  special  agent  is  required  to  make  a  personal  inspection  of  each 
tract  of  land  for  which  indemnity  is  claimed  before  testimony  will  be  received 
touching  the  character  of  the  same. 

It  is  important  that  the  Register  of  Lands  should  accompany  the  United 
States  agent  in  his  examinations  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  witnesses  to 
establish  the  swampy  character  of  the  land,  and  who  have  knowledge  of  the 
land  extending  as  nearly  to  the  date  of  the  swampy  grant  as  possible. 

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Register  of  Lands  to  locate  all  swamp 
land  indemnity  certificates  from  sight  or  personal  knowledge  of  the  land.  It 
is  also  the  duty  of  the  Register  to  make  all  swamp  land  selections  and  take 
proof  of  the  swampy  character  of  the  same. 

The  tract  books  in  the  ofiSce  of  the  Register  of  lands  show  a  large  cash 
and  land  indemnity  yet  due  the  State,  as  well  as  a  large  amount  of  swamp 
and  overfiowed  land  to  be  selected  and  proven  up.  The  Register  is  the 
proper  ofl3cer  to  do  this  work,  and  in  order  that  it  may  be  done  successfully 
and  promptly.  I  recommend  an  appropriation  for  these  purposes  of  forty- 
five  hundred  dollarp  for  the  years  1883  and  1884.  The  Register  has  been 
industrious  and  faithful  in  the  last  two  years  in  attending  to  these  swanap 
land  interests  of  the  variaus  couties,  and  has  been  instrumental  in  recover- 
ing large  sums  of  money  to  the  several  counties. 
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FISH   CULTURE. 


I  Elsb  culture  is  no  longer  fin  experiment  in  this  State.     Under  the  man- 

agement of  the  present  board  of  Fish  Commissioners  the  propagation  of  fish 
has  proven  a  great  success.  The  board  is  inviting  persons  in  every  part  of 
the  State  to  send  for  young  fish,  and  our  streams  will  soon  be  well  stocked 
with  the  most  desirable  kinds  of  food  fish.  Every  owner  of  a  farm  in  the 
State  should  prepare  a  pond  for  fish  propagation.  Such  a  pond  can  be  pre- 
pared for  a  very  small  sum  of  money,  and  after  the  fish  have  commenced 
spawning  a  very  small  outlay  of  tipie  and  money  will  preserve  and  protect 
them.  The  Fish  Commission  should  receive  an  appropriation  of  five  thousand 
dollars  annually.  The  increase  of  its  work  and  production  demands  an 
increase  of  appropriation.  Whenythe  last  appropriation  was  made  the  board 
was  operating  the  cold-water  hatchery  at  St.  Joseph  requiring  but  one 
superintendent  and  set  of  operators.  It  now  has  an  extensive  hatchery  in 
Forest  Park,  adjacent  to  the  city  of  St:  Louis,  embracing  six  ponds  and 
covering  thirteen  acres  of  ground.  This  compels  the  employment  of  an 
additional  superintendent  and  set  of  operators.  It  has  been  ascertained,  by 
experiment,  the  cold  spring  water  of  the  St.  Joseph  hatchery  is  not  so  well 
adapted  to  the  propagation  of  carp  as  the  creek  and  pond  water  of  Forest 
Park.  The  ponds  in  Forest  Park  were  given  the  board  by  the  city  of  St. 
Louis.  To  operate  those  large  ponds,  successfully,  the  board  has  found  it 
necessary  to  employ  an  expert  in  fish  culture.  He  is  now  receiving  a  salary 
of  but  fifty  dollars  per  month,  which  must  be  increased  in  proportion  to  the 
increase  and  importance  of  the  labor  imposed  upon  him.  Under  his  intelli- 
gent care  the  board  will  have  many  thousands  of  young  carp  to  distribute 
during  the  coming  year.  This  cannot  be  done  without  an  increase  of 
expense.  The  board  deems  it  necessary  to  erect  a  small  house  in  the  Park,  * 
adjacent  to  the  ponds,  to  be  used  as  an  oflSce  and  residence  for  the  super- 
intendent and  a  store-room  for  their  implements.  Missouri  should  not  be 
behind  her  sister  States  in  the  cultivation  of  this  most  healthful  and  desir- 
able food.  The  State  is  too  prominent  to  be  a  laggard  in  anything  that  con- 
tributes to  the  economy  and  comfort  of  living  of  its  laboring  classes.  The 
gentlemen  composing  the  board  are  men  of  broad,  liberal  views,  who  are 
willing  to  devote  their  time  to  this  important  enterprise  if  sufiQcient  means 
are  given  them  to  make  their  efforts  fruitful  of  good  results  to  the  State.  It 
is  a  labor  of  love  with  them,  and  the  Legislature  should  willingly  comply 
with  their  request.  The  report  of  the  board  will  be  found  full  of  useful 
information. 
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IKSPECTI0N8. 

I  recommend  to  the  Legislature  the  amendment  of  articles  1  and  2  of 
chapter  117,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  concerning  the  inspection  of  petroleum 
oils  and  tobacco.  The  law  governing  the  inspection  of  coal  or  petroleum 
oils  is  vague  and  indefinite,  and  does  not  properly  provide  for  the  inspection 
of  such  oils,  or  for  the  protection  of  the  thousands  of  our  people  who  use 
such  oils  for  illuminating  purposes. 

The  ofl3ce  of  Tobacco  Inspector  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  State. 
It  is  especially  important  to  tobacco  raisers.  The  Legislature  should  investi- 
gate the  matter  thoroughly,  and  so  adjust  the  salary  of  that  office  that  it  will 
command  the  service  of  the  best  talent  in  the  State. 

INTEREST. 

The  Legislature  should  revise  the  law  regulating  the  rate  of  interest.  As 
the  law  now  stands,  six  per  cent,  is  the  legal  rate  of  interest  when  no  higher 
rate  is  agreed  upon ;  while,  by  contract,  it  may  be  ten  per  cent.,  but  shall  not 
exceed  that  rate.  If  the  Legislature  should  establish  six  per  cent,  as  a  maxi- 
mum rate  to  be  contracted  for,  it  would  receive  the  sanction  of  the  people  of 
Missouri.  Money  is  worth  no  more  than  that  at  the  present  time,  by  the 
countenance  of  healthy  trade,  and  our  statutes  should  not  contravene  such  a 
natural  law.  If  this  change  of  the  rate  of  interest  were  made,  and  the  law 
regulating  it  properly  enforced,  I  believe  it  would  benefit  all  classes. 

DEPOSITIONS. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  necessity  for  a  radical  reform  of  the  law 
governing  the  taking  of  depositions.  Such  abuses  have  grown  up  under  our 
present  system  that  I  need  only  call  your  attention  to  the  subject,  and  your 
observation  and  experience  will  suggest  the  remedy  for  the  evil.  As  the  law 
now  stands,  it  is  frequenth'  taken  advantage  of  by  the  unscrupulous  and  mal- 
evolent and  is  converted  into  an  engine  to  destroy  character  or  extort  black- 
mail. All  this  can  be  remedied  by  the  adoption  of  proper  amendments,  and 
I  trust  that  you  will  give  the  the  subject  that  earnest  consideration  which  its 
importance  merits. 

SALARIES  OP  COUNTY  OPPICERS. 

I  earnestly  invite  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  a  revision  of  the  law 
governing  the  salaries  of  county  officers.  From  extravagance  in  these  sala- 
ries a  few  years  since,  we  have  gone  to  the  opposite  extremes  of  stinginess, 
and  the  salaries  of  many  of  the  officers  have  been  so  reduced  as  to  afford  but 
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a  meager  subsistence  to  their  ocoupants,  while  the  pay  of  deputy  hire  has 
been  so  restricted,  beginning  with  this  year,  that  I  fear  serious  inconvenience 
in  the  transaction  of  public  business  in  consequence  of  it.  The  people  are 
willing  to  deal  justly  in  these  matters,  and  you  should  thoroughly  investigate 
the  question.     '^Niggardliness  in  such  matters  is  not  good  husbandry." 

LABOR. 

I  especially  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  Fourth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  It  is  worthy  of  careful  considera- 
tion and  study.  It  suggests  some  evils  in  certain  classes  of  occupations, 
which,  under  the  police  power  of  this  State,  this  body  has  the  right  and 
shonld  remedy.  The  State  should  require  every  reasonable  safeguard  to  be 
thrown  around  the  employes  in  the  various  manufacturing,  mercantile  and 
other  establishments  m  which  there  are  large  numbers  of  persons  at  work. 
Accidents  in  such  places  are  liable  to  occur  at  any  moment.  The  dangers 
can  be  mitigated,  if  not  entirely  obviated,  by  precaution.  The  Commissioner 
reports  that  the  street  car  employes — conductors  and  drivers,  are  compelled 
to  work  from  twelve  to  seventeen  hours  per  day.  This,  in  the  language  of 
the  commissioner,  ** imperatively  calls  for  Legislative  interference."  "It  is 
against  the  welfare  of  society,  offensive  to  morals,  a  gross  abuse  to  require 
men — ^to  permit  them — ^to  engage  themselves  in  such  slavery."  Those  em- 
ployes are  virtually  deprived  of  all  domestic  associations  and  opportunities 
for  physical,  moral  or  mental  improvement.  It  is  not  in  the  interest  of  the 
State  to  permit  such  demands  to  be  made  upon  any  class  of  its  citizens.  It 
is  a  compulsory  labor,  and  against  the  sentiments  of  the  law  and  the  instincts 
of  humanity,  and  should  be  remedied. 

PRIVATE  PROPERTY — PUBLIC  USE. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  two  sections  of 
the  Statutes  which  appear  to  be  in   direct  conflict  with  the  Constitution. 

Section  4,  article  12  of  the  Constitution  provides  ♦  ♦  ♦  the  right  of 
trial  by  jury,  shall  be  held  violate  in  all  trials  of  claims  for  compensation, 
when  in  the  exercise  of  said  right  of  eminent  domain  any  incorporated  com- 
pany, shall  be  interested,  for  or  against  the  exercise  of  said  right. 

By  sections  894 — 896  Revised  Statutes,  the  court  in  all  such  cases  is 
specifically  commanded  to  appoint  'Hhree  disinterested  commissioners"  in 
the  first  instance,  and  the  parties  are  postponed  in  their  constitutional  right 
to  a  jury  until  after  the  report  of  the  commissioners,  and  exceptions  thereto 
sustained.     Now,  while  this  method  does  not  absolutely  deny  the  jury  trial, 
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it  does  subject  it  to  conditions,  delays  and  contingencies  which  should  never 
be  interposed  against  a  constitutional  right.  No  intermediate  tribunal  should 
exist  in  the  face  of  this  constitutional  prohibition.  Th(^  Tights  of  private 
property  should  be  protected  against  any  unusual  invasion  or  disturbance. 

CONCLUSION. 

Reposing  confidence  in  you  as  representatives  of  the  people,  and  be- 
lieving that  you  will  do  nothing  that  will  militate  against  the.  prosperity  of 
this  great  commonwealth,  I  greet  you  in  the  sovereign  name  of  those  people, 
and  welcome  you  to  this  capital  with  the  earnest  assurance  of  my  hearty 
co-operation  with  you  in  all  measures  tending  to  the  further  security  of  the 
happiness  and  protection  of  the  people  and  the  financial  prosperity  of  our 
State.  Nothing  will  so  perpetuate  the  history  of  this  General  Assembly  as 
the  well  directed  liberality  and  justice  which  shall  characterize  your  legisla- 
tion, when  it  arises  above  the  prejudices  and  partisanship  of  the  past,  and 
looks  forward  to  the  proud  position  Missouri'  must  occupy  in  the  confedera- 
tion of  States.  Very  respectfully,

Senator  Dobyns  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  and 
laid  over  for  reference  to  Committee  on  Printing : 

Reaolvedy  That  all  bills  and  resolutions  printed  for  the  Senate  shall  be 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  that  all  such  bills  and  resolutions  introduced 
in  the  Senate  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  among  the  members  in  the  or- 
der in  which  they  are  numbered,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

Senator  Heard  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  and 
adopted : 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  members  be  appointed  by  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Senate,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  Governor's  message  for 
the  purpose  of  distribution  among  the  appropriate  committees  the  suggestions 
pertaining  to  matters  of  legislation. 

The  President  appointed  Senators  Heard,  Dobjms  and  Allen. 

Senator  Edwards  of  St.  Charles  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which 
Senate  bill  No.  1  was  ordered  printed ;  which  was  agreed  to. 

Senator  Oliver  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  2,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  repeal 
an  act  to  amend  an  act  to  facilitate  the  construction  of  railroads  in  the  State 
of  Missouri,  approved  March  23,  1868,  being  section  52,  article  2,  chapter 
37,  Wagner's  Statutes,  and  to  limit  the  amount  of  stock  which  any  county, 
city,  incorporated  town  or  municipal  township  may  subscribe  for  the  con- 
stmction  of  railroads,  approved  March  10th,  1871 ;"  read  first  time  and  fifty 
copies  ordered  printed. 
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Senator  Dobyns  moved  that  when  the  Senate  adjourn  it  adjourn  until 
Tuesday  morning  next  10  o'clock  a.  m.  ;  agreed  to. 

Senator  Rouse  moved  that  the  Senate  adjourn ;  carried. 


FIFTH  DAY— Tuesday,  January  9. 

MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

A  quorum  present. 

Prayer  by  the  Chaplain. 

The  journal  of  Saturday  read  and  approved. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  the  Biennial  Report  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Permanent  Seat  of  Government ;  which  was  read  and  ordered 
to  lie  on  the  table,  for  reference  to  Committee  on  Permanent  Seat  of  Govern- 
ment. 

Senator  Walker  presented  three  petitions,  one  from  Cole  and  two  from 
Cooper  county,  against  prohibition. 

Senator  Stephens  presented  the  Report  of  the  Tresurer  of  the  State 
University ;  which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Rogers  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote,  ordering  the  Report  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  University  printed,  which  was  agreed  to,  and  Senator 
Stephens  asked  leave  to  withdraw  the  report ;  which  was  granted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Allen,  the  Senate  took  a  recess  for  30  minutes  at 
10:15  o'clock. 

At  10:45  o'clock,  the  recess  having  expired,  the  President  called  the 
Senate' to  order.  When  Senator  Allen,  Chairman  of  the  committee  appointed 
to  revise  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  made  the  following  report : 

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 

Mr.  President  :  Your  committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  submit  rules 
for  the  government  of  the  Senate  during  the  present  session,  beg  leave  to 
report  that  they  have  prepared  the  rules  following  and  hereunto  annexed ; 
all  of  which  your  committee  respectfully  submit  and  recommend  for  adoption 
as  the  rules  of  the  Senate : 
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Of  the  President  and  Senate:] 

Rule  1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  at  the  hour  to 
which  the  Senate  had  previously  adjourned,  and  shall  call  the  Senate  to  order, 
and,  after  prayer  by  the  Chaplain,  shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding 
day  to  be  read,  but  the  reading  thereof  may  be  dispensed  with  if  so  ordered 
by  a  vote  of  the  Senate.  If  less  than  a  majority  of  the  Senators  are  present 
they  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
Senators ;  and  any  two  Senators  at  any  time  after  the  hour  has  arrived  to 
which  the  Senate  adjourned,  may  have  a  call  of  the  Senate  and  have  the 
names  of  the  absentees  entered  on  the  journal. 

Rule  2.  Upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  or  in  taking  the  yeas  and  nays 
on  any  question,  the  names  of  the  Senators  shall  be  called  alphabetically. 

Ruix  3.  Upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of  the  Senators  shall 
be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  and  the  absentees  noted ;  after  which  the 
names  of  the  absentees  shall  again  be  called  over.  The  doors  shall  then  be 
shut,  and  those  for  whom  no  excuse,  or  insufficient  excuses  are  made,  may, 
by  order  of  the  majority  of  those  present,  if  ten  in  number,  be  taken  into 
custody  as  they  appear,  or  may  be  sent  for  and  taken  into  custody  wherever 
to  be  found  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  or  Assistant  Sergeant-at-Arms,  ap- 
pointed by  the  President  for  that  purpose,  at  the  expense  of  such  absent 
Senator  or  Senators  respectively,  unless'such  excuse  for  ndn-attendance  shall 
be  made  as  the  Senate,  when  a  qoorum  is  convened,  shall  judge  sufficient. 

Powers  and  duties  of  the  President : 

Rule  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preserve  order,  and  he 
may  speak  on  all  question  of  order  in  preference  to  any  Senator,  rising  ixom. 
his  seat  for  that  purpose ;  and  shall  decide  on  all  questions  of  order,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate ;  and  all  questions  of  order  shall  be  noted  by  the 
Secretary,  with  the  decision. 

Rule  5.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit:  '^As 
many  as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  question  may  be,)  say  aye;  "  and  after 
the  affimative  voice  is  expressed,  '^as  many  as  are  of  the  contrary  opion  say 
no."  If  the  President  doubts,  or  a  division  is  called  for,  the  Senate  shall 
divide — those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats, 
and  afterward  those  in  the  negative. 

Rule  6.     All  committees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  President,  unless . 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Senate. 

Rule  7.  Every  Senator  who  shall  be  in  the  Senate  when  the  question  is 
put  shall  vote,  unless  the  Senate,  for  special  reasons,  shall  excuse  him.  All 
motions  to  excuse  a  Senator  from  voting  shall  be  made  before  the  Senate 
divides,  or  before  the  call  for  yeas  and  nays  is  commenced.     In  taking  the 
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ayes  and  noes,  each  Senator  shall  declare  openly  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the 
question. 

Bulb  8,  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or 
any  Senator  requires  it. 

Rule  9.  The  President  may,  at  any  time,  leave  the  chair  and  call  any 
Senator  thereto,  who  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate  for  the  time  being,  and 
the  President  shall,  at  leisure,  resume  the  chair ;  and  if  the  Senator  called  to 
the  chair  shall  object  and  the  President  insists,  the  question  shall  be  decided 
by  the  Senate. 

Rule  10.  The  President  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it 
sitting. 

Rule  11.  The  President  shall  sign  all  acts,  joint  resolutions  and  ad- 
dresses, and  all  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas,  issued  by  order  of  the  Senate, 
shall  be  under  his  hand  and  attested  by  the  Secretary ;  and  he  shall  have  gen- 
eral direction  and  superintendence  of  the  Senate  Chamber. 

RuEL  12.  In  case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby  or 
galleries,  the  President  shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  cleared,  and  shall 
have  general  control  of  the  Senate  Chamber  and  the  employes  thereof,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Senate. 

President  pro  tern,: 

Rule  13.  The  Senate  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  each  regular  ses- 
sion, elect  one  of  its  number  President  pro  tempore,  who  shall  serve  during 
the  term  of  the  General  Assembly  at  which  he  is  lected,  and  who  shall  exer- 
cise the  office  of  President  during  the  sickness  or  absence  of  the  President. — 
[Const.  Art.  5,  Sec.  17.] 

Rule  14.  Stenographers  and  reporters  wishing  to  take  down  the  debates 
and  proceedings  of  the  Senate  may  be  admitted  by  the  President  to  the  re- 
porters' table  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  under  such  regulations  as  he  may 
prescribe,  and  he  shall  assign  a  seat  to  the  Official  Reporter  of  the  Senate. 

Secretary — his  duties: 

Rule  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  an  exact  journal 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate ;  and  he  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  subject 
to  further  orders,  as  the  Senate  may  direct.  • 

Rule  16.  When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  passes,  it  shall  be  certified  by 
the  Secretary,  noting  the  day  of  its  passage  at  the  foot  thereof. 

Rule  17.  When  a  motion  is  made  for  an  amendment  of  any  bill  or  reso- 
lution, the  mover's  name  shall  be  inserted  on  the  journal. 

Sergeant-at'Arms — his  duties : 

Rule  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Seargent-at-Arms  to  attend  the 
Senate  during  its  sittings,  to  keep  order  in  the  lobby,  to  require  all  persons 
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therein  to  be  seated  and  to  execute  the  commands  of  the  Senate,  together 
with  all  such  process  issued  by  authority  thereof  as  shaU  be  directed  to  him^ 
by  the  President. 

Door-keeper — his  duHea: 

KuLE^19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Door-keeper  to  obey  the  orders  of 
the  Senate  and  its  presiding  officer. 

Sworn  to  secresy : 

BuLE  20.  The  Secretary,  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Door-keeper  shall  be 
sworn  to  keep  the  secrets  of  the  Senate,  when  in  secret  session. 

OF   BILLS. 

ShaM  be  read  three  times: 

Rule  21.     Every  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  different  days. 

Rule  22.  No  law  shall  be  passed  except  by  bill,  and  no  bill  shall  be  so 
amended  in  its  passage  through  the  Senate  as  to  change  its  original  pur- 
pose.— (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  25.) 

Rule  23.  Bills  whether  they  originate  in  the  Senate  or  in  the  House 
may  be  amended  or  rejected. — (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  26.) 

Rule  24.  No  bill  shall  be  considered  for  final  passage  unless  the  same 
has  been  reported  upon  by  a  committee  and  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Sen- 
atorsw — (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  27.) 

Rule  25.  All  bills  reported  to  the  Senate  from  any  committee  shall  lie 
on  the  table  one  day  before  being  ordered  to  engrossment,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Senate ;  and  bills,  when  reported  engrossed,  shall  also  lie 
over  one  day  before  a  third  reading  thereof,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  26.  No  bill  (except  general  appropriation  bills,  which  may 
embrace  the  various  subjects  and  accounts  for  and  on  account  of  which 
moneys  are  appropriated,  and  except  bills  passed  under  the  third  subdivision 
of  section  forty-four  of  this  Article,)  shall  contain  more  than  one  subject, 
which  shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title. — (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  28.) 

Signing  bills: 

Rule  27.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate  in  open  session ;  aAd  before  the 
presiding  officer  shall  affix  his  signature  to  any  bill,  he  shall  suspend  all 
other  business,  declare  that  the  bill  will  now  be  read,  and  that,  if  no  objec- 
tions be  made,  he  will  sign  the  same  to  the  end  that  it  may  become  a  law. 
The  bill  shall  then  be  read  at  length,  and  if  no  objections  be  made,  he  shall, 
in  presence  of  the  Senate  in  open  session,  and  before  any  other  business  is 
entertained,  affix  his  signature,  which  fact  shall  be  noted  on  the  journal.     If 
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any  Senator  shall  object  that  any  substitution,  omission  or  insertion  has 
occurred,  so  that  the  bill  proposed  to  be  signed  is  not  the  same  in  substance 
and  form  as  when  considered  and  passed  by  the  Senate  or  the  House,  or  that 
any  particular  clause  of  Article  4  of  the  Constitution  has  been  violated  in  its 
passage,  such  objection  shall  be  passed  upon  by  the  Senate,  and  if  sustained, 
the  presiding  officer  shall  withhold  his  signature ;  but  if  such  objection  shall 
not  be  sustained,  then  any  five  Senators  may  embody  the  same,  over  their 
signatures,  in  a  written  protest,  under  oath,  against  the  signing  of  the  bill. 
Said  protest,  when  offered  in  the  Senate,  shall  be  noted  upon  the  journal, 
and  the  original  shall  be  annexed  to  the  bill,  to  be  considered  by  the  Gov- 
ernor in  connection  therewith.  And,  if  the  bill  be  one  that  has  not  been  first 
signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  House,  it  shall  be  immediately  sent  to 
the  House  after  it  has  been  so  read  and  signed  in  the  Senate,  for* such  action 
thereon,  in  the  House,  as  is  prescribed  by  the  Constitution. — Const.,  Art.  4, 
Sec.  37.) 

Approval  of  Oovernor  : 

Rule  28.  When  the  bill  has  been  signed,  as  provided  for  in  the  pre- 
ceding rule,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  if  the  bill 
originated  in  the  Senate,  to  present  the  same  in  person,  on  the  same  day  on 
which  it  was  signed  as  aforesaid,  to  the  Governor,  take  his  receipt  therefor, 
and  enter  the  fact  of  such  delivery  and  the  time  thereof  upon  the  journal. 
Every  bill  presented  to  the  Governor,  and  xetumed  within  ten  days  to  the 
house  in  which  the  same  originated,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  shall 
become  a  law,  unless  it  be  in  violation  of  some  provision  of  the  Constitu- 
tion.—(Const,  Art.  4,  Sec.  38.) 

Governor*  8  veto : 

Rule  29.     Bills  vetoed  by  the  Governor  and  returned  to  the  Senate  by 
the  Governor  or  by  the  House,  shall  stand  as  reconsidered  and  such  action 
shall  be  taken  thereon  as  is  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  by  the  joint, 
rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. — (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  3$.) 

Printing  bills : 

Rule  30.  Fifty  copies  of  all  bills  and  joint  and  concurrent  resolutions 
shall  be  printed  after  their  first  reading,  and  before  a  second  reading  shall 
be  permitted,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

Emergency  clause: 

•  Rule  31.  On  all  bills  containing  an  emergency  clause,  the  vote  shall 
first  be  taken  on  the  bill,  excluding  the  emergency  clause,  and  if  the  bill 
receive  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Senators  elect,  then  a  vote  shall  be 
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taken  on  the  emergency  clause,  and  if  two- thirds  of  all  the  Senators  elected 
Tote  in  favor  of  it,  the  bill  shall  take  effect  at  the  time  described  in  the  pre- 
amble or  emergency  clause  thereof.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  36.) 

Division  of  question : 

Rule  32.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  points,  any  Senator 
may  have  the  same  divided,  if  it  comprehend  propositions  in  substance  so 
distinct  that,  one  being  taken  away,  a  substantive  proposition  shall  remain  for 
the  decision  of  the  Senate ;  but  on  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert,  it  shall 
not  be  in  order  to  move  for  a  division  of  the  question ;  but  a  rejection  of  the 
motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall  not  prevent  a  motion  to 
strike  out  and  insert  a  different  proposition,  nor  prevent  a  subsequent  motion 
simply  to  strike  out ;  nor  shall  the  rejection  of  a  motion,  simply  to  strike  out, 
prevent  a  subsequent  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

Amendments. 

Ritle  33.  All  amendments  adopted  by  the  Senate  to  a  bill  pending  and 
originating  in  the  same,  shall  be  incorporated  with  the  bill  by  engrossment, 
and  the  bill,  as  thus  engrossed,  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Senators 
before  its  final  passage.  The  engrossing  and  printing  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  a  committee,  whose  report  to  the  Senate  shall  set  forth,  in 
writing,  that  they  find  the  bill  truly  engrossed,  and  that  the  printed  copy 
furnished  to  the  Senators  is  correct.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  29.) 

Rule  34.  If  a  bill  passed  by  the  Senate  be  returned  thereto  amended 
by  the  House,  the  Senate  shall  cause  the  amendment  or  amendments  so  re- 
ceived to  be  printed,  under  the  same  supervision  as  provided  in  the  next  pre- 
ceding section,  for  the  use  of  the  Senators,  before  final  action  on  such 
amendments.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  80.) 

Rule  35.  No  amendment  to  bills  by  the  House  shall  be  concurred  in  by 
the  Senate,  except  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Senators  elected,  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  those  voting  for  and  against  recorded  upon 
the  journal ;  and  reports  of  committees  of  conference  shall  be  adopted  in  the 
Senate  only  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Senators  elected  thereto,  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  those  voting  recorded  upon  the  journal. 
(Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  32.) 

Rule  36.  No  act  shall  be  amended  by  providing  that  disignated  words 
thereof  be  stricken  out,  or  that  designated  words  be  inserted,  or  that  desig- 
nated words  be  stricken  out  and  others  inserted  in  lieu  thereof ;  but  the  words 
to  be  stricken  out  or  the  words  to  be  inserted  or  the  words  to  be  stricken  out 
and  those  inserted  in  lieu  thereof,  together  with  the  act  or  section  amended, 
shall  be  set  forth  in  full  as  amended.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  34.) 
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FincU  passage — ayes  and  nays : 

Rule  87.  To  effect  the  passage  of  a  bill,  on  the  final  reading  thereof, 
the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  Senators 
voting  for  and  against  the  same,  shall  be  entered  and  recorded  on  the  journal, 
and  if  a  majority  of  the  Senators  elect,  shall  have  voted  in  favor  thereof, 
the  bill  shall  be  de  declared  passed.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  31.) 

Motion  to  reconsider : 

Rule  88.  When  a  bill  is  put  upon  its  final  passage,  and,  failing  to  pass, 
a  motion  is  made  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  it  was  defeated,  the  vot^ 
upon  such  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  immediately  taken,  and  the  subj^fit 
finally  disposed  of  before  the  Senate  proceeds  to  any  other  business,  (Const,, 
Art.  4,  Sec.  85.) 

Acts  set  forth  at  length : 

Rule  39.  No  act  shall  be  revived  or  re-enacted  by  mere  reference  to 
the  title  thereof,  but  the  same  shall  be  set  forth  at  length,  as  if  it  were  an 
original  act.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  88.) 

OF  DECORUM  AlO)  DEBATE. 

Rule  40.  When  a  Senator  is  about  to  speak,  he  shall  rise  and  respect- 
fully address  himself  to  the  President,  standing  at  his  seat,  and  wait  until  his 
name  or  designation  is  announced,  when  he  shall  proceed. 

Rule  41.  If  two  or  more  Senators  rise  at  once,  the  President  shall 
name  the  Senator  who  is  to  speak  first,  the  other  rising  having  the  preference 
next  to  speak. 

Rule  42.  The  President  shall  preserve  decorum ;  and  if  any  Senator 
transgress  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  or  any  Senator  may, 
call  him  to  order,  in  which  case  the  Senator;  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain ;  and  the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall 
decide  on  the  case.  If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  chair  shall  be 
submitted  to.  If  the  decision  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  Senator  called  to  order, 
he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed ;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
proceed. 

Rule  43.  If  a  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  debate, 
the  Senator  calling  him  to  order  shall  repeat  the  words  excepted  to.  and  they 
shall  be  taken  down  in  writing  at  the  Secretary's  table ;  and  no  Senator  shall 
be  held  to  answer,  or  be  subject  to  the  censure  of  the  Senate,  for  words 
spoken  in  debate,  if  any  other  Senator  has  spoken,  or  other  business  has  in- 
tervened, after  the  words  spoken,  and  before  exception  to  them  has  been 
taken. 
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Rule  44.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  once  to  the  same  qnestlon 
without  leave  of  the  Senate,  unless  he  be  the  mover,  proposer  or  introducer 
of  the  matter  pending,  in  which  case  he  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  in  reply, 
but  not  until  every  Senator  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

BcLE  45.  In  proceedings  and  debates  of  the  Senate,  the  Senators  shall 
not  be  spoken  of  or  addressed  by  each  other  by  their  individual  names. 

Smoking  prohibited : 

Rule  46.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Senate  chamber  between 
9  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Senate  for 
the  day. 

Prmous  question: 

Rule  47.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  *^Shall  the 
main  question  be  now  put?''  It  shall  only  be  admitted  on  demand  of  two 
Senators,  and  sustained  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present ;  and 
its  effects  shall  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote 
npon  a  motion  to  commit,  if  such  motion  shall  have  been  made ;  and  if  this 
motion  does  not  prevail,  then  upon  amendments  reported  by  a  committee,  if 
any ;  then  upon  pending  amendments,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  On 
the  demand  for  the  previous  question,  a  call  of  the  Sanate  shall  be  in  order ; 
but  after  two-thirds  shall  have  sustained  such  motion,  no  call  shall  be  in  or- 
der prior  to  the  decision  of  the  main  question. 

Rule  48.  On  motion  for  the  previous  question,  no  debate  shall  be  al- 
bwed,  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  motion  is  made 
for  the  previous  question,  and  pending  such  motion,  shall  be  decided,  whether 
on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate.  If,  on  a  vote  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion, a  majority,  but  less  than  two-thirds,  of  the  Senators  present  shall  vote 
in  the  affirmative,  the  effect  of  such  vote  shall  in  nowise  interfere  with  the 
consideration  of  the  subject  then  pending ;  but  if  a  majority  of  the  Senators 
vote  in  the  negative,  then  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject  matter  be- 
fore the  Senate  shall  be  postponed  for  that  day. 

Motions — how  put : 

Rule  49.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President,  or  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair  and  read 
aloud  by  the  President  or  Secretary  before  debated. 

Rule  60.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the 
Secretary,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  Senate,  but  may 
be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  a  decision  or  amendment ;  but  afterward, 
only  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate. 
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Privilege  motions : 

Rule  51.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to 
a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely ;  which  several 
motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged ;  and 
pending  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  merits  of  the  question  shall  not  be 
discussed ;  and  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  again  be  allowed  on  the  same  day,  at 
the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

Rule  52.  A  motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  fix  the  day  to  which 
the  Senate  shall  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  unless  a  Senator  is  speak- 
ing, or  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  taken,  or  a  call  is  being  made,  and  shall 
be  decided  without  debate ;  and  no  Senator  shall  leave  his  seat  until  the  result 
is  declared. 

Privileged  persons : 

Rule  53.  No  persons,  except  members  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, their  clerks,  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  Judges  of  the  Su- 
preme and  Circuit  Courts,  Attorney-General  and  members  of  Congress,  shall 
be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate  during  the  sitting  of  the  same,  un- 
less invited  by  tffe  Senate. 

QaestionB^  how  voted  on : 

Rule  54.  All  questions,  whether  in  committee  or  Senate,  shall  be  pro- 
pounded in  the  order  in  which  they  were  moved,  except  privileged  questions, 
which  shall  be  propounded  as  stated  in  rule  51,  and  inkling  up  blanks,  the 
largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall  be  first  put. 

BiUs^  petitions  J  etc. , — purport  to  be  stated : 

Rule  55.  When  any  bill,  petition,  memorial,  or  remonstrance  is  pre- 
sented to  the  Senate,  the  Senator  presenting  the  same  shall  give  a  concise 
statement  of  the  purport  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  disposed  of  according  to  its 
character,  without  reading,  unless  the  reading  thereof,  if  a  bill,  be  required 
by  one  or  more  Senators,  or  if  a  petition,  memorial  or  remonstrance,  by  two  or 
more  Senators. 

Secret  session  : 

/ 

Rule  56.  On  the  discussion  of  any  business  which  may,  in  the  opinion 
of  a  Senator,  require  secresy,  the  President  shall  order  the  gallery  to  be 
cleared ;  and  during  the  discussion,  the  doors  shall  remain  closed,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Senate.  When  nominations  shall  be  made  in  writ- 
ing by  the  Governor  of  the  State  to  the  Senate,  a  future  day  shall  be  assigned. 
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unless  the  Senate  unanimouBly  direct  otherwise,  for  taking  them  into  consid- 
eration. 

Enrolling  and  Engrossing  Oleics: 

Rule  57.  The  Committee  on  Engrossment  and  Printing  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Enrolled  Bills,  shall  each  appoint  the  necessary  clerks  for  said  com- 
mittees anless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate.

The  times  of  meeting  of  the  Senate,  daring  its  present  ses- 
sion, anless  otherwise  ordered,  shall  be  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Protest  of  Senators — kow  entered: 

Rule  59.  Any  Senator  voting  in  the  minority  on  any  subject,  and  pro- 
testing against  the  vote  of  the  Senate,  may  have  his  protest  entered  on  the 
journal,  if  the  tenor  and  language  of  such  protest  would  have  been  admissi- 
ble in  the  discussion  of  the  subject. 

Journal — ayes  and  nayes: 

Rule  60.  The  Senate  shall,  from  time  to  time,  publish  a  journal  of  its 
proceedings,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  shall  be4aken  and  entered 
on  the  journal  at  the  motion  of  any  two  Senators.  Whenever  the  yeas  and 
nayes  are  demaned,  the  whole  list  of  Senators  shall  be  called,  and  the  names 
of  the  absentees  shall  be  noted  and  published  in  the  journal. 

Eeconsideration : 

Rule  61.  When  any  question  may  have  been  decided  in  the  Senate,  on 
which  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  are  necssary  to  carry  the  aflSrma- 
tive,  any  Senator  who  voted  on  that  side  which  prevailed,  may  be  at  liberty 
to  move  a  reconsideration ;  and  a  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Senate. 

Iridefinite  postponment: 

Rule  62.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not 
be  acted  upon  during  the  session. 

BtUs  engrossed  : 

Rule  63.  All  bills  ordered  to  be  engrossed  shall  be  executed  in  a  fair, 
round  hand. 

Ayes  and  noes: 

Rule  64.  No  Senator  shall  call  for  the  ayes  and  noes  on  any  ques- 
tion after  the  same  has  been  declared  to  be  a  vote  by  the  Presi- 
dent. 
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Senators  shall  not  vote — when: 

Rule  65.     No  Senator  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on  a  subject  in  which 
be  has  a  personal  or  pecuniary  interest. 


Rule  66.  No  Senator  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
Senate,  unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick,  or  unable  to  attend. 

Three  readings — when  required : 

Rule  67.  All  resolutions  proposing  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  their  being  passed ;  and  the  President 
shall  give  notice  at  each  reading,  whether  it  be  the  first,  second  or  third ; 
which  reading  shall  be  on  three  different  days.  And  all  resolutions  to  which 
the  approbation  and  signature  of  the  Governor  may  be  requisite,  or  which 
may  grant  money  out  of  the  contingent  or  any  other  fund,  shall  be.treated  in 
all  respects,  in  the  introduction  and  form  of  proceedings  on  them  in  the  Sen- 
ate, in  a  similar  manner  with  bills ;  and  all  other  orders,  resolutions  or  votes 
to  which  the  concurrence  of  the  House  may  be  necessary  (except  for  adjourn- 
ment,) shall  be  read  in  the  Senate,  and  laid  on  the  table,  on  a  day  preceding 
that  on  which  the  same  shall  be  moved,  unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  ex- 
pressly allow  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  those  present. 

Bvles  and  order  of  business — how  changed: 

Rule  68.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Senate  shall  be  rescinded  or 
changed  without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor ;  nor  shall 
any  rule  be  suspended,  or  order  of  business,  as  established  by  the  rules,  be 
postponed  or  changed,  except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-third  of  the  Senators 
present. 

committee  of  the  whole. 

Rule  69.  It  shall  be  a  standing  order  of  the  day,  throughout  the  ses- 
sion for  the  Senate  to  resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Rule  70.  In  forming  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  President  shall 
leave  the  chair  and  appoint  a  chairman  to  preside. 

Rule  71.  Upon  a  bill  being  committed  to  Committee  of  'the  Whole, 
the  same  shall  be  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  then  read  and  debated  by  clauses, 
leaving  the  preamble  to  be  last  considered.  The  body  of  the  bill  shall  not  be 
defaced  or  interlined.  After  the  report,  the  bill  shall  be  subject  to  be  debated 
and  amended  by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  engross  and  print  it  be  taken. 

Rule  72.  All  amendments  made  to  an  original  motion  in  committee 
shall  be  incorporated  with  the  motion  and  so  reported. 
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Rule  73.  All  amendments  made  to  reports,  resolutions  or  other  matter 
committed  to  Committee  of  the  Whole,  shall  be  noted  and  reported  as  in  case 
of  a  bill. 

Rule  74.  The  rules  and  proceedings  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable. 

Rule  75.  A  majority  of  the  Senators  elect  shall  be  a  quorum  to  do'  bus- 
iness, and  if  the  committee  find  itself  without  a  quorum,  the  chairman  shall 
cause  the  roll  of  the  Senate  to  be  called,  and  thereupon  the  committee  shall 
rise,  the  President  resume  the  chair,  and  the  chairman  shall  report  the  cause 
of  the  rising  of  the  committee  and  the  names  of  the  absentees  to  the  Senate, 
which  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

RiiLE  76.  A  motion  for  the  rising  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall 
always  be  in  order  unless  a  member  of  the  committee  is  speaking  or  a  vote 
being  taken,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.

The  President  shall,  on  each  day,  announce  to  the  Senate 
the  business  in  order,  agreeably  to  the  preceding  rule ;  and  no  business  shall' 
be  taken  up  or  considered  until  the  class  to  which  it  belongs  be  declared  to 
be  in  order ;  but  communications  from  the  Governor  may  be  read,  and  re- 
ports from  the  Committee  on  Enrollments  received,  at  any  time ;  and  the 
unfinished  business  in  which  the  Senate  is  engaged  at  the  last  preceding 
adjournment  shall  have  preference  of  the  order  of  business.

Sec.  2.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  one  House  to  the  other,  it 
shall  be  announced  by  the  Doorkeeper  thereof,  and  the  import  thereof 
respectfully  communicated  to  the  Speaker  or  President,  as  the  case  may  be, 
by  the  person  by  whom  it  is  sent. 

Sec.  3i  Bills  may  originate  in  either  house,  and  may  be  amended  or 
rejected  by  the  other,  and  every  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  different  days  in 
each  House.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  26.) 

Sec.  4.  All  amendments  adopted  by  either  House  to  a  bill  pending  and 
originating  in  the  same,  shall  be  incorporated  with  the  bill  by  engrossment, 
and  the  bill  as  thus  engrossed  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members 
before  its  final  passage.  The  engrossing  and  printing  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  a  committee,  whose  report  to  the  House  shall  set  forth,  in 
writing,  that  they  find  the  bill  truly  engrossed,  and  th^it  the  printed  copy 
furnished  to  the  members  is  correct.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  29.) 

Sec.  5.  If  a  bill  passed  by  either  House  be  returned  thereto,  amended 
by  the  other,  the  House  to  which  the  same  is  returned  shall  cause  the  amend- 
ment or  amendments  so  received  to  be  printed  under  the  same  supervision  as 
provided  in  the  next  preceding  section,  for  the  use  of  the  members,  before 
final  action  on  such  amendments.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  30.) 

Sec.  6.  No  amendments  to  bills  by  one  House  shall  be  concurred  in  by 
the  other,  eucept  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  elected  thereto, 
taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  those  voting  for  and  against,  re- 
corded upon  the  journal  thereof ;  and  reports  of  committees  of  conference 
shall  be  adopted  in  either  House  only  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
elected  thereto,  taken  by  yeas  and  nays ;  and  the  names  of  those  voting  re- 
corded upon  the  journal.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  32.) 

Sec.  7.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  until  the  same  shall  have  been  signed 
by  the  presiding  oflftcer  of  each  of  the  two  Houses  in  open  session ;  and  be- 
fore singing  the  bill  he  shall  suspend  all  other  business,  and  state  that  the 
bill  will  now  be  read.  If  no  objections  are  made,  the  bill  will  then  be  read  ; 
after  the  reading  of  which  he  will  attach  his  signature  to  the  same,  that  it  may 
become  a  law.  The  signing  of  the  same  shall  be  noted  on  the  journal,  and 
the  bill  immediately  sent  to  the  other  House.  If  objections  are  made  tp  the 
fourth  reading  of  the  bill,  the  objections  shall  then  be  heard  after  which  the 
bill  shall  take  the  course  as  prescribed  in  Section  37,  Art.  4  of  the  Constitu- 
tion.   <Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  37.) 
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Sec.  8.  When  a  bill  has  been  signed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Senate,  if  the  bill  originated  in  the  Senate,  and  of  the  Chief 
Clerk  of  the  Heuse,  if  the  bill  originated  in  the  House,  to  present  the  same 
in  person,  on  the  same  day  on  which  it  was  signed,  to  the  Governor,  and 
enter  the  fact  on  the  journal.  Every  biU  presented  to  the  Governor,  and  re- 
turned within  ten  days  approved  by  him,  shall  become  a  law.  (Const., 
Art.  4,  Sec.  38.) 

Sec.  9.  Every  bill,  returned  without  the  approval  of  the  Grovernor,  and 
inth  his  objections  thereto,  shall  stand  as  reconsidered  in  the  House  to  which 
it  is  returned.  The  House  shall  cause  the  objections  of  the  Governor  to  be 
entered  at  large  upon  the  journal,  and  proceed  at  its  convenience  to  consider 
the  question  pending,  which  shall  be  in  this  form :  ^^  Shall  the  bill  pass,  the 
objections  of  the  Governor  thereto  notwithstanding?"  The  vote  upon  the 
question  shall  be  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  entered  upon  the  journal. 
If  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  House  vote  in  the  affirmative  the 
presiding  officer  of  that  House  shall  certify  the  fact  on  the  roll,  attesting  the 
same  by  his  signature ;  the  bill,  with  the  objections  of  the  Grovemor,  shall 
then  forthwith  be  sent  to  the  other  House,  wher«  like  proceeding  shall  be  had 
in  relation  thereto.  If  the  bill  receive  a  like  majority  of  the  votes  of  all  the 
members  elected  to  that  House,  the  vote  being  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  the 
presiding  officer  shall  thereupon  in  like  manner  certify  the  fact  upon  the  bill. 
The  bill  thus  certified  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
.  State,  as  an  authentic  act,  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  if  it  originated  in  the 
House,  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  if  it  originated  in  the  Senate.  The 
bin  shall  become  a  law,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  if  it  had 
received  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     (Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  39.) 

Sec.  10.  All  orders  and  resolutions  requiring  the  approbation  of  the 
Governor  shall  also  be  previously  examined  aij/l  signed,  and  shall  be  pre- 
sented in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  person  as  provided  in  case 
of  bills. 

Sec.  11.  When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  shall  have  passed  one  House, 
shall  be  signed  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  the  House  in  which 
the  same  originated.  « 

Sec.  12.  When  any  papers  may  come  officially  before  either  house  of 
the  General  Assembly,  or  any  communication  of  the  Governor,  and  are 
proper  to  be  acted  upon  by  both  Houses,  the  House  before  whom  such  papers 
are  l^d,  or  to  whom  such  communications  are  made,  shall,  as  soon  as  they 
have  proceeded  and  acted  upon  the  same,  lay  a  copy  before  the  other  House. 

Sec.  13.  When  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  either  House,  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  to  the  other  House. 

Sec.  14.  All  messages  and  communications  between  the  two  Houses 
shall  be  conveyed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  originating  the  same. 
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Sec.  15.  When  a  bill  has  been  reported  upon  by  a  committee  of  either 
House,  and  ordered  to  engrossment,  three  hundred  (300)  copies  shall  be 
printed,  75  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  and  225  for  the  use  of  the  House ;  and 
when  the  passage  of  the  bill  is  reported  to  the  other  House  the  officer  re- 
porting it  shall  deliver  the  printed  copies  with  the  original  bill.     .

titled 'An  act  to  secure  the  completion  of  certain  railroads  in  this  State,*  which 
became  a  law  December  10th,  1855,  and  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  amend  an 
act  to  secure  the  coihpletion  of  certain  railroads  in  this  State  and  other  pur- 
poses,' approved  December  10th,  1855,  which  last  amendatory  act  was 
approved  March  30th,  1857;'*  which  was  read  first  time  and  fifty  copies 
ordered  printed. 

Senator  Bryant  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  40,  entitled  "An  act  to  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging,  repairing  and  furnishing  the 
main  edifice  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  at  Columbia;"  which 
was  read  first  time  and  fifty  copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Wear  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  41,  entitled  "An  act  to  con-

Senate  bill  No.  37,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  a  bureau  of

The  headquarters  of  the  survey  shall  continue  to  be  in  the 
State  building  of  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  RoUa,  but  the 
chief  office  of  the  board  may  be  established  at  the  State  Capitol. 

Amendment  No.  2. — ^Amend  Section  12  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth 
line  after  the  word  "  work  "  "  he  shall  also  have  power  to  negotiate  for  such 
chemical  work  as  may  be  necessary  and  may  from  time  to  time,  with  the 
approval  of  the  board,  have  such  work  done,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following:  "The  chemical  analyses,  assays  and  reductions  ^hall  be  con- 
ducted by  the  faculty,  assistants  and  advanced  students  of  the  State  School 
of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at  Rolla«  which  shall  be  performed  without  any 
expense,  except  the  actual  cost  of  chemicals  and  material  used  in  accom- 
plishing the  work."

Whereas,  By  the  provisions  of  the  law  for  the  assessment  a^d  coUeo^ 
tion  of  the  revenue,  all  property  was  made  liable  to  assessment  cm  the  first 
day  of  August  of  each  year  (now  Changed  by  amendment  to  the  first  day  of 
June  of  each  year) ;  and 

Whereas,  By  said  law  all  assessments  commence  on  the  first  day  of 
August  in  eaeh  year,  and  to  dose  or  be  completed  by  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber in  the  same  year ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  collection  of  the  revenue  so  assessed  in  any  given  year 
goes  in  the  hands  of  the  collector  of  the  revenue  on  or  about  the  first  day  of 
August  of  the  next  suceeding  year^  after  the  commencement  of  the  assess- 
ment thereof,  and  is  required  to  be  coUeoteVl  between  the  said  fixst  day  of 
August  and  the  3l3t  day  of  December  of  said  year,  thereby  giving  or  making 
a  period  of  seventeen  mont^h.s  between  dates  of  assessment  and  the  closing  of 
the  collections  of  the  revenue  for  any  giy^n  year,  thereby  beginning  and 
making  the  assessment  for  any  given  year,  one  year  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  collectiop  thereof^  and  then  ^Uowipg  five  months  for  the  collec- 
tion thereof ;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senaie^  That  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
be  requested  to  investigate  as  best  they  can  the  following  facts : 

First — ^Whether  the  system  of  assessing  so  long,  one  year  before  collect- 
ing taxes,  does  or  does  not  result  in  material  loss  in  revenue  to  both  State 
and  county,  by  the  change  of  residence  of  many  tax-payers  who  are  assessed 
with  personal  taxes,  by  moving  out  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  tax  col- 
lector, whether  county  or  township  collector  (under  township  organiza- 
t  on)y  so  that  the  tax  assessed  against  such  persons  are  mainly  or  entirely 
lost,  because  the  same  cannot  be  collected  on  account  of  such  change  of 
domicil  or  residence,  b}"  such  tax-payers ;  and, 

Second — What  change  if  any,  can  and  should  be  made  in  the  revenue 
law  to  remedy  such  supposed  evil ;  and. 
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Third — ^Whether  to  assess  all  property,  say  commence  on  the  first  day  of 
February  and  end  on  the  third  day  of  May  for  each  tax  year  and  the  col- 
lection of  such  revenue  to  commence  on  the  first  day  of  August  next  there- 
after, and  end  on  the  first  day  of  December  next  thereafter,  so  that  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  the  revenue  should  be  done  and  completed  in  the 
same  year ; 

Fourth — Said  committee  are  requested  to  as  fully  examine  this  subject 
as  circumstances  will  allow  and  report  the  result  of  their  investigations  by 
bill  or  otherwise  as  to  them  may  seem  best. 

Senator  Stephens  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
State  University,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  State  University,  to  whom  was 
referred  Senate  bill  No.  40,  entitled  '*An  act  to  appropriate  money  for  the

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committeee  on  Printing,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  communication  of  N.  C.  Burch,  contractor  for  public  printing  of  the 
second  class,  have  had  the  sa,me  under  consideration  and  find  that  section 
6593  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1879,  relating  to  the  public  printing,  divides 
the  different  kinds  of  work  required  for  the  Stisite  into  three  classes,  each  of 
which  classes  shall  be  let  to  contract  separately.  The  Committee  further  find 
that  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1882,  the  contract  for  printing  of  the  second 
class,  including  all  matter  ordered  by  either  house  of  the  General  Assembly

Company,  who  gave  bond  and  entered  upon  the  execution  of  the  work  under 
such  contract.  Your  committee,  therefore,  reccommend  that  all  bills  and

Sixth — By  striking  out  the  word  ''companies,"  in  the  thirty-seventh 
line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  words,  ''company  or  corporation." 

And  further  amend  by  striking  out  all  of  section  2,  printed  bill,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  following : 

Section  838.  The  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  inquire  into  any  neglect 
of  duty  or  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  by  any  railroad  cor- 
poration doing  business  therein,  or  by  the  officers,  agents  or  employes 
thereof,  or  by  any  person  operating  a  railroad,  and  whenever  they  shall 
receive  any  complaint,  in  writing,  made  by  any  person  of  any  such  neglect 
of  duty  or  violation,  and  specifying  the  acts  complained  of,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  promptly  investigate  the  same,  and  they  shall  have  access  to 
all  books  and  papers  used  in  any  office  of  any  such  railroad  coporation  in 
this  State,  when  necessary  in  such  investigation,  and  if  they  shall  find  any 
complaint  well  founded,  or  shall,  in  any  manner  become  convinced  of  any 
neglect  or  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  in  all  cases  to  report  the  facts  to  the  prosecuting  attorney  for  the 
county  in  which  the  alleged  offense  was  committed,  and  such  prosecuting 
attorney  shall  institute  and  prosecute,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Missouri, 
any  and  all  proceedings  necessary  to  enforce  the  penalties  and  forfeitares 
prescribed  by  this  chapter,  and  the  clear  proceeds  arising  therefrom  shall  be 
paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  the  county  where  such  suit  was  instituted ; 
the  said  attorney  or  attorneys  so  prosecuting  shall  be  allowed,  in  all  cases,  in 
addition  to  the  fees  now  allowed  by  law,  such  other  reasonable  compensation 
as  shall  be  assessed  by  the  court  before  whom  the  case  may  be  tried,  to  be 
taxed  as  costs  in  the  case.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-Greneral  to 
assist  in  the  prosecution  of  all  such  cases  when  his  assistance  may  be 
required  by  the  said  Railroad  Conmiissioners.  This  act  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  abridge  or  affect  the  right  of  any  person  injured  by  the  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  from  prosecuting  for  the  same :  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  State  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  costs  arising 
from  prosecutions  under  this  chapter.

considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass.

Mr.  President  :  I  am  instructed  by  the  House  to  inform  the  Senate 
that  the  House  has  taken  up  and  passed  Senate  bill  No.  16,  entitled  ^'An  act 
to  amend  section  2710  of  chapter  40,  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  entitled 
*0f  injunctions.' " 

Senator  Jacobs  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Blind  Asylum,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President  :  In  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  Senate,  your 
Committee  on  ^ ^Missouri  School  for  the  Blind"  repaired  to  St.  Louis  and 
proceeded  to  investigate  the  management  of  said  school. 

The  petition  of  the  young  men  who  were  suspended,  asked  for  an  in- 
vestigation of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  suspending  them,  as 
well  as  the  management  of  the  school  by  the  Superintendent. 

It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  committee  that,  while  it  was  proper 
for  us  to  examine  into  any  action  taken  by  the  Board  of  Xrustees,  it  was  not 
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proper  for  us  to  investigate  the  official  acts  of  the  Superintendent  and  other 
otficers. 

We  are  led  to  this  decision  from  the  fact  that,  under  the  Statutes,  the 
officers  and  teachers  of  the  school  are  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  their  official  conduct.  They  are  employed  by  and  subject  to  dismissal 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  alone. 

Your  committee  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  action  of  the 
Board  in  suspending  D.  Russell,  B.  Thomas,  Wm.  Neary  and  Mr.  HUlmer, 
and  from  their  own  testimony  found  that  they  had  willfully  and  defiantly 
violated  one  of  the  most  important  rules  of  the  school,  and  that  the  provisions 
of  said  rule  were  well  known  to  them. 

We  further  found  that  at  least  two  of  the  suspended  young  men  had 
frequently  been  guilty  of  Insubordination,  and  had  caused  the  Superinten- 
dent and  other  officers  n^uch  trouble.  In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  felt  that  the  best  interests  of  the  school  demanded  their  suspension, 
to  the  end  that  the  discipline  so  necessary  in  an  institution  of  learning  might 
be  fully  maintained,  and  your  committee  fully  sustain  them  in  their  action. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  called  to  the  charges  made 
against  the  Superintendent,  and  although  no  complaint  had  ever  been  made  to 
any  member  of  the  Board,  that  body  at  once  proceeded  to  investigate  into 
the  trath  or  falsity  of  the  charges. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  feel  that  justice  demands  that  they  ex- 
press their  confidence  in  any  action  that  may  be  taken  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  Senate  and  the  people  of  Missouri  may  rest  assured  that 
their  interests  will  be  well  protected  when  placed  in  the  hands  of  such  men 
as  B.  M-  Scruggs,  J.  R.  Lionberger,  Joseph  O'Neil,  D.  R.  Barclay  and  Dr. 
Pollak,  who  fprm  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Senator  Dobyns  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  adopted, 
and  that  the  committee  be  discharged  from  further  service,  which  was 
carried.

The  President  announced  that  all  other  business  would  be  suspended 
and  directed  the  Secretary  to  read  at  length  Senate  bill  No.  24,  entitled  ^'An 
act  to  amend  section  1854  of  chapter  24  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri, 
entitled  *Of  crimes  and  criminal  procedure,'  "  and  thiit  unless  objections  be 
made,  he  would  sign  the  same  to  the  end  that  it  may  become  a  law ;  no 
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objections  being  made,  said  bill  was  read  at  length  by  the  Secretary,  and  the 
President,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  in  open  session,  no  other  business 
intervening,  affixed  his  signature  thereto ;  said  bill  was  immediately  sent  to 
the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  signature  of  the  Speaker.

The  judge  of  probate  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  such  fees  for 
his  services  as  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  allowed  by  law  for  probate  busi- 
ness, the  following  compensation :  In  all  counties  having  a  valuation  of  less 
than  one  million  dollars,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars ;  in  all  counties 
having  a  valuation  of  over  one  million  dollars  and  less  than  two  million  dol- 
lars, the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars ;  in  all  counties  having  a  valuation  of 
over  two  million  dollars  and  less  than  three  million  dollars,  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  upon  warrant  of  the  county  court, 
issued  in  favor  of  the  judge  of  probate  to  the  county  treasurer  for  that  pur- 
pose :  Provided,  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  pay- 
ment out  of  the  county  treasury  to  the  judges  of  probate  now  in  office ;"  which 
was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to.

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  was 
referred  Senate  resolution  of  inquiry  concerning  the  revenue,  and  proper 
time  for  assessing  and  collecting  the  same,  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
considered  the  same,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  under  our  present  system  of 
assessing  and  collecting  the  revenue,  by  which  an  unreasonable  time  inter- 
venes between  the  assessment  and  collection,  there  is  a  material  loss  to  the 
State  and  counties,  especially  in  the  matter  of  tax  on  personal  property ;  but 
in  order  to  remedy  the  defects  and  make  the  changes  suggested  by  the  reso- 
lution, a  thorough  revision  of  the  revenue  laws  would  be  necessary,  which,  at 
this  late  stage  of  the  session,  is  deemed  by  your  committee  to  be  impractica- 
ble, except  so  far  as  can  be  effected  by  bills  now  under  consideration.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Immigration,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred Senate  bill  No.  74,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  ^An  act 
to  establish  a  board  of  immigration,  and  to  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties 
thereof,  and  to  repeal  chapter  61  of  the  Greneral  Statutes  of  Missouri,  and  all 
acts  amendatory  thereto,'  approved  May  19th,  1879,"  beg  leave  to  report 
thAt  they  have  considered  they  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with 
the  accompanying  amendment. 

Senate  bill  No.  74. — ^Amend  the  bill  by  adding  two  new  sections  thereto, 
which  shall  read  as  follows : 
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Section  2.  Immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Immigration  to  surrender  posses- 
sion of  the  office  now  rented  for  the  use  of  said  Board  in  the  city  of  St. 
Louis,  and  to  proceed  without  delay  to  dispose  of  the  office  furniture  and 
fixtures  and  other  property  in  said  office  purchased  by  the  State  for  the  use 
of  said  Board,  at  public  auction,  to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash  in  hand,  and 
for  this  purpose  he  may  employ  an  auctioneer ;  and  after  disposing  of  said 
property  and  receiving  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  and  after  paying  the 
costs  of  said  sale  and  any  other  valid  outstanding  claims  against  said  Board, 
the  said  President  of  said  Board  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  department  the 
balance  of  money  remaining  in  his  hands  and  belonging  to  the  State, 
taking  duplicate  receipts  from  the  State  Treasurer  therefor,  one  of  which 
shall  be  filed  with  the  State  Auditor,  who  shall  charge  the  Treasurer  with  the 
sum  therein  named ;  and  the  President  shall  thereupon  make  and  present  to 
the  Governor  his  final  report,  showing  the  expenditures  of  money  by  the 
Board  since  the  date  of  the  second  biennial  report  of  said  Board,  dated  Jan- 
uary, 1883,  and  further  specifically  showing  how  he  has  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act ;  and  the  said  President  of  said  Board  is  hereby  further 
directed  to  turn  over  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Missouri  Immigration  Society 
all  publications  relating  to  immigration  now  on  hand  and  in  the  possession  of 
the  State  Board,  taking  his  receipt  therefor,  which  shall  be  filed  with  the 
State  Auditor. 

Section  3.  In  view  of  the  importance  to  the  State,  of  saving  the  ex- 
pense of  salary  and  office  rent,  by  this  act  rendered  unnecessary,  it  is  hereby 
declared  that  an  emergency  exists ;  therefore  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

their  duty  in  all  cases  to  report  the  facts  to  the  prosecuting  attorney  for  the 
county  in  which  the  alleged  offense  was  committed ;  and  such  prosecuting 
attorney  shall  institute  and  prosecute,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Missouri, 
any  and  all  proceedings  necessary  to  enforce  the  penalties  and  forfeitures 
prescribed  by  this  chapter,  and  the  clear  proceeds  arising  therefrom  shall  be 
paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  the  county  where  such  suit  was  instituted ; 
the  said  attorney  or  attorneys  so  prosecuting  shall  be  allowed,  in  all  cases,  in 
addition  to  the  fees  now  allowed  by  law,  such  other  reasonable  compensation 
as  shall  be  assessed  by  the  court  before  whom  the  case  may  be  tried,  to  be 
taxed  as  costs  in  the  case.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-General  to 
assist  in  the  prosecution  of  all  such  cases  when  his  assistance  may  be 
required  by  the  said  Railroad  Commissioners.  This  act  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  abridge  or  affect  the  right  of  any  person  injured  by  the  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  from  prosecuting  for  the  same :  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  State  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  costs  arising 
from  prosecutions  under  this  chapter.

Besolved,  That  the  committee  be  empowered  to  visit  St.  Louis,  send  for 
persons  and  papers,  that  they  may  obtain  testimony  bearing  upon  the  subject 
of  investigation,  and  to  appoint  a  clerk  and  sergeant-at-arms  for  said  com- 
mittee.

"Shall  comprise  the  ores  of  iron  of  all  kinds,  lead  ore,  zinc  ore  and  copper 
ore,  and  iron  pig  metal,  pig  lead  and  copper  ingots  in  car  loads."

Amend  by  striking  out  all  of  the  bill  after  the  enacting  clause  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  following : 

Section  1.  That  section  3763  of  chapter  59  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Missouri  of  1879,  entitled  'Of  practice  in  civil  cases,'  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed  and  the  following  new  section  enacted  in  lieu  thereof : 

Section  3763.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
at  least  sixty  days  before  each  term  of  said  court,  to  direct  the  number  of 
cases  to  be  docketed  by  the  clerk,  for  such  term,  and  the  cases  first  filed,  to 
the  number  directed  by  said  judges,  shall  be  docketed  by  the  clerk  for  said 
term  and  all  cases  from  the  same  judicial  circuit  shall  be  docketed  in  suc- 
cession and  the  circuits  shall  be  in  numerical  order,  setting  not  more  than 
ten  cases  for  each  day.  The  clerk  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  docket  to  be 
printed  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  county  where  such  Supreme 
Court  shall  be  held,  at  least  thirty-five  days  before  the  commencement  of 
said  term ;  provided,  that  if  for  any  cause  any  cases  are  not  reached  for 
hearing  at  the  first  term  for  which  they  are  docketed,  then  it  shall  be  the  dut}^ 
of  the  clerk  to  place  all  cases  remaining  undisposed  of,  first  upon  the  docket 
of  the  succeeding  term  and  so  on,  preserving  priority  of  filing  as  above 
defined,  and  the  numerical  order  of  the  circuits. 

An  act  to  repeal  section   3763,  chapter  59,  article  12   of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Missouri  and  to  enact  a  new  section  in  lieu  thereof, 
s  J— 17 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri^  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  That  section  3763  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  [Section  3763.]  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  next  succeeding  term,  to  direct 
the  number  of  cases  to  be  docketed  by  the  clerk  for  said  term  of  the  court ;

11,  entitled  "Con- 
current resolution  submitting  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  State  of  Missouri 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  thereof  concerning  revenue  and  taxation," 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  recommend  that 
it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendment : 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  11,  was  taken  up  and  the  following 
amendment  reported  by  the  committee,  which  was  read  first  and  second 
times  and  laid  over  informally : 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  of  section  1,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following : 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  taxes  to  be  levied  for  county  and  city 
purposes  under  and  by  virtue  of  section  11  of  article  10  of  the  Constitution 
of  this  State,  the  county  courLs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State  are 
authorized  to  levy  for  road  and  bridge  purposes  an  additional  tax  not  to 
exceed  10  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  valuation,  and  the  city  of 
St.  Louis  is  authorized  to  levy  for  street  purposes  an  additional  tax  not  to 
exceed  (25)  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  valuation,  the 
rate  herein  allowed  to  be  levied  and  collected  the  same  as  other  taxes  for 
county  and  city  purpose  and  subject  to  all  existing  constitutional  restrictions 
as  to  valuation  of  property.

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred 
Senate  bill  No.  78,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  counties  to  purchase  lands 
at  judicial  and  trustee  sales,  when  necessary  for  the  protection  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  internal  improvement  fund  and  road  and  canal  fund,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  disposition  thereof  when  purchased,"  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  ac- 
companying amendments. 

»    Senate  bill  No.  78  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amendments,  reported 
by  the  committee,  were  laid  over  informally : 

Amendment  No.  1. — Amend  section  1  by  inserting  between  the  words 
"interested"  and  "provided,"  in  the  13th  line,  of  printed  bill,  and  38th 
and  39th  line  of  bill  the  following:  "and  the  deed  therefor  shall  be  made  by 
the  sheriff,  other  officer  or  persons  making  such  sale  to  the  county,  and  when 
so  purchased  shall  be  held  by  such  county  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit 
of  the  fund  or  funds  interested." 

Amendment  No.  2. — Strike  out  section  two  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following : 

"Section  2.  The  county  court  of  any  county  holding  property  acquired 
as  aforesaid,  may  appoint  an  agent  to  take  charge  of,  rent  out,  lease  or 
otherwise  manage  the  same  under  the  direction  of  said  court ;  but  as  soon  as 
practicable,  and  in  tlj^e  judgment  of  the  court,  advantageous  to  the  fund  or 
funds  interested  therein,  such  property  shall  be  resold  in  such  manner  and 
upon  such  terms,  at  public  sale,  as  said  court  may  deem  best  for  the  interest 
of  said  fund  or  funds,  and  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  such  land, 
after  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  thereof  shall  be  paid  into  and  form 
a  part  of  the  fund*  or  funds  out  of  which  the  original  loan  was  made.     All 
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sales  made  by  any  county  under  this  section  shall  be  by  an  agent  appointed 
by  the  court  for  that  purpose,  and  when  such  sale  is  made,  such  agent  shall 
make  a  report  of  his  proceedings  to  the  county  court,  and  if  the  same  shall 
be  approved  by  such  court  such  agent  shall,  in  the  name  of  the  county, 
make,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  a  deed  or  deeds 
to  the  land  purchased,  which  deed  or  deeds  shall  be  under  the  seal  of  such 
agent,  as  agent,  and  shall  convey  all  the  right,  title,  interest  and  claim  of 
said  county  and  fund  or  funds  interested  which  was  acquired  by  such  pur- 
chase by  such  county." 

Senator  Jacobs  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  special  com- 
mittee appointed  to  draft  resolutions  on  the  death  of  Senator  Truez :

Truex  that  indomitable  energy,  sterling  integrity  and  great  business  capacity 
so  necessary  to  the  development  of  the  resources  of  our  great  and  growing 
State. 

Resolved^  That  in  his  protracted  illness  and  final  death,  the  Senate  has 
been  deprived  of  his  ripe  experience  and  valuable  counsel ;  his  constituents 
of  the  services  of  their  chosen  representative ;  the  State  of  a  conscientious  and 
efficient  legislator;  his  wife  of  an  affectionate  husband,  and  his  children  of 
of  the  protecting  care  of  a  loving  father.  To  the  decrees  of  a  Divine  Provi- 
dence we  most  humbly  bow,  and  to  the  mourning  wife  and  orphaned  children 
of  our  deceased  brother  we  extend  our  most  earnest  and  heartfelt  sympathy 
in  this,  their  hour  of  affliction. 

Resolved^  As  a  further  mark  of  respect  to  our  deceased  friend,  that  each 
Senator  wear  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  for  thirty  days,  and  that  the  Com- 
missioner of  Permanent  Seat  of  Government  be  instructed  to  place  crape 
on  his  vacant  chair. 

Resolved^  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  journal,  and  that  a 
copy  of  them  be  signed  by'the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and 
forwarded  to  the  widow  of  the  deceased  ;  and,  out  of  respect  to  the  memory 
of  the  deceased,  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn.

House  bill  No.  281,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  amend  section  65,  article  3,  chapter 
1  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  ^  Of  administration,'  "  beg  leave  to  re- 
port that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass. 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred 
House  bill  No.  311,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  amend  section  1  of  an  act  entitled 
'An  act  to  amend  section  1145,  article  4,  chapter  23  of  the  General  Statutes 
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of  1879,  entitled  'Of  courts  of  record,'  approved  March  18th,  1881,"  beg 
leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  it 
do  pass. 

Senator  Wear  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Corporations  other  than  Municipal,  which  was  read: 

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Corporations  other  than  Muni- 
cipal, to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  7,  entitled  ''An  act  to  repeal 
section  792,  article  2,  and  sections  838,  842  and  843  of  article  3  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  and  section  841  of  article  3  of  the 
same  statutes,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  March  17,  1881,  and  enact  new 
sections  in  lieu  thereof ;  and  also  to  amend  sections  833  and  835  of  article  3 
of  said  statutes,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same 
and  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendment. 

.  Senate  bill  No.  7  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amendments,  reported 
by  the  committee,  were  read  first  time  and  ordered  printed. 

Amendment  to  Senate  bill  No.  7. — Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  and  .inserting  the  following: 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  QenercU  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri^  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  section  792,  article  2  of  chapter  21^  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  entitled  "Of  private  corporations,"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  new  section  enacted  in  lieu 
thereof : 

Section  792.  The  directors  of  every  railway  company  or  corporation 
which  is  now,  or  hereafter  may  be,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
shall  hold  a  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year,  at  their 
office  or  place  of  business,  which  shall  have  been  established  in  this  State, 
thirty  days'  notice  having  been  given  by  publication  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers, published  in  the  county  or  city  in  which  the  office  of  such  railroad 
company  or  corporation  is  situated ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  manager, 
superintendent,  or  other  executive  officer  of  every  such  railroad  company  or 
corporation,  and  of  every  railroad  company  or  corporation  doing  business  in 
this  State,  to  transmit,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  April  of  each  year,  to 
the  railroad  commissioners  of  this  State,  a  ^uU  and  true  statement,  under 
oath,  of  the  affairs  of  the  said  railroad  company  or  corporation  as  the  same 
existed  on  the  last  day  of  December  next  preceding.  The  said  statements 
9hall  be  made  out  on  forms  furnished  by  said  railroad  commissioners,  which 
forms  shall  be  such  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  commissioners,  are 
necessary  to  show  fully  and  truly  the  condition  of  the  several  railroads,  and 
the  afifairs  of  the  several  railroad  companies  or  corporations  within  this 
State,  and  to  furnish  any  and  all  information  regarding  the  said  railroads 
that  may  be  of  public  benefit  and  interest.  The  said  manager,  superin- 
tendent, or  other  executive  officer,  shall  also  transmit  to  the  office  of  the 
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said  commissioners,  at  the  same  time  and  together  with  the  statement  afore- 
said, copies  of  each  published  rate  of  fare  for  passengers  and  tariffs  of 
freights  issued  for  the  government  of  their  agents,  during  the  year  ending 
with  the  Slst  day  of  December  next  preceding  the  making  up  of  the  afore- 
said statement;  and  they  shall  also  promptly  furnish  all  such  information 
concerning  the  affairs  of  the  said  railroad  company  or  corporation  as  may 
be  at  any  time  required  by  the  said  commissioners. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  838,  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  Statutes  afore- 
said be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  the  following  new  section  en- 
acted in  lieu  thereof : 

Section  838.  The  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  inquire  into  any  neg- 
lect of  duty  or  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  by  any  railroad  cor- 
poration doing  business  therein,  or  by  the  officers,  agents  or  employes 
thereof,  or  by  any  person  operating  a  railroad,  and  whenever  they  shall  re- 
ceive any  complaint,  in  writing,  made  by  any  person  of  any  such  neglect  of 
duty  or  violation,  and  specifying  the  acts  complained  of,  the  said  cotnmis- 
sioners  shall  promptly  investigate  the  same,  and  they  shall  have  access  to  all 
books  and  papers  used  in  any  office  of  any  such  railroad  corporation  in  this 
State,  when  necessary  in  such  investigations,  and  if  they  shall  find  any  com- 
plaint well  founded,  or  shall  in  any  manner  become  convinced  of  any  neglect 
or  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  in  all  cases  to  report  the  facts  to  the  prosecuting  attorney  for  the  county 
in  which  the  alleged  offense  was  committed,  and  such  prosecuting  attorney 
shall  institute  and  prosecute,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  any  and 
all  proceedings  necessary  to  enforce  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  prescribed 
by  this  chapter,  and  the  clear  proceeds  arising  therefrom  shall  be  paid  into 
the  county  treasury  of  the  county  where  such  suit  was  instituted ;  the  said 
attorney  or  attorneys  so  prosecuting  shall  be  allowed,  in  all  cases,  in  addition 
to  the  fees  now  allowed  by  law,  such  other  reasonable  compensation  as  shall 
be  assessed  by  the  court  before  whom  the  case  may  be  tried,  to  be  taxed  as 
costs  in  the  case ;  the  Attorney-General  shall  be  the  legal  adviser  of  the  Rail- 
road Commissioners  and  shall  give  his  opinion,  in  writing,  to  said  commis- 
sioners when  required  by  them  so  to  do,  and  shall  assist  in  the  prosecution  of 
all  cases  when  his  assistance  may  be  required  by  the  said  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners. This  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  abridge  or  affect  the  right 
of  any  persoVi  injured  by  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter from  prosecuting  for  the  same :  Provided,  however,  that  the  State  shall 
not  be  required  to  pay  any  costs  arising  from  prosecutions  under  this  chap- 
ter: And  provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this  article  shall  prevent  the 
prosecution  on  the  part  of  the  State,  by  its  officers,  for  the  criminal  offenses 
prescribed  by  this  chapter. 

Sec.  3.    That'section  841,  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  Statutes  afore- 
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said,  as  amended  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  March  17, 
1881,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  new  section  en- 
acted in  lieu  thereof : 

Section  841.  The  said  railroad  commissioners  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  make  and  submit  to  the  Governor  a  report  of 
their  official  acts  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  day  of  December  next  preced- 
tng ;  said  report  to  contain  tabulated  statistics  from  the  returns  of  the  sev- 
eral railroad  companies,  and  all  such  information  regarding  the  affairs  and 
condition  of  the  railroads  of  this  State,  and  such  suggestions  concerning 
them,  their  affairs  and  management,  and  the  proper  legislation  for  the  regu- 
lation thereof,  as  the  said  commissioners  may  deem  to  be  of  public  interest, 
benefit  and  Importance.  Three  thousand  copies  of  the  said  report  shall  be 
printed,  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  printing  of  other  public  documents, 
and  shall  be  properly  distributed  throughout  the  State  by  the  said  commis- 
sioners. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  842,  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  Statutes  afore- 
said, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  new  section  en- 
acted in  lieu  thereof : 

Section  842.  The  railroad  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  classify 
all  articles  of  freight  transported  on  any  railroad  or  part  of  any  railroad, 
owned,  leased  or  occupied  in  this  State,  placing  said  articles  in  either  of  the 
general  or  special  classes  provided  for  in  section  833  of  this  article ;  and 
they  are  further  authorized  and  empowered  to  fix  such  maximum  rates  on 
any  article  of  freight,  or  on  either  of  the  general  or  special  classes  of  freight, 
transported  on  any  railroad  or  any  part  of  any  railroad  in  this  State,  as  in 
their  judgment,  after  thorough  investigation,  may  be  deemed  just  and 
equitable :  provided,  that  the  provisions  of  section  834  of  this  article,  as 
heretofore  modified  by  action  of  railroad  commissioners,  according  to  law, 
shall  continue  in  force  until  hereafter  modified  by  the  action  of  said  com- 
missioners, as  herein  specified. 

Sec.  5.  That  section  843,  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  Statutes  afore- 
said, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  new  section  en- 
acted in  lieu  thereof : 

Section  843.  The  Railroad  Commissioners  shall,  twice  in  each  year,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  carefully  inspect  the  rail- 
roads of  this  State,  and  shall  keep  themselves  informed  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  same,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  operated,  with  especial  reference 
to  the  safety  and  proper  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  also  as  to  the 
compliance  of  the  several  railroad  companies  or  corporations  wii^h  the  laws  of 
this  State ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  whenever  they 
have  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  any  of  the  tracks,  bridges  or  other 
structures  of  any  railroad  in  this  State  are  in  a  condition  which  render  any  of 
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them  dangerous  or  unfit  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight  with 
reasonable  safety,  to  give  to  the  manager,  superintendent  or  other  executiTe 
officer  of  the  company  working  or  operating  the  line  of  railroad  upon  which 
said  dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge  or  other  stiucture  may  be  found, 
notice,  in  writing,  of  the  condition  thereof,  and  of  the  repairs  necessary  to 
place  the  same  in  a  safe  condition ;  and  the  said  commissioners  are  also 
authorized  and  empowered  to  order  and  direct  the  speed  of  trains  over  such 
dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge  or  other  structure  until  the  said  repairs 
are  made;  and  if  any  manager,  superintendent  or  other  executive  officer 
aforesaid,  receiving  such  written  notice  shall  wilfully  neglect  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  towards  having  said  repairs  immediately  made,  or  if  the  instructions 
of  the  said  commissioners,  in  relation  to  the  speed   of    trains  over  such 
dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge  or  other  structure,  or  in  relation  to  the 
repairs  thereof,  shall  be  wilfully  disregarded  by  any  manager,  superintendent 
or  other  executive  officer,  or  by  any  employe  of  any  railraod  company  in  this 
State,  then  every  such  manager,  superintendent  or  other  executive  officer  or 
employe  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  of  the  proper  county 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  and  in  case  the 
wilful  disregard  of  the  instructions  of  the  commissioners  shall  cause  an  acci- 
dent whereby  human  life  shall  be  lost  or  persons  maimed  or  wounded,  the  said 
manager,  superintendent  or  other  executive  officer  or  employe  so  disregard- 
ing the  said  instructions  shall  severally  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on 
on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  [State]  penitentiary  for  a 
period  not  less  than  two  or  more  than  ten  yeai*s.    The  said  commissioners  shall 
also  have  power  and  authority  to  wholly  stop  the  running  of  trains  over  any 
dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge  or  other  structure,  and  in  case  of  failure 
on  the  part  of  any  manager,  superintendent  or  other  executive  officer  or  em- 
ploye to  repair  such  track,  bridge  or  other  structure,  as  required  by  the  said 
commissioners,  notice  of  such  fact  shall  be  given  to  the  public  by  the  com- 
missioners, by  advertisement  in  two  or  more  newspapers  having  a  general  cir- 
culation along  the  line  of  the  railroad  upon  which  such  repairs  shall  be  required ; 
and,  furthermore,  there  may  be  recovered,  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
838  of  this  article,  from  any  company  owning  or  operating  a  railroad  within 
this  State,  a  sum  -'not  less  than"  one  thousand  "nor  more  than  five  thousand" 
dollars  for  each  day  that  expires  after  the  time  which  may  be  fixed  by  the  said 
commissioners,  in  the  written  notice  before  mentioned,  for  the  repair  of  any 
dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge  or  other  structure,  for  the  failure  or  neg- 
lect to  repair  the  same,  unless  good  and  sufficient  cause  can  be  shown  for  such 
neglect  or  failure,  to  be  recoverd  before  any  court  having  competent  juris-

diction ;  and  every  manager,  superintendent  or  other  executive  officer  of  any 
railroad  corporation  in  this  State,  shall  give  notice  in  writing,  to  the  railroad 
ommissioners,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  its  occurrence,  of  any  accident 
happening  on  such  railroad,  and  coming  within  the  character  of  accidents  of 
which  the  railroad  commissioners  may  require  notice  to  be  given,  stating,  also, 
the  cause  of  each  accident,  if  known ;  and  for  each  willful  omission  to  give 
such  written  notice,  the  said  manager,  superintendent  or  other  executive  officer 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction.  Upon  the  receipt  at  the  office  of  the  railroad 
commissioners  of  notice  as  aforesaid  of  any  accident  as  as  aforesaid,  and  at- 
tended with  loss  of  life  or  serious  personal  injury,  one  or  more  of  the  said 
commissioners  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  visit  the  scene  of  such  acci- 
dent and  make  careful  inquiry  and  investigation  into  the  facts  and  circum- 
stances thereof,  and  shall  file  a  full  and  complete  report  of  such  inquiry  and 
investigation  in  their  office.  Any  information  they  may  have  acquired  in 
relation  to  any  accident  resulting  in  death  or  serious  personal  injury  shall, 
upon  proper  application,  be  furnished  by  the  said  commissioners  to  any  party 
or  parties  interested  therein. 

Sec.  6.  That  section  833,  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  Statutes  afore- 
said be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  as  follows : 

First — ^By  striking  out  the  word  "seven,"  in  the  fourth  line,  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "eight." 

Second — By  striking  out  the  word  "and,"  after  the  letter  "I,"  in  the 
fourth  line. 

Third — By  inserting  between  the  letter  "J"  and  the  word  "class,"  in  the 
fifth  line,  the  words  "and  K." 

Fourth — By  inserting  between  the  words  "loads"  and  "class,"  in  the 
fifth  line,  the  words  "of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  pounds." 

Fifth — By  striking  out  the  words  "and  lime  in  lots  of  twenty-four  bar- 
rels or  more,"  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  lines. 

Sixth — ^By  inserting  between  the  words  "cement  and  "water  lime,"  in 
the  eighth  line,  the  word  "lime." 

Seventh — ^By  striking  out  all  of  said  section  after  the  word  "loads,"  in 
the  thirteenth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "of  not  less  than 
twenty  thousand  pounds.  Class  K  shall  comprise  the  ores  of  iron  of  all 
kinds,  lead  ore,  zinc  ore  and  copper  ore  and  iron  pig  metal,  pig  lead  and 
copper  ingots  in  car  loads.  In  addition  to  the  several  articles  hereby  placed 
in  the  said  special  classes  there  shall  be  added  other  articles  as  provided  in 
section  842  of  this  article,  and  aU  articles  not  before  enumerated  or  subse- 
quently set  into  said  class  as  provided  shall  belong  to  the  four  general 
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classes,  and  be  classified  in  the  same  by  the  railroad  commissioners/'  so  that 
said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  833.  All  freights  hereafter  transported  upon  any  railroad  or 
part  of  a  railroad  in  this  State,  are  hereby  divided  into  four  general  classes, 
to  be  designated  as  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  classes,  and  into  eight 
special  classes,  to  be  designated  as  classes  D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  I,  J  and  K. 
Class  D  shall  comprise  all  grain  in  car  loads  of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand 
pounds.  Class  E  shall  comprise  fiour  In  lots  of  fifty  barrels  or  more. 
Class  F  shall  comprise  salt  in  lots  of  sixty  barrels  or  more,  and  cement, 
lime,  wafer  lime  and  stucco  in  lots  of  twenty-four  barrels  or  more.  Class  Gr 
shall  comprise  lumber,  lath  and  shingles  in  car  loads.  Class  H  shall  com- 
prise live  stock  in  car  loads.  Class  I  shall  comprise  agricultural  implements, 
furniture  and  wagons.  Class  J  shall  comprise  coal,  brick,  sand,  stone,  rail- 
road ties  and  cord  wood,  and  all  heavy  fourth  class  articles  in  car  loads  of 
not  less  than  twenty  thousand  pounds.  Class  K  shall  comprise  the  ores  of 
iron  of  all  kinds,  lead  ore,  zinc  ore  and  copper  ore  and  iron  ore,  pig  metal, 
pig  lead  and  copper  ingots  in  car  loads.  In  addition  to  the  several  articles 
hereby  placed  in  the  said  special  classes  there  shall  be  added  other  articles 
as  provided  in  section  842  of  this  article;  and  all  articles  not  before 
enumerated  or  subsequently  set  into  said  classes  as  provided  shall  belong  to 
the  four  general  classes,  and  be  classified  in  the  same  by  the  railroad  com- 
missioners. 

Sec.  7.  That  section  835,  article  3  of  the  statutes  aforesaid  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended. 

First — By  striking  out  the  words  *' hereinbefore  provided,'*  in  the 
fourth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  *Ms  as  maybe  established 
under  the  provisions  of  this  article." 

Second — By  inserting  between  the  words  "evading"  and  *'the,"  in  the 
fifth  line,  the  words  "  any  of." 

Third — By  inserting  between  the  words  **  is  "  and  **  attempted,"  in  the 
seventh  line,  the  words  *'  done  or." 

Fourth — By  striking  out  the  words  '*  hereinbefore  prescribed,"  in  the 
tenth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  '*  which  is  as  may  be  es- 
tablished as  aforesaid." 

Fifth — By  striking  out  the  words  "  herein  fixed,"  in  the  thirteenth  line, 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  aforesaid." 

Sixth — By  inserting  between  the  words  "evade"  and  "the,"  in  the 
fourteenth  line,  the  words  "  any  of." 

Seventh — By  striking  out  the  words  "  exceeding  two,"  in  the  sixteenth 
line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than 
five." 

Eighth — ^By  striking  out  all  of  said  section  after  the  word  "  recover,"  in 
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the  nineteenth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words:  "A 
sum  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  n\ore  than  five  hundred  dollars  from  the 
said  railroad  company  or  corporation,  by  civil  action,  in  any  court  having 
competent  jurisdiction,"  so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  835.  In  no  instance  shall  any  such  individual,  company  or  cor- 
poration, lessee  or  other  person,  charge  or  receive  any  greater  rate  of  com- 
pensation for  carrying  freight  or  passengers  than  is  or  may  be  established 
under  the  provisions  of  this  article ;  and  any  individual,  company  or  corpo- 
ration violating  or  in  any  way  evading  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article, 
shall  forfeit  all  right  to  recover  or  receive  any  compensation  whatever  for 
the  services  rendered  wherein  such  violation  is  done  or  attempted ;  and  every 
agent  of  any  such  corporation,  lessee  or  other  individual  operating  any  rail- 
road within  this  State,  who  shall  refuse  to  receive  for  transportation  over  the 
road  for  which  he  is  agent,  in  the  usual  way,  any  of  the  articles  hereinbe- 
fore  mentioned,  on  account  of  the  compensation,  which  is  or  may  be  estab- 
lished as  aforesaid,  being  too  low,  or  receiving  any  such  articles  of  freight, 
shall  charge  or  attempt  to  charge  for  the  transportation  of  the  same,  any 
greater  sum  than  aforesaid,  or  shall  in  any  manner  violate,  or  attempt  to  vio- 
late or  evade  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  and  the 
injured  party  shall  have  a  right  of  action  against  said  agent,  or  against  the 
railroad  company  or  other  persons  operating  Ihe  railroad,  or  both,  in  which 
case  he  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  a  sum  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  from  the  said  railroad  company  or  corporation,  by 
civil  action  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Senator  Morrisson  submitted  the  foUowing  report  from  the  Committee 
on  Public  and  Normal  School  Education,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Public  and  Normal  School  Edu- 
cation, to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  123,  entitle^  '*An  act  to  pre- 
vent persons  afflicted  with  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  from  attend- 
ing public  school,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same 
and  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendment. 

Senate  bill  No.  123  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amendment,  reported 
by  the  committee,  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to : 

Amend  section  one,  line  eight,  by  inserting  between  the  words  '*condi- 
tion"  and  *'the"  the  words  "of  any  scholar." 

Senator  Morrison  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Public  and  Normal  School  Education,  which  was  read : 
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Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Public  and  Normal  School  Edu- 
cation, to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  142,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  amend 
section  seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  (7147),  article  two  (2), 
chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150),  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri-,  in  rela- 
tion to  city,  town  and  village  schools,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying 
amendment. 

Senate  bill  No.  142  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amendment  reported 
by  the  committee : 

First — Fill  blank  in  the  sixth  line  with  the  word  ** twenty-five,"  which 
was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to ; 

And  by  filling  blank  in  the  seventeenth  line  with  the  word  ^'twenty-five," 
which  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to ; 

And  by  striking  out  the  words  and  figures  "twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
($2,500.00),"  where  they  appear  in  the  two  last  lines  of  said  section,  and 
inserting  the  words  and  figures  "five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)"  in  lieu 
thereof. 

Senator  Bryant  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  third  clause, 
which  was  read  first  and  second  times : 

Amend  the  third  amendment  by  striking  out  the  words  and  figures  "five 
hundred"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "two  hundred  (200)." 

The  further  consideration  of  the  bill  and  amendments  was  postponed 
until  Monday  next. 

The  following  ra^Bsage  was  received  from  the  House  of  Representatives 
through  the  Chief  Clerk : 

Mr.  President:  I  am  instructed  by  the  House  to  inform  the  Senate 
that  there  has  been  introdnced  into  and  passed  the  House,  House  bill  No. 
342,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  No.  2093,  article  25  of  chapter  24  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  entitled  *0f  crimes  and  criminal 
procedure,"  in  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  is  respectfully  requested. 

Senator  Baldwin  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Retrenchment  and  Reform,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and  Reform,  to 
whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  118,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section 
3626  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  concerning  compensation  of 
referees,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  recom- 
mend that  it  do  pass  with  the  accompanying  amendment. 

Senate  bill  No.  118  was  taken  up,  and  the  following  amendment  reported 
by  the  committee,  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to  J 

Amend  by  striking  out  of  the  bill  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 
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Section  1.  That  section  8626,  article  7  of  chapter  59  of  the  Bevised 
Statutes  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  follow- 
ing: ^^except  in  cases  which  are  difficult,  laborious  and  important  in  which 
said  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  allow  greater  compensation.  In  all  suits 
the  compensation  allowed  to  the  referees  therein,  shall  be  taxed  as  costs 
therein  and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  paid  as  directed  by  the  court,"  so 
that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  8626.  Referees,  in  the  absence  of  any  special  agreement,  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  the  court  in  which  the  case  is 
pending  may  allow  not  exceediug  ten  dollars  per  day,  except  in  cases  which 
are  difficult,  laborious  and  important  in  which  said  court  may,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, allow  a  greater  compensation.  In  all  suits  the  compensation  allowed 
to  the  referees  therein  shall  be  taxed  as  costs  therein  and  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  be  paid  as  directed  by  the  court. 

Senate  bill  No.  30,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  amend  sections  5486  and  5487, 
and  to  repeal  sections  5441,  5442,  5459  and  5449  and  enact  new  section  in 
lieu  thereof,  and  to  repeal  sections  5446,  5447,  5448,  5463,  5464,  5465, 
5466,  5467  and  5468,  all  in  chapter  98  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1879, 
entitled  'Of  dramshops,'  "  was  taken  up. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Baldwin  the  Senate  resolved  itself  into  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  for  the  consideration  of  Senate  bill  No.  30  and 
amendments. 

Senator  Morrisson  in  the  chair. 

The  President  called  the  Senate  to  order. 

The  President  announced  that  all  other  business  would  be  suspended 
and  directed  the  Secretary  to  read  at  length  House  ''Joint  and  concurrent 
resolution  Ko.  4,  in  relation  to  the  duty  on  salt."  The  joint  and  concurrent 
resolution  was  read  at  length,  no  other  business  intervening,  and  no  objec- 
tion being  made,  the  President,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  in  open  ses- 
sion, signed  said  resolution  to  the  end  that  it  may  become  a  law. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  arose. 

The  President  in  the  Chair. 

Senator  Morrisson  reported  progress  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again,  which 
was  granted. 

Senate  bill  No.  171,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  two  terms  of  the  cir- 
cuit conat  at  the  town  of  Canton,  in  Lewis  county,  Missouri,"  was  taken  up, 
read  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

House  bill  No.  342,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  No.  2093,  article 
25  of  chapter  24  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  entitled  'Of 
crimes  and  criminal  Procedure,'  "  was  taken  up  and  read  first  time. 
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Blouse  bill  No.  154,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  amend  chapter  89,  article  five  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  relating  to  cities  of  the  fourth 
class,"  was  taken  up,  read  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Municipal  Corporations. 

House  bill  No.  267,  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  section  2142  of  chapter 
26  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  entitled  'Of  deposi- 
tions,* "  was  taken  up,  read  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary.  j 

House  bill  No.  284,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  section  8838,  chapter  62, 
Revised  Statutes  of  Missouai,  entitled  'Of  recorder  of  deeds,'  "  was  taken 
up,  rea  1  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

House  bill  No.  293,  entitled  "An  act  amending  section  6880,  article  8, 
chapter  145  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  entitled  'Of  as- 
sessment and  taxation  of  railroads,'  "  was  taken  up,  read  second  time  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  and  Normal  School  Education. 

House  bill  No.  309,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  7054  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  the  State  of  Missouri  in  relation  to  cotored  schools,"  was 
taken  up,  read  second  time  and  referred  to  Committee  on  Public  and  Normal 
School  Education. 

House  bill  No.  341,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  sections  7029  and  7064 
of  article  1,  chapter  150  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  relating  to 
schools,"  3vas  taken  up,  read  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Public  and  Normal  School  Education. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rouse  the  Senate  adjourned.

United  States  engineers  in  charge  of  the  several  works  which  are  now  being 
carried  forward.

door,  when  said  court  shall,  in  said  order  or  decree,  so  direct.     Agreed  to.

"And  said  railroad  corporation  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  any  party  injured 
by  such  refusal  to  receive  any  such  articles  for  transportation,  or  by 
charging  a  greater  sum  than  aforesaid,not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  civil  action  in  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction :  Provided,  that  in  any  case  of  overchai^e,  such  injured 
party  shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  as  aforesaid,  unless  such  railroad  cor- 
poration shall,  within  ten  days  after  notice,  in  writing,  of  such  overcharge, 
served  upon  any  station  agent  of  such  corporation,  fail  or  refuse  to  refund  to 
such  injured  party  the  amount  of  such  overcharge,"  so  that  said  section, 
when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows :  Section  835.  In  no  instance  shall 
any  such  individual,  company  or  corporation,  lessee  or  other  person,  charge 
or  receive  any  greater  rate  of  compensation  for  carrying  freight  or  passen- 
gers than  "is  or  may  be  established  by  law,"  and  any  individual,  company 
or  corporation  violating  or  in  any  way  evading  the  provisions  of  this  article, 
shall  forfeit  all  right  to  recover  or  receive  any  compensation  whatever  for  the 
service  rendered  wherein  such  violation  is  attempted ;  and  every  agent  of 
any  such  corporation,  lessee  or  other  individual  operating  any  railroad 
within  this  State  who  shall  refuse  to  receive  for  transportation  over  the  road 
for  which  he  is  agent,  in  the  usual  way,  any  of  the  articles  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, on  account  of  the  compensation  "which  is  or  may  be  established  as 
aforesaid,"  being  too  low,  or  receiving  any  such  articles  of  freight,  shall 
chaise  or  attempt  to  charge  for  the  transportation  of  the  same,  any  greater 
sum  than  "is  or  may  be  established  as  aforesaid,"  or  shall  in  any  manner 
violate,  or  attempt  to  violate,  or  evade  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  pay  a  fine 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense;  "and  said 
railroad  corporation  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  any  party  injured  by  such  re- 
fusal to  receive  any  such  articles  for  transportation,  or  by  charging  a  greater 
sum  than  aforesaid,  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  civil  action  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion:    Provided,  that  in  any  case  of  overcharge  such  injured  party  shall  not 
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be  entitled  to  recover  as  aforesaid,  unless  such  railroad  corporation  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  notice,  in  writing,  of  such  overcharge,  served  upon  any 
station  agent  of  such  corporation,  fail  or  refuse  to  refund  to  such  injured 
party  the  amount  of  such  overcharge."

Substitute  for  House  bill  No.  62  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amend- 
ment reported  by  the  committee  was  read  firsL  and  second  times: 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in  lien 
thereof  the  following :  That  section  seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-one of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine.  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri, 
be  amended  by  striking"  out  the  word  '* three,"  between  the  words  ** exceed- 
ing" and  "dollars,"  in  the  third  line  of  said  section,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "five,"  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "the  State  to  pay 
one-half  cost  and  the  county  the  other"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: "the  State  to  pay  one  dollar  apd  fifty  cents  and  the  county  to  pay 
the  remainder,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  will  read  as  follows:

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  to  whom 
was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  75,  entitled  '*An  act  to  provide  for  the  registra- 
tion of  all  voters  in  cities  having  a  population  of  more  than  pne  hundred 
thousand  inhabitants,  and  to  govern  elections  in  such  cities,  and  to  create 
the  office  of  recorder  of  voters,  and  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  registration  of  all  voters  in  cities  having  a  population  of  more  than 
one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  and  to  govern  elections  in  such  cities, 
and  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  for  the  exercise  of  the  right 
of  voting  by  persons  who  have  failed  to  register,*  approved  March  30,  1877, 
and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  conflicting  therewith,'  approved  March  21, 
1881,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  recom- 
mend that  it  do  pass  with  the  accompanying  amendments,  numbered  from 
one  to  fourteen,  both  inclusive.

Amendment  No.  5 — Amend  section  11  by  striking  out  in  the  seventeenth 
line,  the  word  "ten,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof,  the  word  "seven,"  and  by 
striking  out  in  the  18th  line,  the  words  "per  day  at  so  much  per  hour,"  and 
insert  in  Keu  thereof,  the  words  "pro  rata." 

Amendment  No.  6. — Amend  section  13  by  inserting  after  the  word  "re- 
vision," in  first  line  of  said  section  in  printed  bill,  the  following:  "Not 
more  than  one-half  of  which  shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party." 

Amendment  No.  7. — ^Amend  section  13  by  inserting  in  the  first  line, 
after  the  words  "recorder  of  voters"  the  words  "with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor." 
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Amendment  No.  8. — Amend  section  18  by  inserting  in  the  twenty-sev- 
enth line,  after  the  word  *' registration,"  the  word  "  lists." 

Amendment  No.  9. — ^Amend  section  18  by  inserting  in  the  second  line, 
after  the  words  "judges  of  election,"  the  words  "not  more  than  two  of  whom 
shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party."  And  in  the  same  line  (2),  after 
the  words  "  and  two  persons  "  insert  the  words  *•  of  different  politics,"  and 
in  the  third  line  strike  out  the  word  "  the"  and  insert  in  Ueu  thereof  the 
word  "such." 

Amendment  No.  10. — Amend  section  22  by  striking  out  in  second  line 
the  word  "  deliver  "  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  deposit,"  and  also 
by  striking  out  all  the  following  words,  commencing  in  the  tenth  line,  viz : 
"  The  recorder  of  voters  of  such  city  shall  perform  all  the  duties  now 
required  of  clerks  of  county  courts  by  general  law,  and  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  authority  of  such  clerks  for  the  purposes  herein  stated,  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  act."

"  five  dollars,"  in  the  fourth  line,  the  following  words:  "for  each  voting 
place." 

Amendment  No.  13. — Amend  section  29  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  29.  An  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  for  the  registration  of 
all  voters  in  cities  having  a  population  of  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants, 
and  to  govern  elections  in  such  cities,  and  to  repeal  an  act  entitled  'An  act 
to  provide  for  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  voting  by  persons  who  have  failed 
to  register,'  approved  March  30,  1877 ;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  con- 
flicting therewith,'  approved  March  21,  1881,  are  hereby  repealed." 

Amendment  No.  14. — ^Amend  by  adding  the  following  new  section,  to 
be  known  as 

SecTiON  30.  The  fact  that  there  will  be  a  number  of  elections  held  in 
the  cities  of  this  State  for  which  this  act  is  intended  within  less  than  ninety 
days  after  the  adjournment  of  this  Legislature,  to  wit ;  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  April,  1883,  which  creates  an  emergency  within  the  meaning  of  the  Con- 
stitution ;  therefore,  this  law  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and 
after  its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rogers,  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  was 
postponed  and  the  amendments  ordered  printed.

the  accompan3dng  amendments.

Second  amendment — ^Amend  section  1  by  adding  to  the  end  of  said  sec- 
tion, after  the  word  "belief,"  in  the  eighth  line  of  said  section,  the  following 
words :  "Provided,  however,  that  an  affidavit  may  be  filed  before  said  justice 
upon  which  a  warrant  may  issue  for  the  arrest  of  the  accused  without  such 
information ;  but  before  any  defendant  shall  be  placed  on  trial  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  for  any  misdemeanor,  the  information  required  by  this 
section  shall  be  filed  by  the  prosecuting  attorney."

Such  notice,  when  served  on  the  adverse  party  or  his  at- 
torney, shall  be :  First — By  delivering  to  him  a  copy  thereof ;  second,  by 
leaving  a  copy  at  his  usual  place  of  abode  with  some  member  of  his  family 
above  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  or  at  his  office,  with  some  clerk  above  the  age 
of  fifteen  years ;  and  in  case  the  adverse  party  is  a  railroad  or  other  corpo- 
ration, such  notice  may  be  served  by  delivering  a  copy  thereof  to  any  sta- 
tion agent  of  such  railroad  corporation  or  to  any  local  agent  of  such  other 
corporation,  at  his  office,  in  the  county  in  which  the  suit  was  brought  or  is 
pending ;  but  if  the  notice  is  served  on  such  station  or  local  agent,  as  afore- 
said, then  three  days  additional  time  to  that  given  by  section  2142  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  allowed  for  the  transmission  of  such  notice  to  the  general 
office  of  such  railroad  or  other  corporation. 

Amendment  No.'  2. — Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after 
the  figures  "  2140,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  **0f  chap-

Classifica- 
tion of  State  Printing. — ^The  printing  for  the  State  shall  be  divided  into  three 
classes,  to  be  let  in  separate  contracts,  as  follows :  The  printing  of  all  bills 
in  bill  form  for  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  together  with  such 
resolutions  and  other  matters  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  two  Houses,  or 
either  of  them,  to  be  printed  in  bill  form,  the  printing  of  aU  reports  and  all 
communications  and  other  documents  ordered  by  the  General  Assembly,  or 
either  branch  thereof »  other  than  such  as  shall  be  printed  in  pamplet  form, 
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shall  constitute  the  fir^t  class,  and  shall  be  let  in  one  contract.  The  printing 
of  the  journals  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  and  of  such  re- 
ports, communications  and  other  documents  as  enter  into  and  make  a  part  of 
the  journals,  or  the  appendixes  thereto,  aU  reports  and  all  communications 
and  other  documents  ordered  by  the  General  Assembly  or  either  branch 
thereof,  or  by  the  executive  departments,  to  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form, 
together  with  the  volumes  of  public  documents,  the  printing  of  the  general 
and  local  laws  and  joint  resolutions,  shall  constitute  the  second  class,  and 
shall  be  let  in  one  contract.  The  printing  of  all  blanks,  circulars  and  other 
work  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  executive  departments,  other  than  such  as 
shall  be  printed  in  pamplet  form,  shall  constitute  the  third  class,  and  be  let 
in  one  contract :  Provided,  that  the  General  Assembly,  or  either  House 
thereof  may,  by  resolution,  change  the  form  of  any  printing  that  may  be 
ordered  by  such  House,  and  the  class  to  which  such  form  of  printing  shall 
belong  shall  determine  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor." 

Section  2.  That  section  6605  of  chapter  141  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  State  of  Missouri,  entitled  ^'Of  the  public  printing,"  be  amended  by  ad- 
ding after  the  word  "State,"  at  the  end  of  said  section,  the  following: 
"Provided,  that  the  General  Assembly,  or  either  House  thereof,  shall  be  the 
sole  judge  as  to  whether  its  orders  have  been  promptly  executed,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  delay  in  legislation,  either  House  may,  by  resolution, 
order  its  bills  and  other  documents  printed  in  such  form,  and  at  such  place 
as  it  may  deem  best ;  and  the  contractors  under  this  chapter  shall  have  no 
claim  for  compensation,  except  for  the  work  actually  done :  And,  provided, 
further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  exempt  any 
contractor  from  liability  imposed  by  section  6594  of  this  act,"  so  that  said 
section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows :  Section  6606.  Contractors  for 
printing  bills  to  execute  with  dispatch — ^The  contractors  for  printing  bills, 
resolutions  and  other  matter  to  be  printed  in  bill  form,  shall,  promptly  and 
without  delay,  execute  all  orders  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  either  branch 
thereof,  for  the  printing  of  all  bills,  resolutions  and  other  matter,  and  all 
contractors  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  promptly,  and  without 
unnecessary  delay,  execute  all  orders  to  them  issued  by  the  General  As- 
sembly or  either  branch  thereof,  or  the  executive  ofScers  of  the  State :  Pro- 
vided, that  the  General  Assembly,  or  either  House  thereof,  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  as  to  whether  its  orders  have  been  promptly  executed,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  delay  in  legislation,  either  House  may,  by  resolution, 
order  its  bills  and  other  documents  printed  in  such  form  and  and  at  such 
place  as  it  may  deem  best ;  and  the  contractors  under  this  chapter  shall  have 
no  claim  for  compensation,  except  for  the  work  actually  done:  And, 
provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
exempt  any  contractor  from  liability  by  section  6594  of  this  act.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  to  whom  was 
referred  joint  and  concurrent  resolution  No.  7,  entitled  "Joint  and  con- 
current resolution  instructing  our  Senators  and  requesting  our  Representa- 
tives in  Congress  to  use  their  influence  to  procure  the  withdrawal  of  the 
army  from  the  territories,  for  the  admission  of  the  territories  into  the  union, 
and  for  the  enfranchisement  of  the  Indians  and  Mormans,"  beg  leave  to 
report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  not  pass.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  State  University,  to  whom  was 
referred  Senate  bill  No.  141,  entitled  '*An  act  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  Laboratory  for  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy  at 
Rolla,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  recom- 
mend that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendments. 

Senate  bill  No.  141  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amendments,  re- 
ported by  the  committee,  were  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to : 

Amendment  No.  1. — Amend  section  2,  printed  bill,  as  follows:  strike 
out  the  words  "five  thousand  dollars"  in  10th  and  11th  lines  of  said  section, 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  "ten  thousand  dollars." 

— Amend  section  2,  printed  bill,  as  follows:  Add, 
after  the  word  Missouri,  in  13th  line  of  said  section,  the  following:  "which, 
building  shall  in  no  event  cost  a  greater  sum  than  that  appropriated  by 
this  act." 
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Amendment  No.  8. — Amend  section  8,  printed  bili,  as  follows:  Strike 
out  the  word  ''regular,"  in  fourth  line,  and  to  further  amend  by  striking  out 
all  of  said  section  after  the  word  ''assembly,"  in  the  fourth  line  of  said 
section. 

Senator  Bryant  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary: 

Mr.  Presidemt:  Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  was 
referred  Senate  resolution  of  enquiry  as  to  what  action  should  be  taken  in 
the  alledged  discrepency  of  $1,000  in  the  accounts  of  Samuel  Hays,  ex- 
Tffeasurer  of  the  State,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
same  and  find,  upon  investigation,  that  from  the  reports  of  the  State  Treas- 
urer and  the  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  settle  with  the 
State  Auditor  and  State  Treasurer,  there  is  a  charge  against  ex-Treasurer 
Hays  of  $1,000,  we  find  in  the  report  to  the  28th  General  Assembly  of  the 
committee  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  examine  the  books,  accounts,  etc. 
of  the  State  officers,  the  following:  "We  find  carried  in  the  Treasury  a 
charge  of  $1,000  against  ex-Treasurer  Hays.  It  appears  that  during  the 
absence  of  the  Treasurer  a  mistake  was  made  by  his  chief  clerk  in  receipt- 
ing for  taxes  paid.  This  mistake  was  detected  in  a  few  moments  after  it 
occurred,  and  the  Treasurer  set  to  work  immediately  after  it  occurred,  to 
correct  it  but  before  he  had  set  on  foot  the  necessary  legal  steps  the  clerk 
(on  whom  the  Treasurer  relied  for  proof)  died.  The  death  occurred  within 
two  or  three  weeks  after  the  mistake,  and  so  the  Treasurer  was  left  without 
a  principal  witness.  Your  committee  believe  the  Treasurer  Hays'  admin- 
istration has  passed  into  history  as  one  of  probity,  and  upon  strict  enquiry, 
we  further  find  that  the  clerk,  through  whom  the  mistake  occurred,  was  of 
unimpeachable  character,  dying  poor  but  respected.  So  your  committee  can- 
not doubt  that  the  mistake  occurred  as  claimed  and  while  no  allowance  can 
be  made  for  mistakes,  yet  on  account  of  the  sudden  death  of  the  chief  wit- 
ness (clerk)  we  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  be  allowed  a  credit  for  the 
amount." 

The  only  action  taken  by  the  General  Assembly  upon  this  report  and  its 
recommendations  is  found  in  a  joint  and  concurrent  resolution  passed  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  1875,  (see  session  acts  of  1875,  page  468)  in  which, 
however,  no  mention  is  made  of  the  discrepency  in  the  accounts  of  ex- 
Treasurer  Hays.  We  find  that  no  action  has  been  taken  in  the  matter  by 
any  subseq!;ient  General  Assembly,  and  so  ex-Treasurer  Hays  stands  to-day 
charged  with  $1,000  on  the  books  of  the  State  Treasurer.  As  to  what  action 
is  necessary  to  be  taken  for  a  settlement  of  the  matter,  your  committee  are 
of  the  opinion  is  a  subject  for  legal  investigation  and  decision.  We  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  resolution  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 
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Senator  Downing  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Municipal  Corporations,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Municipal  Corporations,  to  whom 
was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  79,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  create  and  establish  a 
metropolitan  police  force  throughout  this  State  in  all  cities  having  a  popula- 
tion of  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  or  over,  and  to  provide  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  same  and  for  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners  for  the  government  and  sole  control  4;hereof ,  and  to  repeal  all 
act^  or  parts  of  acts  heretofore  or  at  present  existing  in  conflict  herewith," 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  a  majority 
recommend  that  it  do  not  pass.

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and  Reform,  to 
whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  160,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  amend  section 
6246,  chapter  124  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  entitled  'Of  the  Leg- 
islature,' "  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and 
recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendment. 

Senate  bill  No.  160  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amendment,  reported 
by  the  committee,  was  read  first  and  second  times : 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following :

shall  each  receive  one  and  one-half  dollars  per  day ;  and  other  employes  shall 
each  receive  two  dollars  per  day ;  the  allowance  in  every  case  to  be  only  for 
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the  time  actaallj  consumed  in  the  work  of  the  Senate  and  the  House,  as  the 
case  may  be." 

Senator  Oliver  mored  that  the  amendments  be  printed,  which  was  not 
agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Baldwin  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  and 
amendment  was  laid  over  until  to-morrow. 

Senator  Morrisson  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee 
on  Public  and  Normal  School  Education,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  PiiEsiDEMT :  Your  Committee  on  Public  and  Normal  School  Edu- 
cation, to  whom  was'referred  Senate  bill  No.  ISS,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  amend 
section  7153,  article  2  of  chapter  150,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri, entitled  ^Of  schools,'  "  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered 
the  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendment. 

Senate  bill  No.  133  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amendments,  re- 
ported by  the  committee,  were  read  first  and  second  times  and  further  con- 
sideration postponed  until  to-morrow : 

Amendment  to  Senate  bill  No.  133 — ^Amend  section  1  by  striking  out 
all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  the  following:  Section  1.

provided  by  law  for  submission  at  the  annual  school  meetings,"  and  by  in- 
serting between  the  words  ^^directors"  and  '^but,"  in  the  twenty-first  line  of 
said  ^ction,  the  words  *^and  the  determination  of  all  other  questions  sub- 
mittea;"  and  by  inserting  between  the  words  ^'directors"  and  shall,"  in  the 
twenty-first  line  of  said  section,  the  words  ^^and  all  other  questions  sub- 
mitted;"  and  by  striking  out  after  the  word  '^voters,"  in  the  twenty-fifth 
line  of  said  section  and  before  the  word  ^ living,"  in  the  twenty-sixth  line  of 
said  section,  the  words  ^'for  school  directors,"  so  that  said  section,  as 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows.  Section  7153.  Begulatians  governing  elec- 
tions  <U  annual  scJiool  meetings^  etc. — ^The  qualified  voters  \)f  such  city,  town 
or  village  school  district  shall  vote  by  ballot  upon  all  questions  provided  by 
law  for  submission  at  the  annual  meetings,  and  such  election  shall  be  held  at 
the  same  place  as  the  annual  meeting,  and  on  the  same  day,  beginning  at  7 
o'clock  a.  m.  The  board  of  directors  shall  elect  three  judges  of  election, 
and  such  judges  shall  appoint  two  clerks.  The  judges  and  clerks  shall  be 
sworn,  and  the  election  otherwise  conducted  in  the  same  manner .  as  the 
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election  for  State  and  county  officers,  and  the  result  thereof  certified  bj  the 
judges  and  clerks  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  directors,  who  shall  re- 
ceive the  same,  and,  under  the  direction  of  said  board,  shall  issue  certificates 
of  election  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto ;  or  if  there  be  no  such  board,  then 
the  vote  shall  be  certified  to  the  county  clerk  within  two  days  thereafter,  and 
the  county  clerk  shall  thereupon  issue  such  certificates  of  election.  The 
necessary  poll-books  shall  be  made  out  and  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  the 
board ;  and  In,  elections  for  organizing  new  districts,  such  poll  books  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  county  clerk :  Provided,  however,  that  in  all  cities  having 
a  population  exceeding  five  hundred  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thous- 
and, under  the  laws  of  this  State,  the  election  for  directors,  and  to  determine 
all  questions  provided  by  law  for  submission  at  the  annual  school  meetings, 
shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  places  as  the  election  for  municipal  offi- 
cers, and  the  judges  and  clerks  of  such  elections  for  such  municipal  elections, 
shall  act  as  judges  and  clerks  of  such  elctions  for  school  directors,  but  the 
ballots  for  school  directors  and  the  determination  of  all  other  questions  sub- 
mitted, shall  be  upon  separate  pieces  of  paper,  and  deposited  in  a  separate 
ballot  box  kept  for  that  purpose ;  but  no  greater  number  of  names  for  direc- 
tors and  all  other  questions  submitted,  shall  be  upon  any  ballot  than  are  to 
be  voted  for  at  such  election,  and  in  case  any  school  district  embraces  terri- 
tory adjoining  such  city,  not  included  in  the  city  limits,  the  voters  living 
within  such  adjoining  territory  may  vote  at  such  voting  precinct  as  they 
would  be  attached  to,  provided  the  ward  lines  of  such  city  were  extended  and 
produced  through  such  adjoining  territory. 

Senator  Wear  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Corporations  other  than  Municipal,  which  was  read :

thereon : 

Senate  bill  No.  145  was  taken  up,  and  the  following  amendments,  re- 
ported by  the  committee,  were  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to: 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insertr 
ing  in  lieu  thereof,  the  following : 

Section  1.  That  section  707  of  article  1  of  chapter  21  of  the  Beviaed 
Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
to  said  section  the  following  words:  ^^And  any  corporation  heretofore  or 
hereafter  organized  in  this  State  whether  under  the  general  law  or  a  special 
charter,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  its  charter  or  ai^tioles  of  association, 
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shall  have  the  ri^t  to  purchase  or  become  the  owner  of  bonds  or  shares  of 
the  capital  stock  issued  by  other  corporations :  provided,  however,  that  uup 
less  otherwise  provided  in  its  charter  or  articles  of  association,  any  such  cor- 
poration shall  not  become  the  owner  at  any  time,  by  purchase  of  an  amount 
of  such  bonds  and  stock  exceeding  at  the  par  or  face  value  thereof  twenty 
per  cent,  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  becoming  such  purchaser. 
Before  any  such  purchase  shall  be  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  corporation  proposing  to  make  such  purchase,  to  submit  the 
question  to  a  meeting  of  its  stock  holders  called  for  that  purpose,  and  thirty 
days  notice  of  the  time  place  and  object  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
given,  and  such  notice  shall  be  published  and  given  as  provided  in  section 
728  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  If  a  majority  of.  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock 
shall  be  voted  in  favor  of  such  purchase,  then  the  board  of  directors  shall 
be  authorized  to  make  such  purchase.  Any  stock  purchased  and  held  under 
the  power  conferred  by  this  section,  may  be  represented  at  all  meetings  of 
the  stockholders  of  the  corporation  issuing  the  same  by  such  person  as  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  corporation  owning  said  stock  may  direct,  and 
shall  be  voted  by  him  so  far  as  may  be,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like 
effect  as  if  owned  by  an  individual,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended,  shall 
read  as  follows :  Section  707.  The  powers  enumerated  in  the  preceding 
section  shall  vest  in  every  corporation  that  shall  hereafter  be  created  or  or- 
ganized. And  any  corporation  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  in  this  State 
whether  under  the  general  law  or  a  special  charter,  unless  otherwise  provided 
in  its  charter  or  articles  of  association,  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  or 
become  the  owner  of  bonds  or  shares  of  the  capital  stock  issued  by  other 
corporations:  provided,  however,  that  unless  otherwise  provided  in  its 
charter  or  articles  of  association,  any  such  corporation  shall  not  become  the 
owner  at  any  time  by  purchase  of  an  amount  of  such  bonds  and  stock  ex- 
ceeding^ at  the  par  or  face  value  thereof  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  capital  stock 
of  the%orporation  becoming  such  purchaser.  Before  any  such  purchase  shall 
be  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  corporation 
proposing  to  make  such  purchase,  to  submitt  the  question  to  a  meeting  of  its 
stockholders  called  for  that  purpose,  and  thirty  days  notice  of  the  time, 
place  and  object  of  such  meeting  shall  be  given,  and  such  notice  shall  be 
published  and  given  as  provided  in  section  728  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  If 
a  majority  of  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  voted  in  favor  of  such 
purchase,  then  the  board  of  directors  shall  be  authorized  to  make  such  pur- 
chase. Any  stock  purchased  and  held  under  the  power  conferred  by  this 
section,  may  be  represented  at  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  the  corpora- 
tion issuing  the  same  by  such  person  as  the  board  of  directors  of  the  corpor 
ation  owning  said  stock  may  direct,  and  shall  be  voted  by  him  so  far  as  ma 
be,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  if  owned  by  an  individual. 
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Senator  Edwards  of  Lafayette  submitted  the  following  report  from  the 
Committee  on  Claims,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred 
Senate  bill  No.  167,  entitled  "An  act  to  appropriate  money  for  the  redemp-

House  bill  No.  361,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to 
amend  sections  six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-eight  (6988)  and  six 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-nine  (6989)  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
forty-eight  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  and  adding  a  new  section 
thereto  to  be  numbered  6990  a,  entitled  'Of  salaries,'  approved  March  26, 
1881,  "  was  taken  up  and  read  first  time. 
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Hoase  bill  No.  429,  entitled  ''An  act  to  repeal  section  1  of  an  act  enti- 
tled 'An  act  to  amend  sections  7031,  7032  and  7033  of  chapter  150,  article  1 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  'Of  schools,'  approved  March  22,  1881, 
and  to  insert  a  new  section  in  lieu  of  said  section  1 ;  also  to  repeal  sections  1 
and  2  of  an  act  entitled  'An  act  in  relation  to  the  removal  of  school  house 
sites,'  approved  March  24,  1881,"  was  taken  up  and  read  first  time.

House  bill  No.  368,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  topographical  sur- 
vey of  the  '  sunk  and  overflowed  lands '  of  Southeast  Missouri,  and  to  appro- 
priate money  therefor,"  was  read  the  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Swamp  Lands. 

Substitute  for  House  bill  No.  84,' entitled  "An  act  to  constitute  the  Gov-

House  bill  No.  448,  entitled  "An  act  to  prohibit  the  improper  use  of 
the  public  school  moneys  in  cities,  towns  and  villages  in  this  State,"  was 
read  the  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Public  and  Normal 
School  Education. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Britts,  the  Senate  adjourned. 


FIFTIETH  DAY— Saturday,  March  3. 

Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

A  quorum  present. 

Prayer  by  the  Chaplain. 

Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

The  President  announced  that  ail  other  business  would  be  suspended, 
and  directed  that  House  bill  No.  35,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
manner  of  siervice  of  writs  of  scire  facias  and  other  process  issued  upon  the 
forfeiture  of  recognizances  in  criminal  proceedings,"  be  read  at  length. 

The  bill  was  read  at  length,  no  other  business  intervening,  and  no  objec- 
tion being  made,  tlie  President,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  in  open  ses« 
sion,  affixed  his  signature  to  said  bill. 
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Senator  Davis  presented  a  remonstrance  from  citizens  of  Buchanan 
county  against  the  passage  of  any  law  prohibiting  the  teaching  of  any  foreign 
language  in  the  public  schools  of  this  State,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  and  Normal  School  Education. 

Senator  Bryant  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  194,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  section  970,  of  article  10,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Misssouri,  1879, 
entitled  'Benevolent,  religious,  scientific,  educational  and  miscellaneous  as- 
sociations.' " 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  rule  suspended  and  ordered  not  printed. 

The  following  message  from  the  Governor,  through  his  Secretary,  Mr. 
Farr,  was  received: 

Sir — I  return  to  the  Senate,  with  my  approval  endorsed  thereon,  bills  of 
the  following  titles : 

*'An  act  to  amend  section  1166  of  chapter  23,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  State  of  Missouri,  entitled  'Of  courts  of  record.'  " 

"An  act  to  amend  section  1168  of  chapter  twenty-three  (23),  article  4, 
of  the  Revised  statutes  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  relating  to  courts,"  and 
a  "concurrent  resolution  asking  Congress  to  provide  for  a  topographical 
survey  of  the  sunk  and  overflowed  lands  of  Southeast  Missouri."

Hon.  R.  a.  Campbell,  Prestdenxt  of  the  Senate  : 

The  following  message  from  the  Governor  was  received  through  his 
Secretary,  Mr.  Farr: 

Sir:  I  received  the  following  telgram  last  night  from  Col.  J.  W. 
Campbell,  Chief  of  Police,  St.  Louis : 

"St.  Louis,  Mo.,  March  2,  1883. 
Governor  Thomas  T,  Crittenden: 

Telegram  received  from  J.  H.  Dunlap,  Superintendent  Gray's  Iron  Line, 
Sulphur  Springs,  Mo.,  as  follows: 

Riot  going  on  here.  Send  force  to  quell  it  at  once.  We  have  no  men 
to  send.  Have  trouble  with  strikers  in  Carondelet — one  ofiicer  badly 
beaten  last  night. 

(Signed. )  JNO.  W.  CAMPBELL, 

Chief  of  Police." 

There  being  no  ofiScer  of  the  law  at  Sulphur  Springs,  I,  at  once,  sent  a 
prudent  gentleman  to  that  point,  with  such  orders  and  instructions  as  I 
deemed  proper.  In  consequence  of  the  action  of  the  comptroller  of  the  city 
of  St.  Louis  in  refusing  to  allow  an  adequate  sum  of  money  to  pay  the  in- 
sufficient police  force  of  that  city,  the  board  of  Police  Commissioners  has 
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been  compelled  to  reduce  the  force,  and  fifteen  officers  have  been  dropped 
from  the  roll,  within  the  last  few  days.  In  view  of  the  increasing  demands 
of  that  city  for  additional  police  force ;  in  view  of  prospective  dangers  aris- 
ing from  mobs  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  Ter- 
ritories will  soon  be  mvited  to  attend  an  exposition  in  our  chief  city,  I  think 
this  General  Assembly  should  enact  such  a  law  as  will  enable  the  police  board 
to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  the  people,  not  only  of  that  city,  but  of 
all  who  attend  or  participate  in  the  exposition.  The  city  and  State  will  be 
held  responsible,  in  public  esteem,  for  any  delinquency  in  this  matter.  If 
an  adequate  police  force  is  maintained  in  St.  Louis,  it  can  be  used  in  such 
an  emergency  as  is  presented  in  Col.  Campbell's  telegram,  without  the  delay 
necessarily  incident  to  the  preparation  and  movement  of  a  military  com- 
pany, and  at  much  less  cost. 

At  this  fime,  I  think  both  forces  are  absolutely  necessary,  and  this  Leg- 
islature should  not  adjourn  without  making  provision  for  both.  Emergencies 
are  controlled  by  timely  preparation.

Three  hundred  copies  of  the  message  were  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Morrisson  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Public  and  Normal  School  Education,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Public  and  Normal  School  Educa- 
tion to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  52,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  revise  and 
amend  chapter  150,  article  1  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879, 
entitled  'Of  schools,'  and  to  reduce  into  one  act  the  several  acts  in  relation 
thereto,"  have  had  the  same  under  consideration — ^have  made  an  amendment 
thereto,  beg  leave  to  report  the  same  back  to  Senate  and  recommend  that  it 
do  pass  with  the  amendment  herewith  submitted. 

Senate  bill  No.  52  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amendment,  reported 
by  the  committee,  was  read  first  and  second  times : 

Section  1.  All  school  districts  in  this  State  shall  be  numbered  by  th^ 
county  court,  and  every  such  district,  as  well  as  those  hereafter  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  a  body  corporate,  and  possess 
the  usual  powers  of  a  corporation,  for  public  purposes,  under  the  name  and 

style  of  "District  No. ,  township  ,  range of county," 

and  in  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  sueing  and  being  sued ;  of  holding 
such  real  and  personal  property  as  may  at  any  time  be  either  donated  to  or 
purchased  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  which  they 
may  be  rightfully  possessed  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  law,  and  also 
have  the  power  of  selling  the  same  as  hereinafter  provided.  Whenever  a 
district  includes  within  its  limits  a  portion  of  the  territory  of  more  than 
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one  county,  each  district,  for  all  purposes  of  education,  shall  be  deemed 
to  lie  within  that  county  in  which  the  school  house  of  said  district  is 
situated. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  there  shall  be  in  this  State  any  temtory  not  organ- 
ized into  a  school  district,  any  three  resident  taxpayers  of  such  territory 
may  call  a  meeting  of  the  qualified  voters  of  such  part  thereof  as  they  desire 
to  organize  into  a  school  district  by  first  giving  fifteen  days'  notice  of  the 
time,  place  and  object  of  the  meeting,  by  written  or  printed  hand  bills 
posted  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  territory  proposed  to  be 
organized.  The  qualified  voters,  when  assembled,  shall  organize  the  meet- 
ing by  the  appointment  of  a  chairman  and  secretary,  and  shall  proceed  to 
organize  such  territory  into  a  school  district  by  the  approval  of  a  plat 
defining  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  by  the  election  of  three  directors,  one 
for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years :  provided,  that 
when  the  territory  to  be  so  organized  is  composed  of  a  city,  town  or  village, 
and  the  qualified  voters  thereof  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  special 
privileges  granted  by  law  to  cities,  towns  and  villages,  then  such  qualified 
voters  shall  elect  six  directors,  two  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two 
for  three  years. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  it  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  form  a  new  district, 
composed  of  two  or  more  districts  or  parts  of  districts,  or  to  divide  a  dis- 
trict, or  to  change  the  boundary  lines  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  di- 
rectors of  the  districts  or  parts  of  districts  affected  by  such  change,  upon 
the  reception  of  a  petition  desiring  such  change,  and  signed  by  ten  qualified 
voters,  in  either  or  all  the  districts  affected,  to  post  notices  of  such  desired 
change  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  each  district  interested,  fifteen  days 
prior  to  the  annual  meeting.  In  said  notices  shall  be  a  copy  of  the  petition, 
and  the  voters,  when  assembled,  shall  decide  each  question  by  a  majority 
vote ;  if  the  assent  to  such  formation  or  change  of  boundary  lines  be  given  by 
all  the  districts,  or  parts  of  districts,  voting  at  the  district,  shall  be  deemed 
formed,  or  the  boundary  lines  changed  from  that  date :  provided,  that,  when 
it  is  proposed  to  divide  a  district,  a  majority  of  the  qualified  votei^s  affected 
by  such  divisions  shall  be  first  obtained.  If  the  districts  do  not  agree,  but 
one  or  more  vote  in  favor  of  such  change,  and  one  or  more  against  it,  the 
matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  county  school  commissioners,  within  ten  days 
thereafter,  for  decision.  Upon  the  reception  of  a  petition,  signed  by  two  or 
more  taxpayers,  referring  the  matter  for  his  decision,  he  shall,  within  thirty 
days  therefrom,  name  the  most  convenient  place  for  hearing  the  facts  in  the 
case  and  notify  the  clerks  of  the  various  districts  that  he  will  upon  that  day 
proceed  to  determine  the  case ;  after  having  fully  informed  himself  of  the 
reasons  assigned  for  and  against  the  proposed  change,  his  decision  shall  at 
once  be  transmitted  to  the  clerks  of  the  interested  districts,  and  by  them  en- 
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tered  upon  the  records  of  their  several  districts.  The  county  school  commis- 
sioner may  vary  the  change  of  boundary  line  as  voted  upon  at  the  annual 
meeting  by  the  consent  of  the  parties  representing  the  interested  districts  at 
the  hearing  of  the  case,  and  his  decisions  shall  be  final :  provided  further, 
that  no  new  district  shall  be  created,  or  boundary  line  changed,  by  which 
any  district  shall  be  created  or  left  to  contain  less  than  thirty  residents  of 
school  age :  provided  further,  th^t  whenever,  from  any  cause,  the  district 
shall  have  declined  in  population,  so  that  the  enumeration  of  children  of 
school  age  does  not  amount  to  thirty,  and  shall  remain  so  for  more  than  one 
year,  upon  a  petition,  signed  by  three  resident  taxpayers,  the  county  super- 
intendent shall  visit  such  district,  and  upon  a  full  investigation  of  the  facts 
may  dissolve  said  district  and  attach  its  territory  to  an  adjoining  district  or 
districts,  and  appoint  a  committee  to  sell  the  property  and  distribute  the  pro- 
ceeds, together  with  any  money  on  hand,  to  the  district  or  districts  to  which 
its  territory  may  be  attached. 

Sec.  4.  When  a  proposed  change  of  boundary  lines  would  include 
territory  heretofore  unorganized,  notice  of  the  change  of  boundary  lines  shall 
be  posted  ia  said  unorganized  territory,  as  is  required  in  organized  districts. 
The  qualified  voters  of  such  territory  shall  meet  on  the  day  of  the  annual 
meeting,  organize  by  choosing  a  chairman  and  secretary,  and  vote  upon  the 
proposed  change,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges 
of  an  organized  district,  as  provided  in  section  three  of  this  act,  the  mat- 
ter shall  be  determined  as  provided  in  said  section  three. 

Sec.  5.'  In  all  cases  of  disagreement  between  districts  as  to  change  of 
boundary  lines,  where  either  of  the  districts  affected  lies  in  two  or  more 
counties,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  county  school  commissioner  of 
the  several  counties  acting  jointly.  They  shall  proceed  in  like  manner  as 
provided  for  settling  difiiculties  between  two  or  more  districts,  in  the  same 
county,  and  their  concurrent  decision  shall  be  final.  But  in  case  a  majority 
of  commissioners  thus  acting  cannot  agree,  the  matter  shall  at  once  be  re- 
ferred to  the  State  Superintendent,  together  with  an  agreed  statement  of  all 
the  facts  in  the  case,  accompanied  by  a  plat  of  such  districts,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  commissioners  acting  in  the  case,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  6.  When  a  new  district  shall  be  petitioned  for  which  may  include 
within  its  limits  those  who  have  heretofore  aided  in  the  erection  of  a  school 
house  in  the  district  from  which  they  propose  to  be  detached,  and  they  pro- 
pose to  surrender  to  the  old  districts  aU  claim  thereto  for  their  share  of  the 
property  or  funds  on  hand,  or  both,  this  fact  shall  be  distinctly  stated  in  the 
petition  and  notices,  as  required  by  section  three  of  this  act,  and  the  parties, 
upon  the  formation  of  the  new  district,  shall  be  considered  as  having  surren- 
dered to  the  old  district  all  right  and  title  to  the  property  or  funds,  as  men- 
tioned in  the  petition  and  notices ;  but  if  such  fact  is  not  thus  expressed,  the 
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property  belonging  to  the  district  shall  be  valued  as  herein  provided,  and 
there  shall  be  levied  upon  and  collected  from  the  property  of  the  original 
district,  exclusive  of  the  detached  portion,  and  paid  over  to  the  new  district, 
a  sum  bearing  the  same  relation  to  the  entire  valuation  of  the  school  property 
as  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  detached  part  bears  to  the  total  valuation  of 
the  original  district :  provided,  That  any  cash  on  hand  to  the  credit  of  the 
original  district,  together  with  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  the  district  for 
that  year,  shall  be  divided  in  the  proportion  of  the  number  of  children  in  the 
detached  portion  to  the  total  enumeration  of  the  original  district. 

Sec.  7.  The  valuation  of  the  property  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion shall  be  made  by  disinterested  freeholders,  not  residents  in  either  of  the 
districts  interested,  to  be  selected  as  follows:  One  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  board  of  the  original  district,  and  one  by  the  board  of  the  new  district, 
and  these  two  shall  choose  a  third.  When  chosen,  they  shaU  proceed  to  the 
valuation  of  the  property,  and  certify  the  same  to  the  county  clerk,  who  shall 
divide  the  amount  thus  agreed  upon,  together -with  the  money  on  hand,  in  the 
proportions  above  named,  and  certify  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  each  district 
affected.  Upon  the  receipt  of  said  certificate  of  distribution,  the  district  clerk 
shall  immediately  notify  the  board,  who  shall  immediately  make  an  estimate 
for  the  same,  and  forward  said  estimate  to  the  county  clerk,  who  shall  enter 
the  same  upon  the  tax-book,  to  be  collected  as  other  estimates,  and  the 
amount,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  and  by  him 
placed  to  the  building  fund  of  the  new  district. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  any  school  district  or  districts  shall  be  divided  by 
county  lines,  and  a  majority  of  qualified  voters  in  either  fractional  part 
thereof  may  desire  to  attach  themselves  to  any  adjoining  district  within  their 
own  county,  or  form  a  separate  district,  they  shall  hold  an  election  for  that 
purpose  at  some  convenient  place  in  said  fractional  part,  first  giving  fifteen 
days'  notice,  by  posting  up  printed  or  written  notices  in  three  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  fractional  part,  stating  the  time,  place  and  object  of  the 
election.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  be  in  favor  of 
forming  a  new  district,  or  of  uniting  with  an  adjoining  district  in  their  own 
county,  they  shall  notify  the  clerks  of  the  districts  so  affected  of  the  result 
of  the  election.  If  the  majority  vote  was  in  favor  of  forming  a  new  district, 
they  shall  proceed  as  provided  in  section  three.  If  it  shall  be  desired  by  said 
fractional  district,  and  a  part  of  an  adjoining  district  to  organize  a  new  dis- 
trict, they  shall  petition  th«  board  to  call  a  meeting  in  said  district,  and  said 
board  shall  call  the  meeting,  giving  fifteen  days'  notice  thereof,  by  posting 
notices  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  district,  stating  the  time, 
place  and  purpose  of  said  meeting,  and  when  met,  they  shall  proceed  as  pro- 
vided in  section  three  of  this  act,  and  the  matter  shall  be  determined  as  pro- 
vided in  said  section  three,  in  all  respects :  provided,  that  if  the  school  house 
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has  been  located  and  bailt  by  a  district  thus  divided  by  county  lines,  and 
that  part  of  the  district  desires  to  withdraw  in  which  the  school  house  is 
located,  they  shall  first  pay  to  the  district  from  which  they  desire  to  separate 
their  pro  rata  share  of  the  value  of  such  school  house,  lot  and  furniture,  to 
be  determined  as  provided  in  section  seven  of  this  act:  provided,  that  any 
cash  on  hand  to  the  credit  of  such  district  shall  also  be  divided  as  provided 
in  said  section  seven. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  qualified  voters  in  any  newly  formed 
district  to  assemble  at  some  convenient  place  in  said  district  within  fifteen 
days  after  the  formation  of  said  district,  notice  of  said  meeting  having  been 
given  ten  days  previous  by  posting  notices,  signed  by  three  resident  freehold- 
ers, in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  district,  naming  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting,  and  when  assembled  they  shall  organize  by  choosing  a 
chairman  and  secretary,  and  when  thus  organized,  shall  be  invested  with  all 
the  powers  and  privileges  of  a  regular  annual  meeting,  and  shall  proceed  in 
the  same  manner  as  prescribed  in  section  eleven. 

Sec.  10.  The  annual  meeting  of  each  school  district  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  April  of  each  year,  but  the  school  year  shall  close  on  the 
80th  day  of  June  of  each  year ;  said  meeting  shall  be  held  at  the  school  house, 
if  there  be  one,  at  the  hour  determined  upon  at  the  last  annual  meeting ;  but 
if  no  hour  has  been  designated,  it  shall  be  held  commencing  at  two  o'clock 
p.  m.,  and  the  polls  shall  be  kept  open  at  least  two  hours.  If  no  school  house 
is  located  in  the  district,  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  shall  be  designated 
by  notice  as  hereinbefore  prescribed  for  meeting  in  a  newly  formed  district. 

Sec.  11.  The  foUowmg  questions  shall  be  considered  by  the  qualified 
voters  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast,  except  such  as  are  herein  mention  1 1  different  vote.     The 

questions  may  be  taken  up  as  herein  laid  down,  or  the  order  may  be  changed 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast : 

1.  The  organization  of  the  meeting  by  the  election  of  a  chairman  and 
secretary.  The  secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  meeting,  which,  when  duly  approved  by  the  meeting  and  signed  by 
chairman,  he  shall  deliver  to  the  clerk  of  the  district,  who  shall  enter  the 
same  upon  the  records  of  the  district. 

2.  The  election,  by  ballot,  of  one  director,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and 
qualified ;  and  at  the  first  annual  meeting  held  in  any  district  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  in  addition  to  the  above,  one  director  shall  be  chosen  for 
two  years,  and  one  director  for  the  term  of  one  year,  each  to  be  voted  for 
separately. 

3.  The  filling  of  vacancies,  if  any  exist,   and  the  persons  so  elected 
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shall  hold  their  office  for  the  unexpired  term,  and  until  their  successors  shall 
be  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

4.  The  length  of  time,  not  under  six  months,  that  the  school  shall  be 
taught,  and  ordei:  the  proper  estimate  made  therefor,  and  the  rate  per  cent, 
to  be  levied :  Provided,  that  if  said  rate  per  cent,  shall  exceed  40  cents  on 
the  $100  assessed  valuation,  it  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  the  tax- 
payers voting. 

5.  To  decide  the  question  of  change  of  boundary  lines :  provided,  the 
question  of  petition  for  same  and  notices  properly  posted,  shall  first  be 
settled. 

6.  To  determine  the  change  of  location  of  school  house  sites,  or  in  dis* 
tricts  newly  formed,  the  location  of  school  house  site,  notice  of  such  change 
or  location  having  been  previously  given  by  posting  notices  in  three  of  the 
most  public  places  in  the  district  at  least  fifteen  days  previous  to  the  meet- 
ing :  provided,  that  to  move  the  site  nearer  the  centre,  only  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  shall  be  necessary,  otherwise  a  two-thirds  vote  shall  be  required  to 
move  the  site. 

7.  To  direct  the  levy  of  such  a  tax  as  may  be  deemed  sufficient  to 
purchase  school  house  site,  erect  school  house  thereon,  and  furnish  the 
same ;  also,  out-houses  and  fences :  provided,  such  levy  shall  not  exceed  in 
any  one  year  an  amount  greater  than  that  arising  from  one  per  cent,  on  the 
assessed  valuation  of  property  in  the  district :  provided  further,  that  if  said 
rate  shall  exceed  40  cents  on  the  $100  assessed  valuation,  then  it  shall 
require  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  qualified  voters,  who  are  taxpayers, 
voting  at  said  election.  The  disposition  or  sale  of  any  property  owned  by 
the  district,  but  no  longer  required  for  use,  and  the  disposition  of  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof. 

8.  The  appropriation  of  such  sum  as  they  may  see  proper  for  the 
purchase  of  books  for  school  libi-ary :  provided,  that  in  cities  and  towns 
having  graded  schools,  boards  of  education  may  appropriate  such  sums  as 
they  deem  proper  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  a  district  library. 

9.  To  vote  for  some  person  to  fill  the  office  of  county  school  commis- 
sioner for  two  years. 

10.  To  direct  the  loan  of  money  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  school  house, 
purchase  a  site,  furnish  the  house,  or  pay  past  indebtedness :  provided,  that 
when  the  loan  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  dollars,  the  board  may  issue 
warrants  for  same,  with  interest  not  beyond  the  legal  rate. 

11.  When  the  loan  desired  shall  exceed  three  hundred  dollars,  the 
question  shall  be  decided  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  be  by  ballot ; 
those  voting  in  favor  of  the  loan  shall  have  written  or  printed  on  the  ballot, 
*'For  the  Loan;"  those  voting  against  the  loan  shall  have  written  or  printed 
on  the  ballot,  ^'Against  the  Loan,"  and  if  a  majority  of  tworthirds  of  the 
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taxpayers  voting  shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  loan,  the  district  board  shall  be 
vested  with  the  power  to  borrow  the  money  in  the  name  of  the  district  to 
the  amount  and  for  the  purpose  specified  and  voted  at  the  annual  meeting, 
subject  to  the  restrictions  in  the  following  section. 

Sec.  12.  The  loan  authorized  in  the  preceding  section  shall  not  be  con- 
tracted for  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  j^ears,  and  the  entire  amount  of  said 
loan,  together  with  all  indebtedness  existing  at  the  time,  shall  at  no  time  ex- 
ceed an  amount  equal  to  five  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty in  such  district,  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties, 
but  in  no  case  to  exceed  ten  per  cent,  per  annum.  When  said  loan  shall  be 
effected  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  to  include  in  the  yearly 
estimate  sufficient  levy  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  together  with  such  a  part 
of  the  principal  as  may  be  determined  ui>on  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  13.  The  board  of  directors  of  any  district  organized  under  the 
special  act  for  cities,  towns  and  villages,  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  re- 
newal funding  bonds  of  the  district,  to  be  exchanged  for  outstanding  bonds 
or  sold  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  any  matured  or  maturing  indebtedness  of 
the  district.  Each  bond  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  nor  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  bear  interest  not  to  ex- 
ceed eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  such  interest  shall  be  paid  semi-an- 
nually, and  to  this  end  each  bond  shall  have  semi-annual  coupons  attached 
thereto,  and  be  made  payable  to  bearer.  Such  renewal  bonds  shall  be  paya- 
ble twenty  years  after  date,  but  shall  be  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
boai*d  of  directors  of  the  district,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  five 
years,  and  shall  be  payable,  principal  and  interest,  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  or 
the  city  of  New  York,  at  the  option  of  the  board  of  directors  or  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  contracting  parties.  Such  board  of  directors  shall  be 
empowered  to  prepare  and  issue,  from  time  to  time,  such  number  of  renewal 
bonds  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  law,  and  each 
bond  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  countersigned  by  the  secretary  or 
clerk  and  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  such  board  of  directors,  if  there  be 
one,  and  shall  also  be  attested  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  the  county 
in  which  such  district  is  located,  and  he  shall  place  the  seal  of  said  court  on 
each  of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  14.  The  board  of  directors  are  empowered  to  exchange  the  afore- 
said bonds  for  any  bonds  that  may  be  now  outstanding  against  school  dis- 
tricts so  indebted,  but  no  renewal  bond  shall  be  exchanged  for  any  outstand- 
ing bond  for  a  sum  less  than  ninety  cents  on  the  dollar  of  its  face  value. 
Said  board  of  directors  shall  also  be  empowered  to  sell  such  renewal  bonds 
for  cash,  if,  in  its  judgment,  it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  such  school  district, 
but  no  commission  shall  be  allowed  on  cost  incurred  in  the  exchange  or  sale 
of  such  bonds  which  will  reduce  the  net  proceeds  of  the  same  to  an  amount 
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less  than  ninety  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  all  sums  of  money  realized  from  the 
sale  of  said  renewal  bonds  shall  be  ased  in  the  redemption  of  the  oatstanding 
bonds  of  the  school  district. 

Sec.  15.  Whenever  any  bonds  shall  be  redeemed  as  provided  in  this 
act,  such  bonds  shall  be  burned  in  the  presence  of  the  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  directors  and  two  other  credible  persons  as  witnesses  of 
the  facts,  and  the  secretary  or  clerk  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  record  in 
the  books  of  the  school  district  a  description  of  the  bonds  so  destroyed,  by 
noting  the  day  when  issued  and  when  due,  and  the  number  and  amount  of 
said  bonds,  and  specify  what  members  of  the  board  of  directors  and  who,  as 
witnesses,  were  present  at  the  burning  of  said  bonda,  and  directors  and  wit- 
nesses shall  attest  and  sign  said  record. 

Sec.  16.  Boards  of  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  an  estimate 
for  the  levy  of  a  tax,  not  to  exceed  two-fifths  of  one  per  cent,  upon  all  the 
taxable  property  of  the  school  district,  at  its  assessed  valuation ;  said  tax  to 
be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  for  school  purposes, 
and  the  money  arising  from  said  tax  shall  constitute  a  sinking  fund,  and  shall 
be  used  only  for  the  redemption  of  any  outstanding  bonds  of  such  district : 
provided,  that  if  such  outstanding  [bonds]  cannot  be  obtained,  then  such 
money  shall  be  invested  in  the  United  States  bonds  or  bonds  of  the  State  of 
Missouri  until  such  time  as  said  outstanding  bonds  can  be  obtained. 

Sec.  17.  Boards  of  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  an  estimate 
for  the  levy  of  a  tax  upon  all  taxable  property  of  the  district  at  its  assessed 
valuation ;  said  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  as  other  taxes  for  school  pur- 
poses ;  said  tax  to  be  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  aU 
bonds  of  the  respective  districts,  and  to  pay  for  the  printing  and  engraving 
of  any  bonds  that  may  be  issued  by  virtue  of  this  act. 

Sec.  18.  The  treasurer  of  each  board  of  directors  of  any  city,  town 
or  village  district  organized  under  the  special  act  for  cities,  towns  and  vil- 
lages, shall  be  responsible  on  his  official  bond  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  sink- 
ing fund  herein  provided  for,  and  any  bonds  in  which  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof  may  be  invested,  and  also  for  any  loss  or  damages  resulting  from  the 
failure  to  burn  any  and  all  redeemed  bonds,  as  hereinbefore  required,  and 
shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  in  the  safe  keeping  of  said 
sinking  fund,  and  investing  and  handling  the  same,  not  to  exceed  one  per 
cent,  per  annum  on  the  amount  as  may  be  provided  for  by  order  of  the  board 
of  directors. 

Sec.  19.  The  government  and  control  of  the  districts  shall  be  vested 
in  a  board  of  dii*ectors  composed  of  three  members,  who  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  district  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
described  in  section  eleven,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  until  theii*  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  except  those  elected 
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at  the  first  annual  meeting  held  in  the  district  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively, 
each  one  to  be  voted  for  separately. 

Sec.  20.  The  directors  shall,  within  five  days  after  their  election  or 
appointment,  meet  at  some  convenient  place,  due  notice  having  been  pre- 
viously given,  and  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  faithfully  and 
impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office,  which  oath  may  be  adminis* 
tered  by  each  to  the  other,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  district  clerk,  who 
shall  enter  the  same  on  the  records  of  the  district,  and  they  shall  at  the  time 
organize  by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  as  president,  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  clerk  for  the  district,  who  shall  not  be  a  director.  A  majority  of 
the  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and 
in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  clerk,  either  of  the  directors  may  officiate  tem- 
porarily in  his  place.-  No  warrants  shall  be  issued  against  any  funds  of  the 
district  unless  ordered  by  an  organized  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors. 
The  record  of  such  order  shall  specify  the  date  when  made,  the  amount  of 
the  warrant,  on  what  fund  to  be  drawn,  to  whom  payable  and  for  what  pur- 
pose, and  each  warrant  shall  be  numbered.  The  board  of  directors  shall 
meet  at  the  school  house  on  the  last  school  day  of  each  month  while  the 
school  is  in  session,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  school,  considering 
the  report  of  the  teacher  in  charge,  issuing  to  the  teacher  any  warrant  that 
may  be  due  for  services,  and  transact  any  other  business  that  the  interest  of 
the  school  or  the  district  may  require.  A  record  of  all  official  meetings  of 
the  board  shall  be  preserved  and  entered  by  the  clerk  in  the  record  book  of 
the  district. 

Sec.  21.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  director  by  death,  resig- 
nation, removal  or  persistent  refusal  or  neglect  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  directors  to  fill  such  vacancy 
by  the  appointment  of  some  suitable  person,  and  in  the  event  of  their  not 
agreeing,  notice  of  the  vacancy  and  the  matter  of  the  disagreement  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  county  school  commissioner,  who  shall  make  the  appoint- 
ment, and  the  person  chosen,  as  above  directed,  shall  hold  his  office  until  the 
next  annual  meeting,  when  a  director  shall  be  elected  for  the  unexpired 
term.  When  two  vacancies  exist  the  county  school  commissioner  shall 
appoint  one,  and  when  three  vacancies  exists  he  shall  appoint  two  directors. 
Notice  of  the  appointment  must  be  forwarded  by  the  parties  making  the 
same  to  the  clerk  of  the  district,  who  shall  notify  the  persons  appointed. 
The  parties  thus  appointed  shall  take  and  file  the  oath  of  office  as  prescribed 
in  section  twenty  of  this  act. 

Sec.  22.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  care  and  keeping  of  the 
school-house  and  other  property  belonging  to  the  district,  except  such  as 
shall  be  especially  confided  to  the  district  clerk.     They  shall  be  empowered 
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to  keep  the  school-house  site  inclosed  by  a  good  fence;  provide  the  necessary 
globes,  maps,  charts  and  other  apparatus  for  the  school-room ;  shall  keep  the 
house  in  good  condition  and  repair  during  the  period  a  school  shall  be  taught 
therein,  as  well  as  the  out-houses  belonging  thereto,  and  the  grounds  com- 
prising the  site  therefor ;  provide  fuel  and  other  material  necessary  for  the 
use  of  the  school,  and  shall  cause  an  accurate  account  of  the  expense  thereof 
to  be  kept,  and  submit  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  ensuing  annual  meeting : 
provided,  that  no  warrants  shall  be  issued  for  any  material  or  supplies  con- 
tracted for  until  after  they  have  been  furnished  to  and  accepted  by  the  board : 
provided  further,  that  female  teachers  shall  not  be  required  to  make  (ires  or 
sweep  floors.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the 
use  of  any  school-house  for  religious,  literary  or  other  public  purposes,  when 
such  use  shall  be  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  such  district  vot- 
ing at  any  annual  or  special  meeting  where  such  question  was  submitted. 

Sec.  28.  The  board,  at  a  regularly  organized  meeting,  shall  have  the 
power  to  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  organization,  grading  and 
government  of  the  schools  in  their  district ;  said  rules  to  take  effect  when  a 
copy  of  the  same,  duly  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  board,  is  deposited  with 
the  clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish  forthwith  a  copy  of  the  same  to 
the  teachers  employed  in  the  schools ;  said  rules  may  be  amended  or  repealed 
in  like  manner.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  suspend  or  expel  a  pupil  when- 
ever, upon  due  examination,  they  become  satisfied  that  the  interest  of  the 
school  demands  such  suspension  or  expulsion,  and  may  admit  pupils  not  resi- 
dents in  the  district,  and  prescribe  the  tuition  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  same : 
provided,  that  when  persons  residing  in  one  district  are  permitted  to  send  to 
school  in  another  district  in  which  they  pay  a  school  tax,  they  shall  have 
credit  on  the  amount  charged  for  tuition  by  the  amount  of  tax  they  pay  in 
such  district  for  teachers'  salaries  or  current  expenses. 

Sec.  24.  The  board  of  directors,  at  a  regularly  organized  meeting,  shall 
have  the  power  to  contract  with  and  employ  legally  qualified  teachers  for  and  in 
the  name  of  the  district.  The  contract  shall  be  signed  by  the  teacher  and  a 
majority  of  the  directors ;  it  shall  specify  the  number  of  months  the  school  is 
to  be  taught  and  wages  per  month  to  be  paid,  and,  with  the  certificate,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  district  clerk ;  it  shall  be  returned  to  the  teacher  at  the  end 
of  the  term.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to  visit  the  schools 
under  their  care  as  provided  in  section  twenty  of  this  act. 

Sec.  25.  The  board  of  directors,  at  a  regularly  organized  meeting, 
shall  have  the  power  to  remove  the  district  clerk  from  his  ofiSce  for  dereliction 
of  duty  and  appoint  another  in  his  place  to  whom  the  former  incumbent 
shall  immediately  deliver  the  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  his  oflSice ;  and 
upon  the  refusal  of  any  such  clerk  to  deliver  the  papers  when  called  for,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
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not  less  than  five  dollai-s,  to  be  recovered  before  any  court  having  competent 
jurisdiction  thereof. 

Sec.  26.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  of  each  district  to  take 
or  cause  to  be  taken,  between  the  fifteenth  and  thirtieth  days  of  June,  an 
enumeration  of  the  white  and  colored  children  resident  in  the  district,  noting 
them  therein  separately  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  years,  giving 
the  names  and  ages  of  each;  also  a  list  of  persons,,  male  and  female, 
between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-five ;  they  shall  also  take  or  cause 
to  be  taken,  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  resident  taxpayers  of  said  district, 
and  the  clerk  of  the  district  shall  record  the  same  in  the  record  of  the  dis- 
trict and  forward  a  copy  of  same  to  the  county  superintendent  and  county 
clerk  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July. 

Sec.  27.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  in  each  district,  on  or 
before  the  twentieth  day  of  April,  to  forward  to  the  county  school  commis- 
sioner an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  funds  necessary  to  maintain  the  schools 
in  their  district  for  a  period  of  six  months,  unless  this  period  would  require 
a  levy  in  excess  of  forty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars,  or  when  a  longer 
term  or  higher  rate  per  cent,  has  been  ordered  by  the  annual  meeting  for  the 
time  or  rate  per  cent,  thus  decided  upon,  together  with  such  other  amounts 
for  building  or  purchasing  site,  or  defraying  other  indebtedness,  as  may 
have  been  legally  ordered  in  such  estimate,  stating  clearly  the  amount 
deemed  necessary  for  each  fund ;  upon  failure  of  the  board  to  submit  such 
estimate,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  clerk  to  forward  said  estimates, 
certifying  that  the  same  is  forwarded  for  the  reason  of  the  lack  on  the  part 
of  the  directors  to  do  so,  and  that  the  amounts  so  forwarded  in  excess  of 
forty  cents  on  one  hundred  dollars  required  to  sustain  a  six  months  or 
longer  term  of  school,  were  ordered  at  the  annual  meeting,  as  provided  by 
this  act. 

Sec.  28.  Whenever  any  district  shall  select  a  site  for  a  school  house 
and  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  thereof  as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the 
same,  or  for  any  other  cause  cannot  secure  a  title  thereof,  the  board  of 
directors  may  proceed  to  condemn  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  provided 
for  condemnation  of  right  of  way  in  chapter  twenty-one,  article  six  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  entitled  **0f  appropriation  and  valuation  of  lands  taken 
for  telegraph,  telephone,  gravel  and  plank,  or  railroad  purposes,"  and  on 
such  condemnation  and  the  payment  of  the  appraisement,  as  therein  pro- 
vided, the  title  of  such  lot  or  land  shall  rest  in  the  board  of  directors  in 
trust  for  use  of  the  district. 

Sec.  29.  Board  of  directors  in  each  city,  incorporated  village  or  dis- 
trict shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  establish,  within 
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their  respective  jurisdictions,  one  or  more  separate  schools  for  colored  per- 
sons, when  the  whole  number,  by  enumeration,  exceeds  fifteen,  so  as  to  afford 
them  the  advantage  and  privilege  of  a  common  school  education;  and 
all  such  schools  so  established  for  colored  persons  shall  be  under  the  control 
and  management  of  said  boards ;  but  in  case  the  average  number  of  colored 
persons  in  attendance  shall  be  less  than  ten  for  anyone  month,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  board  of  directors  to  discontinue  said  school  or  schools  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  six  months  at  any  one  time :  provided,  that  if  any 
colored  child  or  children  shall  be  educated  in  any  school  in  the  county  taught 
by  a  teacher  holding  a  legal  certificate,  the  board  of  directors  of  the  district 
in  which  said  child  or  children  may  be  resident,  may  draw  a  warrant  in  favor 
of  the  board  of  the  district  in  which  said  children  may  be  taught  for  an 
amount  equal  to  a  pro  rcUa  share  of  the  public  fund  belonging  to  the  district, 
together  with  watever  school  tax  the  parent  of  such  children  may  pay  in  such 
district,  if  such  an  amount  be  needed. 

Sec.  30.  When  two  or  more  adjoining  districts  have,  within  their  re- 
spective limits,  each  less  than  the  minimum  number  required  for  the  organi- 
zation and  maintenance  of  the  colored  schools  as  herein  provided  but  when 
joined  to  other  adjacent  districts  a  sufficient  number,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  directors  of  the  districts  jointly  to  unite  and  establish  said  school  upon 
the  reception  of  a  petition  setting  forth  the  facts  above  stated,  and  enclos- 
ing a  list  of  the  names  of  the  colored  youth  resident  within  the  territory 
named ;  and  when  any  district  has  a  sufficient  number  for  the  establishment 
of  a  colored  school,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  boards  of  all  such  adjoining 
districts  which  have  less  than  the  minimum  number,  to  unite  with  such  dis- 
trict without  petition.  The  presidents  of  the  boards  of  directors  of  the 
various  districts  interested  shall  be  vested  with  the  control  and  management 
of  the  schools  thus  established,  and  shall  submit  the  estimates  therefor,  and 
the  money  shall  be  collected  and  accounted  for  as  provided  in  section  thirty- 
three,  regarding  central  schools. 

Sec.  31.  When  the  board  of  directors  of  any  city,  village  or  other  dis- 
trict shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  provide  for  a  school,  as  contemplated  in  the 
preceding  sections,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  school  commissioner  to 
provide  for  such  school  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  such  neglect  or  refusal, 
and  for  that  purpose  he  shall  be  vested  with  all  powers  of  said  board  in  re- 
gard to  such  schools. 

Sec.  32.  Whenever  it  may  be  the  desire  of  any  two  or  more  adjoining 
districts  in  any  one  county  in  the  State  to  combine  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing and  maintaining  a  central  or  graded  school  for  the  benefit  of  such 
districts,  upon  the  application  therefor  to  the  directors  of  the  districts  thus 

proposed  to  be  united,  signed  by  at  least  [ ]  resident  freeholders  of 

each  of  the  districts  thus  proposed  to  be  consolidated,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
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the  clerks  or  directors  of  the  district  to  put  up  notices  in  the  same  manner  as 
required  for  change  of  district  boundaries,  and  the  question  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  and  decided  as  other  questions  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the  dis- 
tricts, and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  in  each  of  the  districts  thus  voting  be 
in  favor  of  establishing  such  a  school,  the  president  of  the  various  boards 
shall  constitute  a  board  for  said  central  school,  and  shall  meet  within  five 
days  after  the  formation  of  said  central  school,  and  organize  by  the  election 
of  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  and  some  other  person  not  a  member  of 
the  board,  for  clerk ;  and  when  so  organized,  they  shall  be  a  body  corporate, 
with  the  usual  powers  of  a  corporation  for  public  purposes,  under  the  name 

and  style  of   *'The  Central  School  Board  of  township ,  range  — r-i" 

naming  the  township  and  rs^nge  in  which  the  school  house  may  be  located. 
They  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  authority  in  regard  to  the  central 
school,  under  their  charge,  as  the  district  boards  have  in  regard  to  their  sev- 
eral districts. 

Sec.  33.  In  all  schools  thus  established,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
central  board  to  submit  the  estimates  therefor,  as  district  boards  are  required 
for  their  respective  districts,  and  the  amount  required  therefor  shall  be 
divided  among  the  various  districts  in  proportion  to  the  assessed  valuation 
of  property  therein,  and  added  to  the  amount  of  tax  levied  upon  and  collec- 
ted from  the  property  in  the  respective  districts,  and  placed  to  the  credit  of 
said  district,  and  shall  be  paid  out  as  other  funds  are  directed  to  be  paid, 
upon  the  order  of  a  majority  of  the  central  board,  a  separate  record  thereof 
being  kept  and  presented  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  34.  The  power  granted  to  the  annual  meeting  for  their  respective 
districts  shall,  so  far  as  applicable  in  the  government  of  the  central  school, 
be  exercised  by  the  expressed  will  of  the  majority  voting  at  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  districts  included  in  the  said  central  district,  and  shall  be  certified 
to  the  central  board  by  the  respective  district  clerks  on  or  before  the  second 
Tuesday  in  April  of  each  year:  provided,  that  in  cases  where  the  districts 
interested  in  such  central  school  may  differ  as  to  the  length  of  time  such 
schools  shall  be  kept  open  in  any  one  year,  the  central  school  board  may  re- 
turn an  estimate  for  an  eight  months'  school ;  and  all  contracts  shall  be  made 
in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  central  board  and  signed  by  the  president 
and  attested  by  the  clerk  thereof :  and  provided  further,  that  whenever  the 
central  board  shall  deem  it  best,  with  the  consent  of  the  county  school  com- 
missioner, to  discontinue  any  central  school  under  its  control,  and  it  shall 
have  power  to  rent  or  lease,  for  school  purposes,  any  property  belonging  to 
such  central  school  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year,  unless  a  longer 
lease  is  made,  conditional  upon  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  interested 
districts,  at  their  next  annual  meeting. 
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Sec.  35.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  any  school  district  in  the  State,  to  increase  the  annual 
rate  of  taxation  for  school  purposes,  or  when  any  five  resident  taxpayers  of 
such  districts  shall  petition  such  board,  in  writing,  that  they  desire  an  in- 
crease in  the  rate  of  taxation,  such  board  shall  determine  the  rate  of  taxation 
necessary  to  be  levied  in  such  district  within  the  maximum  rates  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution  for  such  purposes,  and  shall  submit  to  the  voters  of  said 
city,  town,  village  or  other  school  districts,  who  are  taxpayers  of  such  city, 
town,  village  or  other  school  districts,  at  an  election  to  be  by  such  board 
called  and  held  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  elections  for  members  of  such 
board,  whether  the  rate  of  taxation  shall  be  increased,  as  proposed  by  said 
board ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters,  who  are  taxpayers,  voting  at  such 
election  shall  vote  in  favor  of  such  increase,  the  result  of  such  vote  and  the 
rate  of  taxation  so  voted  in  such  districts,  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk  or 
secretary  of  such  board  to  the  county  school  commissioner  of  the  proper 
county,  who  shall  immediately  furnish  the  county  clerk  with  a  copy ;  and  the 
county  clerk,  on  receipt  thereof,  shall  proceed  to  assess  and  carry  out  the 
amount  so  returned  on  the  tax-book  on  all  the  taxable  property,  real  and 
personal,  of  such  city,  town  or  village  or  other  school  districts,  as  shown  by 
the  last  annual  assessment  for  State  and  county  purposes,  including  all  state- 
ments of  merchants,  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  36.  The  board  of  directors  or  school  boards  of  any  city,  town, 
village  or  other  school  district  in  this  State,  shall,  whenever  it  shall  become 
necessary,  in  their  judgment,  or  they  be  requested  by  a  petition  of  ten  tax- 
payers of  any  such  school  district,  city,  town  or  village,  to  increase  the  annual 
rate  of  taxation  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  school  buildings  in  such  district, 
determine  the  rate  of  taxation  necessary  to  be  levied  within  the  maximum 
rates  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  and  as  therein  limited  for  such  purposes, 
and  shall  submit  to  the  voters  of  districts  formed  of  cities,  towns  and  vil- 
lages, or  other  school  districts,  at  an  election  to  be  by  such  board  called  and 
held  for  that  purpose,  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  elections  for  members  of 
such  board,  whether  the  rate  of  taxation  shall  be  increased,  as  proposed  by 
said  board,  for  erecting  school  buildings,  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  qualified 
voJters  of  such  school  district  or  of  such  city,  town  or  village  forming  a  school 
district  who  are  tax-payers  voting  at  such  elections,  shall  vote  in  favor  of 
such  increase  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  result  of  such  vote  and  the  rate 
of  taxation  so  voted  shall  be  certified  by  the  secretary  or  clerk  of  said  board 
to  the  county  school  commissioner  of  the  proper  county,  who  shall  immedi- 
ately furnish  the  county  clerk  with  a  copy,  and  the  county  clerk  shall  proceed 
to  assess  the  amount  so  returned  for  building  purposes  on  all  the  taxable 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  of  such  city,  town  or  village  forming 
such  school  district,  or  other  school  districts,  as  shown  by  the  last  annual 
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assessment  for  State  and  county  purposes,  including  all  statements  of  mer- 
chants, as  provided  by  law:  provided,  the  county  collector  has  not  begun  to 
collect  the  taxes  levied  upon  the  property  of  such  district  for  that  year. 

Sec.  37.  The  elections  authorized  in  this  act  may  be  held  at  the  same 
time  and  place  and  in  the  manner  now  provided  for  holding  elections  for 
school  purposes ;  but  the  propositions  in  that  event  submitted  must  be  voted 
upon  separately,  and  certified  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  38.  Said  board  of  directors  calling  such  elections  shall  cause  at 
least  fifteen  days'  public  notice  to  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
such  election  or  elections,  and  purposes  for  which  it  is  held,  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  such  city,  town  or  village  forming  such  school 
districts,  or  other  school  districts,  and  if  no  newspaper  is  published  in  such 
school  district,  then  by  five  written  or  printed  handbills  posted  in  five  of  the 
most  public  places  in  such  district. 

Sec.  39.  Special  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  may  be  called 
by  the  directors  of  the  district  upon  the  reception  of  a  petition  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  and  desiring  such  meeting.  Notice 
thereof  shall  be  posted  in  at  least  five  public  places  within  the  district,  one 
of  which  shall  be  at  the  door  of  the  school  house,  if  there  be  one.  The  notice 
shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  the  meeting  is  called,  and,  when  met,  it 
shall  not  be  empowered  to  consider  any  other  business  than  that  specified  in 
the  notice ;  nor  shall  any  business  be  transacted  which  is  speificaUy  referred 
to  the  annual  meeting  by  sections  eleven  and  twelve  of  this  act,  except  the 
prolongation  pf  a  school  term,  when  there  is  a  surplus  of  money  on  hand  after 
providing  for  the  length  of  term  ordered  by  the  annual  meeting,  and  the  or- 
dering of  a  loan  to  meet  an  unexpected  emergency,  such  as  the  destruction 
of  the  school  house  or  other  calamity,  which  would  otherwise  operate  to  close 
the  school. 

Sec.  40.  The  school  day,  as  contemplated  by  this  act,  shall  consist  of 
six  hours  occupied  in  school ;  the  school  month  four  weeks  of  five  days  each, 
and  the  school  year  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  July. 

Sec.  41.     Every  person  who  shall  willfully  injure  or  destroy  any  build- 
ing used  as  a  school  house  or  for  other  educational  purposes,  or  any  furni- 
ture, fixtures  or  apparatus  thereto  belonging ;  or  who  shall  deface,  mar  or 
disfigure  any  building,  furniture  or  fixtures,  by  writing,  painting,  cutting  or 
pasting  thereon  any  likeness,  figures,  words  or  devices,  shall  be  fined  in  a 
sum  double  the  value  of  any  such  building,  furniture  or  apparatus  so  de 
stroyed,  and  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more   than  fifty 
dollars  for  each  offense  of  writing,  painting,  cutting  or  pasting  on  any  such 
building,  furniture  or  fixtures,  any  such  words,  figures,  likeness  or  devices, 
to  be  recovered  by  civil  proceedings  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction ; 
and  the  punishment  provided  in  this  section  to  be  in  addition  to,  and  not  in 
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lieu  of,  the  punishment  provided  by  the  statute  regulating  crimes  and  pun- 
ishments for  such  offenses.  Any  district  or  county  clerk,  county  treasurer, 
county  school  commissioner  or  other  officer,  who  shall  persistently  neglect  or 
refuse  to  perform  any  duty  or  duties  pertaining  to  his  office  under  this  act, 
shall  be  regarded  as  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  law  in 
the  State  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  .42.  The  district  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
annual  and  special  meetings  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  district,  also  the 
proceedings  of  the  board  of  directors.  He  shall  make  and  post  up  copies 
of  election  notices,  file  and  record  contracts  with  teachers,  certificates,  and 
all  other  papers  relating  to  the  business  of  the  district,  and  securely  keep 
the  same.  He  shall  make  and  transmit  to  'the  county  school  commissioner 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  a  report  embracing  the  fol- 
lowing items : 

First.  The  number  of  children,  male  and  female,  white  and  colored, 
between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  years  enumerated  within  the  districts, 
stating  color  and  sex  separately. 

Second.  The  number  of  children,  male  and  female,  white  and  colored, 
attending  the  public  schools  during  the  year. 

Third,  The  total  number  of  days  attendance  of  all  such  children,  and 
the  average  attendance  per  child. 

Fourth.  The  number  of  days  the  public  schools  of  the  district  have 
been  maintained  during  the  year  closing  on  the  day  preceding  the  first  day 
of  July  of  that  year,  noting  the  length  of  winter  and  summer  terms,  respec- 
tively, and  the  average  daily  attendance. 

Fifth.  The  number  of  teachers  employed,  male  and  female,  and  the 
wages  per  month  paid. 

Sixth.     The  total  amount  of  money  paid  to  teachers  during  the  year. 

Seventh.     The  amount  expended  for  fuel. 

Eighth.  The  amount  expended  for  repairs  or  rent  for  school  houses 
and  grounds. 

Ninth.  The  amount  expended  for  apparatus  and  other  incidental  ex- 
penses necessary  for  the  school. 

Tenth.     Amount  paid  for  erection  of  school  house  or  purchase  of   site. 

Eleventh.     The  amount  expended  in  paying  past  indebtedness. 

Twelfth.  Amount  expended  for  library,  in  accordance  with  direction  of 
annual  meeting. 

Thirteenth.  The  number  of  children  that  may  be  seated  in  the  school 
rooms. 

Fourteenth.  The  amount  received  from  the  revenue  of  the  publip 
funds. 
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Fifteenth.    The  amount  received  from  district  tax. 

Sixteenth.  The  total  amount  received  and  expended,  the  cash  on  hand 
or  indebtedness  of  the  district. 

Seventeenth.     The  value  of  the  property  owned  by  the  district. 

Eighteenth.  The  rate  per  centum  of  the  tax  paid  by  the  district  on  the 
assessed  valuation. 

Nineteenth.  He  shall  preserve  a  record  of  this  report,  and  submit  a  copy 
thereof  to  the  next  annual  meeting.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  he  shall 
also  report  to  the  annual  meeting  the  amounts  of  all  moneys  spent,  and  for 
what  purposes,  and  the  number  of  months  school  has  been  taught  since  his 
report  to  the  superintendent ;  also  the  amount  of  money  in  the  various 
funds  to  the  credit  of  the  district  at  the  time  of  said  meeting,  the  demands 
that  are  likely  to  be  made  upon  said  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  schools  or 
other  purposes,  between  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  and  the  close  of 
the  school  year,  and  the  probable  amount  of  money  which  will  remain  to  the 
credit  of  the  various  funds  of  the  district  at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 
The  reports  to  be  made  to  the  county  school  commissioner  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  of  each  year  by  district  clerks,  as  required  by  this  section, 
shall  embrace  only  the  period  between  the  first  Tuesday  in  April  and  the  said 
thirtieth  day  of  June. 

Seo.  43.  Blanks  for  this  report  shall  be  furnished  by  the  county  school 
commissioner,  who  shall  be  supplied  therewith  by  the  State  Superintendent, 
as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and  fourteen. 

Sec.  44.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  clerk  to  procure  the  neces-  ^ 
sary  record  books  for  the  proper  transaction  of  the  duties  of  his  office ; 
also  to  procure  and  furnish  to  each  teacher  a  school  register  properly  ruled, 
headed  and  classified,  to  exhibit  the  following:  The  names,  ages  and 
studies  pursued  by  all  pupils  attending  the  school;  the  date  of  their 
entrance ;  daily  attendance  and  absence,  and  the  date  of  visitation  of  the 
school  by  the  directors,  of  patrons,  and  such  other  facts  as  the  State  Super- 
intendent may  require.  The  above  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  funds  used  to 
defray  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  district. 

Sec.  45.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  post  the  notices  required 
to  be  given  for  all  special  meetings  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  district. 

Sec.  46.  Upon  the  order  of  the  board  of  directors,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  district  clerk  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  county  treasurer  in  favor  of 
any  party  to  whom  the  district  has  become  legally  indebted,  either  for  ser- 
vices as  teacher,  for  material  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  school,  or  material 
or  labor  in  the  erection  i)f  a  school  house  for  said  district,  the  said  warrant 
to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  appropriate  funds  in  the  hands  of  the 
said  treasurer  and  belonging  to  said  district.  The  species  of  indebtedness 
must  be  clearly  stated,  and  should  be  drawn  on  its  appropriate  fund — all 
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money  for  teachers'  wagers,  on  the  teachers'  fund ;  all  money  used  in  the 
erection  or  the  purchase  of  a  site,  on  building  fund ;  and  all  other  expenses 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund :  provided,  however,  that  no  order  for 
the  payment  of  teachers'  wages  shall  be  drawn  in  favor  of  any  person  not 
holding  a  certificate  of  qualification,  signed  by  the  county  school  commis- 
sioner or  State  Superintendent,  or  in  favor  of  any  teacher  delinquent  in  his 
monthly  or  term  report. 

Sec.  47.  The  warrants  thus  drawn  may  be  in  the  following  form  and 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board,  attested  by  the  district  clerk :

Sec.  48.  All  moneys  arising  from  taxation  shall  be  paid  out  for  the 
purpose  for  which  they  were  levied  and  collected ;  but  the  income  from  the 
State,  county  and  township  funds  shall  be  applied  for  the  payment  of  wages 
of  teachers  only. 

Sec  49.  The  district  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  reports  made  by 
him  to  the  county  school  commissioner.     He  shall  also  record  in  the  record 
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book  of  the  district  a  correct  plat  of  the  districts,  changing  the  same  as  often 
as  alteration  is  made  in  the  boundary  lines  by  the  proper  authority,  and  shall 
furnish  the  county  school  commissioner  with  copies  of  the  same,  and  shall 
officially  notify  him  of  any  change  whenever  made. 

Sec.  50.  The  district  clerk  shall  settle  with  the  county  or  township 
treasurer,  annually,  between  the  twentieth  day  of  July  and  the  first  Monday 
in  August,  and  shall  make  a  full  report  to  the  county  school  commissioner  of 
all  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  expended, 
together  with  all  business  transacted  by  him  in  his  official  capacity,  at  the 
annual  meeting,  and  shall  turn  over  to  his  successor  in  office  all  books  and 
papers  belonging  thereto,  within  ten  days  after  the  election  or  appointment 
of  said  successor. 

TEACHERS. 

Sec.  51.  No  teacher  shall  be  employed  in  any  school  supported  by  the 
public  funds,  or  any  part  thereof,  until  he  has  received  a  certificate  of  quali- 
fication therefor,  signed  by  the  county  school  commissioner  of  the  county 
where  he  or  she  intends  to  teach,  except  those  holding  certificates  from  the 
Stale  Superintendent  and  then  in  force. 

Sec.  52.  No  person  shall  be  granted  a  certificate  to  teach  in  any  of  the 
public  schools  established  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  who  is  not  of  good 
moral  character,  and  qualified  to  teach  orthography,  reading  in  English, 
penmanship,  arithmetic,  English  grammar,  modern  geography,  the  history 
of  the  United  States,  civil  government  and  the  theory  and  practice  of  teach- 
ing. 

TEACHEBS — CERTIFICATE   REQUIRED. 

Sec.  53.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  qualified  to  teach  in  any  school 
supported  by  the  public  funds,  or  any  part  thereof,  unless  such  person,  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  duties  pertaining  thereto,  shall  have  procured  a  cer- 
tificate of  qualification,  duly  signed  by  the  county  school  commissioner 
wherein  such  school  is  locate^,  or  by  the  State  Superintendent ;  and  such  cer- 
tificate must  be  in  force,  and  held  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  during  the  en- 
tire time  said  school  is  in  session :  provided,  that  any  teacher  holding  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  State  Superintendent  shall  furnish  evidence  of  the  same  to 
the  county  school  commissioner,  who  shall  note  the  same  on  his  record  of 
certificates. 

Sec  54.  Certificates  shall  be  classed  as  follows :  First  class  granted 
for  three  years,  second  class  granted  for  two  years,  third  class  granted  for 
six  months  only,  and  the  following  shall  be  the  classification  of  subjects  as 
required  in  each : 
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THIRD   GRADE.  f 

Orthography,  reading,  penmanship,  mental  arithmetic,  written  arith- 
metic, English  grammar  and  composition,  descriptive  geography,  history  of 
the  United  States,  civil  government,  and  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching. 

SECOND   GRADE. 

The  subjects  included  in  the  third  class  schedule,  together  with  the  fol- 
lowing: Physiology,  algebra,  etymology,  physical  geography,  natural 
philosophy  and  geometry. 

FIRST    GRADE. 

First  class  certificates  include  the  subjects  contained  in  the  second  and 
third  class  schedule,  together  with  the  following:  Mental  philosophy,  plain 
trigonometry,  rhetoric,  book-keeping,  geology,  English  and  American  lit- 
erature and  astronomy.  No  person  failing  upon  a  fair  examination  to  main- 
tain a  grade  of  sixty  per  cent,  (upon  a  scale  of  one  hundred)  upon  each  and 
every  subject  specified  in  the  class  of  certificate  for  which  application  h^ 
been  filed,  shall  be  granted  a  certificate,  nor  shall  any  person  failing  to  give 
satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character  and  a  fair  acquaintance  with 
the  I 'theory  and  practice"  of  teaching,  be  granted  a  certificate.  No  person 
shall  be  granted  a  third  class  certificate  more  than  three  times,  nor  shall  a 
third  class  certificate  be  renewed  or  reissued  by  the  county  superintendent, 
except  upon  examination  of  the  applicant,  and  no  school  director  shall  be 
employed  as  a  teacher  in  his  own  district. 

DAILT  PROGRAMME. 

Sec.  55.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  teacher  to  make  out  a 
daily  programme  of  subjects  pursued,  time  allotted  to  each,  time  of  opening 
and  closing  school,  and  the  length  of  intermissions,  said  programme  to  be 
placed  where  it  can  be  seen  by  all  pupils,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  be 
furnished  to  the  county  school  commissioner  within  two  weeks  from  and  after 
the  commencement  of  each  and  every  school  term. 

KEEPING  DAILY   REGISTER. 

First.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  eyery  teacher  employed  in  the 
public  schools  of  this  State  to  keep  a  daily  register,  in  which  shall  be  re- 
corded the  name  of  each  pupil,  age  of  each,  days  present,  days  absent,  times 
tardy  and  studies  pursued. 
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Second.  All  visitors  and  school  officers  shall  be  requested  to  register 
their  names,  residence,  date  of  visit,  and  accompany  the  same  by  such  re- 
marks as  thej  may  deem  pertinent. 

Third.  The  register  shall  be  kept  in  the  school  room  while  the  school  is 
in  session,  and  shall  be  open  to  all  visitors  and  school  officers  for  inspection. 

MONTHLT   REPOBT. 

Sec.  56.  Part  1st.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  teacher  to 
make  out  and  file  with  the  district  clerk,  at  the  close  of  each  month,  a  report 
of  attendance  during  each  month,  distinguishing  between  male  and  female, 
average  daily  attendance,  average  number  of  days  attended  by  each  pupil, 
number  of  days  taught,  salary  received,  and  such  other  information  as  the 
county  school  commissioner  or  the  board  of  directors,  by  its  official  acts,  may 
require. 

Part.  2d.  No  warrant  shall  be  issued  by  any  district  clerk  in  favor  of 
any  teacher,  for  monthly  salary,  until  said  teacher  shall  have  complied  with 
the  first  division  of  this  section. 

TERM   REPORT. 

Sec.  57.  Part  1st.  It  shaU  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  teacher,  at 
the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  said  teacher  was  employed,  to  make  out 
two  term  reports,  giving  the  whole  number  attending  during  such  term,  dis- 
tinguishing between  male  and  female,  number  of  days  taught,  average  daily 
attendance,  average  number  of  days  attended  by  each  pupil,  cost  per  day 
for  each  pupil,  amount  of  salary  received,  and  such  other  information  as  the 
county  school  commissioner  or  board  of  directors,  by  its  official  acts,  may 
require. 

Second.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  teacher  to  file  one  such  report 
with  the  district  clerk,  and  forward  the  other  to  the  county  school  commis- 
sioner ;  and  no  warrant  shall  be  issued  by  said  clerk  in  favor  of  such  teacher 
for  the  last  month's  salary  of  said  term,  until  the  foregoing  portion  of  this 
section  shall  have  been  complied  with  by  said  teacher. 

SOURCE  OF  AUTHORITY. 

Sec.  58.  Each  and  every  teacher  shall  be  under  the  direct  control  of 
the  county  school  commissioner,  the  board  of  directors  by  which  such  teacher 
was  and  is  employed,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  teacher  to  faithfully 
carry  into  execution  all  instructions  derived  therefrom  in  organizing,  grading 
and  disciplining  said  school,  and  any  teacher  failing  or  refusing  to  comply 
with  and  enforce  said  instructions  may  be  dismissed  by  said  board  of  direc- 
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tors,  or  the  certificate  of  said  teacher  for  such  offense  may  be  revoked  by 
the  county  school  commissioner. 

teachers'  institute. 

Sec.  59.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  teacher  employed  in 
the  public  schools  of  this  State  to  attend  the  sessions  of  the  teachers'  insti- 
tute, established  by  law,  and  failing  to  attend  such  county  or  district  insti- 
tutes, without  a  satisfactory  or  reasonable  excuse  furnished  the  county  school 
commissioner,  shall  be  sufficient  grounds  for  the  revocation  of  such  teacher's 
certificate  by  the  county  school  commissioner,  or  of  refusal  to  grant  such 
teacher  a  certificate,  and  the  county  school  commissioner  may  revoke  a 
teacher's  certificate  for  immorality ,  incompetency,  persistent  neglect  of  duty, 
or  refusal  to  obey  the  law,  but  in  all  cases  of  revocation  of  certificate,  the 
county  school  commissioner  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  State  Superinten- 
-  dent,  and  the  reasons  therefor  in  full. 

Sec.  60.  Upon  the  complaint  of  a  majority  of  the  resident  housholders 
against  a  teacher  touching  his  or  her  moral  character  or  efficiency,  the  board 
of  directors  shall  immediately  investigate  the  matter  by  summoning  witnesses, 
and  the  accused  to  appear  before  them  and  testify,  and  if  such  teacher  shall 
be  found  guilty  of  such  immorality  or  inefficiency  charged,  they  may  dis- 
charge said  teacher,  but  shall  pay  for  the  time  taught :  provided,  tbe  teacher 
80  discharged  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  county  school  conmiis- 
sioner,  who,  upon  such  appeal  being  made,  shall  immediately  notify  each  of 
the  witnesses  to  appear  before  him  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  such 
appeal,  at  which  time  he  shall  proceed  to  investigate  the  case,  and  his  deci- 
sion shall  be  final :  provided,  that  the  board  shall  not  be  allowed,  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  rid  of  a  teacher,  to  pay  any  amount  further  than  is  justly 
due  for  the  time  actually  engaged  in  teaching. 

county  school  commissioner,  eligibilitt,  time  of  election  and  duration  of 

OFFICE. 

Sec.  61.  There  is  hereby  created  the  office  of  county  school  commis- 
sioner, and  there  shall  be  one  county  school  commissioner  for  each  county  in 
this  State,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  counties  at  the 
general  election  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  Novem- 
ber, 1884,  and  every  two  years  thereafter.  All  returns  of  elections  held 
under  this  section  shall  be  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  each 
county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  cast  up  said  returns  within  five  days  after 
the  result  thereof,  and  give  to  the  person  receiving  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  a  certificate  of  election,  and  forward  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  for  which  he  shall  receive  one  dollar,  to 
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be  paid  by  the  party  receiving  the  certificate.  Contested  elections  under 
this  section  shall  be  decided  by  the  county  court.  The  county  school  com- 
missioner shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified.  He  shall  hold  a  first  grade  certificate,  be  a  practical  teacher, 
a  qualified  voter  of  the  county,  a  person  of  good  moral  character,  and  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  are  required  of  him  in  this  act  as  county  school  com- 
missioner ;  such  county  school  commissioner  so  elected  may  become  superin- 
tendent of  public  schools  of  his  county,  and  be  known  and  designated  by  the 
name  of  county  school  superintendent,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
Upon  the  petition  of  one  hundred  or  more  freeholders  in  any  county  desiring 
the  exclusive  and  entire  services  of  the  said  county  school  commissioner  as 
superintendent  of  the  schools  of  the  county,  the  county  court  shall  order  the 
proposition  to  be  voted  upon  at  any  general  election,  and  the  form  of  the 
ballot  in  such  cases  shall  be  as  follows :  Superintendent,  yes ;  superinten- 
dent, no.  And  in  case  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  on  such  propo- 
sition so  ordered  at  any  such  general  election,  shall  vote  for  superintendent, 
such  county  school  commissioner  shall,  in  addition  to  the  duties  requred  of 
him  in  this  act,  as  county  school  commissioner,  perform  such  other  duties  as 
are  required  of  him  in  this  act  as  county  school  superintendent,  and  the  certi- 
ficate of  election  aforesaid  shall  state  the  result  of  such  vote  for  or  against 
superintendent,  and  every  commissioner  thereafter  elected  in  such  county 
shall  be  known  as  county  school  commissioner  and  superintendent,  and  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him  as  such  by  this  act. 

ELECTION  AND  COMinSSION  OF  COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENT* 

Sec.  62.  The  vote  for  county  superintendent  shall  be  cast  up  and  the 
result  announced  to  the  meeting  and  entered  upon  the  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings. A  certificate  containing  the  names  of  the  persons  voted  for,  and 
the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each,  shall  be  delivered  by  the  district  clerk 
within  ten  days  thereafter  to  the  county  clerk,  the  said  certificate  to  be 
signed  by  the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  meeting ;  and  the  county  clerk 
shall,  within  five  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  returns,  cast  up  the  same  and 
issue  a  commission,  attested  by  the  seal  of  his  court,  to  the  person  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such  election,  and  also  forward  a  copy  to  the 
State  Superintendent  of  public  schools. 

Sec.  63.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
the  county  commissioner  and  superintendent  shall  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  his  duty  according  to  law  and 
give  a  penal  bond,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  the  acceptance  of  the 
county  court,  or  county  clerk  in  vacation,  in  such  sum  as  said  court  (or  clerk 
in  vacation)  may  determine,  not  less  than  four  hundred  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  application  and  disposition 
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of  all  public  funds  which  may  come  into  his  hands  or  be  under  his  control  as 
such  superintendent.  The  bond  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  county  court, 
and  upon  its  forfeiture  said  court  shall  proceed,  to  recover  its  amount  and 
place  it,  less  the  cost  of  recovery,  into  the  school  fund  of  the  county :  pro- 
vided, said  court  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  if 
it  deems  it  advisable,  compromise  with  the  bondsmen  upon  the  best  terms 
that  can  be  had :  and  provided  further,  that  the  removal  of  the  county  su- 
perintendent for  incompetency  only  shall  not  work  a  forfeiture  of  his  bond. 
This  bond,  with  a  copy  of  the  oath,  shall  be  flled  with  and  preserved  by  the 
county  clerk. 

Sec.  64.  The  county  school  commissioner  and  superintendent  shall 
keep  his  office  at  the  county  seat,  and  for  this  purpose  the  county  court  shall 
furnish  him  with  a  suitable  room  and  furniture,  where  all  the  records  and 
papers  of  his  office  shall  be  kept.  In  addition  to  the  necessary  chairs,  desks 
and  other  furniture,  the  court  shall  supply  him  with  the  necessary  books, 
stationery  and  postage  stamps  to  conduct  the  business  of  his  office,  and  shall 
allow  all  necessary  and  reasonable  printing  bills. 

Sec.  65.  Such  county  commissioner  or  superintendent  shall  be  at  his 
office  during  every  Saturday  and  the  flrst  two  days  of  every  month  in  the 
year,  Sunday  and  legal  holidays  and  the  months  of  July  and  August  ex- 
cepted, for  the  purpose  of  receiving  reports,  countersignmg  warrants,  set- 
tling disputes  and  giving  such  advice  and  assistance  as  may  be  in  his  power 
to  school  officers  and  others  who  may  call  on  him ;  and  shall  have  general 
charge  and  supervision  over  all  public  educational  interest  of  his  county  and 
control  of  its  school  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  under  law,  and  the 
instructions  of  the  State  Superintendent  in  the  interpretation  and  execution 
of  the  school  law  shall  be  his  guide. 

Sec.  66.  Such  county  commissioner,  or  superintendent  shall  visit  the 
different  sections  of  his  county  as  soon  after  the  annual  meeting,  as  he  can 
dispose  of  the  business  created  thereby,  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  and 
counseling  with  the  school  officers  and  teachers,  and  to  see  whether  the  law  is 
being  faithfully  executed ;  for  this  purpose  he  may  call  the  directors  and 
clerks  of  several  contiguous  districts  together  at  the  most  convenient  place  in 
some  one  of  the  districts  on  a  given  day,  and  require  their  attendance ;  and 
for  the  failure  of  any  of  the  directors  to  attend,  or  for  persistent  neglect  of 
duty  or  refusal  to  obey  the  law,  upon  the  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  district,  the  county  commissioner  or  superintendent  shall 
declare  his  office  as  school  director  vacant.  Such  county  commissioner  or 
superintendent  shall,  at  all  times,  have  access  to  the  district  record  books 
and  papers,  and  to  the  teachers*  register,  and  he  may  revoke  a  teacher's  cer- 
tificate for  immorality,  incompetency,  persist  neglect  of  duty  or  refusal  to 
obey  law ;  in  all  cases  of  removal  or  revocation  of  certificate,  he  shall  report

the  facts  to  the  State  Superintendent  and  assign  the  reasons  therefor  in  fail. 
In  addition  to  the  visits  required,  above,  he  shall,  as  often  as  possible,  visit 
the  school  of  each  district  for  the  purpose  of  informing  himself  as  to  the 
conduct  of  the  school  and  the  success  of  the  teacher. 

Seo.  67.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  county  commissioner  or  superin- 
tendent to  keep  himself  at  all  times  thoroughly  informed  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  permanent  school  funds  of  the  county ;  of  the  security  held  for  school 
moneys  loaned;  of  the  amounts  imposed  for  fines  and  penalties;  of  the 
amounts  adjudged  on  forfeiture ;  of  the  amounts  realized  from  the  sales  of 
estrays  and  all  other  sources,  and  to  see  that  all  such  amounts  are  faithfully 
collected  and  applied  according  to  law,and  that  the  law  directing  the  care  and 
custody  of  school  funds  is  complied  with  in  every  particular.  For  this  pur- 
pose he  shall  have  access  to  the  records  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  of  the 
records  of  county  and  circuit  courts  and  all  other  necessary  county  records. 
He  shall  attend  every  regular  session  of  the  county  court,  and  furnish  said 
court  with  such  information  as  may  be  in  his  possession  and  would  enable  it 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  section.  He  shall  keep  a  record  in  his 
office  of  his  proceedings  under  this  section,  and  of  all  his  official  acts,  and 
report  from  time  to  time  to  the  State  Superintendent  all  matters  requiring 
further  attention  from  said  State  Superintendent  or  from  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

GENERAL  DUTIES. 

Sec.  68.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioner  or  superin- 
tendent of  public  schools  to  visit  each  school  in  his  county,  correcting  any 
deficiencies  in  the  government  of  the  schools,  the  classification  of  pupils  or 
the  methods  of  instruction  to  classify  each  school  under  one  of  the  following 
heads:  Excellent,  good,  fair,  moderate  or  poor,  and  to  make  such  sugges- 
tions in  private  to  the  teacher  as  he  shall  deem  proper  and  necessary  for  the 
welfare  of  the  school ;  to  note  the  character  and  condition  of  the  school 
house,  furniture,  apparatus,  out-houses,  grounds,  fence  and  shade  trees, 
and  make  a  report,  in  writing,  on  the  condition  of  the  school  to  the  district 
boards ;  to  examine  the  teacher's  register,  and  the  account  and  record  books 
of  the  district  officers,  and  to  see  that  they  are  kept  according  to  law ;  to 
encourage  the  formation  of  associations  of  teachers  and  educators  for 
mutual  improvement,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  to  attend  the  same  and  partici- 
pate in  the  exercises  thereof ;  to  attend  the  normal  county  institute  of  his 
county,  using  his  influence  to  secure  the  attendance  of  teachers ;  to  make 
daily  at  personal  inspection  of  the  work  of  the  institute  in  session,  and  keep 
.  a  record  of  the  same  in  his  office,  and  do  such  work  in  connection  with  the 
institute  as  he  may  deem  necessary ;  to  hold  a  public  meeting  in  each  school

district  of  his  county  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  school  questions  and 
elevating  the  standard  of  education  amo^g  the  people,  but,  for  con- 
venience, he  may  combine  two  or  more  districts  in  said  meetings ;  to  keep  his 
office  open  at  the  county  seat  during  regular  office  hours  when  not  necessarily 
absent  attending  to  his  official  duties ;  he  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of 
his  official  acts;  a  record  of  the  name,  nativity,  age,  postoffice  address, 
where  educated,  and  experience  in  teaching  of  each  candidate  for  a 
teacher's  certificate,  with  the  number  of  weeks  he  has  attended  a  normal 
school  or  normal  institute,  his  standing  in  each  study,  and  the  date  of 
issue  and  expiration  or  revocation  of  each  certificate  granted ;  he  shall  keep 
a  register  of  the  teachers  employed  in  his  county,  dates  of  opening  and 
closing  terms,  salary  per  month,  grade  of  certificate  and  date  of  superinten- 
dent's visit;  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  annual  apportionment  of  the 
State,  county,  township  and  other  school  funds,  and  such  other  statistical 
information  as  shall  be  required  in  making  reports  to  the  State  Superintendent 
of  public  schools ;  he  shall  make  out  and  transmit  to  the  State  Superintendent 
on  the  last  day  of  January,  May,  August,  September  of  each  year,  a  report  show- 
ing the  number  of  school  visits  made,  with  the  average  length  of  time  spent 
in  such  visits,  the  number  of  consultations  held  with  school  officers,  the 
number  of  days  his  office  has  been  kept  open,  the  number  of  teachers'  regis- 
ters and  record  books  of  district  officers  examined,  the  number  of  teachers' 
meetings  attended,  the  number  of  public  lectures  delivered,  the  number  of 
schools  of  each  class,  and  such  other  information  as  the  State  Superinten- 
dent may  require  regarding  the  duties  of  such  county  superintendent ;  and 
until  such  report  shall  have  been  forwarded  to  the  State  Superintendent  and 
a  copy  thereof  filed  with  the  county  clerk  for  publication,  and  that  fact  cer- 
tified by  the  said  county  superintendent  to  the  county  court,  the  warrant  for 
his  salary  shall  not  be  drawn ;  he  shall  see  that  all  school  directors  are  fur- 
nished with  the  school  law  and  necessary  blanks  for  making  reports,  accord- 
ing to  law ;  he  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year,  make 
out  and  transmit,  in  writing,  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools 
an  annual  report,  containing  a  statement  of  the  number  of  school  districts 
and  parts  of  school  districts  in  the  county,  and  the  number  of  children  of 
school  age,  and  their  sex,  residents  in  each,  the  number  of  ungraduated, 
graded  and  high  schools  in  the  county,  the  length  of  time  school  has  been 
taught  in  each,  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  same,  the  branches  taught, 
text-books  used,  the  number  of  teachers,  designating  male  and  female,  a 
statement  of  the  county  normal  institute,  also  a  statement  of  private  schools, 
academies  and  colleges  in  the  county,  and  the  number  of  students  attending 
the  same  and  their  sex,  and  the  number  of  teachers  employed  in  each, 
and  their  sex,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  public  money  received 
in  each  district  and  parts  of  district,  and  what  portion  of  the  same,  if  any, 
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has  been  appropriated  to  graded  schools,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  money 
raised  in  such  district  by  tax  and  paid  for  teachers'  and  janitors'  wages,  in 
addition  to  the  public  money  paid  therefor,  the  amount  of  money  raised  by 
tax  or  otherwise  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  school  sites  for  building, 
hiring,  purchasing,  repairing,  furnishing  or  insuring  such  school  house,  or 
for  any  other  purposes  allowed  by  law  in  the  district  or  parts  of  districts. 

Sec.  69.  Such  county  conmiissioner  or  superintendent  shall  make,  or 
cause  to  be  made,  and  keep  in  his  office,  a  correct  disti*ict  map  or  atlas  of  the 
county,  and  shall  change  the  same  to  conform  to  changes  made  from  time  to 
time,  and  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  all  such  changes. 

Sec.  70.  As  soon  as  the  assessor's  books  have  been  made  out  and  re- 
turned to  the  county  clerk,  said  clerk  shall  certify  to  the  county  school  com- 
missioner or  the  superintendent  the  assessed  valuation  of  each  school  dis- 
trict in  his  county,  and  the  county  school  commissioner  or  the  superintendent 
shall  enter  the  same  in  the  appropriate  record  of  his  office,  and  shall  certify 
the  same  to  the  clerk  of  each  school  district.  When  enumeration  lists  and 
estimates  are  furnished  the  county  school  commissioner  or  the  supenintendent, 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  examine  them  closely  to  see  that  they  conform  in  all 
respects  to  law,  and  may  require  district  clerks  to  correct  errors  or  furnish 
him  new  and  correct  lists  and  estimates.  When  enumeration  and  estimates 
may  be  affected  by  the  change  of  boundary  lines,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
district  clerks,  immediately  upon  such  change  being  made,  at  the  usual  meet- 
ings or  by  decision  of  the  county  school  commissioner  or  the  superintendent, 
upon  request  to  change  said  enumeration  and  lists  and  estimates  to  conform 
to  the  circumstances  resulting  from  said  change,  the  county  school  commis- 
sioner or  the  superintendent  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk.  If  any  esti- 
mates exceed  the  rates  allowed  by  law,  or  if  they  fail  to  provide  for  inci- 
dental and  other  necessary  expenses,  the  county  superintendent  shall  reduce, 
adjust  or  alter  them  so  as  to  correct  the  error  or  failure.  Such  county  school 
commissioner  or  superijQtendent  shall  also  certify  to  the  county  clerk  such 
districts  as  are  not  entitled  to  a  distributive  share  of  the  public  fund  by 
reason  of  a  failure  to  maintain  schools  as  the  law  directs. 

Sec.  71.  The  county  school  commissioner  or  superintendent  shall  hold 
four  public  examinations  of  teachers  in  each  year,  and  no  examination  for 
certificates  shall  be  held  at  any  other  times  except  in  the  cases  of  applicants 
who  could  not  attend  the  last  public  examination  by  reason  of  sickness,  ab- 
sence from  the  county,  or  other  reason  satisfactory  to  the  commissioner  or 
superintendent,  or  when  he  is  not  fully  satisfied  with  the  character  and  result 
of  the  public  examination  of  any  teacher.  The  commissioner  or  superin- 
tendent may  require  evidence  of  the  requisite  moral  character  before  ad- 
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mitting  any  one  to  his  examination,  and  shall  observe  all  rules  that  may  be 
given  him  by  the  State  Superintendent  in  conducting  said  examinations. 

NOEMAL   INSTITUTE. 

Sec.  72.  The  county  school  commissioner  and  superintendent  shall 
hold,  annually,  in  his  county  for  a  term  not  less  than  two  weeks,  a  county 
normal  institute  for  the  instruction  of  teachers,  and  may,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  State  Superintendent,  determine  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  such  normal  institute,  and  shall  select  a  conductor  and  instructor  for 
the  same,  to  be  paid  for  their  services  out  of  the  normal  institute  fund,  and 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  said  institute.  The  county  commissioner  and 
superintendent  shall  require  the  payment  of  one  dollar  registration  fee  from 
each  person  attending  the  normal  institute.  And  the  county  commissioner 
and  superintendent  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  institute,  transmit  to  the  county 
treasurer  all  money  received  by  him,  together  with  the  name  of  each  person 
so  contributing,  and  the  amount,  and  the  county  treasurer  shall  place  all  such 
moneys  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  ^-Normal  Institute  Fund," 
except  on  claims  approved  by  the  county  commissioner  and  superintendent 
for  services  rendered  or  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  normal 
institute.  Any  county  failing  to  hold  an  institute  for  the  time  above  men- 
tioned, without  a  good  and  lawful  excuse,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  or  penalties :  provided, 
that  in  sparcely  settled  counties  two  counties  may  unite  in  holding  a  normal 
institute,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  such  institute  is  held  shall 
be  the  custodian  of  the  normal  school  fund  of  such  institute. 

Sec.  73.  The  county  school  commissioner  or  superintendent  is  hereby 
required  to  ascertain  what  disposition  has  been  made  of  the  swamp  or  other 
school  lands  of  his  county,  and  report  to  the  State  Superintedent,  and  when, 
in  any  case,  the  objects  of  the  grant  have  been  violated,  the  funds  arising 
therefrom  perverted,  or  the  lands  or  money  used  for  any  purpose  not  named 
in  the  grant,  and  by  the  law  intended,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Super- 
intendent to  inform  the  county  court  of  such  misappropriation,  and  require 
them  to  rectify  the  matter,  and  in  case  of  their  refusal  or  neglect  to  act  in 
the  premises,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Superintendent  to  report  the 
same  to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  who  shall  institute  suits  in  the  name 
of  the  State  to  recpver  the  same  in  behalf  of  tlie  public  schools  of  the  count}' 
in  which  the  lands  lie. 

Sec.  74.  The  county  school  commissioner  or  superintendent  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  State  Superintendent  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October,  which  shall  embrace,  in  a  condensed  form,  all  the  educational  sta- 
tistics of  his  county.     The  blanks  for  this  report  shall  be  furnished  him  by 
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the  State  Superintendent.  Any  unezeused  failure  to  make  such  report,  or 
any  other  report  required  by  law,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  salary  for  the 
whole  time  of  the  delay ;  and  when  notified  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
such  failure,  the  county  treasurer  shall  not  pay  the  commissioner  or  superin- 
tendent anything  for  his  services  during  the  time  of  such  delay. 

Sec.  75.  The  county  school  commissioner  or  superintendent,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  fees  allowed  him  as  commissioner,  shall  be  allowed  an  annual  sal- 
ary, to  be  graded  as  follows :  In  all  counties  where  the  number  of  school 
children  is  less  than  one  thousand,  he  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  (3)  hun- 
dred dollars ;  where  the  number  is  one  thousand  and  less  two  thousand, 
he  shall  receive  four  (4)  hundred  dollars ;  where  the  number  is  two  thousand 
and  less  than  five  thousand,  he  shall  receive  five  (5)  hundred  dollars;  where 
the  number  is  five  thousand  and  less  than  ten  thousand,  he  shall  receive  six 
hundred  dollars ;  and  where  the  number  is  ten  thousand  and  less  than  fifteen 
thousand,  he  shall  receive  eight  hundred  dollars ;  and  where  the  number  is 
fifteen  thousand  and  less  than  twenty-five  thousand,  he  shall  receive  one 
thousand  dollars ;  and  where  the  number  is  twenty-five  thousand  or  over,  he 
shall  receive  twelve  hundred  dollars.  In  all  cases  his  salary  shall  be  paid  in 
quarterly  installments,  one-half  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  and  the  other  half 
out  of  the  county  treasury.  From  the  latest  enumeration  returns  on  file  in 
his  ofiftce,  the  State  Superintendent  shall  determine  the  salary  of  each  super- 
intendent, and  transmit  a  certified  list  to  each  county  clerk  and  to  the  State 
Auditor.  The  State  Auditor  shall  draw  his  warrants  for  one-half  the  salary 
due  each  county  school  commissioner  or  superintendent  in  the  various  coun- 
ties, payable  to  the  county  treasurer  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  county 
commissioner  or  superintendent,  as  herein  provided.  At  each  regular  term 
of  the  county  court  the  court  shall  issue  a  warrant  to  the  county  school  com- 
missioner and  superintendent  for  one-fourth  the  amount  received  from  the 
State,  and  the  further  sum  of  one-fourth  the  amount  due  from  the  county,  if 
the  county  court  is  satisfied  that  he  has  faithfully  performed  the  duties  of 
his  ofiice,  and  the  county  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  the  respective 
funds  in  his  hands. 

Sec.  76.  There  is  hereby  created  a  public  school  fund,  the  annual 
income  of  which  shall  be  applied  as  hereinafter  directed.  The  proceeds  of 
all  lands  that  have  been  or  may  be  hereafter  granted  by  the  United  States  to 
this  State,  and  not  otherwise  appropriated  by  this  State  or  the  United  States ; 
also,  all  moneys,  stocks,  bonds,  lands,  or  other  property  now  belonging  to 
any  fund  for  purposes  of  education,  except  wherein  the  vested  rights  of 
townships,  counties,  cities  or  towns  would  be  infringed ;  also,  the  net  pro- 
ceeds of  all  sales  of  lands  and  other  property  and  effects  that  may  accrue 
to  the  State  by  escheat,  or  for  sale  of  estrays,  or  for  unclaimed  dividends  or 
distributive  shares  of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  or  from  fines,  penal- 
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ties  or  forfeitures ;  also,  any  proceeds  from  the  sales  of  public  lands  which 
may  have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  paid  over  to  the  State,  if  congress  will 
consent  to  such  appropriation ;  also,  all  other  grants,  gifts  or  other  devises 
that  have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  made  to  this  State,  and  not  otherwise 
appropriated  by  the  terms  of  the  grant,  gift  or  devise,  which  shall  be 
invested  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of.  Education,  either  in 
bonds  of  the  United  States  or  bonds  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  the  income  of 
which,  together  with  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  State  revenue,  shall  be 
applied  annually  to  the  support  of  the  public  schools  and  university  provided 
for  in  this  act,  to  be  divided  and  apportioned  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  77.  The  regular  account  of  the  public  school  fund  shall  be  kept 
by  the  State  Auditor,  who  shall  quarterly  certify  to  the  treasurer  a  copy  of 
such  accounts  not  before  reported  by  him,  and  in  all  accounts  kept  he  shall 
state  the  amount  of  revenue  belonging  to  that  portion  of  the  fund  set  apart 
for  the  university  provided  for  in  the  constitution,  separate  and  apart  from 
that  belonging  to  public  schools. 

Sec.  78.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Auditor,  and  he  shall  have 
power — 

First.  To  keep  and  state  all  accountB  with  the  treasurer  and  all  other 
persons  in  relation  to  the  public  school  funds,  and,  upon  order  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  to  direct  the  collection  of  all  moneys  due  on  account 
thereof. 

Second.  To  draw  warrants  on  the  treasurer  for  the  pajnnent  of  all 
moneys  directed  by  law  to  be  paid  out  of  such  public  school  fund,  or  the 
income  thereof. 

Third.  To  require  all  persons  who  shall  have  received  any  money 
belonging  to  said  fund  or  income,  and  shall  not  have  accounted  therefor,  to 
settle  their  accounts. 

Fourth.  To  suejfor  and  recover  by  direction  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education  all  moneys  due  by  any  person  an  account  of  fund  or  income. 

Fifth.  To  require  the  treasurer  from  time  to  time  to  report  to  him  such 
accounts,  statements  and  information  relating  to  the  funds  and  property 
dedicated  to  the  use  of  public  schools,  as  it  may  be  in  his  power  to  report. 

To  exhibit  to  the  legislature,  during  the  first  week  of  each  regular  ses- 
sion thereof,  a  complete  account  and  report  of  the  State  of  the  public  school 
funds  and  property,  and  receipts  and  expenditures  thereof. 

Sec.  79.  Whenever  there  shall  be  in  the  treasury  or  elsewhere,  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  treasurer,  any  money  belonging  to  the  capital  of  the  public 
school  funds,  the  State  Auditor  shall  make  reports  thereof  to  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  who  shall  direct  the  investment  of  the  same  in  bonds  of  the 
United  States  or  bonds  of  the  State  of  Missouri.  That  portion  of  the  in- 
come and  revenue  to  be   distributed  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools 
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shall  be  payable  on  the  warrant  of  the  auditor  in  favor  of  the  treasurers  of 
the  several  counties  in  each  year  immediately  after  the  apportionment  of  such 
moneys  shall  have  been  made  and  filed,  except  that  for  the  share  of  such  in- 
come and  revenue  to  which  the  city  of  bt.  Louis  is  entitled,  the  auditor  shall 
draw  his  warrant  in  favor  of  the  board  of  president  and  directors  of  the 
public  schools  of  said  city.  The  school  board  of  any  city  of  more  than 
50,000  inhabitants  is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  the  enumeration  of  persons 
in  said  city  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  years,  as  shown  by  the  last 
United  States  census,  at  its  annual  report  of  school  population  to  the  State 
Superintendent,  until  a  subsequent  enumeration  under  a  census  tsken  by 
authority  of  the  State.  Thereafter  such  State  census  may  be  used  as  the 
basis  of  its  annual  report  until  the  next  census  under  authority  of  the  United 
States  is  taken :  provided,  said  board  may  cause  an  enumeration  to  be  taken 
for  any  year,  if,  in  its  judgment,  the  interest  of  said  city  schools  demand  a 
special  enumeration. 

Sec.  80.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Treasurer : 

1st.  To  receive  and  safely  keep  all  bonds,  certificates  of  indebtedness, 
stocks  or  money  which  shall  from  time  to  time  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury 
on  account  of  the  public  school  fund  or  the  income  thereof. 

2d.  To  pay  all  warrants  lawfully  drawn  by  the  auditor  on  such  fund  or 
income. 

3d.  To  exhibit  to  the  board  of  education,  quarter  yearly,  such  accounts 
and  reports  as  they  may  require  relating  to  the  public  school  funds,  or  lands 
and  income  thereof,  and  in  the  power  of  the  treasurer  to  exhibit. 

4th.  To  exhibit  to  the  Legislature,  during  the  first  week  of  each  regu- 
lar session,  exact  accounts  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  on  account  of  the 
school  fund  or  its  income,  and  a  report  of  such  information  as  may  be  in  his 
power  relating  to  such  funds  or  lands. 

Sec.  81.  The  ten  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  bonds  and  each 
of  the  attached  coupons  belonging  to  the  seminary  fund  and  to  the  State 
school  fund  respectively,  shall  not  be  assigned,  negotiated,  transferred  or 
hypothecated  by  any  ofiScer  or  agent  of  this  State,  nor  by  any  other  person 
or  persons  whatever,  and  the  State  board  of  education,  by  its  president,  in 
the  presence  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  each  of  whom  shall  take  notice 
of  what  is  done,  and  enter  the  same  in  his  books  immediately  afterwards  shall 
cause  to  be  written  or  stamped  upon  the  face  of  each  of  said  bonds  and  cou- 
pons, and  all  bonds  hereafter  acquired  by  the  State  board  of  education  for 
the  use  of  either  of  said  funds  immediately  upon  their  acquisition,  the  words 
and  figures  as  follows :  **This  bond  is  a  part  of  the  public  school  fund  of  the 
State  of  Missouri,  and  cannot  be  assigned,  negotiated,  transferred  or  hypothe- 
cated by  any  ofilcers  or  agent  of  this  State,  nor  by  any  other  person  what- 
ever.    Done  by  virtue  of  an  act  of' the  General  Assembly,  approved  April 
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24,  1879."  And  if  the  bond  belongs  to  the  seminary  fund,  the  same  words 
and  figures  as  above  recited  shall  be  written  or  stamped  thereon,  except  the 
words  "public  school  funds"  in  lieu  of  which  the  words  "seminary  fund" 
shall  be  so  written  or  stamped ;  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  General  As- 
sembly. The  Auditor  shall  publish  in  the  appendix  to  his  biennial  report 
a  schedule  of  all  the  bonds  so  inscribed.  He  shall  also  make  a  descriptive 
list  of  all  bonds  now  or  hereafter  affected  by  this  law,  and  promptly  notify 
the  fiscal  agent  of  the  State  of  the  condition  of  all  such  bonds. 

Sec.  82.  All  moneys,  stocks,  bonds,  lands  and  other  property  belonging 
to  the  public  school  fund  of  the  respective  counties ;  also  the  net  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  estrays,  also  the  clear  proceeds  of  all  penalties  and  forfeit- 
ures, and  all  fines  collected  in  the  several  counties  for  any  breach  of  the  penal 
or  military  laws  of  this  State,  and  all  moneys  which  shall  be  paid  by  persons 
as  an  equivalent  for  exemption  from  military  duty,  and  also  all  other  public 
school  funds  arising  from  gift,  grant  or  devise,  or  otherwise,  or  from  any 
source  whatever,  shall  constitute,  in  each  county,  a  county  public  school 
fund ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  several  county  courts  in  this 
State  to  diligently  collect,  sacredly  preserve  and  securely  invest  the  said  pub- 
lic school  fund  in  the  manner,  upon  the  conditions,  and  subject  to  the  in- 
structions hereinafter  set  forth,  and  the  income  thereof  shall  be  faithfully 
appropriated  for  establishing  and  maintaining  free  public  schools  in  said  sev- 
eral counties. 

Sec.  88.  The  county  clerk  shall  collect,  or  cause  to  be  collected,  the 
fines  and  penalties,  and  all  other  moneys  for  school  purposes  in  his  county, 
and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  couuty  treasurer  on  account  of  the  public 
school  fund ;  and  he  shall  inspect  all  accounts  of  interest  for  section  sixteen 
and  other  school  land,  and  take  all  the  proper  measures  to  secure  to  each 
township  its  full  amount  of  school  funds. 

Sec.  84.  The  proceeds  of  the  sixteenth  section,  or  other  lands  selected 
in  lieu  thereof,  shall  constitute  a  township  school  fund.  The  county  courts 
respectively  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  the  school  funds  of  the 
several  townships  within  their  respective  jurisdiction,  and  shall  cause  accounts 
thereof  to  be  stated  and  kept  so  as  to  exhibit  the  fund  of  each  township  sep- 
arately and  the  disposition  thereof. 

Sec  86.  Whenever,  by  the  establishment  of  a  new  county  or  change 
of  county  lines,  any  township  shall  fall  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  different 
county,  the  court  having  charge  of  the  public  school  fund  of  said  township 
shall  cause  an  account  thereof  to  be  stated,  and  the  funds,  together  with 
all  mortgages,  bonds  and  other  securities  belonging  to  the  said  fund,  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  court  of  the  county  thus  acquiring  jurisdiction  over  such 
township.  The  county  courts  respectively,  shall  number  the  various  congres- 
sional townships  under  their  jurisdiction,  and  cause  a  record  of  the  same  to 
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be  kept,  and  for  school  purposes,  they  shall  be  known  and  designated  as 

**township  No. ,  of county,"  and  upon  the  transfer  of  ^townships 

to  other  counties,  the  numbers  shall  be  amended  to  correspond  to  the 
change. 

Sec.  86.  Whenever  there  shall  be  in  the  county  treasury  any  money 
belonging  to  the  capital  of  the  school  fund  of  any  township  therein,  the  coun- 
ty court  of  such  county  shall  loan  the  same  for  the  highest  interest  that  can 
be  obtained,  not  exceeding  ten  nor  less  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon 
conditions  and  subject  to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Sec.  87.  The  money  belonging  to  said  county  public  school  fund 
or  any  township  school  fund  shall  be  loaned  by  the  county  courts  at  the 
highest  rate  of  interest  that  can  be  obtained,  not  less  than  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  secured  by  a  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage  in  fee  on  real  estate,  free 
from  all  liens  and  incumbrances,  within  the  county,  of  the  value  of  double 
the  amount  of  the  loan,  witjii  a  bond  and  personal  security  in  addition  thereto ; 
and  no  loan  shall  be  made  to  any  person  other  than  an  inhabitant  of  the  same 
county,  nor  shall  any  person  be  accepted  as  security  who  is  not  at  the  time  a 
resident  householder  therein,  who  does  not  own  and  is  not  assessed  on  property 
in  an  amount  equal  to  that  loaned,  in  addition  to  all  the  debts  for  which  he  is 
liable  and  property  exempt  from  execution.  In  all  cases  of  loan  the  bond  shall 
be  to  the  county  for  the  use  of  the  county  public  school  fund,  or  to 
the  township  to  which  the  funds  belong,  and  shall  specify  the  time  when  the 
principal  is  payable,  the  rate  of  interest  and  the  time  when  payable ;  that  in 
default  of  payment  of  interest,  or  failure  by  principal  in  the  bond  to  give 
additional  security  when  thereto  lawfully  required,  both  the  principal 
and  interest  shall  become  due  and  payable  forthwith,  and  that  all  interest 
not  punctually  paid  shall  bear  interest  at  the  same  rate  as  the  principal. 

Sec.  88.  Every  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage  taken  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  in  the  ordinary  form  of  a  conveyance  m  fee,  shall  recite 
the  bond,  and  shall  contain  a  condition  that  if  default  shall  be  made  in  pay- 
ment of  principal  or  interest,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  the  time  when  they  shall 
severally  become  due  and  payable,  according  to  the  tenor  and  effect  of  the 
bond  recited,  the  sheriff  of  the  county  may,  upon  giving  twenty  days'  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
the  county,  if  there  be  one  published,  and  if  not,  by  at  least  six  written  or 
printed  handbills,  put  up  in  different  public  places  in  the  county,  without 
suit  on  the  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage,  proceed  and  sell  the  mortgaged  prop- 
erty, or  any  part  thereof,  to  satisfy  the  principal  and  interest,  and  make 
an  absolute  conveyance  thereof,  in  fee,  to  the  purchaser,  which  shall  be 
effectual  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  such  sale  and  conveyance  were 
made  by  virtue  of  a  judgment  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  fore- 
closing the  mortgage.     In  all  cases  of  loans  of  school  funds  in  the  various 
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counties  the  expense  of  drawing  and  preparing  securities  therefor,  and 
of  acknowf edging  and  recording  deeds  of  trust  or  mortgages,  including  the 
fees  of  all  officers  for  the  filing,  certifying  or  recording  such  mortgages  and 
other  securities  shall  be  pliid  by  the  borrowers  respectively. 

Sec.  89.  The  county  court  shall  hare  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  re- 
quire additional  security  to  be  given  on  said  bond,  when  they,  in  their 
judgment,  deem  it  necessary  for  the  better  preservation  of  the  fund.  If 
such  additional  security  be  not  given  within  ten  days  after  an  order  to  that 
effect  shall  be  made  and  served  on  the  principal  in  the  bond,  and  in  all  cases 
of  default  in  the  payment  of  interest,  the  court  shall  proceed  to  enforce 
payment  of  both  principal  and  interest  by  writ,  or  in  a  summary  manner,  as 
provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  90.  Whenever  the  principal  and  interest,  or  any  part  thereof, 
secured  by  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage,  containing  a  power  to  sell,  shall  be- 
come due  and  payable,  the  county  court  may  make  an  order  to  the  sheriff, 
reciting  the  debt  and  interest  to  be  received,  and  commanding  him  to  levy 
the  same  with  costs,  upon  the  property  conveyed  by  said  deed  of  trust  or 
mortgage,  which  shall  be  described  as  in  the  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage ;  and 
a  copy  of  such  order,  duly-oertified,  being  delivered  to  the  sheriff,  shall 
have  the  effect  of  a  fieri  facias  on  a  judgment  of  foreclosure  by  the  circuit 
court,  and  shall  be  proceeded  with  accordingly. 

Sec  91.  When  any  portion  of  principal  or  interest,  or  both,  may  be 
collected  as  prescribed  in  any  of  the  foregoing  sections,  it  shall  be  paid  into 
thcj  county  treasury ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  give  the  per- 
son making  payment  thereof,  duplicate  receipts,  specifying  the  sums  paid, 
and  on  what  account.  One  of  said  receipts  shall  be  given  to  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court,  who  shall  file  and  preserve  the  same  in  his  office,  charge  the 
treasurer  with  the  amount,  and  credit  the  payment  to  the  party,  on  whose 
account  it  is  made,  on  his  bond  and  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage. 

Sec  92.  Whenever  any  property  heretofore  or  hereafter  conveyed  in 
trust  or  mortgage,  to  secure  the  payment  of  a  loan  of  school  funds,  shall 
be  ordered  to  be  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  by  virtue  of  any 
power  in  such  conveyance  in  trust  or  mortgage  contained,  the  county  court 
having  the  care  and  management  of  the  school  fund  or  funds  out  of  which 
such  loan  was  made,  may  in  its  discretion,  for  the  protection  of  the  interests 
of  the  schools,  become,  through  its  agent  thereto  duly  authorized,  a  bidder 
on  behalf  of  its  county,  at  the  sale  of  such  property  as  aforesaid,  and  may 
purchase,  take,  hold  and  manage  for  said  county,  to  the  use  of  the  township 
out  of  the  school  fund  of  which  such  loan  was  made,  or  in  its  own  name, 
where  such  loan  has  been  made  out  of  the  county  public  school  funds,  the 
property  it  may  acquire  at  such  sale  aforesaid.  The  county  court  of  any 
county  holding  property  acquired  as  aforesaid,   may  appoint  an  agent  to 
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take  charge  of,  rent  out  or  lease  or  otherwise  manage  the  same,  under  the 
direction  of  said  court;  but  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  the  judgment 
of  said  court  advantageous  to  the  school  or  schools  interested  therein,  such 
property  shall  be  resold  in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms,  at  public  sale, 
as  said  court  may  deem  best  for  the  interest  of  said  school  or  schools ;  and 
the  money  realized  on  such  sale,  after  the  payment  of  the  necessary  ex- 
penses thereof,  shall  become  part  of  the  school  fund  out  of  which  the  origi- 
nal loan  was  made. 

Sec.  93.  Whenever  any  township,  in  which  the  sixteenth  section  granted 
by  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Misssouri  for  the  use  of  schools,  or  any 
part  thereof,  remains  undisposed  of,  lies  wholly  within  the  limits  of  any  in- 
corporated city,  the  title  to  the  sixteenth  section  of  such  township,  or  such 
portion  thereof  as  now  remains  undisposed  of,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
vested  in  the  corporation  having,  by  law  the  management  of  the  public  schools 
in  such  city,  by  whatever  name  or  title  such  corporation  ma}*  be  known  or 
designated :  proyided,  that  if,  any  law  of  the  State  now  in  force,  com- 
missioners have  been  appointed  to  take  charge  and  dispose  of  such  six- 
teenth section,  no  action  or  proceeding  commenced  by  such  commissioners, 
for  the  recovery  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  no  contract  made  with 
attorneys  for  the  prosecutions  of  such  actions  or  proceedings,  shall  be  in  any 
wise  affected  by  the  change  of  title  herein  provided  for,  but  all  such  actions 
and  proceedinga  shall  continue  in  the  name  of,  and  be  carried  to  a  final  de- 
termination by  such  commissioners,  and  all  the  rights,  title,  benefits  and  in- 
terest acquired  by  said  commissioners,  or  the  State  of  Missouri,  by  virtue 
of  any  such  action  or  proceedings,  shall,  upon  the  determination  thereof, 
vest  [in  such  corporation,  and  such  corporation  shall  thereafter  have  full 
charge  and  control  of  the  property  and  funds  so  acquired. 

Sec.  94.  Said  commissioners  shall  make  report  of  their  actions,  proceed- 
ings and  expenditures  to  such  corporation,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  .their  services,  to  be  fixed  by  three  arbitrators,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  chosen  by  such  corporation,  one  by  such  commissioners,  and  the 
third  by  the  two  chosen  by  the  parties.  Said  arbitrators  so  selected,  shall 
hear  the  evidence  and  award  such  compensation  as  they  may  think  such 
commissioners  are  justly  and  equitably  entitled  to,  to  be  paid  by  such  cor- 
poration ;  and  such  award  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  parties.  All 
compromises  agreed  upon  by  such  commissioners  with  any  adverse  claimant 
to  the  lands  hereinbefore  mentioned,  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  said  corporation  for  approval,  and  if  approved  by  said  corpora- 
tion, shall  be  executed  by  such  corporation  to   such  adverse  claimant. 

Sec.  95.  All  school  lands  heretofore  granted,  by  the  General  Assembly, 
to  any  city,  town,  or  to  any  incorporated  board,  for  the  benefit  of  any  city 
or  town,   or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  for  the  purposes  of  public  education. 
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inclading  all  lands  set  apart  or  granted  by  the  general  government  of  the 
United  States  to  this  State,  and  lying  within  the  limits  of  sach  city  or 
town,  for  support  of  schools,  and  granted  to  or  placed  in  charge  of  such 
city,  town  or  incorporated  board,  as  aforesaid,  shall  constitute  the  perma- 
nent school  fund  of  such  city  or  town,  only  the  income  of  which  shall  be 
used  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  in  such  city  or  town. 

Sec.  96.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  existing  right  of 
any  city  or  town  or  incorporated  board  to  dispose  of  such  lands:  provided, 
that  the  proceeds  be  duly  invested,  and  only  the  income  thereof  used  for 
the  support  of  schools. 

Sec.  97.  Whenever  it  shall  be  found  that  any  school  district  has  any 
surplus  funds  in  the  county  treasury,  subject  to  the  warrant  of  the  clerk 
of  such  district,  the  directors  of  such  school  district  may  make  application, 
in  writing,  to  the  county  court,  setting  forth  that  school  funds  are  accumu- 
lating beyond  the  wants  or  necessities  of  such  district.  Upon  such  applica- 
tion, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  to  cause  such  funds  to  be 
loaned  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  school  district. 

Sec.  98.  Such  school  funds  shall  ^  be  loaned  at  the  same  rate  of 
interest  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  county  public  school  funds  and 
township  school  funds  are  loaned,  provided,  that  no  school  tax  shall  be 
levied  in  such  district,  other  than  for  incidental  or  contingent  expenses,  dur- 
ing the  time  for  which  such  surplus  fund  shall  exist  and  a  free  public  school 
shall  be  maintained  in  such  school  district  for  at  least  six  months  in 
each  year. 

Sec.  99.  The  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  shall,  annually, 
in  the  month  of  March,  apportion  the  public  school  fund  set  apart  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public  schools  amnng  the  different  counties,  upon  the  enumer- 
ation and  returns  made  to  his  office,  and  shall  certify  the  amount  so  appro- 
priated to  the  State  Auditor,  also  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  cottnty, 
stating  from  what  source  the  same  is  derived,  which  said  sum  the  several 
county  treasurers  shall  retain  in  their  respective  county  treasuries  from 
the  State  fund;  and  the  county  clerks  shall,  annually,  and  immediately 
after  their  annual  settlement  with  the  county  treasurers  with  their  respective 
counties,  proceed  to  apportion  the  school  moneys  on  hand  to  the  districts 
which  have  maintained  not  less  than  a  three  months'  term  of  school,  as 
shown  by  the  certificate  of  the  county  commissioner  and  superintendent 
according  to  the  abstract  of  enumeration  of  the  various  districts,  as  furnished 
them  by  the  county  commissioner  and  superintendent.  In  making  such  dis- 
tribution, each  county  clerk  shall  apportion  all  moneys  collected  on  the  tax 
duplicate  of  any  district  for  the  use  of  schools  to  such  district,  all  moneys 
received  from  the  State  Treasurer,  and  all  moneys  on  account  of  interest  of 
the  funds  accruing  from  the  sale  of  section  sixteen,  or  other  lands  in  lieu 
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thereof,  to  the  district  schools  in  the  congressional  townships  and  parts  of 
congressional  townships  to  which  such  land  belonged,  and  all  other  moneys 
for  the  use  of  schools  in  the  county,  and  not  otherwise  appropriated  by  law, 
to  the  proper  district ;  and  he  shall,  immediately  after  making  such  appor- 
tionment, enter  the  same. into  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
furnish  the  district  clerks,  and  those  of  cities  or  villages,  as  the  case  may 
be,  each  with  a  copy  of  said  apportionment,  and  order  the  county  treasurer 
to  place  such  amount  to  the  credit  of  the  district,  city  or  town  entitled  to 
receive  the  same. 

Sec.  100.  The  county  clerk  shall  direct  the  county  treasurer  to  trans- 
fer to  the  treasurers  of  adjoining  counties,  upon  requisition,  all  the  school 
moneys  apportioned  to  those  fractional  parts  of  districts  which  lie  in  his 
county,  but  whose  school-houses  are  located  in  such  adjoining  counties ;  he 
shall  also  immediately  notify  the  treasurers  of  these  adjoining  counties  of  the 
amount  due  each  of  said  districts  which  lie  partly  in  the  county  making  the 
apportionment,  and  partly  in  the  county  to  which  the  transfer  is  to  be  made. 

Sec.  101.  Where  any  original  surveyed  township,  in  which  section 
pizteen  has  been  sold,  shall  lie  in  two  or  more  counties,  the  clerks  of 
the  respective  counties  shall  certify  to  the  derk  in  which  that  portion  of 
the  said  township  lies  containing  said  section  sixteen,  the  enumeration  of 
scholars  in  that  part  of  said  township  embraced  in  their  respective  counties ; 
and  the  clerk  of  said  county  in  which  said  section  sixteen  is  situated  shall  ap- 
portion the  fund  derived  from  said  section  sixteen  to  the  different  portions  of 
said  township,  according  to  said  enumeration,  and  shall  certify  to  the  clerks 
of  the  other  counties  the  amount  belonging  to  the  parts  of  said  township 
situate|in  their  respective  counties,  and  draw  an  order  in  favor  of  the  treasur- 
ers of  the  other  counties  on  the  treasurer  of  his  own  county,  for  the  amount 
belonging  to  each ;  and  the  clerks  of  the  respective  counties  shall  apportion 
the  same  to  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be  entitled  thereto. 

Sec  102.  On  the  receipt  of  the  estimates  of  the  various  districts,  the 
county  clerk  shall  proceed  to  assess  the  amount  so  returned  on  all  taxable 
property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  districts,  or  parts  of  districts,  where 
county  boundary  lines  cross  the  school  districts  which  lie  in  their  own  coun- 
ties, as  shown  by  the  last  annual  assessment  for  State  and  county  purposes, 
including  all  statements  of  merchants  in  each  district,  of  the  amount  of 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  owned  by  them  and  taxable  for  State  and 
county  purposes :  provided,  that  the  levy  thus  extended  shall  not  exceed  in 
any  year,  as  follows :  For  building  purposes,  one  per  cent.,  and  for  all  other 
purposes,  forty  cents  on  the  one  hundred,  unless  the  rate  shall  be  increased 
by  a  vote  of  the  annual  meeting,  as  provided  for  in  section  eleven  of  this  act, 
or  by  a  vote  of  a  special  meeting  or  election,  as  provided  for  in  section  thir- 
ty-eight, all  of  which  shall  be  placed,  by  the  county  clerk,  in  a  separate  tax- 
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book,  to  be  known  as  the  '^school  tax-book,"  which  shall  be  subdivided,  cor- 
responding to  the  districts  in  the  county,  and  numbered  accordingly ;  and  he 
shall  place  in  the  proper  subdivisions : 

First.  A  list  of  the  names,  alphabetically  arranged,  of  all  persons  own- 
ing any  personal  property  in  the  district,  the  total  valuation  thereof,  and  the 
amount  of  tax  assessed  thereon. 

Second.  A  list  of  all  the  lands  and  town  lots,  numerically  arranged,  the 
owners'  names,  if  known,  the  total  valuation  of  each  tract  of  land  or  town 
lot,  and  the  tax  assessed  thereon. 

Sec.  103.  The  county  clerk  shall  receive,  as  full  compensation  there- 
for, five  cents  for  every  hundred  words  and  figures  in  the  school  tax-book,  to 
be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  warrant  issued  by  the  county  court. 

Sec.  104.  The  clerk  of  each  and  every  county  court  shall,  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  annually,  make  out  and  deliver  to  the 
county  superintendent  a  report  showing  the  amount  of  each  public  school 
fund  of  his  county,  the  amount  of  income  from  each,  the  amount  realized  from 
taxes  for  school  year,  the  amount  of  receipts  from  fines,  forfeitures,  penal- 
ties, sales  of  estrays  and  all  other  sources.  The  county  commissioner  and 
superintendent  shall  make  a  copy  of  this  report  in  the  records  of  his  office, 
and  transmit  it  to  the  State  Superintendent  with  his  annual  report. 

Sec.  105.  Whenever  the  words  "county  clerks"  are  used  in  this  act, 
they  shall  be  construed  to  mean  "clerk  of  the  county  court." 

Sec.  106.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  take  a  receipt  from 
the  county  collector  for  the  school  taxes  by  him  placed  on  the  school  tax 
book ;  and  the  collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  same,  in  like  manner  as 
the  State  and  county  taxes  are  or  may  be  collected ;  and  he  shall  receive,  as 
full  compensation  for  his  services,  on  the  amount  collected  and  paid  over  by 
him,  the  same  per  cent,  as  is  allowed  by  law  to  collectors  for  collecting 
other  taxes ;  and  he  shall  pay  over,  monthly,  to  the  county  treasurer,  all 
such  taxes  collected,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor. 

Sec.  107.  The  collector  shall,  at  the  same  time  of  returning  the  land 
delinquent  list  for  State  and  county  taxes,  return  therewith  all  land  school 
taxes  herein  provided  for,  which  shall  remain  unpaid ;  and  when  so  returned, 
the  same  shall  be  a  lien  on  such  real  estate,  and  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner  that  other  taxes  on  land  are  collected,  and  when  so  collected,  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer  as  other  school  taxes. 

Sec.  108.  The  county  treasurer  in  each  county  shall  be  the  treasurer  of  all 
moneys  for  school  purposes,  belonging  to  the  different  districts,  until  paid  out 
on  the  warrants  of  the  various  clerks,  as  authorized  by  this  act,  except  in 
counties  having  adopted  the  township  organization  law,  in  which  counties  the 
township  trustee  shall  be  the  treasurer  of  all  school  moneys  belonging  to  the 
township,  and  be  subject  to  corresponding  duties  as  the  county  treasurer ;  and 
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said  treasurers  shall  pay  aU  orders  heretofore  legally  drawn  on  township  clerks, 
and  not  paid  by  such  township  clerks,  out  of  the  proper  funds  belonging  to  the 
various  districts ;  and  on  his  election,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  he  shall  give  a  separate  bond,  with  sufficient  security,  in  double  the  prob- 
able amount  of  school  moneys  that  shall  come  into  his  hands,  payable  to  the 
State  of  Missouri,  to  be  approved  by  the  county  court,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful disbursement,  according  to  law,  of  all  such  moneys  as  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  come  into  his  hands ;  and,  on  the  forfeiture  of  such  bond,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  clerk' to  collect  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  schools  in  the 
various  districts.  If  such  county  clerk  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  prosecute, 
then  any  freeholder  may  cause  prosecution  to  be  instituted.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  court  in  no  case  to  permit  the  county  treasurer  to  have 
in  his  possession,  at  any  one  time,  an  amount  of  school  moneys  over  one- 
half  the  amount  of  the  security  available  in  the  bond;  and  the  county 
treasurer  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  county 
court  may  deem  advisable,  not  to  exceed  one-half  of  one  per  centum  of  all 
school  moneys  disbursed  by  him,  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury. 

Sec.  109.  The  county  or  township  treasurer  shall,  annually,  between  the 
first  and  twentieth  days  of  April,  settle  with  the  county  clerk,  and  account  to 
him  for  all  school  moneys  or  funds  received,  from  whom  and  on  what  account, 
and  the  amount  paid  out  for  school  purposes  to  the  various  districts  of  the 
county.  The  county  clerk  shall  examine  the  vouchers  for  such  payment, 
and,  if  satisfied  with  the  correctness  thereof,  shall  certify  the  same,  which 
certificate  shall  be  prima  facie  a  discharge  of  such  liability  of  the  treasurer 
for  the  funds  expressed  in  the  vouchers ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  his  term 
of  service,  said  treasurer  shall  deliver  over  to  his  successor  in  office,  all  books 
and  papers,  with  all  moneys  or  other  property  in  his  hands,  and  also  all 
orders  he  may  have  redeemed  since  his  last  annual  settlement  with  the  county 
clerk,  and  take  the  receipt  of  his  successor  therefor,  which  he  shall  deposit 
with  the  county  clerk  within  ten  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  110.  In  case  the  county  or  township  treasurer  shall  fail  to  make 
such  annual  settlement  with  the  county  clerk,  within  the  time  prescribed 
in  the  preceding  section,  he  shall,  in  addition  to  the  sums  remaining  unac- 
counted for,  be  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
in  a  civil  action,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  and,  when  collected, 
to  be  applied  to  the  use  of  public  schools  in  such  county ;  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  proceed  forthwith,  in  case  of  such 
failure,  by  suit  against  such  treasurer,  before  any  proper  tribunal,  to  recover 
the  penalty  aforesaid ;  but  when  it  appears  on  trial,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
said  court,  that  said  treasurer  was  prevented  from  making  such  settlement 
within  the  time,  by  sickness  or  unavoidable  absence  ^from  home,  and  that 
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such  settlement  has  since  been  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to 
discharge  such  treasurer  on  his  paying  the  costs. 

Sec.  111.  The  title  of  all  school  house  sites  and  other  school  property 
shall  be  vested  in  the  board  of  directors,  for  the  use  of  the  district  in  which 
the  same  may  be  located. 

Sec.  112.  The  blanks  for  the  reports  required  to  be  made  by  the  vari- 
ous school  officers  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  printed  under 
the  direction  of  the  commissioners  of  public  printing,  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  to  be  paid  for  in  like  manner 
and  upon  the  same  terms  as  other  public  printing. 

Sec.  113.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  this 
State,  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  1886,  and  every  four 
years  thereafter,  a  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  who  shall  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  on  the  second  Monday  of  January  next 
following  his  election,  and  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  election  of  said  Superin- 
tendent, and  the  returns  thereof,  shall  be  the  same,  in  all  respects,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  election  of  other  State  officers,  and  in  case  of  vacancy 
occurring  in  said  office,  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  Grovemor 
shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment,  and  such  appointee  shall  hold  his  office 
until  the  next  general  election  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec  114.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  the 
said  superintendent  shall  give  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
to  the  State  of  Missouri,  with  two  or  more  securities,  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  conditioned  that  he  will  truly  account  for  and  apply 
all  moneys  or  other  property  which  may  come  into  his  hands,  in  his  official 
capacity,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  public  schools,  and  that  he  will  faith- 
fully perform  the  duties  enjoined  upon  him  by  law ;  and  he  shall  take  and 
subscribe  the  oath  or  affirmation  required  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State, 
and  diligently  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  as  prescribed 
by  law ;  which  bond,  with  the  certificate  endorsed  thereon,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  115.  He  shall  reside,  and  the  books  and  papers  of  his  department 
shall  be  kept,  at  the  seat  of  government,  where  a  suitable  office  ^hall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  State,  at  which  he  shall  give  his  attendance  when  not  absent 
on  public  business.  He  shall  exercise  such  supervision  over  the  educational 
funds  of  the  State  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  their  safety,  and  the  cor- 
rect application  and  distribution  of  school  monej's  according  to  law.  He 
shall  also  have  power  to  require  of  county  clerks  or  treasurers,  boards 
of  directors  or  other  school  officers,  recorders  and  treasurers  of  cities, 
towns  and  villages,  copies  of  all  records  by  them  required  to  be  made 
and  all  such  other   information  in  relation  to  the  funds  and  condition  of 
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schools,  and  the  management  thereof,  as  may  be  deemed  important ;  and  he 
shall  cause  as  many  copies  of  the  law  relating  to  schools,  or  amendments 
made  thereto,  from  time  to  time,  with  instructions  for  carrying  such  laws  into 
execution,  as  may  be  necessary  to  be  printed  in  leaf  or  pamphlet  form  and 
distributed  to  each  county  in  the  State  for  the  i^se  of  school  officers  therein, 
and  all  moneys  necessarily  expended  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  re- 
quired in  this  section,  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Auditor  and  paid  out  of  the 
State  treasury,  out  of  the  appropriation  for  printing  for  the  executive  de-^ 
partments. 

Sec.  116.  He  shall  also  have  authority  to  examine  teachers  and  grant 
certificates  of  qualification ;  and  any  person  holding  such  certificate  from  him 
shall  be  permitted  to  tea<;h  without  further  examination  from  other  authorized 
examiners.  For  certificates  issued  by  him  a  fee  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
shall  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury ;  on  paying  said  fee  the  State  Treasurer 
shall  issue  three  receipts  for  the  same— one  to  be  delivered  to  the  State 
Auditor,  one  to  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  State  Superintendent,  and 
one  to  be  transmitted  by  the  said  Superintendent  to  the  person  receiving 
said  certificate. 

Sec.  117.  He  may  revoke  certificates  granted  by  himself  for  immoral- 
ity, incompetency  or  wilful  or  persistent  disobedience  to  or  violation  of  law, 
making  a  record  of  each  case  of  revocation  and  assigning  the  reasons  therefor 
in  such  record ;  but  he  shall  not  revoke  the  certificate  of  a  county  commis- 
sioner or  a  superintendent,  except  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  next  suc- 
ceeding section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  118.  He  may  revoke  for  incompetency  any  certificate  granted  by 
himself  to  a  county  commissioner,  and  he  shall  revoke  the  certificate  of  any 
county  superintendent  when  the  court  has  rendered  judgment  against  such 
commissioner  or  superintendent  under  the  provisions  of  section  3335,  3336, 
3337  and  3338  of  chapter  56  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  relating  to 
the  removal  of  county  and  other  officers  from  office. 

Sec.  119.  The  State  Superintendent  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  pre- 
pared, the  course  of  study  for  the  normal  institutes  and  determine  the 
plans  for  their  management,  and  he  shall  also  prepare  or  cause  to  be  pre- 
pared, the  questions  for  the  quarterly  examination  of  teachers,  when,  in  his 
judgment,  the  best  interest  of  the  public  8chools  would  be  promoted  thereby. 

Sec  120.  The  State  Superintendent  shall  be  entitled  to  employ  a  chief 
clerk,  who  shall  sustain  the  same  relations  to  the  State  Superintendent  as  are 
sustained  by  the  chief  clerks  of  other  State  officers.  The  chief  clerk  shall 
perform  such  clerical  and  other  work  as  may  be  directed  by  the  State  Super- 
intendent, and  shall  hold  his  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State  Superintendent, 
and  shall  receive  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
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Sec.  121.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools 
to  make  an  annual  report,  on  or  before  the  second  Wednesday  in  January  in 
each  and  every  year,  to  the  General  Assembly,  when  that  body  shall  be  in 
session,  and  when  not  in  session,  when  the  report  shall  be  made 
to  the  Governor,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published,  and  shall  also 
communicate  a  copy  thereof  to  the  next  General  Assembly.  The  State  Su- 
perintendent, in  the  annual  report  of  his  labors  and  observations,  shall  pre- 
sent a  statement  of  the  condition  and  amount  of  all  funds  and  property  ap- 
propriated to  the  purposes  of  education ;  a  stateifient  of  the  number  of  pub- 
lic schools  in  the  State ;  the  number  of  pupils  attending  such  schools,  their 
sex,  and  the  branches  taught ;  a  statement  of  the  number  of  teachers  em- 
ployed, their  sex,  the  average  amount  paid  such  teachers,  the  number  of 
teachers'  institutes  formed  and  the  condition  of  the  same;  a  state- 
ment of  the  estimates  and  accounts  of  the  expenditures  of  public  school 
funds  of  every  description ;  a  statement  of  plans  for  the  management  and 
improvement  of  public  schools,  and  such  other  information  relative  to  the  ed- 
ucational interest  of  the  State  as  he  may  deem  important ;  but  the  report  to 
the  Governor  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  pages  of  printed  matter  of  ordi- 
nary book  form.  He  shall  spend,  annuaUy,  at  least  five  days  in  each  con- 
gi*essional  district  of  the  State,  conferring  with  the  boards  of  education 
and  other  school  officers,  counseling  teachers,  visiting  schools,  delivering 
lectures,  and,  in  short,  do  what  may  be  in  his  power  to  elevate  the  standard 
of  instruction  in  the  public  schools.  All  moneys  reasonably  expended  by 
him  in  the  execution  of  his  duties,  as  prescribed  by  this  section,  shall  upon 
due  proofs,  be  allowed  him  by  the  Auditor,  and  paid  out  of  the  State  treas- 
ury :  provided,  that  no  personal  expenses  be  included  in  the  above  allowance : 
and  provided  further,  that  the  amount  to  be  drawn  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  any  one 
year. 

Sec.  122.  The  State  Superintendent  shall  not  act  as  agent  for  any  au- 
thor, publisher,  or  bookseller,  or  manufacturer  or  vendor  of  school  furni- 
ture or  apparatus,  nor,  directly  or  indirectly,  receive  any  gift,  emolument, 
reward  or  promise  of  reward,  for  his  influence  in  recommending  or  procuring 
the  use  of  any  text-book,  school  apparatus  or  furniture  of  any  kind  whatever, 
in  any  public  school.  Any  superintendent  who  shall  violate  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  shaU,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  In  the  penitentiary  for  a  period  not  less  than 
two  years ;  and  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  county  school 
commissioner  or  superintendents. 

Sec.  123.  The  general  school  law,  adopted  in  1874,  and  the  amend- 
ments thereto  adopted  in  1877,  1879  and  1881  together,  with  all  acts  incon- 
sistent with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  2121.*  Whenever  any  person  shall  die  from  any  injurj'  resulting 
from  or  occasioned  by  the  negligence,  unskillfiilness  or  criminal  intent  of 
any  ofldcer,  agent,  servant  or  emplo^'^e  whilst  running,  conducting  or  man- 
aging any  locomotive,  car  or  train  of  cars;  or  of  any  master,  pilot, 
engineer,  agent  or  employe,  whilst  running,  conducting  or  managing  any 
steamboat  or  any  of  the  machinerj^  thereof ;  or  of  any  driver  of  any  stage, 
coach  or  other  public  conveyance  whilst  in  charge  of  the  same  as  a  driver, 
and  when  any  passenger  shall  die  from  any  injury  resulting  from  or  occasioned 
by  any  defect  or  insufficiency  in  any  railroad  or  any  part  thereof ;  or  in  any 
locomotive  or  car,  or  in  any  steamboat  or  the  machinery  thereof ;  or  in  any 
stage-coach  or  other  public  conveyance,  the  corporation,  individual  or  indi- 
viduals in  whose  employ  any  such  officer,  agent,  servant,  employe,  master, 
pilot,  engineer  or  driver  shall  be  at  the  time  such  injury  is  committed,  or 
who  owns  any  such  railroad,  locomotive,  car,  stage-coach  or  other  public 
conveyance  at  the  time  any  injury  is  received  resulting  from  or  occasioned 
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by  any  defect  or  msufficiency  above  declared,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every 
person  or  passenger  so  dying  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  which  may 
be  sued  for  and  recovered. 

First.     By  the  husband  or  wife  of  the  deceased ;  or 

Second,  if  there  be  no  husband  or  wife,  or  he  or  she  fails  to  sue  within 
six  months  after  such  death,  then  by  the  child  or  children  of  the  deceased ;  or 

Third,  if  such  deceased  be  unmarried  and  without  children,  then  by  the 
father  and  mother,  who  may  join  in  the  suit  and  each  shall  have  an  equal 
interest  in  the  judgment ;  or  if  either  of  them  be  dead  then  by  the  sur- 
vivor. In  suits  instituted  under  this  section  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
defendant  for  his  defense  to  show  that  the  defect  or  insufficiency  named  in 
this  section  was  not  of  a  negligent  defect  or  insufficiency.

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Constitutional  Amendments,  to 
whom  was  referred  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  4,  submitting  to  the 
qualified  voters  or  the  State  of  Missouri  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
thereof  concerning  the  judicial  department,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass  with  the  accom- 
panying amendments : 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  4  was  taken  up,  and  the  following 
amendments,  reported  by  the  committee,  were  read  first  time  and  laid  over 
informally  : 

Amendment  No.  1 — Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  word    * '  Mis- 
souri," where  it  occurs  in   said  section,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the- 
words  "Kansas  City,"  and  by  inserting  in  the  first  blank  in  the  fifth  line 
the  word   "  March,"  and  by  inserting  in  the  second  blank  in  same   line  the 
word  *' October." 

Amendment  No.  2 — Amend  section  8  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section 
before  the  words  "  to  increase,"  in  the  second  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following :  '*  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  by  law  to 
create  one  additional  court  of  appeals,  with  a  new  district  therefor ;  to  change 
the  limits  of  the  appellate  districts,  and  the  names  of  the  courts  of  ap- 
peals, designating  the  districts  by  numbers  or  otherwise ;  to  change  the  time 
of  holding  the  terms  of  said  courts,"  and  by  striking  out  the  words  **  with 
the  mutual  consent  thereof,"  wherever  they  occur  in  said  sectioo. 

Amendment  No.  3 — Amend  section  4  by  striking  out  the  word  *' Mis- 
souri," in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "Kansas 
City,"  and  by  inserting  in  the  first  blank  in  the  scond  line  the  word 
"March,"  and  by  inserting  in  the  second  blank  in  the  fourth  line  "the  first 
day  of  January,  1885,"  and  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  between  the 
word  "amended,"  in  the  seventh  line,  and  the  word  "shall,"  in  the  eighth 
line,  and  by  adding  to  said  section  the  following  words:  "  and  to  such  addi- 
tional court  of  appeals  as  may  be,  by  law,  created."

granted  shall  first  have  paid  to  the  proper  officer  of  such  city  or  town,  for 
the  purposes  thereof,  a  sum  not  less  than  three  hundred  dollars  for  every 
period  of  six  months  for  which  such  license  shall  be  issued.  In  cities  and 
other  towns  containing  a  population  of  less  than  twenty  thousand  and  over  ten 
thousand  inhabitants,  no  license  to  keep  a  dramshop  therein  shall  be  granted 
unless  the  person  to  whom  such  license  shall  be  granted  shall  first  have  paid 
to  the  proper  officer  of  such  city  or  town  for  the  purposes  thereof,  a  sum  not 
less  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  every  period  of  six  months  for  which  such 
license  shall  be  issued.  In  cities  and  towns  having  a  population  of  less  than 
ten  thousand  and  over  five  thousand  inhabitants,  no  license  to  keep  a  dram- 
shop therein  shall  be  granted,  unless  the  person  to  whom  such  license  shall 
be  granted,  shall  first  have  paid  to  the  proper  officer  of  sueh  city  or  town, 
for  the  purposes  thereof,  a  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
for  every  period  of  six  months  for  which  such  license  shall  be  issued.  And 
in  cities  and  towns  having  a  population  of  five  thousand  inhabitants  and  un- 
der, no  license  to  keep  a  dramshop  therein  shall  be  granted,  unless  the  per- 
son to  whom  such  license  shall  be  granted  shall  first  have  paid  to  the  proper 
oflicer  of  such  city  or  town,  for  the  purposes  thereof,  a  sum  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  every  period  of  six  months  for  which  such  license 
shall  be  issued,"  so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  5453.  The  proper  authorities  of  incorporated  towns  or  cities 
may  impose  a  tax  on  licenses  to  dramshop-keepers  within  their  limits ;  but 
in  cities  and  towns  containing  twenty  thousand  inhabitants  and  over,  no  li- 
cense to  keep  a  dramshop  therein  shall  be  granted,  unless  the  person  to  whom 
such  license  shall  be  granted  shall  first  have  paid  to  the  proper  officer  of  such 
city  or  town,  for  the  purpose  thereof,  a  sum  not  less  than  three  hundred  dol- 
lars for  every  period  of  six  months  for  which  such  license  shall  be  issued.  In 
cities  and  towns  containing  a  population  of  less  than  twenty  thousand  and 
over  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  no  license  to  keep  a  dramshop  therein  shall  be 
granted,  unless  the  person  to  whom  such  license  shall  be  granted  shall  first 
have  paid  to  the  proper  officer  of  such  city  or  town,  for  the  purposes  thereof, 
a  sum  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  every  period  of  six  months  for 
which  such  license  shall  be  issued.  In  cities  and  towns  having  a  population 
of  less  than  ten  thousand  and  over  five  thousand  inhabitants,  no  license  to 
keep  a  dramshop  therein  shall  be  granted,  unless  the  person  to  whom  such

license  shall  be  granted  shall  first  have  paid  to  the  proper  officer  of  such  city 
or  town,  for  the  purposes  thereof,  a  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  for  every  period  of  six  months  for  which  such  license  shall  be  issued ; 
and  in  cities  and  towns  having  a  population  of  five  thousand  inhabitants  and 
under,  no  license  to  keep  a  dranshop  therein  shall  be  granted,  unless  the  per- 
son to  whom  such  license  shall  be  granted  shall  first  have  paid  to  the  proper 
officer  of  such  city  or  town,  for  the  purposes  theref ,  a  sum  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  every  period  of  six  months  for  which  such  license  shall 
be  issued.

President  :  Your  Committee  on  Internal  Improvements,  to  whom 
was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  192,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  section  819, 
chapter  21,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  entitled  'Of 
private  corporations,'  "  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendment.

Amend  Senate  bill  No.  192,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Section  819.  Any  railroad  corporation  or  association,  organized  for  the 
purpose,  shall  have  the  .right  to  construct  and  operate  a  railroad  between 
any  points  within  this  State,  and  to  connect  at  the  State  line  with  railroads 
of  other  States,  and  shall  have  the  right  with  its  road  to  intersect,  connect 
with  or  cross  any  other  railroad,  and  all  railroads  so  connecting,  intersecting 
or  crossing,  shall  receive  and  transport  each  others  passengers,  tonnage  and 
cars  without  delay  or  discrimination,  and  all  such  companies  shall  at  any  and 
all  junctions  and  connections  with  any  other  railroad  company,  receive  at 
once  from  such  other  railroad  campany  any  and  all  cars  of  fi-eight  offered  by 
such  railroad  company  or  companies,  and  shall  forward  such  car  or  cars  to 
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their  destination,  or  as  near  to  tbeir  destination  as  the  road  of  such  company 
may  run,  or  as  such  company  mayor  can  do, and  such  car  or  cars  so  received 
shall  be  started  on  the  way  to  their  destination  withbut  delay,  and  without 
giving  preference  to  other  freight  of  the  same  class,  ancf  shall  be  forwarded 
in  the  order  received.  If  any  railroad  company  violates  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section,  or  neglects  or  refuses  to  comply  with  any  of  its  require- 
ments, any  person  or  persons  damaged  thereby  may  recover  double  the 
amount  of  damages  by  him  or  them  sustained,  and  such  corporation  shall,  in 
addition  thereto,  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  recovered  in  an  action  of 
debt  in  thQ  name  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  shall  also  pay  all  costs  of  suit. 
Such  forfeiture  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  the  county  where 
the  suit  is  brought,  for  the  use  of  the  school  fund.

ence of  the  Senate,  in  open  session,  signed  said  bill,  no  other  business  being 
entertained. 

The  President  announced  that  all  other  business  would  be  suspended, 
and  directed  the  Secretary  to  read  at  length  House  bill  No.  168,  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  section  four  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  thirty-nine  (4939), 
chapter  89,  article  5,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  re- 
lating to  cities,  towns  and  villages." 

The  bill  was  so  read,  and  no  objections  being  made,  the  presiding  offi- 
cer, in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  in  open  session,  signed  said  bill,  no  other 
business  being  entertained.

House  bill  No.  b6,  entitled  ''An  act  to  regulate  practice  in  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  to  aid  in  disposing  of  cases  pending  in  said  court,"  was  taken  up 
and  read  first  time. 

Substitute  for  House  bill  No.  26,  entitled  ''An  act  to  regulate  the  in- 
spection and  sale  of  petroleum  and  its  products,''  was  taken  up,  read  second 
time,  and 

Senator  Yancey  offered  the  following  amendment,  which  was  read  first 
and  second  times  and  referred,  together  with  the  bill,  to  Committee  on  Criminal 
Jurisprudence : 

Amend  section  13  of  printed  bill  by  adding  after  the  word  ^'branded," 
at  the  end  of  said  section,  the  following  words:  "Provided,  that  all  fees 
which  may  hereafter  be  received  by  any  inspector  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  paid  directly  into  the  treasury  department  of  this  State ; 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  several  inspectors  herinbefore 
mentioned  to  furnish  to  the  State  Auditor  a  statement,  duly  verified  by  the 
signature  and  affidavit  of  the  inspector  making  such  statement,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  each  and  every  month,  showing  specifically  the  number  of  barrels 
and  packages  inspected  during  the  month  then  last  past  by  the  inspector 
making  such  statement,  and  showing  specifically  the  total  amount  of  fees 
collected  during  the  past  month,  and  such  inspector  or  inspectors  shall  within 
three  days  after  the  making  of  the  statement  as  above  provided  for,  to  pay 
over  to  the  State  Treasurer  the  whole  amount  of  fees  so  by  him  collected  and 
take  his  receipt  therefor;  provided,  that  the  several  inspectors  hereinbefore 
provided  for  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  out  of  the  fees  so  by  them  collected 
and  paid  into  the  treasury  as  herein  provided,  compensation  for  services,  as 
follows : 

Inspector  of  the  first  district,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per 
annum. 

Inspector  of  the  second  district,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per 
annum. 

Inspector  of  the  third  district,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per 
annum. 

Inspector  of  the  fourth  district,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  to  be  paid  quarter-yearly^  in  equal  installments,  upon  warrants  drawn 
by  the  State  Auditor  upon  the  Treasurer ;  but  no  such  warrant  shall  be  drawn 
uunless  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  shall  be  in  the  treasury,  and  derived  from 
the  fees  for  the  inspection  provided  for  herein,  to  pay  the  same. 
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House  bill  No.  170,  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  erection  of  court 
houses  and  jails  in  places  other  than  at  county  seats,  in  certain  cases/'  was 
taken  up,  read  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

House  bill  No.  244,  entitled  'An  act  to  consolidate  in  one  book  the  back 
tax  books  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State  and  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis," 
was  taken  up,  read  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means. 

House  bill  No.  260,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  3653  of  article  7

House  bill  No.  269,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  two  (2)  of  an  act 
entitled  'An  act  relating  to  the  shipment  of  live  stock,  grain  and  other  arti- 
cles of  trade,'  approved  March  12,  1881,"  was  taken  up,  read  second  time 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Internal  Improvements. 

House  hill  No.  352,  entitled  "An  act  to  restrain  domestic  animals  from 
running  at  large,"  was  taken  up,  read  second  time,  and 

Senator  Dilley  offered  the  following  amendments,  which  were  read  first 
and  second  times :

Substitute  for  House  bill  No.  98,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  amend  sections 
seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  (7333),  seven  thousand  three 
hundred  and  thirty-six  (7336),  seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  (7337)  and  section  seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty-nine  (7359) 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (157)  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  enti- 
tled '  Of  strays,'  "  was  taken  up,  read  third  time  and  passed  by  the  follow- 
ing vote:

House  bill  No.  248,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  filling  of  vacan- 
cies in  the  ofiSce  of  justice  of  the  peace  or  constable  in  cities  having  a  popu- 
lation of  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,"  was  taken  up,  read 
third  time,  and  * 

Senator  Dobyns  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  bill  was  read 
third  time ;  agreed  to. 

Senator  Dobyns  offered  the  following  ame^dmenC,  which  was  read  first 
and  second  times : 

Amend  by  inserting  between  the  words  "inhabitants"  and  "the,"  in 
second  line  of  bill  as  printed,  the  words  "  and  over." 

Senator  Davis  moved  to  lay  the  bill  over  informally,  which  was 
agreed  to. 
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House  bill  ^o.  298,  entitled  ^^An  act  in  relation  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
justices  of  the  peace  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,"  was  taken  up  and  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

House  bill  No.  S97,  entitled  '^An  act  to  amend  section  3684,  chapter  59, 
article  9  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  relating'to  practice 
in  civil  cases,"  was  taken  up  and  passed  by  the  following  voter

The  title  of  the  bill  was  read  and  agreed  to. 

Senator  Oliver  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  the  bill  passed, 
and  to  lay  the  motion  to  reconsider  on  the  table.     The  latter  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Oliver  submitted  the  following  minority  report  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Criminal  Jurisprudence : 

Mb.  President  :  A  minority  of  your  Committee  on  Criminal  Jurispru- 
dence, to  whom  was  referred  House  bill  No.  68,  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend 
section  1232  or  article  2  of  chapter  21  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State 
of  Missouri,  concerning  'Offenses  against  the  lives  and  persons  of  individ- 
uals,' "  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same,  and  for  the 
reasons  hereinafter  set  out,  recommend  that  it  do  pass  with  the  amendment 
accompanying  this  report.  This  bill  seeks  to  amend  section  1232  of  the 
' Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  1879,  by  striking  out  the  word  "or,"  in  the- 
third  line  of  said  section,  and  insert  in  .lieu  thereof  the  words  ''and  every 
homicide,"  which  amendment  will,  in  our  opinion,  reinstate  what  was  under- 
stood to  be  the  law  of  murder  in  this  State  by  the  courts  and  the  bar  for  a 
great  number  of  years,  until  our  own  Supreme  Court,  in  a  recent  case.  State 
vs.  Ernest, 70  Mo.  R.,  in  our  judgment,  overthrew  long  established  precedents, 
and  distorted  the  clear  and  evident  inteption  of  the  Legislature.  In  our 
opinion,  section  1232  of  the  Revised  Statutes  was  mtended  to  classify  the 
various  offenses  which  should  constitute  murder  in  the  first  degree.  It  was 
engrafted  into  onr  criminal  code  from  the  Statutes  of  Pennsylvania,  which  is 
as  follows :  "All  murder  which  shall  be  perpetrated  by  means  of  poison,  or 
by  lying  in  wait,  or  by  any  kind  of  willful,  deliberate  and  premeditated  kill- 
ing, or  which  shall  be  committed  in  the  perpetration  of,  or  attempt  to  per- 
petrate, any  arson,  rape,  robbery  or  burglary,  shall  be  deemed  murder  in  the 
first  degree.'*     Pachy's  Digest,  page  230,  §  82. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  in  construeing  this  section  of 
their  criminal  code,  in  the  case  of  the  Commonwealth  vs.  Hanlan,  3  Brewster, 
461,  say :     -'Where  a  homicide-is  committed  in  the  perpetration  of  a  rape,  an 
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express  intent  to  take  life  need  not  be  shown  to  render  it  murder  in  the  first 
degree." 

In  1835  (section  1,  article  10,  R.  S.,)  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  in 
classifying  the  crimes  constituting  murder  in  the  first  degree,  used  the  fol- 
lowing language:  '^Every  murder  which  shall  be  committed  by  means  of 
poison,  or  by  lying  in  wait,  or  by  any  other  kind  of  willful,  deliberate  and 
premeditated  killing,  or  which  shall  be  committed  in  the  perpetration,  or  at- 
tempt to  perpetrate  any  arson,  rape,  robbery,  burglar^',  or  other  felony,  shall 
be  deemed  murder  in  the  first  degree." 

This  continued  to  be  the  statute  law  of  this  State  without  any  alteration 
or  change  until  the  revising  session  of  1879,  when  the  words  "  other  felony  " 
were  stricken  out  and  the  word  '*  mayhem  "  inserted  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  (as  well  as  the  courts  of  other  States) 
has  followed  the  well  settled  rule  that  where  a  statute  is  brought  into  this 
State  from  another  State,  it  will  follow  the  construction  placed  upon  such 
statute  by  the  courts  of  the  State  from  whence  such  statute  was  taken. 
Such  is  the  rule  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  construing  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  various  States,  when  not  in  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  In  the  case  of  Shuten  vs.  Wood,  57  Mo., 
380,  Napton,  Judge,  speaking  for  the  court,  said:  *^ In  construing  a  legis- 
lative enactment  of  another  State,  or  of  a  foreign  country,  it  is  a  well  settled 
practice  of  all  courts  to  adopt  the  interpretation  of  the  law  which  the  highest 
judicial  tribunals  of  such  State  or  foreign  country  have  given  to  it." 

Following^  this  rule  of  construction,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Missouri  gave 
•to  the  statutes  of  1835  the  construction  that  had  been  given  it  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Pennsylvania.  Hence,  in  the  case  of  Bowers  vs.  State,  5 
Mo.,  364,  we  find  that  our  court  held  in  substance  that  the  killing  of  an  indi- 
vidual in  the  perpetration  or  attempt  to  perpetrate  any  arson,  rape,  robbery, 
burglary,  or  other  felony  was  murder  in  the  first  degree. 

This  doctrine  was  reaffirmed  in  the  case  of  State  vs.  Jennins,  18  Mo., 
435,  and  was  never  questioned  from  that  time  until  in  the  recent  case  of 
State  vs.  Green,  66  Mo.,  631,  when  the  court  still  recognized  the  will  of 
the  Legislature  upon  this  subject  and  say:  "Under  this  section,  every  homi- 
cide committed  in  the  perpetration  or  attempt  to  perpetrate  any  felony  shall 
be  deemed  murder  in  the  first  degree." 

As  before  stated,  the  Legislature  in  1879,  struck  out  the  words  "other 
felony,"  and  inserted  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "mayhem."  It  was  evi- 
dently the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  define  and  classify  what  felonies 
were  intended  to  be  enumerated  in  the  section,  and  to  provide  that  the  killing 
of  an  individual  in  the  perpetration  or  attempt  to  perpetrate  any  arson,  rape, 
robbery,  burglary  or  mayhem,  shall  be  deemed  lAurder  in  the  first  degree. 
But  in  the  verj-  recent  case   of  State  vs.  Ernest,  70  Mo. ,  520,  the  long 
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recognized  and  well  settled  rule  as  to  murder  in  the  first  degree  has  been 
reversed  bj'  a  divided  court.  With  all  due  respect  for  the  court  we  can  not 
believe  that  this  last  ruling  was  in  accord  with  the  spirit,  meaning  and  intent 
of  the  statute.  In  this  last  case  the  circuit  court  instructed  the  jury  as 
follows:  **The  court  instructs  the  jury  that  if  you  believe  from  the  evi- 
dence that  the  defendant,  Earnest,  on  or  about  the  27th  day  of  August, 
1879,  at  the  county  of  Cedar,  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  wilfully,  deliber- 
ately, premeditately  and  of  his  malice  aforethought  or  in  the  attempt  to  com- 
mit a  robbery^  shot  and  killed  Samuel  C.  Hiern,  they  will  find  the  defendant 
guilty  of  murder  in  the  first  degree  as  charged  in  the  indictment." 

Th^  Supreme  Court,  in  commenting  upon  this  instruction,  say  ^4t  will 
be  observed  that  the  court  declares  to  the  jury  that  a  homicide  in  the 
attempt  of  the  slayer  to  perpetrate  robbery  is,  as  a  matter  of  law,  murder  in 
the  first  degree.  The  statute  does  not  declare  that  every  homicide  conxmitted 
in  the  perpetration  or  attempt  to  perpetrate  any  arson,  rape,  robbery,  etc., 
shall  be  murder  in  the  first  degree,  but  that  any  murder  so  committed  shall 
be  deemed  murder  in  the  first  degree.  It'  recognizes  as  possible,  the  com- 
mission of  a  homicide  in  the  attempt  to  perpetrate  either  of  those  crimes 
that  will  be  a  less  crime  than  murder  of  the  first  degree.  It  is  erroneous  to 
declare  as  the  court  did  in  this  case  that  a  homicide  committed  in  the 
attempt  to  perpetrate  any  of  the  other  crimes  named  in  the  statute  as  neces- 
sarily murder." 

In  the  case  of  State  vs.  Hopper,  71  Mo.,  425,  where  a  homicide  was 
committed  in  the  attempt  to  commit  robbery,  the  court  says  ^^we  have  only 
to  reiterate  what  was  said  in  the  Earnest  case." 

In  our  opinion,  those  two  cases  overrules  the  long  established  principle 
that  the  killing  of  a  human  being,  while  in  the  perpetration  of,  or  attempting 
to  perpetrate,  the  enumerated  felonies  as  murder  in  the  first  degree.  In 
those  two  cases  it  is  virtuaUy  held  that  although  the  slayer  is  perpetrating  or 
attempting  to  perpetrate  the  felonies  named  in  the  section,  yet  before  he  is 
guilty  of  murder  in  the  first  degree  there  must  be  coupled  with  the^slaying 
the  other  elements  of  murder,  such  as  willfulness,  deliberation,  premedita- 
tion and  malice. 

Under  these  decisions,  a  robber  may  meet  his  victim  in  the  highway, 
present  his  pistol  and  demand  his  money,  and  if,  in  a  moment  of  nerv'ous- 
ness,  he  discharges  the  pistol  and  kills  his  victim  it  is  not  murder  in  the  first 
degree,  for  it  was  not  intended  to  kill — only  to  rob.  If  a  woman  is  met  on 
the  highway  and  an  attempt  is  made  to  rape  her,  and  in  such  attempt  the 
would-be  perpetrator  of  the  act  chokes  his  victim,  to  prevent  noise  or  detec- 
tion, until  she  is  dead,  it  is  not  murder  in  the  first  degree,  for  there  was  no 
intention  to  kill — only  to  rape. 
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Such,  we  conceive,  was.not  the  intention  of  the  law-makers  of  this  State, 
and  such  was  never  construed  to  be  their  paeaning,  until  the  case  of  State  vs. 
Earnest,  which  makes  the  blackest  character  of  homicide  only  minor 
offenses. 

In  the  opinion  of  a  minority  of  your  committee,  this  bill  will  restore 
the  law  of  murder  in  the  first  degree  to  where  reason,  precedent  and  the 
Legislature  placed  it,  before  the  decision  in  the  Earnest  case,  and  for  that 
reason  we  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendment. 

Senators  Baldwin,  Downing  and  Edwards  of  St.  Charles  concur  in 
recommending  that  the  bill  pass,  with  the  amendment. 

Amend  printed  bill  by  striking  out  of  the  first  line  thereof,  the  following 
words :    ' 'Section  one  of. ' ' 

On  motion  of  Senator  Downing,  the  Senate  resolved  itself  into  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  for  the  consideration  of  Senate  bill  No.  7,  entitled  "  An 
act  to  repeal  section  797,  article  2,  and  sections  838,  842  and  843  of 
article  3  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  and  section  841  of 
article  3  of  the  same  statutes,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  March  17th, 
1881,  and  enact  new  sections  in  lieu  thereof,  and  also  to  amend  sections  8S3 
and  835  of  article  3  of  said  statutes." 

Senator  Dungan  took  the  chair. 

The  President  called  the  Senate  to  order. 

Senator  Dungan  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  which  was  read: 

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  whom  was  referred 
Senate  bill  ^o,  7  and  amendments,  entitled  ''An  act  to  repeal  section  797, 
article  2,  and  sections  838,  842  and ^843  of  article  3  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  Missouri  of  1879,  and  section  841,  of  article  3  of  the  same  statutes,  as 
amended  by  an  act  approved  March  17th,  1881,  and  enact  new  sections  in 
lieu  thereof,  and  also  to  amend  sections  833  and  835  of  article  3  of  said 
statutes,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  recom- 
mend that  the  accompanying  amendments  do  pass. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  section  792,  article  2  of  chapter  21  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  entitled  "Of  private  corporations,"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed  and  the  following  new  section  enacted  in  lieu  thereof : 
Section  792.  The  directors  of  every  railway  company  or  corporation 
which  is  now,  or  hereafter  may  be,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
shall  hold  a  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  in  each  year,  at  their 
oflace  or  place  of  business,  which  shall  have  been  established  in  this  State, 
thirty  days'  notice  having  been  given  by  publication  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers, published  in  the  county  or  city  in  which  the  oflSce  of  such  railroad 
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company  or  corporation  is  situated ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  manager , 
superintendent  or  other  executive  officer  of  every  such  railroad  company  or 
corporation,  and  of  every  railroad  company  or  corporation  doing  business  in 
this  State,  to  transmit,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  April  of  each  year,  to  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  of  this  State,  a  full  and  true  statement,  under  oath, 
of  the  affairs  of  the  said  railroad  company  or  corporation,  as  the  same  ex- 
isted on  the  last  day  of  December  next  preceding.  The  said  statements  shall 
be  made  out  on  forms  furnished  by  said  Railroad  Commissioners,  which  . 
forms  shall  be  such  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  commissioners,  are  neces- 
sary to  show  fully  and  truly  the  condition  of  the  several  railroads,  and  the 
affairs  of  the  several  railroad  companies  or  corporations  within  this  State,  and 
to  furnish  any  and  all  information  regarding  the  said  railroads  that  may  be  of 
public  benefit  and  interest.  The  said  manager,  superintendent  or  other  ex- 
ecutive officer  shall  also  transmit  to  the  office  of  the  said  commissioners,  at 
the  same  tim^  and  together  with  the  statement  aforesaid,  Qopies  of  each  pub- 
lished rate  of  fare  for  passengers  and  tariffs  of  freights  issued  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  their  agents,  during  the  year  ending  with  the  Slst  day  of  Decem- 
ber next  preceding  the  making  up  of  the  aforesaid  statement ;  and  they  shall 
also  promptly  furnish  all  such  information  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  said 
railroad  company  or  corporation  as  may  be  at  any  time  required  by  the  said 
commissioners. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  838,  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  statutes  afore- 
said, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  new  section  en- 
acted in  lieu  thereof : 

Section  838.  The  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  inquire  into  any  neglect 
of  duty  or  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  by  any  railroad  cor- 
poration doing  business  therein,  or  by  the  officers,  agents  or  employes  there- 
of ^  or  by  any  person  operating  a  railroad,  and  whenever  they  shall  receive 
any  complaint,  in  writing,  made  by  any  person  of  any  such  neglect  of  duty 
or  violation,  and  specifying  the  acts  complained  of,  the  said  commissioners 
shall  promptly 'investigate  the  same,  and  they  shall  have  access  to  all  books 
and  papers  used  in  any  office  of  any  such  railroad  corporation  in  this  State, 
when  necessary  in  such  investigations,  and  if  they  shall  find  any  complaint 
well  founded,  or  shall,  in  any  manner  become  convinced  of  any  neglect  or 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  their  duty 
in  all  cases  to  report  the  facts  to  the  prosecuting  attorney  for  the  county  in 
which  the  alleged  offense  was  committed,  and  such  prosecuting  attorney  shall 
institute  and  prosecute,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  any  and  all 
proceedings  necessary  to  enforce  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  prescribed  by 
this  chapter,  and  the  clear  proceeds  arising  therefrom  shall  be  paid  into  the 
county  treasury  of  the  county  where  such  suit  was  instituted ;  the  said  at- 
torny  or  attorneys  so  prosecuting  shall  be  allowed,  in  all  cases,  in  addition  to 
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the  fees  now  allowed  by  law,  such  other  reasonable  compensation  as  shall  be 
assessed  by  the  court  before  whom  the  case  may  be  tried,  to  be  taxed  as  costs 
in  the  case.  The  Attorney-General  shall  be  the  legal  adviser  of  the  Railroad 
Commissioners,  and  shall  give  his  opinion,  in  writing,  to  said  Commissioners 
when  required  by  them  so  to  do,  and  shall  assist  in  the  prosecution  of  all 
cases  when  his  assistance  may  be  required  b}'  the  said  Railroad  Commission- 
ers. This  act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  abridge  or  affect  the  right  of 
any  person  injured  by  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
from  prosecuting  for  the  same :  provided,  however,  that  the  State  shall  not 
be  required  to  pay  any  costs  arising  from  prosecutions  under  this  chapter : 
And  provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this  article  shall  prevent  the  prosecu- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  State  by  its  officers  for  the  criminal  offenses  pre- 
scribed by  this  chapter. 

Sec.  3.  That  section  841,  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  statutes  afore- 
said, as  amended  by  ap  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approvM  March  17, 
1881,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  new  section 
enacted  in  lieu  thereof:  Section  841.  The  said  railroad  commissioners 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  make  and  submit  to 
the  Governor  a  report  of  their  official  acts  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  day 
of  December  next  preceding ;  said  report  to  contain  tabulated  statistics  from 
the  returns  of  the  several  railroad  companies,  and  all  such  information  re- 
garding the  affairs  and  condition  of  the  railroads  of  this  State,  and  such  sug- 
gestions concerning  them,  their  affairs  and  management,  and  the  proper  leg- 
islation for  the  regulation  thereof,  as  the  said  commissioners  may  deem  to  be 
of  public  interest,  benefit  and  importance.  Three  thousand  copies  of  the  said 
report  shall  be  printed,  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  printing  of  other  public 
documents,  and  shall  be  properly  distributed  throughout  the  Sate  by  the  said 
commissioners. 

Sec.  4.  That  section  842,  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  Statutes  afore- 
said, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  new  section  en- 
acted in  lieu  thereof : 

Section  842.  The  railroad  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  classify 
all  articles  of  freight  transported  on  any  railroad  or  part  of  any  railroad 
owned,  leased,  or  occupied  in  this  State,  placing  said  articles  in  either  of  the 
general  or  special  classes  provided  for  in  section  833  of  this  article ;  and  they 
are  further,  authorized  and  empowered  to  fix  such  maximum  rates  on  any 
article  of  freight,  or  on  either  of  the  general  or  special  classes  of  freight, 
transported  on  any  railroad  or  any  part  of  any  railroad  in  this  State,  as  in 
their  judgment,  after  thorough  investigation,  may  be  deemed  just  and 
equitable :  provided,  that  the  provisions  of  section  834  of  this  article,  as 
heretofore  modified  by  action  of  railroad   commissioners,  according  to  law. 
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shall  continue  in  force  until  hereafter  modified  by  the  action  of  said  commis- 
sioners as  herein  specified. 

Sec.  5.  That  section  843,  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  Statutes  afore- 
said, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  new  section  en- 
acted in  lieu  thereof : 

Section  843.  The  railroad  commissioners  shall,  twice  in  each  year,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  carefully  inspect  the  rail- 
roads of  this  State,  and  shall  keep  themselves  informed  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  same,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  operated,  with  especial  reference 
to  the  safety  and  proper  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  also  as  to  the  com- 
pliance of  the  several  railroad  companies  or  corporations  with  the  laws  of 
this  State;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners,  when- 
ever they  have  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  any  of  the  tracks,  bridges  or 
other  structures  of  any  railroad  in  this  State  are  in  a  condition  which 
render  any  of  them  dangerous  or  unfit  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or 
freight  with  reasonable  safety,  to  give  to  the  manager,  superintendent  or 
other  executive  officer  of  the  company,  working  or  operating  the  line  of  rail- 
road upon  which  said  dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge  or  other  structure 
may  be  found,  notice,  in  writing,  of  the  condition  thereof,  and  of  the  re- 
pairs necessary  to  place  the  same  in  safe  condition ;  and  the  said  commission* 
ers  are  also  authorized  and  empowered  to  order  and  direct  the  speed  of  trains 
over  such  dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge  or  other  structure  until  the 
said  repairs  are  made ;  and  if  any  manager,  superintendent  or  other  executive 
officer  aforesaid,  receiving  such  written  notice,  shall  willfully  neglect  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  towards  having  said  repairs  immediately  made,  or  if  the 
instructions  of  the  said  commissioners,  in  relation  to  the  speed  of  trains  over 
such  dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge  or  other  structure,  or  in  relation  to 
the  repairs  thereof,  shall  be  willfully  disregarded  by  any  manager, 
superintendent  or  other  executive  officer,  or  by  any  employe  of  any 
railroad  company  in  Hhis  State,  then  every  such  manager,  superinten- 
dent or  other  executive  officer  or  employe  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  of  the  proper  county  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  and  in  case  the  willful  dis- 
regard of  the  instructions  of  the  commissioners  shall  cause  an  accident 
whereby  human  life  shall  be  lost  or  persons  maimed  or  wounded,  the  said 
manager,  superintendent  or  other  executive  officer  or  employe  so  disregard- 
ing the  said  instructions  shall  severally  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on, 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  State  penitentiary  for  a 
period  not  less  Vhan  two  or  more  than  ten  years.     The  said  commissioners 
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shall  also  have  power  and  authority  to  wholly  stop  the  running  of  trains 
over  any  dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge  or  other  structure  and  in  case 
of  failure  on  the  part  of  any  manager,  superintendent  or  other  executive 
officer  or  emploj'^e  to  repair  such  track,  bridge  or  other  structure,  as  required 
by  the  said  commissioners,  notice  of  such  fact  shall  be  given  to  the  public 
by  the  commissioners,  by  advertisement  in  two  or  more  newspapers  having  a 
general  circulation  along  the  line  of  the  railroad  upon  which  such  repairs 
shall  be  required ;  and  furthermore,  there  may  be  recovered,  in  the  manner 
provided  in  section  838  of  this  article,  from  any  company  owning  or  opera- 
ting a  railroad  within  this  State,  a  sum  not  less  than  one  thousand  nor 
more  than  five  thousand  dollars  foB  each  day  that  expires  after  the  time 
which  may  be  fixed  by  the  said  commissioners,  in  the  written  notice  before 
mentioned,  for  the  repair  of  any  dangerous  or  defective  track,  bridge  or 
other  structure,  for  the  failure  or  neglect  to  repair  the  same,  unless  good  and 
sufficient  cause  can  be  shown  for  such  neglect  or  failure,  to  be  recovered 
before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction ;  and  every  manager,  super- 
intendent or  other  executive  officer  of  any  railroad  corporation  in  this  State 
shall  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the  railroad  commissioners,  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  its  occurrence,  of  any  accident  happening  on  such  railroad, 
and  coming  within  the  character  of  accidents  of  which  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners may  require  notice  to  be  given,  stating,  also,  the  cause  of  each  acci- 
dent, if  known ;  and  for  each  willful  omission  to  give  such  written  notice, 
the  said  manager,  superintendent  or  other  executive  officer  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction.  Upon  the  receipt  at  the  office  of  the  railxoad  commissioners  of 
notice  as  aforesaid  of  any  accident  as  aforesaid,  and  attended  with  loss  of 
life  or  serious  personal  injury,  one  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall,  . 
without  unnecessary  delay,  visit  the  scene  of  such  accident,  and  make  care- 
ful inquiry  and  investigation  into  the  facts  and  circumstances  thereof,  and 
shall  file  a  full  and  complete  report  of  such  inquiry  and  investigation  in  their 
office.  Any  information  they  may  have  acquired  in  relation  to  any  accident 
resulting  in  death  or  serious  personal  injury  shall,  upon  proper  application, 
be  furnished  by  the  said  commissioners  to  any  party  or  parties  interested 
therein. 

Sec.  6.     That  section  833,  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the  statutes  afore- 
said be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  as  follows : 

First — ^By  striking  out  the  word  * 'seven,"  in  the  fourth  line,  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "eight." 

Second — ^By  striking  out  the  word  **and,"  after  the  letter  *'I,  "   in  the 
fourth  line. 

Third — By  inserting  between  the  letter  "  J, "  and  the  vord  "  class, "  in 
the  fifth  line,  the  words  "  and  K.  " 
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Fourth — By  inserting  between  the  words  '* loads"  and  "class, "in 
the  fifth  line,  the  words  '*  of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  pounds.  " 

Fifth — ^By  striking  out  the  words  *'  and  lune  in  lots  of  twenty-four  bar- 
rels or  more,  "  in  the  sixth  and  seventh  lines. 

Sixth — By  inserting  between. the  words  "cement"  and  "water  lime,  " 
in  the  eighth  line,  the  word  "lime. " 

Seventh — By  striking  out  all  of  said  section  after  the  word  "loads, "  in 
the  the  thirteenth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "of  not  less 
than  twenty  thousand  pounds.  Class  K  shall  comprise  the  ores  of  iron  of 
all  kinds,  lead  ore,  zinc  ore  and  copper  ore  and  iron  pig  metal,  pig  lead  and 
copper  ingots  in  car  loads.  In  addition  to  the  several  articles  hereby  placed 
in  the  said  special  classes  there  shall  be  added  other  articles  as  provided  in 
section  842  of  this  article,  and  all  articles  not  before  enumerated  or  subse- 
quently set  into  said  class  as  provided  shall  belong  to  the  four  general  classes, 
and  be  classified  in  the  same  by  thp  Railroad  Commissioners, "  so  that  said 
section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  833.  All  freights  hereafter  transported  upon  any  railroad  or 
part  of  a  railroad  in  this  State,  are  hereby  divided  into  four  general  classes,  to 
be  designated  as  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  classes,  and  into  eight  special 
classes,  to  be  designated  as  classes  D,E,F,G,H,I,  J  and  K.  Class  D  shall 
comprise  all  grain  in  car  loads  of  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  pounds. 
Class  £  shall  comprise  fiour  in  lots  of  fifty  barrels  or  more.  Class  F  shall 
comprise  salt  in  lots  of  sixty  barrels  or  more,  and  cement,  lime,  water  lime 
and  stucco  in  lots  of  twenty-four  barrels  or  more.  Class  G  shall  comprise 
lumber,  lath  and  shingles  in  car  loads.  Class  H  shall  comprise  live  stock  in  car 
loads.  Class  I  shall  comprise  agricultural  implements,  furniture  and  wagons. 
Class  J  shall  comprise  coal,  brick,  sand,  stone,  railroad  ties  and  cord  wood, 
and  all  heavy  fourth  class  articles  in  car  loads  of  not  less  than  twenty  thous- 
and pounds.  Class  K  shall  comprise  the  ores  of  iron  of  all  kinds,  lead  ore, 
zinc  ore  and  copper  ore  and  iron  ore,  pig  metal,  pig  lead  and  copper  ingots 
in  car  loads.  In  addition  to  the  several  articles  hereby  placed  in  the  said 
special  classes  there  shall  be  added  other  articles  as  provided  in  section  842 
of  this  article ;  and  all  articles  not  before  enumerated  or  subsequently  set 
into  said  classes  as  provided  shall  belong  to  the  four  general  classes,  and  be 
classified  in  the  same  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  That  section  835,  article  3  of  the  statutes  aforesaid  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended. 

First — By  striking  out  the  words  "  hereinbefore  provided,"  in  the  fourth 
line,  igad  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "is  as  may  be  established  under 
the  provisions  of  this  article." 

Second — ^By  inserting  between  the  words  "evading"  and  "the,"  in  the 
fifth  line,  the  words  "any  of." 
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Third — By  inserting  between  the  words  ''is"  and  "attempted,"  in  the 
seventh  line,  the  words  "  done  or." 

Fourth — By  striking  out  the  words  "hereinbefore  prescribed,"  in  the 
tenth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "which  is  as  may  be  estab- 
lished as  aforesaid." 

Fifth — By  striking  out  the  words  "  herein  fixed,"  in  the  thirteenth  line, 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  aforesaid." 

Sixth — By  inserting  between  the  words  "evade"  and  "the,"  in  the 
fourteenth  line,  the  words  "any  of." 

Seventh — By  striking  out  the  words  "  exceeding  two,"  in  the  sixteenth 
line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "less  than  fifty  nor  more  than 
five." 

Eighth — By  striking  out  all  of  said  section  after  the  word  "recover," 
in  the  nineteenth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words:  "A 
sum  not  lebs  than  two  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  from  the 
said  railroad  company  or  corporation,  by  civil  action,  in  any  court  having 
competent  jurisdiction,"  so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  885.  In  no  instance  shall  any  such  individual,  company  or  cor- 
poration, lessee  or  other  person,  charge  or  receive  any  greater  rate  of  com- 
pensation for  carrying  freight  or  passengers  than  is  or  may  be  established 
under  the  provisions  of  this  article ;  and  any  individual,  company  or  corpo- 
ration violating  or  in  any  way  evading  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article, 
shall  forfeit  all  right  to  recover  or  receive  any  compensation  whatever  for  the 
services  rendered  wherein  such  violation  is  done  or  attempted ;  and  every 
agent  of  any  such  corporation,  lessee  or  other  individual  operating  any  rail- 
road within  this  State,  who  shall  refuse  to  receive  for  transportation  over  the 
road  for  which  he  is  agent,  in  the  usual  way,  any  of  the  articles  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  on  account  of  the  compensation,  which  is  or  may  be  established 
as  aforesaid,  being  too  low,  or  receiving  any  such  articles  of  freight,  shaU 
charge  or  attempt  to  charge  for  the  transportation  of  the  same,  any  greater 
sum  than  aforesaid,  or  shall  in  any  manner  violate,  or  attempt  to  violate  or 
evade  any  of  the  prdvisions  of  this  article,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  and  the  in- 
jured party  shall  have  a  right  of  action  against  said  agent,  or  against  the 
railroad  company  or  other  persons  operating  the  railroad,  or  both,  in  which 
case  lie  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  a  sum  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  from  the  said  railroad  company  or  corporation,  by 
civil  action,  in  any  court  having  compentent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 
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Amend  printed  amendments  by  striking  out  the  word  '*ore,"  the  42d 
line  of  section  6,  where  it  occurs  between  the  words  "iron"  and  "pig." 

Amendment  to  Senate  bill  No.  7  was  taken  up,  reported  back  by  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  read  first  and  second  thnes  and  agreed  to. 

Senator  Yancey  offered  the  following  amendment,  which  was  read  first 
and  second  times  and  not  agreed  to : 

Sec.  9.  The  importance  of  the  provisions  of. this  act  speedily  taking 
effect,  creates  an  emergency ;  therefore,  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  engrossed  and  printed.  • 

Senator  McGrath  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings  at 
the  Seat  of  Government,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  153,  entitled 
''An  act  to  appropriate  money  for  the  preservation  of  the  flags  and  other 
relics  used  by  the  Missouri  troops  in  the  late  war,"  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass  with  the  ac- 
companying amendment. 

Senate  bill  No.  153  was  taken  up,  and  the  following  amendment  reported 
by  the  committee,  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to : 

Amend  section  one  (1)  by  striking  out  of  thS  first  line,  the  words  '*one 
thousand  dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  words  ''six  hundred 
dollars." 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  engrossed  and  printed. 

Senator  Bryant  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  was 
referred  Senate  bill  No.  62,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  reformatory 
school  for  juvenile  offenders,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered 
the  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amend- 
ments. 

Senator  Bryant  moved  that  the  Senate  resolve  itself  into  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  for  the  consideration  of  Senate  bill  No.  62,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Senator  Rouse  took  the  chair. 

The  President  called  the  Senate  to  order. 

Senator  Rouse  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  which  was  read :

words  "  by  written  endorsement,"  and  by  striking  out  of  12th  and  13th  lines 
the  word  "police."

word  "to,"  occurring  between  the  words  "guardian"  and  "  bind,"  in  the 
4th  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  may,"  and  by  inserting  at 
the  end  of  said  section  the  words  "  treat  him  with  humanity  and  kindness, 
and  furnish  him  with  facilities  for  a  good  common  school  education."

Amend  title  to  bill  by  striking  out  "  reform  "  and  inserting  "  State  In- 
dustrial ' '  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  engrossed  and  printed. 

Senator  McGrath  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  204,  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  extension  of  the  walls  of  the  Penitentiary,  the  erection  of  shops 
and  other  buildings  therein,  the  completion  and  furnishing  of  the  building 
known  as  Centennial  Hall,  the  erection  of  a  warehouse  and  for  other  like  pur- 
poses, and  to  appropriate  money  therefor,"  which  was  read  first  time,  rules 
suspended  and  ordered  not  printed. 

Senator  Baldwin  submitted  the  foUo-^ring  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Retrenchment  and  Reform,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Retrenchment  and  Reform,  to 
whom  was  referred  House  bill  No.  71,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section 
5627  of  chapter  103  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  entitled  'Of  fees,'  " 
beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and  recommend  that 
it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendment. 

House  bill  No.  71  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amendments,  reported 
by  the  committee,  were  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to : 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof,  the  following : 

Section  1.  That  section  5627  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of 
Missouri,  be  and  is  hereby  amended,  by  inserting  between  the  words  "out*' 
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and  "  in,  "  in  the  third  line,  the  following:  ''  In  all  counties  having  a  popu- 
lation of  seventy  thousand  persons  and  over,  the  clerks  shall  be  allowed  to 
retain  two  thousand  dollars  for  themselves,  and  shall  be  allowed  to  pay  for 
deputies  or  assistants  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars ;"  also  amend  said 
section  by  striking  out  the  words  "  or  over,  "  in  the  fourth  line,  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof ,  the  following :  ''and  less  than  seventy  thousand  persons;" 
also  amend  by  striking  out  the  word  '•  seven,  "  in  the  fourteenth  line,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  word  ''  twelve ; "  also  amend  by  striking  out  the 
word  '*  six,  "  in  the  seventeenth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  word 
"  nine ;"  also  amend  by  striking  out  the  word  ''five,"  in  the  twenty-first 
line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof,  the  word  '*  seven ; "  also  amend  by  insert- 
ing the  words  "  for  themselves,  and  be  allowed  to  pay  for  deputies  or  assist- 
ants not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,"  between  the  words  "  dollars"  and 
"  and,  "  in  the  twenty-third  line;  also  amend  by  adding  to  the  end  of  said 
section,  the  following:  "Provided,  that  the  clerks  af  the  circuit  courts  shall 
be  allowed  to  retain,  in  addition  to  the  fees  and  deputy  hire  allowed  under 
this  section,  all  fees  earned  by  them  in  cases  of  change  of  venue  from  othet 
counties :  And  provided  further,  that  in  counties  having  a  population  of 
over  twent}^  thousand  persons  in  which  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  is  ex 
officio  recorder,  said  clerk  shall  be  allowed  to  pay  for  deputies  or  assistants 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amount  pro- 
vided in  this  section,"  and  further  amend  by  striking  out  after  the  word 
"dollars,"  in  the  twenty-third  line,  the  following:  "And  further  provided, 
that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  take  effect  until  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  terms  of  office  of  the  present  clerks  of  courts  of  record  for 
themselves  and  deputies,"  so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Section  5627.  The  aggregate  amount  of  fees  that  any  clerk  under  this 
chapter  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  for  any  one  year's  services  shall  not,  in 
any  case,  exceed  the  amounts  hereinafter  set  out :  In  all  counties  having  a 
population  of  seventy  thousand  persons  and  over,  the  clerks  shall  be  allowed 
to  retain  two  thousand  dollars  for  themselves,  and  shall  be  allowed  to  pay 
for  deputies  or  assistants  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars ;  in  all  counties 
having  a  population  of  forty  thousand  persons  and  less  than  seventy  thousand 
persons,  the  clerks  shall  be  permitted  to  retain  two  thousand  dollars  for 
themselves,  and  be  allowed  to  pay  for  deputies  or  assistants  not  exceeding 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  in  all  counties  having  a  population  of 
thirty  thousand  and  less  than  forty  thousand  persons,  the  clerks  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  retain  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  themselves,  and  be 
allowed  to  pay  for  deputies  or  assistants  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  in  all  counties  having  a  population  of  twenty  thousand  and  less  than 
thirty  thousand  persons,  the  clerks  shall  be   permitted  to  retain  fifteen  hun- 
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dred  dollars  for  themselves,  and  be  allowed  to  pay  for  deputies  or  assistants 
not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  in  all  counties  having  a  pop- 
ulation of  fifteen  thousand  and  less  than  tVenty  thousand  persons,  the  clerks 
shall  be  permitted  to  retain  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  themselves, 
and  be  allowed  to  pay  for  deputies  or  assistants  not  exceeding  nine  hundred 
dollars ;  in  ail  counties  having  a  population  of  ten  thousand  and  less  than 
fifteen  thousand  persons,  the  clerks  shall  be  permitted  to  retain  eleven  hun- 
dred dollars  for  themselves,  and  be  allowed  to  pay  for  deputies  or  assistants 
not  exceeding  seven  hundred  dollars ;  in  all  counties  having  a  population  of 
five  thousand  and  less  than  ten  thousand  peraons,  the  clerks  shall  be  permitted 
to  retain  eleven  hundred  dollars  for  themselves,  and  be  allowed  to  pay  foi: 
deputies  or  assistants  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars ;  in  all  counties 
having  a  population  of  less  than  five  thousand  persons,  the  clerks  shall  be 
permitted  to  retain  twelve  hundred  dollars  for  themselves  and  deputies  ;  in 
all  cases  the  population  to  be  ascertained  from  the  last  State  or  United  States 
census:  provided,  that  the  clerks  of  the  circuit  courts  shall  be  allowed  to  re- 
tain, in  addition  to  the  fees  and  deputy  hire  allowed  under  this  section,  all 
fees  earned  by  them  in  cases  of  change  of  venue  from  other  counties :  and, 
pro\nded,  further,  that  in  counties  having  a  population  of  over  twenty 
thousand  persons,  in  which  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  is  ex-officio  recorder, 
said  clerk  shall  be  allowed  to  pay  for  deputies  or  assistants  not  exceeding 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amount  provided  in  this 
section. 

Senator  Baldwin  moved  to  suspend  the  rule  requiring  the  bill  to  lie  over 
one  dsLY  after  reported,  which  was  agreed  to. 

House  bill  No.  71,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend  section  5627  of  chapter 
103  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  entitled  *0f  fees,'  "  was  taken  up, 
read  third  time  and  passed  by  the  following  vote :

Mr.  President  :  Your  committee  of  the  House  and  Senate,  to  whom 
was  referred  joint  and  concurrent  resolution  No.  21,  requesting  them  to  in- 
quire into  and  report  whether  there  are  any  bonds  of  the  State  subject  to  call 
or  redemption,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  given  the  careful  consider- 
ation that  the  importance  of  the  subject  demands  to  the  matter  set  forth  in 
said  resolution,  with  the  following  result:  They  find  that  there  are  four 
thousand  of  the  North  Missouri  railroad  bonds,  issued  on  March  13th,  1855, 
redeemable  after  twenty  years  from  date,  but  your  committee  have  been  in- 
formed that  said  bonds  have,  in  all  probability,  been  lost,  and  for  that  rea- 
son have  not  been  redeemed.     As  to  the  rest  and  residue  of  said  bonds,  your 
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committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  none  of  the  same  are  option  bonds,  or  are 
now  subject  to  redemption.

The  minority  of  your  committee  find  that  all  of  the  aforesaid  bonds  were 
issued  under  the  act  of  December  10th,  1855,  and,  in  their  opinion,  are  op- 
tion bonds,  subject  to  call  and  redemption  by  the  State.

That  section  2  of  ^'An  act  relating  to  the  shipment  of  live  stock,  grain 
and  other  articles  of  trade,"  approved  March  12,  1881,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  between  the  words  "stock"  and  "or,"  in  the 
4th  line  of  said  section,  the  following  words,  to  wit:  "at  his  own  risk  of 
their  injuring  each  other,  unless  such  injury  is  received  in  a  collision  of 
trains,  or  derailment  of,  or  other  accident  to  the  train  or  car  carrying  such 
live  stock,"  so  that  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  shipper  shall  order  one  or  more  cars  from 
any  railroad  company  for  the  purpose  of  transportation  of  stock,  grain  or  any 
other  articles  of  commerce  or  trade,  he  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  to 
put  in  said  car  or  cars  two  or  more  species  of  live  stock  at  his  own  risk  of 
their  injuring  each  other,  unless  such  injury  is  received  in  a  collision  of 
trains,  or  derailment  of,  or  other  accident  to  the  train  or  ci^  carrying  such 
live  stock,  or  different  kinds  of  grain,  or  different  articles  of  trade  or  com- 
merce ;  and  no  railroad  company,  or  railroad  agent,  shall  charge  for  any  car 
in  which  is  shipped  two  or  more  species  of.  live  stock,  any  greater  price  than 
is  charged  when  only  one  species  of  said  stock  is  shipped  therein ;  nor  shall 
said  railroad  agent,  or  railroad  company,  charge  any  greater  sum  when  two 
or  more  kinds  of  grain  are  shipped  in  any  car  than  is  charged  when  only  one 
kind  of  grain,  which  is  in  said  car,  is  shipped :  provided,  that  said  different 
species  of  stock,  or  kinds  of  grain,  or  other  articles  of  trade  and  commerce, 
which  are  placed  in  said  car  or  cars,  do  not  exceed  the  maximum  limit  of 
pounds  allowed  by  law  and  by  the/  railroad  company  when  only  one  species 
of  live  stock  or  one  kind  of  grain  is  shipped  in  said  car  or  cars.

corporation  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  any  party  injured  by  such  refusal  to  receive 
any  such  articles  for  transportation,   or  by   charging  a  greater  sum  than 
aforesaid,  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  by  civil  action  in  any  court  of  competent  ^jurisdiction:  provided, 
that  in  any  case  of  overcharge,  such  injured  party  shall  not  be  entitled  to  re- 
cover as  aforesaid,    unless    such   railroad   corporation   shall,  within  three 
months  after  notice,  in  writing,  /Of  such  overcharge,  served  upon  any  station 
agent  of  such  corporation,  fail  or  refuse  to  refund  to  such  injured  party  the 
amount  of  such  overcharge,"  so  that  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read 
as  follows : 

Sec.  835.     In  no  instance  shall  any  such  individual  company  or  corpor- 
ation, lessee  or  other  person  charge  or  receive  any  greater  rate  of  compensa- 
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tion  for  carrjnlng  freight  or  passengers  than  is  or  may  be  established  by 
law,  and  any  i];idividual,  company  or  corpor:tion  violating  or  in  any  way 
evading  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  forfeit  all  right  to  recover  or  re- 
ceive any  compensation  whatever  for  the  service  rendered,  wherein  such  viola- 
tion is  attempted ;  and  every  agent  of  any  such  corporation,  lessee  or  other 
individual  operating  any  railroad  within  this  State  who  shall  refuse  to  receive 
for  transportation  over  the  road  for  which  he  is  agent,  in  the  usual  way,  any 
of  the  articles  hereinbefore  mentioned,  on  account  of  the  compensation, 
which  is  or  may  be  established  as  aforesaid,  being  too  low,  or  receiving 
any  such  articles  of  freight,  shall  charge,  or  attempt  to  charge,  for  the  trans- 
portation of  the  same  any  greater  sum  than  is  oi  may  be  established  as 
aforesaid,  or  shall  in  any  manner  violate,  or  attempt  to  violate,  or  evade 
the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  he  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
on  conviction  thereof,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offense.  And  said  railroad  corporation  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  any  party  injured  by  such  refusal  to  receive  any  such  articles  for 
transportation,  or  by  charging  a  greater  sum  than  aforesaid,  not  less  than 
two  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  civil  ac- 
tion in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction :  pro^'ided,  that  in  any  case  of 
overcharge  such  injured  party  shall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  as  aforesaid,  * 
unless  such  railroad  corporation  shall,  within  three  months  after  notice,  in 
writing,  of  such  overcharge,  served  upon  any  station  agent  of  such  corpora- 
tion, fail  or  refuse  to  refund  to  such  injured  party  the  amount  of  such  over- 
charge.

Section  9.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners, through  its  president,  attested  by  its  secretary,  with  the  seal  of  the 
board  thereto  attached,  to  make  out  a  detailed  statement  to  the  mayor  of 
such  city  and  the  municipal  assembly  thereof,  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  of  such  city,  showing  the  number  of  officers  of  all  grades,  the  num- 
ber of  detectives,  the  number  of  patrolmen  or  policemen,  the  number  of 
horses,  hostlers  and  such  other  employes  or  servants  then  of  the  force  or  con- 
templated during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year ;  and  also  showing  the  salary  or  pay 
per  month  and  per  annum  for  each  such  officers,  detectives,  patrolmen,  po- 
licemen, hostlers  or  such  other  employes  or  servants  of  the  board ;  also  the 
approximate  cost  of  keeping  and  maintaining  the  patrol  system  as  then  exist- 
ing and  contemplated  during  the  fiscal  year ;  also  the  amount  of  money  then 
in  the  treasury  of  such  board  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of 
the  department ;  also  the  amount  of  indebtedness  of  the  board  at  the  begin- 
ning of  such  fiscal  year,  if  any  exist,  and  the  cause  of  the  existence  of  such 
indebtedness  and  the  authority  for  same ;  and  also  the  amount  of  money 
actually  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  department  for  all  purposes, 
including  the  pay  of  the  men  and  officers,  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  patrol 
system,  the  repairs  or  construction  of  station  houses,  etc. ;  and  the  mayor 
and  municipal  assembly  of  any  such  city  shall,  in  the  first  appropriation  or- 
dinance passed  by  any  such  city  at  the  beginning  or  during  the  fiscal  year 
of  any  such  city,  appropriate  and  set  apart  out  of  the  gross  revenue  of  such 
city  the  amount  of  money  so  certified  to  as  being  necessary  for  the  purpose 
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of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  department,  after  having  first  deducted  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  upon  the  funded  or  floating 
indebtedness  of  such  city,  the  amount  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  the  eleemosynary  institutions  of  such  city,  the  amount  necessary 
for  paying  the  expenses  of  lighting  such  city  with  gas  or  other  illuminating 
power,  and  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  or  such  other  sum  of  money  as 
may  be  required  by  any  general  or  special  law  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  sinking  fund  of  such  city  in  any  one  year :  provided,  that  the  amount  of 
money  so  appropriated  and  set  apart  in  any  one  year  shall  not  be  less  than 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars :  And  provided  further, 
that  the  municipal  assembly  may,  by  ordinance,  increase  the  metropolitan 
police  force  of  such  city  within  the  maximum  limit  of  this  act,  and  provide 
for  an  appropriation  for  such  increase,  and  may  ftc  the  salaries  of  all  officers, 
detectives,  patrolmen,  policemen  and  other  employes  of  the  board,  except 
the  salaries  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners.

out  between  the  words  "  house,"   in  the  seventeenth  line,  and  the  word 
"  after,"  in  the  nineteenth  line  of  said  section,  the  words  "  warmed,  lighted 
and  open  to  the  ingress  and  egress  of  all  passengers  a  reasonable  time  before 
the  arrival  and  until,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "or  the 
waiting-room  or  rooms  thereof  warmed  and  lighted,  and  open  for  the  use  and 
accommodation  of  all  such  passengers  a  reasonable  time  before,  and;"  and 
by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  after  the  word  "  cars,"  in  the  twenty-sixth 
line  thereof,  and  by  inserting  the  following  in  lieu  thereof:  "and  all  such 
railroad  corporations  shall  receive  and  promptly  transport  and  carry  all  pass- 
engers, baggage,  mails  and  freight  from  such  starting  places  and  regular 
stations,  and  from  the  junctions  of  such  connecting  or  intersecting  railroads, 
whenever  the  same  shall  be  delivered  or  offered  to  them  for  transportation : 
provided,  that  such  railroad  corporation  shall  have  the  right,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  their  duty,  to  exclude  and  eject  from  such  depots,  passenger  houses 
and  the  waiting-room  or  rooms  thereof  all  loafers,  vagabonds,  tramps,  pick- 
pockets, gamblers,  confidence  men  and  other  disreputable  and  disorderly  per- 
sons, as  may  endanger  the  property  or  the  security  and  comfort  of  such  pass- 
engers.   Every  railroad  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this

section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  nor  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  Stat-e  of  Mis- 
souri, to  the  use  of  the  school  fund  of  the  county  wherein  the  suit  is  insti- 
tuted, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  to  sue  for  and  re- 
cover the  same ;"  so  that  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 
'^Section  797.     Fvery  railroad  corporation  in  this   State,  which  now  is, 
or  may  hereafter  be  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  property, 
shall  give  public  notice  of  the  regular  time  of  starting  and  running  its  cars 
from  the  various  stations  on  the  line  of  its  railroad,  and  shall  furnish  sufficient 
accommodations  for  the  transportation  of  ail  such  passengers,   baggage, 
mails  and  express  freight  as  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time  previous  thereto, 
be  offered  for  transportation  at  the  place  of  starting,  at  the  junctions  of  other 
railroads,  and  at  the  several  stopping  places ;   and  shall,   at  such  starting 
place,  at  all  regular  passenger  stations,  and  at  all  crossings  and  intersections 
of  other  railroads,  where  such  other  railroads  and  the  railroad  crossing  the 
same,  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  made  upon  the  same  grade,  and  the 
character  of  the  same  at  such  crossing  or  intersection  will  admit  of  the  same, 
either  jointly  with  the  railroad  company  whose  road  is  crossed  or  separately, 
erect,  build  and  maintain  a  depot  or  passenger  house  and  waiting  room,  or 
rooms  sufficient  to  comfortably  accommodate  all  passengers  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival and  departure  of  trains  at  such  regular  passenger  station,  junction  or 
railroad  crossing,  and  shall  keep  such  depot  or  passenger  house,  or  the  wait- 
ing room  or  rooms  thereof,  warmed  and  lighted,   and  open  for  tl\e  use  and 
accommodation  of  all  such  passengers  a  reasonable  time  before  and  after  the 
departure  of  all  trains  carrying  passengers  on  said  railroad  or  railroi^,  and 
they  are  hereby  required  to  stop  all  trains  carrying  passengers  at  the  junction 
or  intersection  of  other  railroads,  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  allow  the 
transfer  of  passengers,  personal  baggage,  mails  and  express  freight  from  the 
trains  of  railroads  connecting  or  intersecting,   or  they  may  mutually  arrange 
for  the  transportation  of  such  persons  and  property  over  both  roads  without 
change  of  cars ;  and  all  such  railroad  corporations  shall  receive  and  promptly 
transport  and  carry  all  passengers,  baggage,  mails  and  freight  from   such 
starting  places  and  r^ular  stations,  and  from  the  junctions  of  such  connect- 
ing or  intersecting  railroads,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  delivered  or  offered 
to  them  for  transportation :  provided,  that   such  railroad  corporations  shall 
have  the  right,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,   to  exclude  and  eject  from 
such  depots,  passenger  houses,  and  the  waiting  room  or  rooms  thereof,  all 
loafers,   vagabonds,   tramps,  pickpockets,  gamblers,  confidence  men,  and 
other  disreputable  and   disorderly  f)ersons  as  may  endanger  the  property  or 
the  security  and  comfort  of  such  passengers.     Every  railroad   corporation 
violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  not  less 
s  J— 31 
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than  two  hundred  and  fifty  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Missouri  to  the  use  of  the  school  fund  of 
the  county  wherein  the  suit  is  instituted ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
prosecuting  attorney  to  sue  for  and  recover  the  same."

Senator  Dobyns  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Judiciary,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referried 
House  bill  No.  262,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics 
and  inspection  of  factories,  mines  and  workshops  throughout  this  State  and 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  inspector  for  the  same,  and  to  repeal  article 
one  of  chapter  154  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  entitled  'Of 
statistics,'  "  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same  and 
recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying  amendment. 
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House  bill  No.  262  was  taken  up  and  the  following  amendment  reported 
by  .the  committee,  was  read  for  information  and  75  copies  ordered  printed : 

Amend  House  bill  No.  262,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  the  following  in  lieu  thereof  t 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  established  a  separate  and  distinct  depart- 
ment in  this  State,  to  be  known  as  the  ^'Bureau  of  labor  statistics  and 
inspection  of  factories,  mines  and  workshops." 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  department  shall  be  to  collect,  assort,  sys- 
tematize and  present  in  annual  report  to  the  Grovcmor,  to  be  by  him  trans- 
mitted bi-ennially  to  the  General  Assembly ,  statistical  details  and  information 
relating  to  all  the  departments  of  labor  in  the  State,  especially  in  its  relations 
to  the  commercial,  industrial,  social,  educational  and  sanitar}"  condition  of 
the  laboring  classes,  and  to  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the  productive 
industries  of  the  State,  and  also  to  secure  the  inspection  of  all  mines,  facto- 
ries, warehouses,  workshops,  foundries,  machine  shops  and  other  manufac- 
turing establishments,  where  persons,  male  and  female,  are  employ^l 
throughout  the  State,  and  the  observance  of  the  regulations  herein  relating 
thereto. 

Sec.  3.  The  Grovemor  shall,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
appoint,  immediately  after  this  act  goes  into  effect,  and  every  two  years 
thereafter,  commencing  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  February,  1885,  some 
suitable  person  to  perform  the  duties  herein  required,  who  shall  be  known  as 
^^Commissioner  of  labor  statistics  and  inspection,"  and  who  shall  keep  an 
office  in  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Governor. 

Sec  4.  The  commissioner  shall  have  power  and  authority,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  to  enter  and  to  inspect  all  factories,  warehouses, 
elevators,  workshops,  tunnels,  mines,  foundries,  machine  shops  and  other 
manufacturing  establishments,  and  he  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  inspect,  or 
cause  to  be  inspected,  the  same,  and  shall,  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifth 
day  of  January,  present  a  report  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  Grove.rnor,  which 
shall  contain  statistical  details  relating  to  all  departments  of  labor*  in  the 
State,  and  to  the  inspections  made  by  him,  together  with  such  other  informa- 
tion as  is  contemplated  by  section  two  of  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  The  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths  or 
affirmations,  to  examine  witnesses,  and  to  take  and  preserve  evidence ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  State,  county  and  municipal  officers  to  furnish  to 
said  commissioner,  upon  his  request,  all  statistical  information  in  reference 
to  labor  which  may  be  in  their  possession  as  such  officers. 

Sec.  6.     The  owner,  lessee,  operator  or  manager  of  any  mine,  factory, 
workshop,  warehouse,  elevator,  foundry,  machine  shop  or  other  manufactur 
ing  establishment,  shall  not  put  at  work  or  place  therein  for  the  purpose  of 
labor  or  service,  more  persons  in  any  one  room  er  place  than  hygienic  laws 
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will  warrant,  with  safety  to  the  health  of  such  persons ;  all  such  rooms  or 
places  of  employment  shall  have  sufficient  ventilation  to  carry  off  all  foul  or 
impure  air,  and  to  reduce  the  air  of  such  room  or  place  of  employment  to 
the  standard  of  fresh  air  as  near  as  may  be  practicable.  Such  rooms  or 
places  shall  also  have  a  sufficient  number  of  doors,  stairways  and  fire-escapes 
for  the  ready  egress  and  escape  of  the  maximum  number  of  employes 
therein ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  commissioner  to  include  in 
his  annual  report  any  non-observance  of  the  requirements  and  regulations 
contained  in  this  section  which  may  come  to  his  knowledge,  together  with  the 
facts  in  relation  thereto,  and  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  he 
may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  7.  Any  owner,  operator,  manager  or  lessee  of  any  mine,  factory, 
workshop,  warehouse,  elevator,  foundry,  machine  shop  or  other  manufactur- 
ing establishment,  or  any  agent  or  employe  of  such  owner,  operator,  man- 
ager or  lessee,  who  shall  refuse  to  said  commissioner  admission  therein  for 
1^  purpose  of  inspection,  or  who  shall,  when  requested  by  him,  neglect  or 
refuse  to  furnish  him  any  statistical  or  other  information  relative  to  his  du- 
ties, which  may  be  in  their  possession  or  under  their  control,  shall,  for  every 
such  neglect  or  refusal  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on 
conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  The  Commissioner  of  Labor  Statistics  and  Inspection  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  payable  monthly,  and  said 
commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  such  assistance  and  incur  such 
expense,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  expenses  to  be  paid  on  the 
vouchers  presented  by  the  commissioner :  provided,  however,  that  said  ex- 
penses shall  not  exceed,  in  any  one  year,  the  amount  appropriated  therefor ; 
said  commissioner  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute 
a  bond  to  the  State  of  Missouri  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  with 
two  or  more  good  and  sufficient  securities,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful, 
honest  and  impartial  performance  of  his  duties  under  this  act,  which  bond 
shall  be  approved  by  the  State  Auditor  and  ffied  in  his  office. 

Sec  9.  There  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  remaining  in 
the  State  treaeury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  ensuing  two  years,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  Said  commissioner  shall  include  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Grov- 
emor  an  itemized  statement  of  the  expenses  of  the  bureau  incurred  by  him. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  or  in 
any  way  affect  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  *^An  act  providing  for  the 
health  and  safety  of  persons  employed  in  coal  mines,  and  providing  for  the 
inspection  of  the  same,"  approved  March  23,  1881,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
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duty  of  said  commissioner  to  secure,  as  far  as  may  be  in  bis  power,  a  proper 
observance  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  on  the  part  of  county  and  other 
courts  throughout  the  State.  Said  commissioner  shall  have  authority,  when* 
ever  necessary  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  to  personally  inspect  any  of  the 
mines  in  this  State. 

Sec.  11.  Article  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  12.  The  necessity  for  securing  to  the  people  of  this  State  the  ben- 
efits of  this  act  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  creates  an  emergency  in  the 
meaning  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State ;  therefore,  this  act  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Senator  Downing  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Peniten- 
tiary, which  was  read : 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Penitentiary  respectfully  ask 
leave  to  present  the  following  report :  Previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Gren- 
eral  Assembly,  grave  charges  of  mismanagement  had  been  made  publicly 
against  the  managers  of  the  penitentiary,  and  the  newspapers  had  for 
some  time  been  full  of  sensational  articles  relating  to  the  investigation  which 
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had  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Inspectors  in  August,  1882.  When  the 
Committee  perfected  an  organization  in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  matters 
were  of  sufficient  importance,  and  seemed  to  have  a  sufficient  foundation  in 
fact  to  demand  an  investigation,  they  directed  a  letter  to  the  Inspectors  re- 
questing that  the  testimony  taken  in  that  investigation  be  placed  in  their 
hands,  which  request  was  promptly  complied  with.  The  testimony  was  read 
by  the  Committee,  and  was  of  such  a  character  that  they  deemed  a  rigid 
investigation  necessary,  and  to  that  end  asked  and  were  granted  power  by 
the  Senate  to  send  for  persons  and  papers.  In  reference  to  this  matter,  the 
following  letter  was  received  from  Grovemor  Crittenden :

It  was  sent  to  me  by  the  Board,  and  I  have 
held  it  until  a  committee  on  Penitentiary  should  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
of  your  honorable  body,  with  the  view  of  delivering  it  to  that  Committee.  If 
compatible  with  the  views  of  the  Committee,  I  suggest  that  a  thorough 
examination  be  made  of  the  financial  and  physical  management  of  that  insti- 
tution, without  fear  or  favor,  and  that  such  a  report  be  made  to  the  Legisla- 
ture as  the  wisdom  of  the  Committee  may  suggest.  ,

The  Penitentiary  is  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  Inspectors  and 
the  Warden,  the  Board  being  composed  of  the  State  Treasurer,  the  State 
Auditor  and  the  Attorney-General,  and  their  powers  and  duties  are  estab- 
lished by  law.  We  find  that  the  Board  of  Inspectors  have  not  maintained 
that  control  over  the  management  and  discipline  of  the  penitentiary  which 
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the  law  imposes  upon  them  as  a  duty.'  While  their  testimony  shows  that 
they  made  monthly  visits  to  the  Penitentiary,  with  possibly  a  few  exceptions, 
and  sometimes  oftener  than  once  a  month,  they  failed  to  keep  a  record  of 
all  such  meetings  and  visits  as  is  required  by  law.  Up  to  August,  1882, 
they  inade  no  examination  of  the  invoices  of  goods  bought,  or  into  any  of 
the  financial  transactions  of  the  Penitentiary  further  than  as  such  were  shown 
in  the  monthly  statements  and  balance  sheets  of  the  Warden.  Here,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  rests  primarily  the  foundation  of  the  charges 
against  the  management  of  the  Penitentiary.  We  feel  constrained  to  say 
that  had  the  Inspectors  properly  performed  their  duties,  as  required  by  law, 
none  of  the  abuses  charged,  or  hereinafter  mentioned,  could  have  existed 
without  their  knowledge. 

The  Warden,  by  virtue  of  his  position,  has  the  charge  and  custody  of 
the  Penitentiary  prison,  with  the  buildings,  stock,  provisions  and  every 
other  description  of  property  pertaining  thereto  belonging  to  the  State ;  and 
it  is  provided  by  section  6511  of  the  Revised  Statutes  that  he  shall  not  sell 
or  give  to  any  of  the  officers  or  employes  of  the  prison  any  fuel,  forage  or 
provisions  under  his  charge,  nor  permit  such  things  to  be  taken  or  used 
except  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  State.  We  find  that  the  Warden  has 
violated  some  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  having  in  a  number  of 
instances  sold  forage  and  fuel  to  officers  and  employes. 

It  also  appears  from  the  testimony  that  from  eight  to  twelve  horses 
belonging  to  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  prison  were  kept  at  the  Peni- 
tentiary stables,  part  of  them  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  While  the  evi- 
dence shows  that  those  last  mentioned  were  used  in  doing  the  work  of  the 
State,  it  is  unauthorized  by  law  and  the  committee  considers  it  an  abuse. 
The  Inspectors  in  October,  1882,  adopted  a  resolution  prohibiting  the  keep- 
ing of  any  horses  other  than  those  belonging  to  the  State  at  the  Penitentiar}' 
stables,  and,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  this  has  been  strictly  enforced. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  State  has  been  leasing  a  farm  in  Cailtfway 
county,  opposite  the  Penitentiary,  and  there  raising  potatoes,  cabbage  and 
other  vegetables  for  the  Penitentiary.  This  has  proved  quite  an  advantage 
to  the  State,  financially,  as  they  can  be  raised  for  much  less  than  they  would 
cost  in  open  market. 

In  this  connection  the  committee  desiies  to  state  that  it  has  examined 
into  the  charges  made  that  convicts  and  teams  from  this  farm  were  used  in 
cultivating  a  farm  in  that  vicinit}'  belonging  to  or  leased  by  a  brother  of  the 
Warden,  and  find  them  to  be  without  foundation  in  fact. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  testimony  that  a  barber-shop  is  in  operation  in 
the  seconc^  story  of  the  round-house  which  is  patronized  by  the  officers, 
guards  and  employes  of  the  Penitentiary  and  some  of  the  contractors  and 
their  employes.     Up  to  the  time  of  the  Inspectors*  investigation,  the  testi- 
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mony  shows  that  this  shop  was  under  the  charge  of  B.  D.  Willis  and  that 
three  able-bodied  convicts  were  employed  there.  Some  of  the  patrons  of  the 
shop  paid  for  the  work  they  had  done,  the  shop  yielding,  according  to  the 
testimony,  from  $10  to  $15  per  month  oat  of  which  the  expenses  were  paid. 
The  profits  of  the  shop  since  January  1,  1881,  and  which  were  retained  by 
B.  D.  Willis,  amounts  according  to  his  testimony,  to  about  $125. 

It  has  been  a  custom  for  many  years  to  keep  a  barber  shop  here,  the 
profits  of  which  were  retained  by  the  party  having  control  of  it,  but  the  com 
mittee  does  not  sanction  the  custom.  The  labor  of  these  three  convicts  is 
worth,  at  the  regular  contract  price  of  40  cents  a  day,  $360  a  year.  The 
Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  ofiScers  and  employes  desire  a  shop 
there,  they  should  employ  the  convicts  as  do  the  contractors,  and  not  have 
this  work  don^  at  the  expense  of  the  State.  The  Inspectors  adopted  a  reso- 
lution in  October,  1882,  requiring  an  account  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  this  shop  to  be  kept,  the  balance  after  paying  all  expenses,  to  be 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  it  is  now  managed  as  required  therein. 

We  find  that  while  the  law  requires  that  no  purchase  of  supplies  in  excess 
of  $500  shall  be  made  by  the  Warden,  without  authority  from  the  Board  of 
Inspectors,  such  purchases  have  been  repeatedly  made.  While  we  regard 
such  purchases  as  a  technical  violation  of  the  law,  yet,  in  our  opinion,  they 
have  inured  to  the  benefit  of  the  State. 

It  was  charged  on  the  streets  and  elsewhere  that  the  Warden  received 
rebates  from  the  parties  of  whom  he  purchased  supplies,  and  the  charge 
seemed  to  have  some  foundation  in  fact  from  the  testimony  of  Wm.  Meyers. 
The  Committee  deemed  this  matter  of  so  much  importance  that  they  decided 
to  examine  the  parties  with  whom  the  Warden  had  dealings,  to  ascertain  the 
correctness  or  falsity  of  the  charge,  and  to  that  end  visited  St.  Louis,  where 
his  purchases  in  the  main  were  made.  In  investigating  this  matter  the  most 
prominent  business  men  of  St.  Louis  were  brought  before  the  Committee,  and 
testimony  was  never  more  unanimous,  all  stating  most  emphatically  that 
they  had  never  paid  or  given  to  the  Warden  or  any  member  of  his  family, 
or  any  one  in  his  employ,  ciirectly  or  indirectly,  any  rebate,  or  money  or  ar- 
ticle of  value  of  any  kind  or  discription,  in  consideration  of  his  making 
purchases  of  them.  Further  than  this,  they  all  stated  that  the  Warden  was 
a  careful  and  prudent  buyer,  well  posted  in  all  lines  of  goods,  and  always 
securing  the  lowest  price  when  purchasing.  This  testimony  is  corroborated 
by  the  merchants  of  this  city,  of  whom  the  Warden  has  made  purchases. 

There  has  been  considerable  comment  regarding  the  removal  of  United 
States  prisoners  from  this  Penitentiary  to  that  of  Chester,  Illinois.  We 
find  that  but  one  prisoner,  M.  E.  Bodgers,  was  removed,  his  removal  having 
been  requested  by  himself  and  his  friends,  and  the  cause  thereof  being  that 
he  had  been  whipped  for  what  is  entered  on  the  prison  records  as  fastidious- 
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ness  in  the  dining  room,  etc.  The  punishment  was  inflicted  October  1st, 
1880,  and  the  extent  thereof  was  three  stripes.  The  correspondence  of  the 
Warden  with  the  Honorable  Brewster  Cameron,  of  the  Department  of 
Justice,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  which  appears  in  the  Warden's  testimony, 
fully  explains  this  matter.  ' 

The  Committee  finds  that  the  convicts  who  have  worked  on  Sunday  did 
so  voluntarily,  for  which,  they  were  paid  by  the  contractors,  and  the  amount 
retained  by  them,  and  that  no  convict  has  been  forced  to  work  against  his 
will  on  Sunday.  The  only  work  done  on  Sunday  was  that  of  cleaning 
machinery  and  rubbing  down  seams  in  the  saddle-tree  shops.  It  was  neces- 
sary that  this  last  labor  should  be  performed  on  Sunday,  or  the  convicts  in  this 
shop  were  unemployed  on  Saturday.  While  opposed  to  compelling  convicts 
to  work  on  Sunday,  the  Committee  believe  that  the  contractors  should  not 
be  denied  a  sufficient  number  of  volunteers  to  clean  up  their  machinery,  and 
to  do  any  other  work  that  may  be  absolutely  necessary  on  that  day. 

In  January,  1881,  the  Warden,  by  direction  of  the  Inspectors,  adver- 
tised for  bids  for  supplying  beef  for  the  Penitentiary,  the  beef  to  be 
delivered  on  hoof  at  the  prison  to  be  what  is  known  as  ^'butcher's  beef,"  and 
net  50  per  cent. 

When  the  bids  were  opened  on  February  8,  1881,  it  was  found  that 
there  were  three  bidders — John  W.  Gordon  of  Cole,  Newton  &  Son  of 
Sedalia  and  Waddy  Thompson  of  Warrensburg — and  the  former  being  the 
lowest  bidder  the  contract  was  awarded  to  him.  The  testimony  shows  that 
there  was  a  collusion  between  these  bidders  and  the  committee  believe  that 
each  knew  what  the  other  was  to  bid  and  had  agreed  that  Grordon  was  to  be 
the  lowest  bidder.  In  consideration  of  this,  Gordon  permitted  Newton  & 
Son  to  furnish  what  is  known  as  '^cut"  meat  on  his  contract  and  paid 
Thompson  the  sum  of  either  $500  or  $600.  Newton  &  Son,  who  held  the 
contract  for  supplying  beef  prior  to  Januajy  1,  1881,  were  at  that  time  sup- 
plying from  150  to  200  pounds  of  cut  meat  per  day  to  the  Penitentiary  and 
continued  to  do  so  under  Gordon's  contract  until  in  September,  1881,  when 
they  were  notified  by  the  Warden  that  no  more  would  be  received.  A  short 
time  prior  to  this,  Hon.  Phil.  E.  Chappell,  one  of  the  Inspectors,  discovered 
that  this  cut  meat  was  being  received  and  spoke  to  the  Warden  regarding  it, 
advising  him  to  receive  no  more  of  it,  which  advice  the  Warden  promised  to 
follow.  However  this  cut  meat  was  received  for  some  time  from  Newton  & 
Son,  of  Sedalia,  after  this  conversation  before  it  was  stopped.  For  two 
months,  November  and  December,  1881,  from  150  to  200  pounds  of  cut 
meat  was  received  daily  from  St.  Louis,  being  shipped  by  the  commission 
house  of  Gates  &  Co.,  on  the  order  of  Waddy  Thompson.  No  cut  meat 
was  received  after  this  time.  Considerable  of  this  meat,  both  of  that  from 
Sedalia  and  from  St.  Louis,  was  tainted  and  spoiled  when  it  reached  the 
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Penitentiary  and  was  thrown  away.  The  price  paid  for  this  meat  was  from 
one  to  one  and  a  quarter  cents  a  pound  less  than  the  net  price  paid  for  the 
beef  delivered  at  the  Penitentiary  on  hoof.  The  testimony  shows  that  none 
of  the  meat  which  was  spoiled  was  paid  for  by  the  State.  The  committee 
failed  to  find  that  the  Warden  was  in  any  way  interested  in  the  beef  con- 
tracts, or  that  he  knew  at  the  time  of  letting  the  contracts  that  there  had 
been  a  combination  between  the  bidders — Gordon,  Thompson  and  Newton  & 
Son.  The  committee  unqualifiedly  disapprove  of  these  transactions.  By 
direction  of  the  Inspectors,  the  Warden  had  advertised  for  proposals  to 
furnish  all  the  beef  required  at  the  prison  and  the  contracts  therefor  were 
approved  by  the  Inspectors,  and  the  committee  deem  it  a  violation  of  his 
duties  for  him  to  purchase  beef  from  an}r  other  source  or  of  any  other  kind 
than  under  the  contract.  While  the  Warden  had  unlimited  control  of  the 
purchase  of  all  supplies  except  this  one  item,  the  Inspectors  sought  to 
regulate  this,  and,  in  our  judgment,  he  had  no  right  to  make  outside  pur- 
chases to  the  extent  which  he  did  without  their  knowledge  and  consent. 

We  find  the  Penitentiary  in  a  clean,  wholesome  condition,  well  policed, 
and  managed  to  the  interest  of  the  State.  It  is  not  self-supporting,  but  pays 
all  expenses  except  that  of  the  officers.  With  added  facilities  and  new  build- 
ings about  to  be  erected,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  better  price  for  the  labor 
can  be  obtained,  and  the  convicts  be  made  not  only  to  feed  themselves,  but 
to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  guards,  etc. 

The  penitentiary  discipline  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Warden 
and  his  deputy.  As  regards  the  punishment  inflicted  for  violations  of  the 
rules,  in  some  cases  it  may  seem  severe,  but  when  we  take  into  consideration 
the  fact  that  the  convicts  imprisoned  are  bad,  vicious  men,  confined  for  crime, 
and,  as  a  punishment  for  crime  of  all  grades,  condemned  to  hard  labor,  all 
will  admit  that  among  them  strict  discipline  must  be  enforced  and  the  means 
and  authority  for  punishment  conferred  upon  the  Warden  must  be  adequate 
to  this  end. 

We  feel  a  delicacy  in  making  a  recommendation  in  this  regard,  especi- 
ally to  satisfy  the  whims  of  impractical  philanthropists,  who  would  have  the 
convicts  treated  as  distinguished  guests  of  the  State,  but  prefer  rather  to 
leave  the  matter  to  the  judgment  of  those  who  have  charge  of  the  peniten- 
tiary, trusting  to  their  experience,  wisdom  and  humanity. 

The  testimony  shows  that  convict  labor  is  employed  at  the  Executive 
Mansion,  without  compensation  to  the  State,  in  attending  to  the  grounds, 
furnaces  and  the  stables.  This  is  unauthorised  by  law,  being  prohibited 
since  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1879  went  into  effect. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  desire  to  state  that  they  have  made  a 
thorough  and  impartial  investigation  of  every  charge  made  against  the  Peni- 
tentiary and  have  omitted  no  line  of  enquiry  suggested  by  the  charges  in  the 
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public  press,  assertions  on  the  streets  or  the  investigation  made  by  the  Board 
of  Inspectors,  and  find  nothing  worthy  of  mention  in  this  report  except  as  here- 
inbefore set  out,  and  that,  in  no  instance,  has  there  been  any  evidence  of  cor- 
ruption or  peculation.  We  submit  herewith  all  the  testimony  taken  by  us  for 
the  information  of  the  Senate,  to  which  we  refer  for  fuller  details.

The  President  announced  that  all  other  business  would  be  suspended, 
and  directed  the  Secretary  to  read  at  length  Senate  bill  No.  78,  entitled  '^An 
act  to  authorize  counties  to  purchase  lands  at  judicial  and  trustee  sales  when 
necessary  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  internal  improvement 
and  road  and  canal  funds,  and  to  provide  for  the  disposition  thereof  when 
purchased;"

Said  bills  were  immediately  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the 
signature  of  the  Speaker.  After  bAng  duly  signed,  the  bills  were  this  day 
presented  to  the  Grovemor  by  the  Secretary.

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Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  to  whom  was 
referred  Senate  bill  202,  entitled  ^'An  act  relating  to  acknowledgments  of 
instruments  affecting  real  estate,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  com- 
pared the  same  and  find  it  to  be  truly  engrossed,  and  that  the  printed  copies 
thereof  furnished  to  the  Senators  are  correct.

The  amendments  to  House  bill  No.  445,  entitled  "An  act  to  revise  and 
amend  the  general  laws  in  relation  to  roads  and  highways,  and  providing  for 
establishing,  opening,  repairing  and  vacating  the  same,"  reported  by  the 
committee,  were  taken  up  and  75  copies  ordered  printed. 

Said  amendments  being  as  follows : 

Amendment  No.  1. — ^Amend  section  1.  printed  bill,  by  inserting  between 
the  words  "be"  and  "opened,"  in  the  first  line  of  said  section,  the  word 
"est^biUhed." 

Amendment  No.  2. — ^Amend  section  4,  printed  bill,  hy  inserting  between 
the  words  "employed"  and  "and,"  where  they  occur  in  the  fifth  line  of  said 
section,  the  following  words :  "and  such  allowance  for  his  actual  and  neces- 
sary expenses  while  traveling  on  business  for  the  county,  as  the  county  court 
may  deem  just  and  proper." 

Amendment  No.  3. — ^Amend  section  7,  printed  bill,  by  striking  out  said 
section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Section  7.  The  court  shall,  when  such  petition  is  presented  and  pub- 
licly read,  and  upon  proof  of  notice  having  been  given,  as  required  by  the 
next  preceding  section,  hear  the  remonstrance  of  any  eight  or  more  free- 
holders residing  in  the  township  or  townships  through  which  the  proposed 
road  may  run,  and  such  witnesses  as  the  respective  parties  may  produce,  and 
if  the  court  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  facts  in  the  case  justify  it,  may 
make  an  order  requiring  the  road  commissioner  to  view,  survey  and  mark 
out  such  road  and  make  report  thereof  at  the  next  term  thereafter.    The

road  commissioner  shall  take  the  relinquishment  of  the  right  of  way  of  all 
persons  who  may  give  such,  and  shall  state  in  his  report  the  names  of  all 
persons  who  have  relinquished  the  right  of  way,  the  names  of  all  persons 
who  have  failed  or  refus/ed  to  relinq'uish  the  right  of  way,  with  the  reason 
therefor,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  all  bridges  that  may  be  needed  on  said 
road ;  which  reports,  rights  of  way  and  plats  shall  be  filed  with  the  county 
court  on  the  first  day  of  the  next  regular  term  thereafter,  or  with  the  clerk 
thereof  in  vacation  prior  thereto,  and  be  free  to  the  inspection  of  all  persons 
interested  therein. 

Amendment  No.  4.  Amend  section  8  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Section  8.  If  any  person  or  persons  through  whose  lands  such  pro- 
posed new  road  or  change  of  road  shall  run,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  relinquish 
the  right  of  way  for  the  same,  the  said  county  court  shall  appoint,  by  order 
of  record,  three  disinterested  free-holders  of  the  county,  to  act  as  commis- 
sioners to  view  the  premises,  and  assess  the  damages  which  the  owners  may 
severally  sustain  by  reason  of  the  location  of  said  new  road  or  change  of 
road,  which  said  commissioners,  after  having  been  duly  sworn  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  perform  their  duties,  shall  proceed  to  view  the  premises  and 
shall  return,  under  oath,  to  the  county  clerk,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
the  next  regular  term  of  the  court  thereafter,  such  assessment  of  damages, 
setting  forth  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  clerk  shall  file  the  same ;  should 
the  premises  of  more  than  one  owner  or  other  person  interested  be  included 
in  the  same  proceedings  or  order  of  the  court,  then  the  damages  assessed  to 
each  tract  of  land  shall  be  stated  separately,  together  with  the  name  of  each 
person  interested,  and  a  specific  description  of  the  property  or  premises  for 
which  such  damages  are  assessed,  and  until  the  damages  so  assessed  are 
paid  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto,  or  into  court  for  such  person 
or  persons  the  said  premises  shall  not  be  taken  or  disturbed,  or  the  pro- 
prietary rights  of  the  owner  or  owners  therein  divested,  but  on  making  such 
pa3niient  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  to  make  an  order  establishing  such 
public  road  or  change  of  road  as  hereinafter  provided.  In  estimating  dam- 
ages, the  commissioners  shall  always  take  into  consideration  the  advantages 
as  well  as  the  disadvantages  resulting  from  the  establishment  of  such  road 
or  change  of  road  to  the  tract  of  land  over  which  it  runs ;  such  commis- 
sioners shall  receive,  as  compensation  for  their  services,  such  sum  as  may  be 
allowed  by  the  county  court,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
day,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  in  case  such  road  is  established 
or  change  granted,  but  if  such  road  be  not  established  or  change  granted, 
then  such  commissioners  shall  be  paid  by  the  petitioners  asking  for  the 
establishment  of  such  road  or  change  of  road.  In  case  the  bank  of  a  river, 
creek  or  other  water  course  upon  which  a  road  is  situated,  caves  or  falls  in, 
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SO  as  to  render  free  passage  impracticable  or  unsafe  for  horsemen,  carriages 
or  wagons,  the  road  overseers  of  the  district  in  which  such  part  of  said  road 
is  located,  shall  notify  the  county  court  at  the  first  session  thereafter,  and 
the  court,  on  receiving  such  notice  and'^proof  of  such  facts,  shall  make  an 
order  requiring  the  road  commissioners  to  immediately  survey  and  locate  a 
new  road  along  the  bank  of  such  water  course  and  take  relinquishments  of 
right  of  way,  as  provided  in  case  of  the  establishment  of  new  roads,  and 
the  court  shall,  in  said  order  appoint  three  disinterested  commissioners  who 
shall  accompany  such  road  commissioner,  who  shftll  posess  like  qualifications, 
and  shall  assess  damages  to  all  persons  for  premises  taken  who  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  relinquish  the  right  of  way,  and  the  said  road  commissioner  and 
the  commissioners  appointed  to  assess  such  damages,  shall  makf  like  reports 
in  like  time  and  manner  as  herein  provided,  in  cases  of  establishment  of  new 
public  roads. 

Amendment  No.  5.  Amend  section  nine  by  striking  out  all  of  said  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Section  9.  If  upon  the  report  of  the  road  commissioner  and  the  report 
of  the  commissioners  appointed  to  assess  damages  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
the  court  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  use  to  which  said  premises  are  sought  to 
be  appropriated  is  a  public  use,  and  that  the  proposed  road  or  change  of 
road  is  of  sufiScient  public  utility  to  justify  the  payment  of  the  damages  as- 
sessed, and  warrants  shall  be  drawn  on  the  county  treasury  and  delivered  to 
the  parties  severally,  to  whom  damages  are  assessed,  or  delivered  into  court 
for  their  use,  or  in  default  thereof,  the  petitioners  have  paid  such  damages 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  premises  or  into  court  for  such  owner  or  owners, 
the  court  shall  order  the  road  to  be  established  and  opened,  or  the  change 
made,  and  the  land  so  condemnei  or  relinquished  as  aforesaid,  shall  forever 
be  considered  and  thereafter  be  a  public  highw^ay  until  altered,  changed  or 
annulled  by  authority  of  law,  and  the  reports  and  plats  of  the  road  commis- 
sioner, and  of  the  commissioners  to  assess  damages,  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
county  clerk  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  All  costs  and  damages 
paid  by  the  county  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  thereof  upon  waiTants 
drawn  thereon.  Whenever  any  road  is  ordered  opened  or  changed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  if  such  road  shall  run  on  any  line  where  a  fence 
is  standing,  or  through  any  inclosed  field,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner 
of  the  land  on  which  such  fence  stands,  to  remove  the  same  from  the  line  of 
such  road  within  si^  months  from  the  time  he  may  be  notified  in  writing  to 
do  so  by  the  overseer  of  the  district 'in  which  said  road  is  situated ;  and  upon 
bis  failure  to  remove  such  fence,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseer  of  the 
road  district  to  enter  upon  such  lands  and  remove  such  fence:  provided,  that 
the  report  of  the  commissioners  assessing  damages  may  be  reviewed  by  th^ 
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county  court  on  written  exceptions  filed  therein,  or  with  the  clerk  thereof  in 
vacation  by  any  party  interested,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  next  regu- 
lar term  after  the  filing  of  said  report  and  assessment  of  damages,  such  new 
appraisements  and  assessments  of  d&mages  shall  be  made  by  a  jury,  duly 
empaneled  and  sworn  under  the  supervision  of  the  county  court  as  in  ordi- 
nary cases  of  inquiry  of  damages,  but  notwithstanding  such  exceptions,  such 
road  may  be  established  opened  and  worked,  and  any  subsequent  proceed- 
ings shall  only  affect  the  amount  of  compensation  or  assessment  to  be  allowed 
as  damages.  If  the  amount  assessed  by  the  jury  be  the  same  or  a  less 
amount  than  that  assessed  by  the  commissioners,  the  objector  shall  pay  the 
costs  of  the  proceedings  on  such  objections,  but  if  the  amount  of  damages 
assessed  by  such  jury  shall  be  greater  in  amount  than  that  assessed  bj'  the 
commissioners,  the  county  shall  pay  the  amount  of  such  excess,  and  the  costs 
of  such  proceedings. 

Amendment  No.  6.  Amend  section  No.  22,  printed  bill,  by  inserting 
between  the  words  '*on'*  and  *'before,"  in  the  seventh  line  of  said  section, 
the  word  *'or  ;'*  also  amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  word  ''district" 
in  the  twenty-ninth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  ''township." 

Amendment  No.  7,  Amend  section  43  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 
* 'provided,  that  the  amount  of  taxes  raised  for  road  purposes  in  the  several 
districts  under  the  provisions  Of  this  act,  shall  only  be  expended  in  llie  re- 
pairing of  the  roads  and  highways  in  their  respective  districts,  and  shall  not 
be  used  in  or  transferred  to  any  other  district.*' 

Senator  Jacobs  offered  tbe  following  resolution,  which  was  rear! : 

Whereas,  The  session  is  rapidly  drawing  to  a  close,  and  the  passage  <»f 
many  important  measures  endangered  and  the  business  of  the  Senate  greatly

"At  his  own  risk  of  their  injuring  each  other,  unless  such  injury  is 
received  in  a  collision  of  trains,  or  derailment  of,  or  other  accident  to  the 
train  or  car  carrying  such  live  stock,"  so  that  said  section,  when  amended, 
shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  2.     Whenever  any  shipper  shall  order  one  or  more  cars  from  any 
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railroad  company  for  the  purpose  of  transportation  of  stock,  graii)  or  any 
other  article  of  commerce  or  trade,  he  shall  have  the  ri^ht  and  privilege  to 
put  in  said  car  or  cars,  two  or  more  species  of  live  stock  at  his  own  risk  of 
their  injuring  each  other,  unless  such  injury  is  received  in  a  collision  of  trains, 
or  derailment  of,  or  other  accident  to,  the  train  or  car  carrying  such  live 
stock  or  different  kinds  of  grain  or  different  articles  of  trade  or  commerce, 
and  no  railroad  company,  or  railroad  agent,  shall  charge  for  any  car  m  which 
is  shipped  two  or  more  species  of  live  stock,  any  greater  price  than  is  charged 
when  only  one  species  of  said  stock  is  shipped  therein ;  nor  shall  said  rail- 
road agent  or  railroad  company  charge  any  greater  sum  when  two  or  more 
kinds  of  grain  are  shipped  in  any  car  than  is  charged  when  only  one  kind  of 
grain  which  is  in  said  car  is  shipped :  provided,  that  said  different  species  of 
stock,  or  kinds  of  grain  or  other  article  of  trade  and  commerce,  which  are 
placed  in  said  car  or  cars,  do  not  exceed  the  maximum  limit  of  pounds  allowed 
by  law  and  by  the  railroad  company,  when  only  one  species  of  live  stock  or 
any  kind  of  grain  is  shipped  in  said  car  or  cars.

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred 
House  bill  No.  654,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  3681  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Missouri  of  1879,  entitled  ^Of  judgments,  and  subsequent  pro- 
ceedings thereon,'  "  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same 
and  recommend  that  it  do  pass  with  the  accompanying  amendment. 

House  bill  No.  654  was  taken  up,  and  the  following  amendment  reported 
by  the  committee,  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to : 
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Amend  House  bill  No,  654,  as  printed,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "by," 
in  the  5th  line  the  words  "striking  out  the  word  "and"  in  said  fourth  line," 
and  by  inserting  before  the  word  "or,"  in  the  10th  line,  the  word  "in,"  and 
by  striking  out  the  word  "delivering,''  in  the  11th  line  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "the  delivery,"  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "of  said 
account,"  in  said  11th  line  and  also  in  the  Sd  line. 

House  bill  No.  294,  entitled  "An  act  concerning  persons  charged  with 
crime  and  becoming  insane  subsequent  to  their  arrest  and  prior  to  their  trial, 
and  to  provide  for  their  disposition,"  was  taken  up ;  and 

Senator  Downing  offered  the  following  substitute  for  the  pending  amend- 
ment, which  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to : 

Amend  House  bill  No.  294  by  striking  out  the  first  section  thereof  and 
insert  the  following  in  lieu  thereof : 

Section  1.  If  any  person,  indicted  for  any  crime  in  this  State,  shall, 
after  his  indictment  and  before  his  trial  on  such  charge,  become  insane,  and 
the  circuit  or  criminal  court  wherein  such  person  stands  charged  shall  have 
reason  to  believe  that  such  person  has  so  become  insane,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  court  to  suspend  all  further  proceedings  against  such  person  under 
said  charge,  and  to  order  a  jury  to  be  summoned  to  try  and  decide  the  ques- 
tion of  the  insanity  of  such  person,  and  said  judge  shall  notify  the  prosecut- 
ing attorney  of  the  pendency  of  such  inquiry.  The  alleged  insane  person 
shall  be  notified  of  such  proceeding,  unless  the  court  order  such  person  to  be 
brought  before  it. 

Senator  Downing  offered  the  following  amendment,  which  was  read  first 
and  second  times  and  agreed  to  : 

Amend  section  2  of  House  bill  No.  294  by  striking  out  the  first  and 
second  lines  of  said  section  in  printed  bill  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: "  If,  upon  such  inquiry,  the  said  jury  shalj  become  satisfied  that 
such  person  has  so  become  insane,  they  shall  so  declare  in  their  verdict,  and 
the  court  shall,  by  proper." 

House  bill  No.  445,  entitled  "An  act  to  revise  and  amend  the  general 
laws  in  relation  to  roads  and  highways,  and  providing  for  establishing,  open- 
ing, repairing  and  vacating  the  same,"  was  taken  up,  and  amendment  No. 
1 — Amend  section  1.  printed  bill,  by  inserting  between  the  words  "be"  and 
"opened,"  in  the  first  line  of  said  section,  the  word  "established,"  was  read 
first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to. 

Amendment  No.  2. — ^Amend  section  4,  printed  bill,  by  inserting  between 
the  words  "employed"  and  "and,"  where  they  occur  in  the  fifth  line  of  said 
section,  the  following  words :  "and  such  allowance  for  his  actual  and  neces- 
sary expenses  while  traveling  on  business  for  the  county,  as  the  county  court 
may  deem  just  and  proper,"  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to. 
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Amendment  No.  3. — ^Amend  section  7,  printed  bill,  by  striking  oat  said 
section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Section  7.  The  court  shall,  when  such  petition  is  presented  and  pub- 
licly read,  and  upon  proof  of  notice  having  been  given,  as  required  by  the 
next  preceding  section,  hear  the  remonstrance  of  any  eight  or  more  free- 
holders residing  in  the  township  or  townships  through  which  the  proposed 
road  may  run,  and  such  witnesses  as  the  respective  parties  may  produce,  and 
if  the  court  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  facts  in  the  case  justify  it,  may 
make  an  order  requiring  the  road  commissioner  to  view,  survey  and  mark 
out  such  road  and  make  report  thereof  at  the  next  term  thereafter.  The 
road  commissioner  shall  take  the  relinquishment  of  the  right  of  way  of  all 
persons  who  may  give  such,  and  shall  state  in  his  report  the  names  of  all 
persons  who  have  relinquished  the  right  of  way,  the  names  of  all  persons 
who  have  failed  or  refused  to  relinquish  the  right  of  way,  with  the  reason 
therefor,  and  the  estimated  cost  of  all  bridges  that  may  be  needed  on  said 
road ;  which  reports,  rights  of  way  and  plats  shall  be  filed  with  the  county 
court  on  the  first  day  of  the  next  regular  term  thereafter,  or  with  the  clerk 
thereof  in  vacation  prior  thereto,  and  be  free  to  the  inspection  of  all  persons 
interested  therein,  was  read  first  and  second  times,  and 

Senator  Downing  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  amendment, 
which  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to : 

Amend  the  amendment  by  striking  out  the  word  **  eight,"  in  6th  line, 
and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  '*  twelve." 

The  amendment  as  amended  was  read  first  and  second  times  and 
agreed  to. 

Amendment  No.  4.  Amend  section  8  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  8.  If  any  person  or  persons  through  whose  lands  such  pro- 
posed new  road  or  change  of  road  shall  run,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  relinquish 
the  right  of  way  for  the  same,  the  said  county  court  shall  appoint,  by  order 
of  record,  three  disinterested  free-holders  of  the  county,  to  act  as  commis- 
sioners to  view  the  premises,  and  assess  the  damages  which  the  owners  may 
severally  sustain  by  reason  of  the  location  of  said  new  road  or  change  of 
road,  which  said  commissioners,  after  having  been  duly  sworn  to  faithfully 
and  impartially  perform  their  duties,  shall  proceed  to  view  the  premises  and 
shall  return,  under  oath,  to  the  county  clerk,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
the  next  regular  term  of  the  court  thereafter,  such  assessment  of  damages, 
setting  forth  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  clerk  shall  file  the  same ;  should 
the  premises  of  more  than  one  owner  or  other  person  interested  be  included 
in  the  same  proceedings  or  order  of  the  court,  then  the  damages  assessed  to 
each  tract  of  land  shall  be  stated  separately,  together  with  the  name  of  each 
person  interested,  and  a  specific  description  of  the  property  or  premises  for 
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which  such  damages  are  assessed,  and  until  the  damages  so  assessed  are 
paid  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto,  or  into  court  for  such  person 
or  persons  the  said  premises  shall  not  be  taken  or  disturbed,  or  the  pro- 
prietary rights  of  the  owner  or  owners  therein  divested,  but  on  making  such 
payment  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court  to  make  an  order  establishing  such 
public  road  or  change  of  road  as  hereinafter  provided.  In  estimating  dam- 
ages, the  commissioners  shall  always  take  into  consideration  the  advantages 
as  well  as  the  disadvantages  resulting  from  the  establishment  of  such  road 
or  change  of  road  to  the  tract  of  land  over  which  it  runs ;  such  commis- 
sioners shall  receive,  as  compensation  for  their  services,  such  sum  as  may  be 
allowed  by  the  county  court,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
day,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  in  case  such  road  is  established 
or  change  granted^  but  if  such  road  be  not  established  or  change  granted, 
then  such  commissioners  shall  be  paid  by  the  petitioners  asking  for  the 
establishment  of  such  road  or  change  of  road.  In  case  the  bank  of  a  river, 
creek  or  other  water  course  upon  which  a  road  is  situated,  caves  or  falls  in, 
so  as  to  render  free  passage  impracticable  or  unsafe  for  horsemen,  carriages 
or  wagons,  the  road  overseers  of  the  district  in  which  such  part  nf  said  road 
is  located,  shall  notify  the  county  court  at  the  first  session  thereafter,  and 
the  court,  on  receiving  such  notice  and  proof  of  such  facts,  shall  make  an 
order  requiring  the  road  commissioners  to  immediately  survey  and  locate  a 
new  road  along  the  bank  of  such  water  course  and  take  relinquishments  of 
right  of  way,  as  provided  in  case  of  the  establishment  of  new  roads,  and 
the  court  shall,  in  said  order  appoint  three  disinterested  commissioners  who 
shall  accompany  such  road  commissioner,  who  shall  posess  like  qualifications, 
and  shall  assess  damages  to  all  persons  for  premises  taken  who  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  relinquish  the  right  of  way,  and  the  said  road  commissioner  and 
the  commissioners  appointed  to  assess  such  damages,  shall  make  like  reports 
in  like  time  and  manner  as  herein  provided  in  cases  of  establishment  of  new 
public  roads,  was  read  first  and  second  times,  and 

Senator  Edwards  of  Lafayette  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the 
amendment,  which  was  read  fisrt  and  second  times  and  not  agreed  to : 

Amend  the  amendment  by  striking  out  all  of  amendment  4  after  the  word 
"road,"  in  line  36  of  printed  bill. 

Amendment  No.  4  was  then  agreed  to. 

Amendment  No.  5.  Amend  section  nine  by  striking  out  all  of  said  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Section  9.  If  upon  the  report  of  the  road  commissioner  and  the  report 
of  the  commissioners  appointed  to  assess  damages  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
the  court  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  use  to  which  said  premises  af'e  sought  to 
be  appropriated  is  a  public  use,  and  that  the  proposed  road  or  change  of 
road  is  of  sufficient  public  utility  to  justify  the  payment  of  the  damages  as- 
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sessed,  and  warrants  shall  be  drawn  on  the  county  treasury  and  delivered  to 
the  parties  severally,  to  whom  damages  are  assessed,  or  delivered  into  court 
for  their  use,  or  in  default  thereof,  the  petitioners  have  paid  such  damages 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  premises  or  into  court  for  such  owner  or  owners, 
the  court  shall  order  the  road  to  be  established  and  opened,  or  the  change 
made,  and  the  land  so  condemned  or  relinquished  as  aforesaid,  shall  forever 
be  considered  and  thereafter  be  a  public  highway  until  altered,  changed  or 
annulled  by  authority  of  law,  and  the  reports  and  plats  of  the  road  commis- 
sioner, and  of  the  commissioners  to  assess  damages,  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
county  clerk  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  All  costs  and  damages 
paid  by  the  county  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  thereof  upon  warrants 
drawn  thereon.  Whenever  any  road  is  ordered  opened  or  changed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  if  such  road  shall  run  on  any  line  where  a  fence 
is  standing,  or  through  any  inclosed  field,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner 
of  the  land  on  which  such  fence  stands,  to  remove  the  same  from  the  line  of 
such  road  within  six  months  from  the  time  he  may  be  notified  in  writing  to 
do  so  by  the  overseer  of  the  district  in  which  said  road  is  situated ;  and  upon 
his  failure  to  remove  such  fence,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseer  of  the 
road  district  xo  enter  upon  such  lands  and  remove  such  fence :  provided,  that 
the  report  of  the  commissioners  assessing  damages  may  be  reviewed  by  the 
county  court  on  written  exceptions  filed  therein,  or  with  the  clerk  thereof  in 
vacation  by  any  party  interested,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  next  regu- 
lar term  after  the  filing  of  said  report  and  assessment  of  damages,  such  new 
appraisements  and  assessments  of  damages  shall  be  made  by  a  jury,  duly 
empaneled  and  sworn  under  the  supervision  of  the  county  court  as  in  ordi- 
nary cases  of  inquiry  of  damages,  but  notwithstanding  such  exceptions,  such 
road  may  be  established  opened  and  worked,  and  any  subsequent  proceed- 
ings shall  only  affect  the  amount  of  compensation  or  assessment  to  be  allowed 
as  damages.  If  the  amount  assessed  by  the  jury  be  the  same  or  a  less 
amount  than  that  assessed  by  the  commissioners,  the  objector  shall  pay  the 
costs  of  the  proceedings  on  such  objections,  but  if  the  amount  of  damages 
assessed  by  such  jury  shall  be  greater  in  amount  than  that  assessed  by  the 
commissioners,  the  county  shall  pay  the  amount  of  such  excess,  and  the  costs 
of  such  proceedings,  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to. 

Amendment  No.  6.  Amend  section  No.  22,  printed  bill,  by  inserting 
between  the  words  "on"  and  "before,"  in  the  seventh  line  of  said  section, 
the  word  "or;"  also  amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  word  "district" 
in  the  twenty-ninth  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "township," 
was  read  first  and  second  times  and  agreed  to. 

Amendment  No.  7.  Amend  section  43  by  adding  thereto  the  following : 
"provided,  that  the  amount  of  taxes  raised  for  road  purposes  in  the  several 
districts  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  only  be  expended  in  the  re- 
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pairing  of  the  roads  and  highways  in  their  respective  districts,  and  shall  not 
be  used  in  or  transferred  to  any  other  ^district,"  was  read  first  and  second 
times  and  agreed  to. 

Senator  Downing  offered  the  following  amendment,  which  was  read  first 
and  second  times  and  agreed  to : 

Amend  said  act  by  striking  out  the  word  eight,  wherever  it  occurs  in 
said  act,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "twelve."

Mb.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Criminal  Jurisprudence,  to  whom 
was  referred  House  bill  No.  495,  entitled  *'An  act  creating  a  board  of  health 
for  the  State  of  Missouri,  defining  its  duties  and  powers  and  fixing  the  com- 
pensation of  its  officers,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
same  and  a  majority  of  committee  recommend  that  it  do  not  pass. 

Senator  Bland  submitted  the  following  reports  from  the  Committee  on 
Enrolled  Bills,  which  were  read : 

Mb.  Pbesident:  Your  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  have  carefully 
examined  and  find  truly  enrolled  Senate  bill  No.  167,  entitled  "An  act  to 
appropriate  money  for  the  redemption  of  union  military  bonds  held  for 
redemption  by  Mrs.  Eliza  Ann  Beadles  of  Christian  county.

The  President  announced  that  all  other  business  would  be  suspended 
and  directed  the  Secretary  to  read  at*  length  Senate  bill  No.  167,  entitled 
"An  act  to  appropriate  money  for  the  redemption  of  union  military  bonds 
held  for  redemption  by  Mrs.  Eliza  Ann  Beadles  of  Christian  county,  State 
of  Illinois,  and  J.  M.  O'Shea  of  Franklin  county,  Missouri;" 

Also,  Senate  bill  No.  91,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  section  1182,  chapter 
23  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  entitled  'Of  courts  of  record,'  " 
and  that  unless  objections  be  made  he  would  sign  the  same  to  the  cfnd  that 
each  may  become  a  law. 

No  objections  being  made,  said  bills  were  read  at  length  by  the  Secre- 
tary, and  the  presiding  otficer,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate,  in  open  session, 
and  no  other  business  intervening,  affixed  his  signature  thereto ;  said  bills 
were  also  signed  by  the  Secretary.

Section  1.  Amend  section  834  of  article  3  of  chapter  21  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  Misssouri  of  1879,  as  follows:  Insert  the  word  "and" 
between  the  letters  "A"  and  "B,"  and  strike  out  the  letter  "C,"  between 
the  word  "or"  and  the  word  "shall,"  all  in  the  third  line  of  said  section, 
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between  the  letter  *'A"  and  the  word  ^'shall ;"  and  by  striking  out  the  word 
"two,"  in  the  eighth  line,  between  the  words  'Exceeding"  and  "cents,"  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "one  and  one-half;"  and  by  striking  out  the  word 
"one,"  in  the  eleventh  line,  between  the  words  "be"  and  "cent,"  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  "three-fourths  of  one ;"  and  by  striking  out  the  word 
"seven,"  in  the  thirty-fourth  line,  between  the  words  "exceeding"  and 
"dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "five ;"  and  by  striking  out 
the  word  "four,"  in  the  thirty-fifth  line,  between  the  words  "and"  and  "dol- 
lars," and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "three;"  and  by  striking  out 
the  word  "two,"  in  the  thirty-seventh  line,  between  the  words  "exceed" 
and  "dollars,"  and  inserting  iu  lieu  thereof  the  words  "one  and  one-half;" 
and  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  after  the  word  "exceeding,"  in  the 
forty-fifth  line,  which  reads  as  follows:  "Six  dollars  per  car-load  for  the 
second  twenty -five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  two  and  one-half  dollars  per 
car-load  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  un- 
less the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  not 
exceed  one-dollar  per  car  load  for  such  fractional  part.  In  computing  the 
rates  of  freight  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  distance  9hall 
be  computed  from  the  point  where  it  is  received  in  this  State,  notwithstand- 
ing it  may  pass  from  one  road  to  another,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following:  "Two  dollars  per  car  load  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles 
or  fractional  part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in 
which  case  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  per  car  load  for  such  fractional 
part,  and  in  computing  the  rates  of  freight  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  article,  the  distance  shall  be  computed  from  the  point  where  it  is  first 
received  into  this  State,  notwithstanding  it  may  pass  from  one  road  to 
another,"  so  that  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  834.  No  individual,  company  or  corporation,  owning,  operat- 
ing, managing  or  leasing  any  railroad  or  part  of  a  railroad  designated  in  sec- 
tion 831,  as  in  classes  "  A  "  and  "  B,"  shall  charge  for  or  receive  a  greater 
or  higher  rate  for  carrying  articles  named  in  the  several  special  classes  here- 
in designated,  than  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  namely:  Class  D,  not  ex- 
ceeding sis  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  for  the  first  twenty-five  miles,  and 
not  exceeding  four  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for  the  second  twenty-five 
miles,  and  not  exceeding  one  and  one-half  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for  each 
additional  twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction 
shaU  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  be  three-fourths 
of  one  cent  for  said  fractional  part,  unless  the  whole  distance  be  over  two 
hundred  miles,  when  no  greater  rate  than  one-half  cent  per  hundred  pounds 
shall  be  received  for  each  twenty-five  miles  over  said  first  mentioned  two 
hundred  miles.  Class  £,  not  exceeding  twelve  cents  per  barrel  for  the  first 
twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  eight  cents  per  barrel  for  the  second

twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  four  cents  per  barrel  for  each  additional 
twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction  be  less  than 
thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  two  cents  per  barrel 
for  said  fractional  part,  unless  the  whole  distance  be  over  two  hundred  miles, 
when  no  greater  rate  than  one  cent  per  barrel  shall  be  charged  for  each  addi- 
tional twenty-five  miles  over  said  two  hundred  miles.  Class  F,  not  exceed- 
ing fifteen  cents  per  barrel  for  the  first  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding 
six  cents  per  barrel  for  the  second  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  three 
and  one-half  cents  per  barrel  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles  or  frac- 
tional part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in  which 
case  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  one  and  one-half  cents  per  barrel  for  said  frac- 
tional part.  Class  6,  not  exceeding  six  dollars  per  car  load  for  the  first 
twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  three  dollars  per  car  load  for  the  second 
twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  two  dollars  per  car  load  for  each  addi- 
tional twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction  be  less 
than  thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  one  and  one-half 
dollars  per  car  load  for  such  fractional  part.  Class  H,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  per  car  load  for  the  first  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  car  load  for  the  second  twenty-five  miles,  and  three  dollars  per 
car  load  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  un- 
less the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  not 
exceed  two  dollars  per  car  load  for  such  fractional  part.  Class  I,  not  ex- 
ceeding eleven  dollars  per  car  load  for  the  first  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding six  dollars  per  car  load  for  the  second  twenty-five  miles,  and  not 
exceeding  three  dollars  per  car  load  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles  or 
fractional  part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in 
which  case  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  car  load 
for  such  fractional  part.  Class  J,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  car  load  for 
the  first  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  four  dollars  per  car  load  for  the 
second  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  two  and  one-half  dollars  per  car 
load  for  each  additional  twdbty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  unless 
the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  dollar  per  car  load  for  such  fractional  part,  and  in  computing  the 
rates  of  freight,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  distance  shall 
be  computed  from  the  point  where  it  is  first  received  in  this  State,  notwith- 
standing it  may  pass  from  one  road  to  another. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  838  of  article  3  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Mis- 
souri be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Section  838.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to  in- 
quire into  any  neglect  or  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  State  by  any  railroad  cor- 
poration doing  business  therein,  or  by  the  ofiScers,  agents  or  employes  thereof. 
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or  by  any  person  operating  a  railroad ;  and  whenever  they  shall  receive  any 
complaint,  in  writing,  made  by  any  citizen  of  this  Stae  of  any  such  neglect  or 
violation,  and  specifying  the  acts  complained  of,  the  said  commissioners  shall 
investigate  the  same ;  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  have  access  to  all 
books  and  papers  used  in  any  oflSce  of  any  company  or  person  operating  a 
railroad  in  this  State  and  necessary  in  any  investigation ;  and  if  they  shall 
find  any  complaint  well  founded,  or  shall,  in  any  manner,  become  convinced 
of  any  neglect  or  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
their  duty,  in  all  cases,  to  report  the  facts  to  the  prosecuting  attorney  for 
the  county  in  which  the  alleged  offense  was  committed,  who  shall  thereupon 
proceed,  by  information  or  otherwise,  in  the  proper  legal  manner,  to  enforce 
the  penalty  provided  for  in  section  835  of  this  article,  to  be  paid  by  the  cor- 
poration owning  or  operating  said  railroad,  to  be  sued  for  in  the  name  of  the 
State  of  Missouri  by  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the 
violation  of  the  law  occurred ;  and  said  damages,  when  collected,  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  such  violation  of  the 
law  occurred,  to  be  known  and  held  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  school  fund 
of  said  county.

between  the  letter  "A"  and  the  word  "shall ;"  and  by  striking  out  the  word 

"two,"  in  the  eighth  line,  between  the  words  "exceeding"  and  "cents,"  and 

inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "one  and  one-half;"  and  by  striking  out  the  word 
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"one,"  in  the  eleventh  line,  between  the  words  "be'*  and  **cent,"  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  "three-fourths  of  one ;"  and  by  striking  out  the  word 
"seven,"  in  the  thirty-fourth  line,  between  the  words  "exceeding"  and 
"dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu»thereof  the  word  "five ;"  and  by  striking  out 
the  word  "four,"  in  the  thirty-fifth  line,  between  the  words  "and"  and  "dol- 
lars," and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "three;"  and  by  striking  out 
the  word  "two,"  in  the  thirty-seventh  line,  between  the  words  "exceed" 
and  "dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "one  and  one-half;" 
and  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  after  the  word  "exceeding,"  in  the 
forty-fifth  line,  which  reads  as  follows:  "Six  dollars  per  car-load  for  the 
second  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  two  and  one-half  dollars  per 
car-load  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  un- 
less the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  not 
exceed  one-dollar  per  car  load  for  such  .  fractional  part.  In  computing  the 
rates  of  freight  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  distance  shall 
be  computed  from  the  point  where  it  is  received  in  this  State,  notwithstand- 
ing it  may  pass  from  one  road  to  another,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following:  "Two  dollars  per  car  load  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles 
or  fractional  part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in 
which  case  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  per  car  load  for  such  fractional 
part,  and  in  computing  the  rates  of  freight  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  article,  the  distance  shall  be  computed  from  the  point  where  it  is  first 
received  into  this  State,  notwithstanding  it  may  pass  from  one  road  to 
another,"  so  that  said  section,  when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  834.  No  individual,  company  or  corporation,  owning,  operat- 
ing, managing  or  leasing  any  railroad  or  part  of  a  railroad  designated  in  sec- 
tion 831,  as  in  classes  "  A  "  and  "  B,"  shall  charge  for  or  receive  a  greater 
or  higher  rate  for  carrying  articles  named  in  the  several  special  classes  here- 
in designated,  than  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  namely:  Class  D,  not  ex- 
ceeding six  cents  per  one  hundred  pounds  for  the  first  twenty-five  miles,  and 
not  exceeding  four  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for  the  second  twenty-five 
miles,  and  not  exceeding  one  and  one-half  cents  per  hundred  pounds  for  each 
additional  twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction 
shall  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  be  three-fourths 
of  one  cent  for  said  fractional  part,  unless  the  whole  distance  be  over  two 
hundred  miles,  when  no  greater  rate  than  one-half  cent  per  hundred  pounds 
shall  be  received  for  each  twenty-five  miles  over  said  first  mentioned  two 
hundred  miles.  Class  E,  not  exceeding  twelve  cents  per  barrel  for  the  first 
twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  eight  cents  per  barrel  for  the  second 
twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  four  cents  per  barrel  for  each  additional 
twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction  be  less  than 
thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  two  cents  per  barrel 
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for  said  fractional  part,  unless  the  whole  distance  be  over  two  hundred  miles, 
when  no  greater  rate  than  one  cent  per  barrel  shall  be  charged  for  each  addi- 
tional twenty-five  miles  over  said  two  hundred  miles.  Class  F,  not  exceed- 
ing fifteen  cents  per  barrel  for  the  first  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  ezceedmg 
six  cents  per  barrel  for  the  second  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  three 
and  one-half  cents  per  barrel  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles  or  frac- 
tional part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in  which 
case  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  one  and  one-half  cents  per  barrel  for  said  frac- 
tional part.  Class  G,  not  exceeding  six  dollars  per  car  load  for  the  first 
twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  three  dollars  per  car  load  for  the  second 
twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  two  dollars  per  car  load  for  each  addi- 
tional twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction  be  less 
than  thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  one  and  one-half 
dollars  per  car  load  for  such  fractional  part.  Class  H,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  per  car  load  for  the  first  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  car  load  for  the  second  twenty-five  miles,  and  three  dollars  per 
car  load  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  un- 
less the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  not 
exceed  two  dollars  per  car  load  for  such  fractional  part.  Class  I,  not  ex- 
ceeding eleven  dollars  per  car  load  for  the  first  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding six  dollars  per  car  load  for  the  second  twenty-five  miles,  and  not 
exceeding  three  dollars  per  car  load  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles  or 
fractional  part  thereof,  unless  the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in 
which  case  the  rate  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  car  load 
for  such  fractional  part.  Class  J,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  car  load  for 
the  first  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  four  dollars  per  car  load  for  the 
second  twenty-five  miles,  and  not  exceeding  two  and  one-half  dollars  per  car 
load  for  each  additional  twenty-five  miles  or  fractional  part  thereof,  unless 
the  fraction  be  less  than  thirteen  miles,  in  which  case  the  rate  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  dollar  per  car  load  for  such  fractional  part,  and  in  computing  the 
rates  of  freight,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  distance  shall 
be  computed  from  the  point  where  it  is  first  received  in  this  State,  notwith- 
standing it  may  pass  from  one  road  to  another. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  838  of  article  3  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Mis- 
souri be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repeiJed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  insert  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Section  838.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  RaUroad  Commissioners  to  in-

of  any  neglect  or  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
their  duty,  in  all  cases,  to  report  the  facts  to  the  prosecuting  attorney  for 
the  county  in  which  the  alleged  offense  was  committed,  who  shall  thereupon 
proceed,  by  information  or  otherwise,  in  the  proper  legal  manner,  to  enforce 
the  penalty  provided  for  in  section  835  of  this  article,  to  be  paid  by  the  cor- 
poration owning  or  operating  said  railroad,  to  be  sued  for  in  the  name  of  the 
State  of  Missouri  by  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the 
violation  of  the  law  occurred ;  and  said  damages,  when  collected,  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  such  violation  of  the 
law  occurred,  to  be  known  and  held  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  school  fund 
of  said  county.

Eesolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  con- 
fer  with  the  Secretary  and  report  to  the  Senate  as  early  as  practicable  what 
time  and  clerical  force,  in  their  judgment,  may  be  necessary  to  complete  and 
perfect  the  records  of  the  Senate  during  the  present  session. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Downing,  the  Senate  resolved  itself  into  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole.

Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

Prayer  by  the  Chaplain. 

A  quorum  present. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 
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Senator  Downing  called  up  the  resolution  fixing  the  time  of  final  adjourn- 
ment, which  was  taken  up  and  read.

considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass,  with  the  accompanying 
amendments.

Also,  House  bill  No.  294,  entitled  '^An  act  concerning  persons  charged 
with  crime  and  becoming  insane  subsequent  to  their  arrest  and  prior  to  their 
trial,  and  to  provide  for  their  disposition ;"

Mr.  President  :  Your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
resolution  of  investigation  of  the  charges  made  by  Granville  Adkins  against 
Senator  Rouse  and  the  members  of  the  Senate  Committee  of  Criminal  Juris- 
prudence, in  the  matter  of  the  coal  oil  bill,  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  the  early  hour  of  adjournment  makes  any  full  investigation  of 
these  charges  utterly  impracticable.  The  author  of  the  charges  has  been 
notified  of  the  appointment  of  this  committee,  and  has  neglected  to  come 
before  it.  A  subpoena  was  duly  forwarded  to  the  sheriff  of  Buchanan 
county,  but  up  to  this  date  no  return  thereon  ha?  been  made. 

Your  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion,  from  what  they  know 
of  tbe  facts,  and  what  they  have  learned  since  the  appointment  of  this  com- 
mittee, that  the  conduct  of  Senator  Rouse  in  the  matter  of  said  bill,  was  in 
every  way  unimpeachable,  and  that  in  this,  as  in  all  other  matters  transpiring 
during  his  Senatorial  career,  he  has  so  borne  himself  as  to  justify  the  high 
esteem  in  which  he  is  held  as  an  honest  man  and  cautious  legislator. 
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Your  committee  are  further  convinced  that  the  charges  made  against 
Senator  Bouse  and  his  committee,  are  the  outgrowth  of  the  disappointment 
caused  by  the  failure  of  the  Assembly  to  pass  the  bill  of  which  the  author 
of  these  charges  was  the  reputed  author,  and  perhap<)  interested  advocate. 

Your  committee,  in  view  of  the  above  facts,  having  th^  fullest  confi- 
dence in  the  honesty  and  integrity  of  Senator  Rouse  and  his  committee,  and 
believing  that  the  source  frpm  which  those  charges  have  come,  is  such  as  not 
to  justify  any  further  investigation  into  the  character  of  the  Senators 
attacked,  ask  that  they  be  discharged.
